MISSIONARY VOYAGE, 


CHAPTER L 

IntroJu^hn — Appointment of MiJJionaries and Ship's Crew. 

T he difcoverics made in the great fouthem fca by the voyages 
undertaken at the command of his prefent msyefty, George the 
Third, excited wonderful attention, and brought, as it were, into 
light a world till then almoft unknown. Illands, it may be faid, 
innumerable, w'crc found to cover the bofom of the Pacific Ocean in 
different groups ; fomc of them extenlive, and many full of inhabi- 
tants, who difeovered, by the fimilarity of their language and reli- 
gion, the fame original race ; though how they became difperied 
over three or four thoufand fquarc miles, with no other vcffel than a 
canoe, is truly marvellous. The preliminary account affords a clear 
and concife view of former voyages. This intercourfc with Europeans 
communicated fomc advantages, but w’ithal entailed upon them mifery 
and difeafes, to which before they had been utter ftrangers. The 
perufal of the accounts of thefc repeated voyages could not but 
awaken, in fuch countries as our own, various fpcculations, ac- 
cording as men were differently affedlcd. The merchant coufidered 
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■'it^hcy would afford any objc^f of commerce ; the uaturalift eagerly 
. colored the peculiar luhjeft of his relcarchcs ; and the aftronomer 
■^i^^ght a Ifatiun, from whence he might obferve the tuanfit of Venus 
over the fun, and deduce from thence ufcful improvement in that 
celofli;.] fei'.nce. But when, as Mr. King obfcr\cs, thefe illands were 
foiuvl t.. produce little which would excite the cupidity of ambition, 
or aniwcr the fpcculations of the interclfcd, they were ready to be 
ab;i' uioued to theif primitive oblivion, unlcfs occafionally A ifitcd by a 
itruggling lliip ; and after pro\ ing the fuperior advantages of our ii'on 
tools, and led to the total lugletd of their own, their fituation would 
lunc become {fill more deplorable than their original Rate. The iron 
we bartered with them could not be rcplenifbcd, nor repaired by 
them, and muff foon become ufelefs ; they would have lolf the habit 
of ufing and making their former tools of bone and Hone ; whilll the 
ravages of the difeafes which Europeans had probably communicated, 
threatened to fw'cep them from the earth with the befom of deftruc- 
tion. Reflcdions on their unhappy fituation had dropped from the 
pen of the humane, and pity had often fwclled the bofom of the 
compaffionatc : a few felt for them, not only as men, but as Chrif- 
tians, and wifhed fbmc mode could be devifed of communicating to 
them the knowledge of that incftimable book, compared with which 
all bcfide is pompous ignorance, and all the trcalurcs of the earth 
lighter on the balance than vanity itfelf. The object had lain on 
many a heart, and prayer had gone up on their bchali'; a feeble effort 
W’us difappointcd by the unfaithfulncls of thoi'c dcligncd for the work. 

Yet the idea w as not wholly abandoned, though the profpcift of 
its accoiuplidimeut was almoft dcfpairctl of: a tew of the faithful 
minifters of Clirift, affoclated on another occafion, feemed, at the 

fame time, to exprefs a faint wlfh that fomething could be done for 
the h' aihcn. Oii cummunieatlng their thoughts to others of their 
b’xthron, they iound a cordial difnofition to co-operate; and the 
attempt at Sierra Leone, though inflituted with a particular view, 
brouglit forth feme letters on miffions, fuggefting their praifticability, 
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and calling to the attempt. This coincidence of a rifmg ipirit of 
miffionary purfuits, though in its lowcft embryo form, led to converfe 
on the fubje<ft, and to confider how the work might be begun : two 
or three individuals offered to open a fubfeription for the purpofe ; 
and the active minifters who directed the Evangelical Magazine 
rcfolved to hazard an advertifement of their defign, and to invite the 
concurrence of their brethren. From thefe Ihiall beginnings arofe the 
great increafe ; and the cloud, at firft no bigger than a man’s hand, 
diffuied itfclf over this land, and poured down its copious fliowcrs of 
blcffings on the ifles of the fouthern ocean. A miffionary foclcty was 
in confcquencc farmed in England, and zcaloully fcconded by oxtr 
brethren in North Britain. 

Their obje<Jl was fimple and noble ; to deliver mankind from the 
“ greateft pollible portion of mifery winch befets them, and to confer 
“ upon them the moft abundant meafurc of felicity which our nature 
•“ is capable of enjoying.” They w'crc confeious this could only be 
eftc(ffcd by the gofpcl of the grace of God preached among all nations, 
as tar as their opportunities or abilities might extend. For this end 
their meetings became frequent, and their plans matured for exe- 
cution. 

After a long and ferious confideration of the fubjc(51:, they deter- 
mined to commence with the iflands of the fouthern ocean, as thefe, 
for a long time paft, had excited particular attention. Their fituation 
of mental ignorance and moral depravity ftrongly impreffed on our 
minds the obligation we lay under to endeavour to call them from 
darknefs into man cllous light. The miferies ai^ difeafes W’hicli their 
mtcrcourfc with Europeans had occafioned, feemed to upbraid our 
neglect of repairing, if poffible, thefe injuries; but above all, we 
longed to fend to them the evcrlafting golpcl, the firft and moft dif- 
tinguiflred of blcffings w’hich Jehovah has bellowed on the children 
of men. 

We were fenftblc fbmc could not underftand our motives, and 
others would fufpexft or mlfmtcrpret them ; but confeious of the 
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fimplicity and godly finccrity which prompted us tathe undertaking, 
■wc perfevered undifmayed with difficulties, and, through the good 
hand of our God over us for good, have fuccceded bcyhnd our moft 
fdnguinc expedations. 

The various fteps in wffiich we have proceeded arc now before the 
public, and fubmitted to the attention of thofc w'ho would meditate 
on the wondrous maze of Providence, and contemplate the great events 
that fpring from means apparently the moft inconfiderable. 

On notifying our intentions to the public, wc met a fpirit of zeal 
and liberality highly encouraging ; applications manifold were poured 
in of candidates for the million, with fubfcriptlon^ adequate to the 
undertaking. None but men the moft fclc<ft for piety were to be 
admitted. We were dcfirous to obtain fome poffclTcd of literary 
attainments, but cfpecially to procure adepts in fuch ufeful arts and 
occupations as would -make us moft acceptable to the heathen in that 
ftatc of inferior civilization to which they were advanced. A fcleft . 
committee of mlniftcrs, approved for evangelical principles and ability, 
was appointed to examine the candidates, as to their views, capacity,, 
and knowledge in the myfterics of godlincfs. Many were rejc<ftcd,, 
and only thqfc received, who, after repeated and careful attention to, 
the fubjedt, by inquiries into their condudl and charadlcr, had the 
ftrongeft recommendations from the minifters and congregations with 
whom they had been joined in communion, and of whofe intelligence 
and devotednefs to the work we had the Yullcft evidence. Thirty, 
men, fix w’ornen, and three children, were approved, and prefented. 
to the diredors for- the commencement of the miffion.

Wc ^vl^llcd our fcle<fllon of mariners fliould be equally choice, and 
laboured to procure fuch, and were not a little fuccefsful in this be- 
half. Captain Wilfon and the firft mate, his nephew', were perfons 
in every view equal to the undertaking, and as hearty in the work 
as the miffionarics themfclves. Many of the failors were men of a 
like mind ; about half were commvmicants ; and every man was eager 
to beg admittance with us, under the profeffion of wifhing to be 
inftrumcntal in fo bleflcd a fcrvicc, and the hope that he Ihould gain 
benefit and edification to his own foul. 

During the firft fix weeks that they were detained in harbour, one 
tr,ir body, who continued with them daily, and often miniftcred 
suito thcjn, declares he never heard the name of God blafphcmed, a 
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paffionatc word fpoken, or faw an unbecoming adlion in any one of the 
mariners, many of whom joined in the exercifes of prayer and praife 
with the moft cordial devotion, and none who were not on duty ever 
abfented thcmfclvcs from the dated hours of worfliip. Surrounded as 
w'c were by king’s fliips in the harbour, and often incrcafcd on the 
quarter-deck Iw numerous vifitants, this excited no fmall meafurc of 
furprife and wonder at its novelty. The fongs of Zirn were daily 
heard over the deep. — ^Thc real Chridian in every fltuation of life 
poffelTes peculiar excellence : his religion will never Interrupt the dif- 
charge of his duties in focicty ; none wdll be found ib confcicntioufly 
diligent ; divine principle will do more than the mud rigid difciplmc. 
’W’c appeal to fa<ds that mud carry convidlion to every candid and 
unprejudiced mind. 

The preparations being completed, and all the dorcs on board, a 
folemn defignation of the miflionaries to their office was made, and the 
evening preceding the embarkation the diredors met the midionarics, 
and celebrated their lad happy communion together, in the fulled 
confidence of diortly meeting again in the prefence of God and of the 
Lamb, and enjoying eternal fellowfliip with Jefus the mediator, and 
the fpirits of all jud men made perfebL 

The profccution of our voyage for the accompli Ihment of the bene- 
volent and ev angelical purpofes of our focicty will be found to contain 
a variety of events, intereding to the nav igator, the naturalid, and the 
politician; but above all, will engage the peculiar attention of thofe 
who glory in the name of Chrldian, and long to fee, what they I’ully 
expect, the coming of the kingdom of the Lord, and of his Child, 
w’hen “ the mountain of the Lord’s houfe fhall be edabliihed in the 
" top of the mountains, and the nations fliall flow unto it.” — The 
cry of the uuiverfal church is, that “ the Lord w'ould haften it in his 
" time !” 
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CHAITEII II. 

Embarkation. — Departure frstfu the River. — -Stay at Portfmonth. 

T he preparations being completed, and the milTionarics ready for 
embarkation, the diredors of the fociety were very anxious for 
the Duff’s failing with the Eall India convoy, which, at this time lay 
at Spithcad, waiting for a fair wind. They embarked in fight of many 
fpeftators, and accompanied by relations, acquaintances, and fcveral of 
the diredors, to whom, as rcfiding in London, had been committed 
the care of the outfit of tire miffion. Auguft the lOth, 1796, at fix 
in the morning, we weighed anchor, and hoifted our miffionary flag 
at the mizen top-gallant-mafl: head : three doves argent, on a purple 
field, bearing olive-branches in their bills. The morning was ferenc, 
and a gentle breeze blew from the W. N. W. ; few veffels were 
ftirring on the river ; all w^as ftill and quiet ; and it feemed a favour- 
able feafon for plcafmg contemplation to thofc whofc hearts, warmed 
with benevolence to their fellow men, and ardour for the extenfion 
of the Redeemer’s kingdom, had long earneftly defircd to fee a prof- 
ped fo promifmg as this their firfl: attempt now afforded. With fatis- 
faction they beheld thofe, who at a future period were to ad alone in 
the caufc, not difpirited at leaving their native country and friends, nor 
with the thought of what lay before them, but, on the contrary, rc- 
figning themfelvcs into the liands of Him whom they firmly believed 
able to carry all his purpofes into effed. The hymn, " Jefus, at thy 
“ command — we launch into the deep,” &c. was fung by upwards 
of an hundred voices, producing a plcafing and folcmn fenfation. The 
('ailors in the Ihips we pafl'ed heard with filent aftonifhment, and our 
friends, who lined the banks of the river, waved their hands, and bid 
•IS a lafl adieu. 
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The fpirlt •which animated the brethren for this niidertabin.}; \sin 
be heft felt by a fliort extract or two from their journals, all which 
fpcak the fame language. 

One fays, “ When taking a profpedlivc view of the great work 
“ before us, my foul •was conllraincd to cry out. Who is fufllclcnt 
“ for tlicfc things ? But I was enabled to derive comfort and cncou- 
“ ragement from the confidence, that He who holdeth the winds in 
“ his fift, and the waters in the hollow of his hand, can preferve 
from every evil. To his providential care I was c’liabled to ilirrcn- 
“ der myfelf ; determined, through his Divine affilfancc, to be de- 
“ voted to the work of preaching the gofpel of Chrifl to the poor 
benighted inhabitants ot the iflands of our defti nation.” 

Another writes, “ I felt deeply when leaving my native cor.ntry 
and dear friends, whom I loved as my life ; but loving the Giver 
of life, I trull, more than all, I went with tears of joy.” 

At Woolwich a vafl concourfc of people had collcded on the fhorc 
to falute us as we pafled. The breeze frefhening, we arrived at 
Gravefciid before noon, and employed the remainder of the day in 
clearing the decks, w'hich w^ere in a very lumbered condition, from 
the eagernefs of a multitude of kind individuals from the neighbouring 
towns, wdio, wiflfing to contribute to the comfort of the mUrionarics, 
came on board, bringing various articles of rcfrcflimcnt, and entreating 
they might be received, till every part of the diip was crowded to a 
very great degree. The mifTionarlcs’ chcfls and hammocks w'cre ali'o 
to be arranged and flung, to prepare for palling the lirfl: night of tlitlr 
novel fituation between the decks with as little inconvenience as pnf- 
fiblc. The Rev. Dr. Hawcls, the Rev. Mr. Wilks, and the Rev. Mr. 
Brooklbank, directors of the focicty, had come on board at Biack- 
wall ; the two latter deligning to go down the channel with their 
brethren to Portfmouth, and the former to remain with them till 
they Ihould leave England. Captain Wilfon, Mr. Hardcalllc, and 
Mr. Fenn, came on board from London, and fettled ■with the crew 
for their river pay and their bounty. The articles were agreed to and 
iigned, and the Ihip cleared at the cullom-houfe.

1 J th. A frefh gale fpringing up from the S. E. we juftly appre- 
hended the Eaft-India fleet would fail; but as they arc often by 
various caufes detained, we ftill rcfolved to pufh on with all poilible 
expedition, and after a day of great aftivity in fettling all matters, ns. 
conveniently as the time would afford, for our proceeding to fca, at 
feven in the evening we weighed anchor, and turned down into the 
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Lower Hope. Mr. Henry Cox now took an afil*6tionatc leave, and 
left us to purfuc our voyage. To this gentleman’s ability and un- 
wearied diligence we muft ever acknowledge ourfclves indebted, both 
in forwarding our departure, by removing many great difficulties, 
and by his cure to provide all things comfortable tor thofe who had 
to perform fo long a voyage. 

12th. At eight A. M. we weighed from the Hope Point with a 
frefli gale at 1C. S. K. In. plying down we were met by fomc kind 
fricnd.s from Shcernefs, bringing with them three fficep, one hog, 
and fomc fowls for fca flock. At two P. M. anchored on Leigh flat ; 
at nine got under W'cigh, and at midnight came to a little below the 
Nore. This day the directors on board, the Rev. Dr. Haweis, Mr. 
Wilks, and Mr. Brookfl)ank, allembled the mlffionarics, and dire<^led 
them to clcdl by ballot four perfons, to conflitutc a committee, agree- 
ably to the printed inllriuftious of the body of directors. They re- 
turned, as the rcfult of their proceedings, the following names, viz. 
Rev. James Cover, John Eyre, John Jefterfon, and Thomas Lewis, 
who were confcquently admitted to that office by the d!rc<llors. 

Mr. Wilfon, as chief mate, being confidcred as prefldent in the 
abfence of Captain Wilfon, who was to join us at Portfmouth, the 
committee proceeded to cftablifli the following regulations, viz. 

Rcfolved, That the Rev. John Jefferfon ffiould be confidered as the 
miflionaries’ fccretary, and William Smith his affiflant. 

Rcfolved, That the Rev. Thomas Lewis ffiould take upon him the 
office of librarian, and William Smith be his affiflant. 

Rcfolved, That John A. Gillham, furgeon, ffiould be refponfible 
for the medical books and inflruments ; but every miffionary may 
equally claim to read them under the library regulations. 

Rcfolved, That John Harris fliould take upon him the office of 
miffionarics* Reward, and dlflributc the provillons, as delivered to 
him by the ffilp’s Reward, to the dificrent mefles. 

Rcfolved, That each mefs lliall receive the articles and quantities 
as under : 
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Tea, one pound per month each mefs for the men, one pound and 
a quarter for the women. 

Sugar, two pounds per week each mcls. 

Butter, one pound and a half per week each mels. 

Cheefe, four pounds per week each mefs. 

i:uh. Wind N. E. a light breeze. At four A. M. w’clghed, and 
ran through the Five Fathom channel. Palling through the Downs 
w"C received the unpleafant information that the fleet had failed from 
St. Helen’s. At one P. M. we rounded the South Foreland, and 
during the reft of the day had little wind. 

14th. Calms and breezes from the w'eftward alternately, fo that 
we made but little w'ay. It being fabbath-day, the Rev. Dr. Havveis 
preached in the morning, the Rev. Mr. Brookfbank in die afternoon, 
and the Rev. Mr. Wilks in the evening, on the quarter-deck. 

l.'ith. Calm until fix in the evening, when a breeze fprung up at 
N. E. Beachy Head bearing N. W. by W. About nine P. M. one 
of his Majefty’s floops of war hailed and informed us that a French 
lugger w'as cruifmg fomewhcrc near ; bid us keep a good look-out, 
and hoift a light if wx difeovered her, whilft they ran in nearer the 
fliorc. Happily we cfcaped all attack of the enemy. 

lOth. At eight A. M. anchored at Spithead. The Eaft-India 
fleet had failed five days before our arrival. In palling St. Helen’s 
H fjuadron under the command of Admiral Gardner w'as juft putting 
to fea, and in company with them we probably might have gone 
fate from the enemy ; but in a matter fo important we could not haf- 
tily form the- refolution : for, uncertain how far they would go in our 
track, if obliged to feparate from them too foon we fliQuld run the 
lilk. of being captured ; and not to hazard fo f ivourablc a beginning, 
was thought a fuflicient reafbii for us to wait a better opportunity of 
comoy. 

At Spithead we were vifitcd immediately by the Rev. Mr. Griffin, 
»f Portfea, and other friends' of the miflion, who fhevred us all the 
luoft haternal aft'edion, and furniflicd us during our flay with the moill. 
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a^cncrous fupplics. The llcv. Mr. F!yrc, of Homerton, and others 
i'ruin town, came allb on board. Captain Wilfon arrived and took 
the command. 

17th. Mrs. Hadden being atFeded by tlie fea, as moll: of us had 
been at firll, fell into fuch a dejedion of mind as engaged us to fend 
her on- fliore at her requell : her hufband went w'ith her, though 
rcludantly ; a man of a meek and quiet fpirit, and might have been 
a ufcful member of our community ; but the diredors thought it by 
no means right to feparate man and wife. 

Our anxiou.s inquiries after the next convoy led us to the port- 
admiral; and Dr. Haweis, w'ith Mr. William Wfifon, by his direc- 
tion, went on board the Adamant, Captain Warre, who received us 
with politenels, and informed us he Ihould fliortly fail with a convc.y 
for Lifbon and Gibraltar, and would readily take us under his pro- 
tedion. With this the dlrcdors were acquainted, and ordered us to 
wait the opportunity. 

But the delay began to weary our patience ; we all longed for tin* 
day of our departure ; and though entertained with the mold cordial 
welcome by the Ijrcthren at Portfmouth and Goiport, we waited the 
llgnal from, the Adamant with eager dcfirc. 

Yet the flay was not unprofitable ; the fame gracious Hand which 
conducted u.s thither gave us caufe to acknowledge his loving-kind- 
nefs ; feme good, we hop", refulted from the preaching of many of 
the diredors and other brethren who vifited the fliip, and from the 
miflionaries at Portfea, Gofport, and its vicinity. A fpace was given 
to thofc who, if they had felt any change of mind, might have de- 
parted from the work ; but all became more confirmed and united. 

An ingenious clergyman of Portfmouth kindly furnilbcd Dr. Haweis 
and Mr. Greathced w 1 th a mamilcript vocabulary of the Otaheitean 
language, and an account of the country, which j)r.wideiitially he 
had preferved from the mutineers Avho w'cre feized by the Pandora, 
and brought to Portfmouth for their trial, which was of uufpcakuble 
icr\ icc to the milTioiuirics, both for the help which it afforded them 
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to learn before their arrival much of this unknown tongue, and alfo 
as giving the moft inviting and encouraging defeription ot the natives, 
and the cordial reception which they might expert: 

Here allb were dcpofitcd in peace the remains of Mr. Cover’s little 
boy; who, in the laft ftage of a confumption, earncftly wiflied to 
accompany his parents, though it was evident to every intelligent 
medical man that he could have but a few days to live, and was hap- 
pily releafed before their departure. 

A multitude of friends alfo had this opportunity of teftifying their 
regard for the million, and furnilhed us with many things that, in 
our haftc to depart, had been' forgotten, or, during our ftay here, been 
thought of for the comfort of the voyage. 

The miflfionaries, during this delay, had, according to the regula- 
tions cftablilhed, conftantly cxercifed thcmfelves on board in rotation, 
in preaching, prayer, and praile, w hich many attended ; they em- 
ployed thcmfelves in reading and wanting, el'pecially relpcding the 
ohjcbls of their million ; and in one of their all'cmblic’s agreed to 
tranfmit to the botly of the dirc<^ors the following addrefs : 

“ Brethren, 

“ We, the miffionarics, whom you, under the influences of our 
common Saviour, Lord, and Mailer, Jefus Chrill, the only begotten 
** Son of the eternal Jehovah, have been inftrumental iu bringing 
“ together, uniting in one body, and every way fiimilhing with all 
** temporal nccefl'arics for the arduous undertaking we have in hand, 
* cannot bid. adieu to our native country, and dear brethren in 
Chrill, without laying before the direftors of jhe foclety (with the 
** delire the fame may be communicated to all w'hom it may concern) 
** our views and feelings upon our prefent fituation and future 
** profpeds. 

“ Having, through grace, overcome the difagrccablenefs which we 
“ at firll experienced on our embarkation, ariling from our little ac- 
tjuaintance with each other, change in our habitation, and manner 
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“ of living, wc find our minds compofcd and rcfigncd, and our 
** hearts more clofcly united to each other in the bonds ol love. 

“ On looking forward to the lengtli of our voyage, and dcllbe- 
“ rating on all the dangers and difficulties whierh thofc who traverfe 
“ the bofom of the mighty deep are expofed to, and. frequently meet 
“ with, we are by no means difeouraged ; but can cheerfully give 
“ ourfclvcs up unto Him, who holdcth tlie winds in his fill, and the 
‘‘ waters in the hollow of his hand. 

“ When we extend our view acrofs the great Atlantic ocean, and 
‘‘ contemplate the more extenfive Southern fca ; when, in our ima- 
“ gination, wc conceive ourfelves landed on our deftined iflands, 
“ I'urrounded by multitudes of the inhabitants, earneftly inquiring, 
“ ‘ From whence do you come ? and what is your errand ?’ we 
“ anfwer, ‘ From a dlllant fhore ; the friends of (jod and human. 

kind ; touched with compafiion at your unhappy flatc, as repre- 
“ fented by our countrymen who formerly have \ ifited you ; moved 
“ by the Spirit of our God, wx have forfaken relatives and friends, 
braved llorms and tcmpells, to teach you the knowledge of Jefus, 
“ whom to know is eternal life.’ Though Satan and all the hoft of 
hell Ihould be Hung with indignation and rclcntment at our bold- 
‘‘ nefs in the Lord, and fire the hearts of their deluded votaries with 
all the fury and madnefs which brutal ignorance and favage cruelty 
are capable of ; though our God, in whole name w’c go — our Sa- 
“ viour, by whofc rich grace wc are redeemed, Ihould deliver us up 
“ to their rage, and permit our bodies to be afflided, yea, perfe- 
“ cuted unto death ; yet, trailing in the faithfulncfs of the Moll 
“ High, the goodnefs of our caufc, the uprightnefs of our intentions, 
“ the fervency of our afTcdion for Chrill our head, and the eled of 
^ God, our hearts remain undaunted ; and being, by Divine mercy, 
“ cnlillcd under the banner of the great Captain of lah ation, we are 
“ defirous to be ‘ accounted worthy to fuffer for his lake,’ and to- 
“ endure hardlliip asbccometh good foldicrs of Chrill,. 
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Such, honoured brethren, and fathers in Chrlft, arc our prefent 
“ feelings ; ■wliich we hope, through your united prayers, and the 
fupply of the Spirit of Jefus Chrift, our Lord and your Lord, our 
God and your God, we lhall never, never lofc. 

“ To you, and all who have contributed towards our going forth, 
“ we render unfeigned tlianks ; and our prayers are, that the Moft 
“ High God noay grant you occafion to rejoice in Jefus Chrift on our 
“ behalf ; to wliofe grace we humbly and heartily commend you, 
moft refpcdfully and affedionatcly bidding you — Farewell !

After waiting with fomc impatience for our departure, the convoy 
having been detained by delays unknown to us, and, when aircmblcd, 
by contrary winds, at laft the welcome fignal was made September 
loth : at nine A. M. the commodore and fleet began to wxigh, and 
by ten were all under fail ; we alone w'cre ftill at anchor, detained by 
one of our miflionaries. Early in the morning a boat had been dif- 
patched on Ihore for the time-keeper, and to bring off Mr. John 
Harris, the abfent perfni ; but after waiting a confidcrable time in 
vain, the oflicer was obliged to return without him. We then im- 
mediately proceeded after the fleet, which was fleering for the 
Needles ; but by the time we had reached Cowes the fine S. E. gale 
failed us, and veering to the weft ward, the fignal was made to return; 
■when we came to in our former fituation, Monkton fort bearing N. 
by E. Mr. Harris now came on board ; he had been on a vilit to 
Southampton, and having heard the fleet were failing, hired a boat 
and followed us ; but it is probable, had the breeze continued, that 
he would have been left behind. 

We had now anchored, as it proved, for thirteen days more ; in 
which time, and during the whole of our detention, we received the 
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moft obliging and unremitting kindneiTes from the inhabitants of 
Portfca, ^fport, Southampton, and other places; nor were wc ncg- 
le<fled by our friends in London,- many of whom came purpofely to 
vifit us, and thought themfclves amply repaid by witneffing the uni- 
vcrfal harmony whichi prevailed in the fhip: for, though the mif- 
iionarics were moftly ftrangers to each other, their behaviour< was fuch 
as gave reafon to hope they w'ould enjoy that peace and cordial good- 
will among themfclves, fb eflentially neceflary to promote 'fuccefs 
the great work in which they wiSre jointly engaged. At laft the 
wifhed-for hour of departure arrived ; the fignal was made by the 
Adamant to drop down to St. Helen’s. Nothing could exceed the 
beauty of the feene; the day was rcmaric ably fine; the convoy moving 
on different tacks with their canvafs fpread, and paffing the various 
foips of war at anchor in the harbour. This being a flate holiday, 
the forts and men of war began their ufual falutes whilfi: the convoy 
was under fail, which tended greatly to heighten the grandeur of the 
feene. On the turn of the tide they all caft anchor, and waited fot 
their final departure in the morning.- 

The Rev. Dr. Haweis had been daily on board, had often preached 
to us, and lately celebrated a fw^et and blefled communion with the 
millionaries and mariners ; he now took his Ibrrowful, though joyful 
leave of us, with an addrefs from Hebrews iii. 1 . : his heart appeared 
to be full, yea overflowing with love ; while we parted with many 
tears, probably to meet no more till wc fhould be rc-aflembled around 
the throne of God and of the Lamb. .

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chapter III. 

Voyage from Fortfnouth to St. Jago, and Occurrences there. 

W E now took our final departure from Portfmouth, and launched 
forth on the great deep, - The fighal for facing being given, 
the mlffionaries came on deck, and every countenance fecmcd elated 
w'itl;i joy at the thought of foon being employed in the great w'ork. 

At five A. M. the commodore and the fleet, confifting of fifty- 
feven fail of tranifjjorts and Portugal traders, were under way, the FJy 
floop of war bringing up the rear. At noon we were all in a fair 
way without the Iflc of Wight; wind eafterly, thermometer 57, the 
air cold. . - 

25th. Proceeding with a fine gale, by eight o’clock on Sunday 
morning we were, off Falmouth, when the commodore made the 
fignal for the fleet to lie by. ‘ A boat from St. Maw’s coming along- 
fidc, we dlfpatched letters to our friends of our fafety and health. 
About noon a frigate came out of the harbour and joined us ; the Fly 
floop at the fame time hauled her wind to the eafl:ward : the commo- 
dore then made fall, and at fix P. M. the Land’s End bore north, 
diftant five leagues. This was the lafl: fight of Old England that 
many on board were ever to have, and they, no doubt, felt much on 
the occafion, though fenfible it was not for thofe who had parted 
wjth country and friends, and taken up the crofs, to look behind : 
indeed, -every man feemed fully fatisfied with his deftination. 

26th. Frefli gales from the N. E. quarter, accompanied with rain, 
and a large caflcrly fwell, which caufing the fliip to roll, mofl: of the 
brethren experienced the fca-fickncfs fcvercly; but remained, not- 
withftanding, unlliakcn in their defirc to go , on, bearing w'ith Chrif- 
tian fortitude what they knew to be the general attendant on all new 
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travellers by Tea. At noon we fell in with an Englifli frigate and a 
two-decker cruifing, one of which fpoke our commodore. In eroding 
the Bay of Bifcay we had favourable winds, and being with the dect, 
it afforded us an opportunity of /ecing, by comparifon with the con- 
voy, how fine a fliip We had. got to perform our long voyage for 
while others were crowding all lail, we Could, go a-head under our 
topfails, the men of war carfying>the fanie fail. This encouraged a 
hope alfo, that in cafe of being dialed by an enemy, there might be 'a 
probability of effeding our efcape by means of failing. 

On the 29 th our fea-fick miflionaries who were recovering, devoted 
part of the day to learning the Otaheitean language and other ufcful 
ftudics. A hawk, this day, relied on our rigging, and was caught : 
a mllfionary remarked, ‘fSo might my poor foul, wandering from 

its true home, be loll; if not gracioufly prevented by Divine 
“ mercy.” < < 

On the 30th, being in latitude 44° 50'' N. long. 11° \ W. the 
commodore jnadc the fignal for the, hcadrnoll Ihips to lie by ; the 
wind at the time blowing fair for us, the captain thought we might 
venture to make the bell of our way, efpecially as the greatell danger 
was now over, and we could go but little farther without deviating 
widely from our courfe ; hoilling our enfign, therefore, to fignily our 
intention, wc were anfwercd by the^commodore, and making all fail, 
were followed by a South-Sea whaler and*twd other vcffcls. 

The fleet foon difappeared, and the miflipnarics held a particular 
meeting of prayer and thankfgiving : praifing God for pall mercies, 
and confidering thcmfclves now deprived of human protection, they 
gave themfclves up into the hands of the Lord, and committed them- 
fdves to his keeping and care, who hath promifod, when ye pals 
** through the waters I will be with you.” 

October ill. The wind continued at N. E. and wc foiled before 
it with a pleafant breeze^ about fix knots an hour. — ^How gracious is 
God in favouring us with fuch wind and weather ! we want nothing 
but more gratitude and love. 
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2d. This being the Lord’s day, Mr. JefFerfon preached in the 
morning, and -v^ith his other brethren adminiftered the communion 
to the captain, milTionarics, and feamcn. Surrounded now only with 
fca and Iky, we feemed to have taken our departure from the abodes 
of the living, to be nearer the prefence of our heavenly Father ; and 
drinking out of the ever-flowing fprings of his love, ?pent the day 
in prayer and praife. , • 

3d. The miffionaries in turn kept up the evening and morning 
devotions, and through the day employed themfelvcs in ftudy, or 
thofc occupations they could purfuc. The women and children bore 
the voyage amazingly well ; except a little fca-licknefs, all was per- 
fcdly pleafmg, and not a complairit to be heard. We faw a large 
fhip, and took care to pals to windward of her, left Ihe fhould prove 
an enemy ; but the dilplay of the American flag freed us from that 
apprehenfion. 

. On the 0th a beautiful fun-rifing : wc faw the ifland of Madeira,, 
which (hows high, and may be feen in clear weather when diftant 
fevcntcen or eighteen leagues. This ifland, lying in the neighbour- 
hood of Europe, and famous all over the world for its wines, is 
largely deferibed by different authors’ ; therefore, had we even oppor- 
tunity of making obfervations of our own, to infert them here would- 
be unnecelfary. 

Mr. Cover and Mrs. Eyre*were ftill affcifted with fea-ficknefs ; all' 
the reft were in perfeft health. We pafled Madeira, intending to- 
touch at St. Jago, the principal of the Cape de Verd iflands, there to^ 
replenifh our water, and procure what refrcfhments the place could 
fpeedily fupply. 

The night of the 6th and the following day wc had unfettled, 
finally weather, the wind veering from N. E.,to S. £. and frequent 
heavy fhowers of rain, with which we filled fome of our water-cafks.. 
On the 8th wc came in fight of Palma, one of tlie Canary iflands. 
On the loth, in lat. 23® N. we faw a ftrange fall in the S. E. qiuar- 
ter ; fhe fired a gun to leeward, to fignify fhe was a friend ; wc did 
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the fame : but as we drew nearer to her they took the alarm, jind 
crowding what fail they could, fleered from us. Diflance run this lall 
twenty-four hours one hundred and eighty -five miles. — 11th, crofled 
the tropic of Cancer, and had fcvcral flying-fifli about us ; thefe were 
a novel fight to many on board, and excited much furprife and ad- , 
miration. 

12th. This day had been prcvioul][y appointed for fblemn humilia*- 
tion and fading, begging God* to prepare us for our work, and forgive 
whatever his pure eyes had- beheld amifs among us. Mr. Lewis 
preached in the morning, Mr. Eyre in the evening ; the whole day 
was fpent in devotion by tlfe miffionarlcs, and proved a fcafon of 
mercy and refrelliing from the prefence of the Lord. Proceeding faft 
to the fouthward, on the 13th, about nine A. M. we law Sab which 
is the northernmoft of the Cape de Verd iflcs ; it has a fun-burnt 
appearance, infomuch tliat, as we failed along to the caftw ard, about 
three miles off fiiore, there w'as not a tree or green fpot to be fccn. 
At four P. M. Bona Vida came in light ; it is hilly, and might be 
fccn feven or eight leagues off, but for a thin white haze which is 
common to all thefe illands, and has the effed, that wrhen you think 
the weather clear, you cannot fee the land^ till within two or three 
leagues of it. This ifland has a good harbour on its wed fide, where, 
as we failed along, we faw fome veffcls at anchor. At eight in the 
evening w e took a departure from the S. W. end of Bona Vida, bear- 
ing at that time E. S. E. fix miles : then, after running S. S. W. I W. 
thirty-live miles, jud as the day dawned we law the ille of Mayo, 
and right a-head, didant a mile or two, the dangerous rocks which 
lie off its north end. 

14 th. The fea broke upon them with great violence ; had w'c kept 
running on, w e Ihould jud have hit th»m; but a courfe S. by W. i W, 
from the wed fide ot Bona Vida, wdll take a Ihip near to the ead 
dde of Mayo, and lead clear of this lad danger. Two lliips, one 
brig, and a fchooner, were lying in Mayo road, probably for cargoes of 
fait, abundance of which is yearly Ihipped from thefe Illands. 
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With plealant weather, all fails fet, and a fine fair wind, by eleven 
A. M. we loft fight of Mayo, owing to the before-mentioned hazy 
atmofphere, for we were at no great diftance from it; at the 'fame 
time we could difeern St. Jago off the deck. At one P. M. paffed 
the S. E. point, and half an hour after tacked clofe to Green ifland ; 
then made two Ihort tacks, and came to. with the fmall bow’cr in 
eight fathoms, the fouth end of Green ifland bearing W. S. W. i W. 
and the peaked mountain open about two fails breadth to the callw ard 
of the flag-ftaff on the fort. 

Thus have we fafely reached the firft port for refrcflimcnt, after a 
I'oyage perfectly pleafant, and juft three weeks fince we left St. He- 
len’s, The Lord has fliewn us great favour indeed ; the wind hath 
been fo fair, and the weather fd good, that divine fervdee hath been 
regularly and daily conducted without the leaft interruption.-— How 
great are his mercies! Such poor frefh- water failors as we were, needed 
thefc gracious commcncerhcnts, to prepare us for the vaft fpacc which 
yet remained. 

As foon as the fails were furled the captain. fent the firft mate with 
his refpcdls to the governor, , to requeft leave of him to water and 
purchafe rcfrelliments, which he very politely and readily granted. 
The chief governor refides at St. Jago town inland, and the gentle- 
man at Port Praya was his deputy, llcfpedling live flock, vegetables, 
See. he faid that none could be purchafed -this evening ; but as the 
news would quickly fpread that a fhip had arrived in the port, to- 
morrow early the natives would refort within the walls of the fort, 
where the’ market is ufually held ; and as each brings a part of what 
he polTeffes, there is generally colleilcd whatever the ifland affords. 
This being the cafe, w,e could only go on with our watering, which 
is here attended with much trouble, having to roll the cafks a quarter 
of a mile over a hot foft fand, and take them off through a heavy 
furf ; bclidcs, the water, after it is got, is brackilh. That for the ufc 
of tfic fort is brought on affes or camels from a diftance of three or 
four miles. 
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The deputy-governor had long laboured under a dangerous com- 
plaint, and though for fome time pall in a way of recovering, yet for 
want of advice and nriedicincs was apprehenlive of a rclapfc. Dr. 
Gillham being on lliore, .the cafe was made known; and his opinion 
and advice agreeing with what had been told the governor before by 
a furgeon of an Indiaman, gained confidence, and the doctor’s fcrvices 
were gladly accepted, who preferibed for the governor and his lady, 
who was allb indifpofed ; and he vifited fomc poor fick natives. Their 
difeafes he chiefly found to be intermittents, clifeafcs of the liver, and 
anafarca. He reports the place as very unhealthy, yet was informed 
of a perfon one hundred and ten years old. 

15 th. At daylight the pinnace was detached for another turn of 
water, fome of the miflionaries voluntarily lending their alTiftancc. 
On her return the fliip’s lleward was fent to trade for live ftock. See. ; 
a few of the miflionaries accompanied him to procure what things they 
wanted for their own ufe ; old clothes they found to be a llaple ar- 
ticle : however, we were in a meafure difappointed, for the market 
•was not as well furniflied as we expcdled, owing, as the fort alleged, 
to but few of the country people being yet apprlfcd of our arrival; 
therefore all w'e got for the cabin was, one turkey, five fowls, fi\c- 
pigs, a quantity of oranges, and a quarter of a calk of Madeira "w ine 
for the ufe of the miflionaries, which we procured from the captiiin' 
of an American brig that lay in the port. While we were on Ihorc 
the governor treated us with the greatefl: refpeft and kindnefs, and 
had Dr. Gillham, myfclf, and two of the brethren, to dine with him. 
In return for his civility. Captain Wilfon fent him a cheefe and Ibme 
tea and fugar, articles wdiich he Hood in need of, the regular fupj)lies 
from Lilbon having not arrived, though pall the ufual time. Our 
water being completed, at five M. a gun was fired from the Ihip, a 
fignal for thofc who were on Ihore to repair on board ; hoillcd the 
boats in, got under w'ay, and by feven o’clock were clear of the har- 
bour: thermometer 77% very fultry. St. Jago is the mofl: fruitful 
and the bell inhabited, of all the Cape de Verd illands, notwith- 
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Handing it is very moontainous, and has in it a great deal of barren 
land. The principal town is named after the iRand, and is fituated 
in 15 " N. lat. ; it Hands againft the Rde of two mountains, between 
whieh there is a deep valley tw^o hundred yards wide, that . runs 
within a fmall fpacc of the fea.' In that part of the valley next 
the fca is a ftraggling Hrect w'ith houfes on each fide, and a . rivulet 
of water in the bottom, emptying itfelf into a fine cove, or fandy 
bay, where the fca is generally very fmopth, fo that fliips ride there 
with great fafety. A fmall fort is creHed near the landing-place 
of this bay, where a guard is conRantly kept, and near it is a bat- 
tery mounted wHth a few final! cannon, but incapable of refifting an 
encihy. 

Port Praya is a fmall bay, fituated about the middle of the fouth 
fide of tlic ifiand, in lat. 14° 5 S'' N. long. 23 " 30 '' W. ; it may be known 
by the fiiuthcrnmoft hill on the ifiand lying inland in the dircHion 
of weft from the port ; the hill is round and peaked at the top. Green 
ifiand may aUb be taken as a mark by which to know the harbour; 
it lies on the weft fide of the bay, is not very high, and has ftcep 
rocky fides. From this ifiand to the weft point of the bay lie funken 
rocks, upon which the fea continually breaks : the two points which 
form the entrance He in the dircdlion of W. S. W. and E. N. E. half 
a league from each other. , It is uftial for Eaft-Indiamen, Guinea 
traders, and others bound to the fouthward, to touch here for refrefli- 
ments. Bullocks,” fays Captain Cook, muft be purchafed with 
** money ; the price is twelve Spanifli dollars a-hcad, weighing bc- 
tween two hundred and fifty and three hundred pounds. Other 
articles may be got from the natives in exchange for old clothes, 
&c. ; but the falc of bullocks is granted to a company of mcr- 
chants as their peculiar privilege, and they conftantly keep an agent 
“ refiding on the fpot.” This may in general be true, but we could 
find neither merchants nor agents, confequcntly got no bullocks ; 
however, had our ftay been longer, it is probable fornc of them 
would have come to the fort. 
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Though oiir {lay was very fliort, our brethren on fliorc were nc : 
inattentive to their firit object ; we fliall juft mention, in the iiin- 
plicity of the language of the reporter, what pafl'cd on one occafion ; 
“ I was meditating on the great goodncYs of God to me an unworthy 
creature, and that ‘ w’hofoever is afraid or adiamed of liis w’ord 
before men* of him will the Son of Alan be afliamed,’ when I met 
“ a native black man, who invited me to his houf^. Aly mind, was 
greatly impreffed with the ignorance and lupcrlLtion I faw ; fo I 
“ went with him, and found him very friendly: he f|)')kethe Englifii 
“ language fuflicicntly to be underftood ; I inquired what religion he 
“ was of'; he told me he was a Roman Catl'.olic. After {peaking a 
“ little of their mode and manner of w'orfhip, I told l)im freely I 
“ feared he was wrong; that God could not be worilhppcd through 
the medium of images, pointing out the fcvtral j)a(lagcs of God’s 
“ word w hich forbad Inch vvorlhip ; and, blcHed be God, he appeared 
“ \cvy mr.eli to give an ay to w hat I faid to him ; and 1 hope the Eord 
“ will convince him by his Spirit. I’efore parting from him, 1 dcfircd 
“ him to read over all the paifages 1 had pointed out to him, for he 
“ had an old Ihblc, and could read a little : I begged him to compare 
“ the word ofCJod with the Icntimeiits he had lieen taught, and to 
“ pray to (iod w ithout images fet before him, as they arc an abonii* 
“ nation to the l.ord ; and there can be but one true way of wor- 
“ IhipjMng him tliroiigh Jefus Ghrilf, and him alone. Thus, after a 
“ few mure words, we ptu'tcd, and I hope the labour w ill not be iu 
“ vain ill tlic Lord.”

CHAPTER IV. 


Run to Rio Janeiro — Reception and Ohjervations. 

IBth. TTAVING completed thepurpofe of our landing at Port 

JLJL Praya, and atrcfli taken our departure, at a littjc dlftancc 
off the ifland a fine breeze fprang up, and continued from E. S. E. to 
E. N. E. ■VN ith hazy weather, then gradually declined to calms and 
light airs alternately. Lat. 30 ' N. long. 23” W. at one P. M we 
fliw a fail to the weftward, and by five o’clock in the evening, the 
\ariable light winds being moft favourable to her, flic had got within 
a mile of us ; then hoilling Englifh colours, fired a gun to bring ns 
to : we llkewifc fired and fhewed our colours ; and obferving that Ihc 
liad the advantage of failing we bore down to fpcak with her ; but 
there being hardly any wind; it was dark before we came within hail: 
their gun-ports, tore and aft, were up, the between decks lighted, and 
the crew at their cpiartcrs. This formidable appearance damped the 
fplrits of our peaceable ptiifengcrs, who were now in fiifpcnfc w hethcr 
they fhould go to France or Otaheitc ; for as fhe wars much cair fupe- 
rlor In force, we mull inevitably have fallen into their hands had they 
been enemies ; but on hailing her our apprehenfions vanillied ; her 
name was the Jack Park, of Liverpool, bound to Africa ; Ihe wais a 
letter of marque, and out of twenty-two veflels fhe had examined w'c 
only were Englifh. 

The obfervations of the miffionarles, on this occafion, arc ■well 
w'orth remarking : “ Many fears began to arife in our minds ; but 
“ thanks be to God, we were enabled to call our care upon Him, 
“ and refign ourfelvcs to his blcffcd will ; knowing that whatever 
“ the X^ord in his providence fliould fend us, we trull lliall be for his 
“ own glory — the Lord is better to us than all our fears.” 
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igtli. “ This morning at fun-rifing I was upon deck,” fays W. P. 

“ and llruck with the fccnc prefented to my view. The fca was 
“ quite calm and ferene, the llcy was mod beautiful, and the fun 
“ difeovering his dilTc out of variegated clouds : I never before faw 
“ any thing fo delightful. At a diftance were fome watcr-fpouts 
“ extending from the clouds to the fca, which formed a mod -vyon- 
“ derful objc(!:f : I thouglit of the beautiful words of the Pfalmid, 

“ ‘ They who go down to the fea in Ihips, &c. they fee the works 

“ of the Lord, and his w'ondcrs in the deep’.” 

2 id. A heavy fc^uall came on when the milfionarlcs were engaged 
between decks in evening prayer; and tlie lliip heeling on a fudden, 
the lee feuttle being open, the water rudicd in like a torrent, and rather 
alarmed them. “ 1 caught up,” fays W. H. ‘‘ a gown of my wife’s, 

“ the fird thing in the way, and held it in the Icuttlc-holc till tho 
'• carpenter went over the fhip’s tide and do fed it tight. The f(|uiiU. , 
“ did not continue long, and we were enabled to fing the praifqg of 

our Lord with enlarged hearts.” 

22d. A number of fliarks w'crc playing round the folp ; we 
caught two, each about five feet long ; after being cut into pieces, 
and the entrails taken out, the heads jumped about the deck for acon- 
fidcrable time. 

27th. The weather became now very unfcttlcd, the winds va- 
riable and fqually, attended with much thunder and lightning ; here 
vve alfo felt the power of a vertical fun, and, apprchcnfl^■c of its 
fickcning effeds, put in pradice thole methods which eminent 
voyagers have ufed fo fuccefsfully : we firft w^allicd between dcck« 
quite dean, and w hen dry fumigated with tobacco and fulphur : at 
fix every morning the hammocks were brought upon deck ; and thus 
the berths, kept as dean as poffiblc, received the benefit of the frefh 
.{lir. From the 18 th to the 22d of the month we failed through a 
part of the fca which in the night exhibits a brilliant appearance ) 
all round the fliip, in her wake, and where the fqualls ruffle the fur- 
face, being grandly illuminated. Some aflert this to be occafionci 
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by animalcules which thus glow in the dark, their fliining parts being 
turned upwards by the turbulence of the waters. On the 27 tli, in 
lat. 3 ” N. and lonsz;. 28^. W. we got the frefli S. E. trade wind, the 
falutary efforts of which were gratefully received ; for, fenfible whence 
our blelliug comes, we liad reafon to be thankful, that, after the late 
weather, fo jicrnicious to European conftitutions, we were all pre- 
ferved in good health. 

29 th. VVe faw a very remarkable fhoal of porpoifes ; they rofe as 
if dilcipllncd in a ftraight line extending about half a mile, making 
fo ludden a noife and ruffle in the fea, that at firft fight we took them 
to be breakers. Aboiit midnight we C-olled the equator in long. 
30*^ W. ; the variation by five fets ot azimuths 25'' W. 

In thefe latitudes we naturally expefted to meet calms and burning 
funs, inilead of which vve have a delightful breeze, which carries us 
along about tfinc knots an hour ; and the fun-bcanis being broken by 
clouds and a haze, the heat hath not exceeded w'hat we ha^ c oltcn 
felt in England. — How great is his mercy ! 

3 ift. At fix A. M. law' the illand of J'ernando dc Noronha, 
bearing W. N. W. nine leagues ; then run S. S. W. forty-two miles, 
and obferved m lat. sV S. long, by account 32*' uy W. This 
illand, when it bore W. N. W. nine leagues, Ihcvvcd in detached 
hills, the largdl of w hich had the appearance of a church llccplc. 

“ This Illand, ’’ lays Antiinio dc Ulloa, “ hath tw(i harbours, ca- 

pable of receiving Ihips of the grcatell burden ; one is on the nortli 
“ fide, the other on the north-well; the former is, in e\ery rel'jK’d:, 
" the principal, both for flieltcr, capacity, and tlic goodnefs of its 
" bottom ; but both arc expofed to the north and well ; but tbcle 
“ winds, particularly the north, are periodical, and of no long con- 
“ tlnuancc.” 

November ill. After paffing this illand the wind continued at S. E. 
till in lat. it became variable, flilfting almoll every day from 

about S. Su E. to E. and back by the eallward to S. When there 
■was northing in the wind, the weather was moll unfcttled and 
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rainy; when in the fimthern quarter we had generally I’air wcutlrer, 
though fometiincs the fouth-callcrs were accompanied with ,i little 
rain. 

The porter being c.'drauflcd, the captiiin propoi'ed to ilhic halt’ a 
pint of Madeira wine to the miffionaries, Avluch was tliankfuily 
accepted. 

I’d. Caught two Portuguefe men of war in a bucket ; they are 
beautiful pink-coloured bladders in the lhape of a curious llicli, and 
put out innumerable arms like worms about a foot long, Avhich, cn 
being touched, fling like nettles. They rife to the furface, and feud 
before the wind like little Ihips. 

-jth. We ha\e to acknowledge tlic unfpcakable goodnefs of God 
towards us; it is five weeks this day fiiicc we let’t St. Helen’s, and we 
arc all in health., Itrength, and adivity ; and have enjoyed an uninter- 
rupted iiivf.Lirahlc wind ever llncc we quitted our nati\c Ihorc. 

Cth. Celebrated the comnuinion on the (juartcr-deek, covered 
with an awning to keep us from the lun — a very comfortable tlnre — 
enabled to rejoice in the Lord our ftrength and rlghtcoufnefs : Oh, 
may his kingdoiii fpread liir and wide ! 

7 th. Met this eveiring to fend up our united pra}crs with our 
brethren in England, lor a blelling on this and all millionary Iabe>urs 
throughout the world : we began at bail paft lour, to correfpond w ith 
our luethrcn at Icven o’clock, fueh being the did'ercnce of time. 

f)(li. Ii' lat. uf' .'Vj' S. long. It/'"* lO^ W. we founded on the outer 
part of the Abrolhos I'anks in eighteen fathoms; and while we were 
running lixteen Icag les on a S. W. courfe had irregular foundings, 
vi/.. 18, 130, 1313, L’7, 38, Kj, 1 7 j 30, 25, coarlc land with rcddiih 
ilones. At noon we oblervcd in hit. 15 ^ S.; our longitude by 
lunar oblet\ation of fun and moon 38” 30'', by account 38" 2C W. 
I'roiu noon, with irregular limndings of nearly the lame depth, we ran 
S. iS. Vs'. fAu tcen leagues farther, and could then liiul no bottom with 
fifty fathom of iinc. Here we reckoned ourl'clvcs to he in !at. l<j” 54 '' S. 
long. 38” 40 ' W. and clear to the fouthward of tlic Albrolhos baiaks 
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faw Efpirito Santo. Wc tiicn ran S. by W. J W. fifty-one ml!c;% 
and obfervod ni 2 n'^ i r S. long. W. ; afterw .fd.-; running fourteen 
•hours upon a eourfe, made goo ) S. W. i \V. one ! lodred and four 
•miles, %vc Ibnnded in fifteen tatborns, uuor' •'. banlc is e fuppote) 
V’hicli lies off Capo Thome. 

nth. At eight A. M. wo law the feattcrod iflands which lie to 
“the northward of Cape hr’ 1. Tire weather being ha/y we had no 
obfervation. At half paft two Caj)c Frio bore N. | W. five mile.s. 
It now fet in to rain very hard, with brifk gales from the N. E. ; in 
«onfec|ucncc of which we put the fliip under a fnug kal, intending 
10 Ipend the night bctw'ixt the (oaj)c and the entrance of Rio de Ja- 
neiro; ftanding in Ihorc to thirty fathoms, and off' to ibrty-eight ; 
a landy bottom. IL’th. At daylight w made (ail and ran lor the 
•harbour ; but the breeze (ailing, and the tide againft u i on,.; 

o’cloek in the afternoon before wx reaehed the cntranei-, vt'acn 
nearly there, a pilot-boat came alongfidc, in which was the head har- 
bour-maftcr, who took charge of r'lc Ihip. In running in v\e gave 
the fort of Santa Cruz a berth of half a cable s length ; keeping 
the Ifle de Cobras, which is ffrongly fortified, about tw'o points 
upon the larboard bcn\ till the Ber -dictinc monaftery, w hich is large 
and w hitc, appeared clcai of its north fide ; then hauling up tow ards 
the fliipping, we came to witli our fmall bower in fe^ cn , fathoms 
water, and moored w ith a kedge to the northward, the monaftery 
bearing .S- W. by S. and Ific de Enchados N. by W. As foon as we 
had anchored, u guard-boat, with the proper officer.^, came alongfidc., 
in order to prevent fmuggling; and watch that no perfon went from 
the Ihip unaccompanied by a foldier. It is remarked, that the go- 
vernment in this colony adls towards ftrangers w itii the moft jealous 
caution ; the captain, obliged to land when we firft entered the port, 
was attended with a military officer from ihrt Santa Cruz. This 
evening fetting in wfith heavy rain, thunder, and lightning, we ran 
our cledric conduftors to the maft-hcads, a precaution nccefl'ajy 
when within the tropics. 
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1 3th. Being now fafcly moored, after a palTage of five thoufand 
miles, through the moft malignant climates, it is proper to p.-iafe, 
while we with grateful hearts adore the goodnefs of God, whofc 
w'atchful providence has been confpicuoujfly difplayed in our favour;, 
preferving us in health, and guiding us in lafety to a port where 
we can procure whatever rcfrertimcnts we want lor the comfort of 
the reft of our paflage. Befides thefe motives, an additional caufo 
for thankfulnefs is, that the hearts of the millionaries kem as much 
as ever devoted to the Redeemer’s fervice, and then minds as ardently 
intent as ever to promote his glory. 

This day being the fabi>ach, the incumbent duties were obferved 
in the fame manner as at fca ; the olheer of the guard-boat attended,, 
conducing himlclf with much propriety, and at the dole of the w'or- 
fliip exprelfed his approbation. His enriofty, ho\ve\er, was much 
excited, and he feemed quite at a lols to know vvhat kindot people wc 
were ; but cither through modclly, or a fear of oliending, declined 
making any inquiries : aftcrward.s, when more familiar, he laid that 
he nc\ er bcl'ore faw pcojile behave lb peaceably and foberly on the firll: 
day after their arrival; the reverie, fw taring, noife, and drunken- 
nels, being generally the pradicc. 

l-lth. Since the captain was on Ihorc on cur full arrival, no in- 
di\ idual was allowed to go fom the flip till a further examination 
by the fiipcrior officers, whofc vilit we were cJbiigcd patiently to 
wait; and as the time of their coming was uncertain, wc employed 
the day on the necelTary duty of the fliip till about four in tlu* afur- 
uoiin, when there came, lathe mailer- attendant’s boat, fime mili- 
tary officers, the chief jullice, a phyficlan, the captain of a (h'p, 
and an interpreter. Their bufmefs feemed to be trilling, repeating 
only the quctlious which had been put to the captain at ihc frit : 
however, though their ferivener was prefent, what they had now 
done was not fufficient ; the captain, myfclf, and the Iccond officer, 
were ordered to attend at the viceroy’s nalacc, thcic to anTwer to the 
fame llring of interrogations, viz. \V licnce wc came ? whither 
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bound ? tbc nature of our voyage ? and what political, news we had 

• • • * 

to communicate ? Wlicn llic whole w'as noted, duj)hcatcs written, 
and ligncd by us, we were Informed that the papers would be fent 
to Lilbon, and that fuch fcrutinics were the common pra^lice of the 
colony. 

Thi.s ceremony being over, w-c had leave to go on iliore wlicn 
we plcafcd, thcmfelve.s taking care alw'ays to put a foldier in the boat 
before flic put from alongfide ; and as foon as we landed, another 
picked us up and follovscd us through the town, alncling clofc hy us 
till w'C returned again to the boat. From Monday till Saturday we 
were employed refitting our rigging, watering our fliip, and pro- 
curing live ftock, wine, &c. for fea ftorc ; feveral forts of feeds and 
plants w'cre alfl) got on board, fucli as it was fuppofed might llourifli 
and be ufeful at Otaheite. 

On Saturday the 19th, at four in the morning, we unmoored, and 
with the mafter-attendant on board took the fliip nearer to the har- 
bour’s mouth, that we might be in rcadincls to embrace the firfl: 
leading brec/.c to fail. 

About noon the fea wind fet in with a thick fog ; in the afternoon 
both boats were employed to bring from the Ihore a variety- of things 
which we're fill unavoidably there. 

20Lh. At feven in the morning we wxighed with a light breeze in 
our favour ; l)ut by the time we got abreafl: of fort Santa Cru/. it 
changed, again (I us: however, we kept plying to windward, and after 
we had made a few tacks, the marter- attendant took his leave. At 
three P. M. we pafled between Razor illand and Round ifland, when 
a frcfli bre e/c fprin.'.^ing uj>, we were very f'oon out of fight of land. 

The city of Rio dc .laneiro is at prcfeiit the capital of Brazil, and, 
fince. the difeovery of the diamond mines in its vicinity, has been tlic 
rcfidcncc {.)f the viceroy. It has for its defence cannon jilantcd upon 
the lops of the eminences, which command its cntnwicc ; bcfldcs 
ihrrc or four regular forts; but none of thefc, taken flngly, can be 
efle emed very llrmig, except Santa Cruz and Rozia, as thev lie con- 
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fidcrably diftant from each other : therefore, though guns may be feen 
whatever way you turn your eyes, yet the place is not In reality fb 
well fortified as it appears to be. 

The inhabitants arc a mixture of Portuguefe, mulattocs, and ne- 
groes, and their number in the city and fliburbs cannot exceed two 
hundred thoufand. The churches, monaflcrics, convents, the vice- 
roy’s palace, the hofpital, and a few private houfes, have a good ap- 
pearance. The ftreets arc narrow, btit ftraight and regular. Their 
windows and the upper 'part of their doors being latticed with rod* 
laid acrols each other, and clofe fliut all day, a ftrangcr walking along, 
and feeing their women and children peep through thefe gratings, 
might fuppofe their dwellings fo many prifons. 

The government is fo ftrlifly cautious, that the Inhabitants can have 
no intercourfc whatever with ftrangers without leave firft obtained 
from the viceroy : a letter of credit which Captain Wilfon had, ad- 
drefled to a rcfpcdlablc merchant, afforded one inftancc. On receipt 
of the letter he expreffed his rcadinefs to advance what fums the cap- 
tain might have occafion for, and to affift him in any other way; but 
before he could oblige liim, he fald, he muff wait on the viceroy with 
the letter. 

This capital appears to exceed all popllli places in the parade of 
religion. At the corner of every llrcct is a figure of our Saviour and 
the Virgin Mary placed In a niche, or kind of cupboard, with a cur- 
tain and glafs window before it ; in the night, candles are lighted; and 
here the people flop to addrefs their devotions, and the whole night 
long the \ oicc of their chanting to thefe images may be heard. Even 
the common beggar makes a trade of religion, by carrying a little 
crucifix at his breaft, w hich 1 fuppofe he may buy for a penny ; at 
this the poorer fort crofs thcmfclvcs, and the beggar blcfling them, 
mull be paid for his bencdlAlon as well as the pope. 

Tlic cllablillicd port charges paid by all merchant-lliips arc, on 
entering 3/. 12j., and 0^/. a day while at anchor; bclidcs this, 
foreign vcfl'cls mull pay an interpreter commillion for his bufuicfs

with government, and cn what he purcha/cs ; liQwevcr, provisions are 
very clicap. Rum, which they make in the colony, is of a tolerable 
cpiality ; and their port wine, meliorated by palTing through the tro- 
pical climates, is allowed to excel in goodnefs. 

On entering this port, after a long pafl'agc acrofs the Atlantic ocean, 
the -s afrnefs of the profpc^l fills the mind with the mofl plcafing fen- 
f'ltions. Palling the narrow entrance between two lofty hills, the har- 
bour fuddcniy widening fliews like an extenlive lake, where on difi'e- 
rent parts lie many fcattcrcd illands. On the left, the city, ith the 
fortifications and w’hitewaflied walls, prefents itfelf in a ftriking 
manner, with fliipping at anchor, and boats bringing fupplics from 
every quarter. Beyond all, to the north-well:, as far as the eye can 
reach, a range of lofty mountains erctil their rugged tops : in their 
bolbms, perhaps, thoufands of human beings arc doomed, in fcarcli 
of gold and diamonds, to fpend their days in mifery. 


The Ohferx'at'ions of the M'ljfionar 'ics at their Eii trance and Slay ai 

Rio Janeiro, 

ON approaching the harbour the tops ol the mountains were hid 
in clouds, but the hills near the diore covered w'ith fruit-trees to their 
very tops. .Several fortified illands were around us ; and on the main 
we faw a magnificent aquedueft of about fifty arches, extending from 
o'ne mountain to another. Here we began to obferve marks of their 
fuperftition, for the crofs was eroded on the top; of the hills, and on 
their forts. On the Lord’s day, the Portuguefe and Indians, who 
were our attendants on board, looked on very attentively, and be- 
haved very ferioufly, during our worlhlp, though unacquainted w'ith 
the language ; whilfi: thofc who remained in the boat, though it was 
Sunday, amufed thcmfelvcs with cards. 
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A large party of us going on fliorc, \vc had leave to fee the town, 
accompanied by two officers, who treated us w’ith much civility. 
On landing we were fhocked with the fight of a poor llave Vvorn out 
with difeafc and labour, advancing: with feeble crawl to the water's 
edge ; and lliortly after belickl a Icenc diigufling to humanity, a 
cargo of human beings expofed for fhle, naked, in the market-place ; 
whilft others, in com})anies of fix or feven chained together, w'crc 
traverfiuj’^ the ftreets with burdens: wc have fecn tlic’r mailers flog 
them like horfes or dogs, that our eyes have been iillcd with tears 
at the fiirht. When fhall this barbarous traffic come to an end ? 

'rhe llreets were full of fliops of every kind ; the drugglils’ and 
fil\ crfmitlis’ made the noblcll ajipcarancc. We obferved a large refer- 
\()ir of water, with tliree fountains dilcharging into it, very fwcet, 
and convenient for the fhipping. Peruvian bark was ir. 5J. per 
pound, cochineal lOr. We w illicd to procure fomc of the coclvincal 
jilants, but did not fuccccd ; but we got various tropical feeds and 
plants at a hofpitable cottager’s, a little dillance from the city. 

The viceroy’s garden was beautifully interfperfed w ith oranges, 
lemons, limes, and a number of other trees. There wc faw a cro- 
codile fpouting water, furroundod with curious fficll-work ; and in 
another part, a boy holding a tortoile, from whole mouth ilTued a 
copious llrcam. The view of the harbour from one of the ton aces 
is magnificent. The fummcr-houlcs were adorned with beautiful 
paintings rcprcfentlng the working the diamond mines, and the 
making fugar, rum, and other produce of the country. 

Wc next vifitcd th< palace. The colonel commandant and h.is lady 
ffiewed us the grcatell politcncls, and his lady was peculiarly al’.' 
ti\c to our wives ; and lurry wc were that we could make no acknow- 
ledgments in return ; elpecially w hen w e law their roi'tcd lupcrlli- 
tions, beads and crucifixes hunsr about their necks ; and the crofs 
and their faints w ctc at the corner of every ftrcct, and bcibre their 
Jioufes : to thelc tlicy bow' and crofs thcmfeivcs ns tlicy pals. Indeed 
they Iccm funk in idolatry. The number of tln.ir jirlcfrs is immcnie, 
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The town feemcd not bigger than Briftol, and can hardly contain 
more than two hundred thouflind inhabitants. 

Our attention was arrefted by a grand proceffion of priefts, nuns, 
moiirncrs, &c. entering one of their cathedrals, which was hung with 
black, JMid blazing with lamps. The prayers were chanted, and 
chorud'es fung, accompanied by a band of mufjc. The fight afllided 
us ; to behold fuch external pomp of worfliip, and to difeover no 
trace of the pure undefiled religion of Jelus. 

They arc very jealous of llrangers on account of their diamond 
mines, where fo many miferablc Africans are yearly facrlficcd. We 
paffed the military hofpital, on a healthy fjoot about a mile from the 
city ; but I did not vifit it, fays the furgeon, left I might carry fomc 
infedion on board. Not far dillant, in a beautiful valley* is the 
viceroy’s magnificent chapel ; and they are now eroding a large cathe- 
dral near it, where a multitude of flaves were employed ; and to fliarc 
in the merit of the work, tliey informed us fevcral youths of opulent 
families affifted, raifing a vaft fupcrftrudure on a fandy foundation. 
I retired to my cabin in the .evening, praying that the Lord would 
fend hither his precious gofpcl with dcmonllration of his Spirit and 
power. 

Upon the whole, we had every rcafon to be fati.sflcd with our re- 
ception, and embraced the opportunity of a fliip failing for Europe to, 
convey intelligence to our friends. 


Though the following letter addrefTcd by the miirionarics to the 
dircdors has been publiflied, it properly and defers edly claims a jiari: 
m this narrative ; and with it we lhall elofc the tranliidioiis at Rlu 
Janeiro. 
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“ Ot) ''oaiil tlie Duff, in the harbour of Rio tie .lancir ., 

“ wall .Soiilh-Ami.iica, Nov. la, irjCi. 

“ Dear and honoured Jhctlircn, 

“ We think It our duty to inform you, we arrived at this place 
“ on Saturday, li-’th intlant, after a palfajrc of feven weeks and one 
“ da\'. We cannot iidfieiently acknowledge the great goodnefs of 
“ Almighty God, in the hgnal blcfrings we have been fuoured vNith, 

“ fince our departure from our country and dear connexions therein. 

“ We lur. e not experienced one day of real Lad weather fince vve w ere 
“ iannehed upon the botom of the great deep: winds and vvaves, in 
“ the hands of our (jod, have been propitious. The fiery lieat of thtj 
“ fun, ill pafiiiig bciicatli its dircctcll rajs, hath been kindly checked 

“ by intervening clouds or cooling gales ; fo tliat w'C have croffed 
thus far through the burning zone, wdthout feeling thofe incom e- 
nicnccs that w e were naturally led to expert. Our A ifitations of 
“ fickuef', liave been partial and tranfient ; few" haA'ing been alflicd^cd, 
“ and thofe, through divine goodnefs, fpeedily recovered; i\'Irs. Eyre 
“ excepted, who, through weakncls and infirmity Ineldcnt on age, 
“ has enjoyed hut little health Imcc our departure from F.nglaud ; 
'• however, from the time of our arrival in this harbour, flic appears 
“ greatly" revived. The abundant lupply of every necefl’ary, fur- 
nllhed by our liberal friends, hath not fuffered us to feel the fmallell 
“ want. Our attention has been chleflv diredled to the reading of the 
“ accounts of the lllands of the South Sea, and acquiring fome Lnow- 
“ ledge of the Otaheitean language, from the providential mean- put 
“ into onr hands; other lludies of a fcientific nature we have not 
“ been able to pay general ajtplicatlon to. 'J'lic w"orfihp ( f the IVloll 
“ High has been (hijy and conflantly attended, without any o'uililon 
“ but when nccedity or prudence made it warrantable. Wluitcver. 
“ fpiiitual trials we individually have fufiered, moments of refrclli— 
“ merit from God and our Saviour Jcius Chrill have more than 
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“ compcnfatecl. Harmony and concord continue among us as a body 
engaged in one common caufe. Wc loqk forward to what remain# 
“ of our vo} agc and future operations with that concern our peculiar 
fituation demands. Our infufiiciency we feel, and where ovir 
“ llrcngth lieth wc know. Wc humbly hope and truft that the hand 
“ of God will continue with us, by his Spirit to dirccfl us, and by 
his power to guard us. Wc give ourfclvcs up to God, through 
“ Jefus Chrift our Lord, and dclirc to lie placid in his arms. 

“ Dear brethren, the w'hole body of miffionarics, as the heart of 
one man, prefent their Chriftian love to the body of dire<5lors, the 
“ Ibcicty, and all true lovers of Chrill and his Golpcl. Wc pray the 
continuance of an intcreft in your fervent prayers for us, and for 
our undertaking ; that wc may acquit ourfclvcs as men, taithlul 
“ to the caufe in which wc are engaged, and be rendered mighty 
inftnimcnts in the hands of God for the converfion of the heathens 
“ of the South Sea : fo lhall iniquity Hop its mouth, the wife and 
** prudent in their own eyes be afltamcd, and the mighty power of 
God be difplayed in the eyes of the world, by his choofing the foolilh 
** things of the world to confound the wife, the weak things of the 
world to confound the things which are mighty ; the bale things 
“ of the w'orld,*. and things which arc defpifed, and things which arc 
** not, to bring to nought things that arc.

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CHAPTER V. 

Depiiri lire from Rio Janeiro, till our Arrival at Otaheite. 

W E now proceeded on our voyage, in hopes of effcifling it by the 
w ay of Cape Horn, which was our original intention. The 
captain had laid in a frelh (lore of fuch provifions as this place af- 
forded, with fugar, wine, and w'hatevcr might be ncceffary in the 
long run before us. 

20th. Lord’s day. Brothers Eyre and JelFerfon prcaciied. We 
had but little wind, and drifted out with tlie tide. In leaving this 
harbcnir, and again launching into the deep, we thought on all the 
mercies of our God, wdio had dealt fo wonderfully with us, and 
proteded us hitherto in fiifety through the pathlefs ocean : we could, 
with humble dependence, trull: him for the future. 

2-lth. We begin to find it colder as wx run to the fouth ; the at- 
mofpherc, day and night, is free from clouds ; the ^ceze is mode- 
rate ; we move as on a mill-pond, enjoying all the bleffings of life. 
O may the goodnefs of the Lord lead us to repentance, w'atchfulnels, 
and unfeigned love of the brethren ! Thefe favourable commence- 
ments, however, loon changed ; he lliall deferibe wLo felt them. 

20th. Wc had a very plcafant day, and this evening I was dc- 
“ lighted to fee the fliip crowded down with fails, and going fwiftly 
“ betore the wind with the Harry heavens over us. About eleven 
“ o’clock I was w'akcd out of llccp, and much alarmed w ith the noife 
“ on deck. 1 hurried on my clothes, and ran up the ladder, and to 
“ my great furprife found the fliip under lier bare poles. The Iky,. 
“ which had been fo ferene and bright, was covered with black 
clouds ; the lightning came in flaflics fo quick and vivid, as took

“ away my cyc-fight for a time. Blelfcd be God! it did not laft 
“ more than two hours, when the ftorm abated. See what the Lord 
can do ! ‘ Let all the earth fear the Lord ; let all the inhabitants 
“ thcreol ftand in awe of him. He gathereth the waters of the fea 
togetlicr as an heap, he laycth up the depths as in his treafure- 
“ hoiile.. Oh, hov. great is thy goodnefs, which tliou haft laid u]) 
“ for them that fear thee !’ 

“ Amidft the roaring of the fea 
“ My foul ftill hangs her all on thee ; 

“ Thy conftaut love, thy faithful care, 

“ Is all that faves me from dcfpair.” 

After being tw’o months from England, and running fix thoufand 
miles, this is the firft time we have experienced a contrary wind. 

But to return to Mr. Wilfon’s journal. 

During the firft eight days nothing remarkable occurred. On the 
29th we obferved in lat. 34" -56'' S. long. 49° 30'' \V. ; had a fine 
breeze wefterly and clear weather ; towards the evening it veered to 
the north, a gentle gale and a finooth fea : but thefe favourable cir- 
cumftances we^refaw would be of fhort continuance; to the fouth- 
ward black clouds were rifing faft, and flying with great velocity over 
our heads in a dire<ftion quite contrary to the way the wind at prefent 
blew'. This jarring of the elements we confidered as a furc p 
noftlc of an approaching ftorm ; therefore the captain ordered the 
fmall fails to be taken in, alfo afinglc reef in the topfails. Still a gentle 
gale Continued as before till near midnight, when we v\ ere attacked 
by amoft \iolent fquall, with a deluge of rain and fnrart thunder and 
lightning, the combined force of whicli obliged us to haul our forelhil 
dole up, and furl every other fall : happily it fbon fublidcd, but con- 
tinued not long moderate ; a ftrong gale fet in at foiith, and the fea 
runifiug high all the following day, moft of the miflionarics were 
again vifitcd with the fea-ficknefs. 
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December 111. The gale moderated, and the lea falling greatly, 
a few of the fick recovered ; betwixt decks were cleared and dried, 
the Ihip put in order, and preparations made to encounter fuch ftorms 
as we might how expeft. The cow had fulFcrcd much in the late 
gale from repeated falls ; and as no hay had been got at Rio Janicro, 
on account of the rainy realbn, the little we brought from home wis 
now expended, therefore no alternative remained but to kill the poor 
lean animal; this was done accordingly, but with relu<fiance, as her 
milk had been very ferviccablc to the women and children ; we found 
her big with calf, which made her more regretted. In the courfe of 
the night w'c experienced another fmart gale, which, though not quite 
fo violent as the laft, war, like it, attended with rain, thunder, and 
lightning. 

2d. At daylight we had IhifiCCr #c?ather, and the lea was remarks 
ubly fmooth, but 'terf much difcoteured, the caufe of which pheno- 
menon is generally alcribed to the outlet of the tide from the great 
river of Rio de la Plata ; We founded, but found no bottom vrith one 
hundred fathom of line. At ndori our latitude, obfervatlon, was 
38'’ 8'' S. long. 50° 15' W. Tovvardfe the clofe of the day the Iky 
again put on a gloomy afpeft, ’ and from a moderate breeze at S. by 
W. the wind veered to S. W. by W. the gale incrcafing, and the 
fca rlfing very fall. 

3d. In the morning the fca ran exceeding high, and the wind 
blew a complete llorm, which reduced us to u clofc-reefcd main-top- 
fail and forcfail. Several of our live frock died, cither by the cold 
or the fpray of the fea, lb that wc were in- danger of loling the 
whole of this invaluable prefervative of health. Not only the greater 
part of the miflionarics were fca-lick, but Ibmc of our leamen alfo. 
Mrs. Eyre, already exhaufted by continued illncfs, Iccmed unable 
long to fufrain thefc greater trials ; and refpcdling thofe who were 
not fick, they, and likewife the crew, felt the uncomfortable effcils 
of liich bad weather. Being thus fituated, the captain was appre- 

e 
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hcnfive that in perfevering in our endeavours to double Cape Horn, 
our raw, unfeaibned company of landmen, women, and children, 
might fall vidims to the repeated ftorms and colder weather, which 
we might expeft to meet with in the attempt : alfo, after doing our 
beftj the certainty of getting round, in our circumftances, was doubt- 
ful, as in the cafd of Bligh and others, whoft efforts, after long 
ftmggles, proved in vain. 

Therefore the captain, after deliberately weighing theft and the 
connefted circumftances, relinquiihed a plan, which to execute re- 
quired a fhip's crew of hardy failors, unaccompanied by tender wo- 
men and cmldren, and adopted the refblution of going the eaftern 
paftage ; that is, to pais a few degrees ibuth of the Cape of Good 
Hope, to fail to the Ibuthward of thb fouth cape of New Holland 
and New 2Iealand, keeping in the tmek ^ the wefterly winds till 
near the meridian of Otaheite, and^^then lx> fteer to the northward for 
that ifland. 

At noon we ohftrved in lat. 30® 2 * S. long. 60® W. Immediately 
afterwards we bore away, fttting what fail the ihip could bear; 
and this vre certainly had good reaftn to do, confidering that before 
we'could reach Otaheite by the ftraighteft courft, we muft run not 
lefs than fourteen thoufand miles ; whereas, from our prefent ftation, 
to goby way of Cape Horn, the diftance did not exceed ftven thou- 
ftuid miles ; and I am perftiaded, ti^at to fome on board, the defire 
to fail roimd the world was more than a counterpoife to the difti- 
eulties which might attend our paifage round that cape. But fince it 
im proper, that in all cafes fclf-gratffication ought to give place to 
tho beft deviftd means of obtaining the principal ends of our employ- 
ment, fo now all were fully iatisfied that the late adopted meafurcs 
were for the beft. 

The fea running tremendouliy high, we were apprehenfivc of 
being pooped by it, or otherwife receiving damage, therefore ftiaped 
our courft right before it, fteering N. £. by £.. and £. N. £. till it 
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gradually became fmoother. , , In the courfe of the firft four days we 
ran fix hundred and forty m^les by our Jog, and were then detained 
for a while by cafterly winds. , j .- 

But to particularize the various occurrences of fb long a pafiage, 
where the objedls which prefent themfelyes have already been largely 
treated of by men of ability |ind Ikill Jn; natural hii^oiy, would 
afford but little entertainment, and tedious repetitions of winds and 
weather only tire the patience ; therefore fiiall deem it fufiicient to 
■notice briefly the progrels we made from time to time, , Our miflionary 
journals will fill the, chafm. , 

December dth. Our relig|ous exercifes have hitherto not been' 
interrupted ; we have maintained the regulated daily lervices between 
decks when we could not afiemble on the quarter. This day we met 
our dear friends in Englap^ (||,jtheir,^hour q£ prayer, and lent up our 
petitions in union with thejfs t^e throne ol grace for the fuccefs of 
all miffionary labours. 

Cth. Frefh breezes : ran eight or nine knots an hour. How great 
arc his mercies I ^ 

8th. A great heai4 fea ; faw ieveral whales playing around ; ibme- 
times they approached very near, clq|6 under the ftem, when -we 
could obferve them diftindly, as they came to the fixrface to breathe, 
throwing up the Water to a vaft height with a tremendous tioile. 
We were ftruck with awe and folemnity— -How wonderful and ma- 
nifold are thy works, O God ! Heaven, earth, and lea, declare thy 
glory : “ Let every thing which hath breath pr^fe the Lord.** 

. The climate here, though advancing to the midft of fummer, ap- 
peared to us cold as in England in the midfi; of winter. 

The gale Hill blew from the weft with unabated violence: an awful 
fca running mountains high ; the clouds hanging low, thick, and 
gloomy ; the Ihip feudding before the wind with lurprifing cafe and 
fwiftnefs, and Ihipping very little water, confidcring the greatneis of 
the lea. • At thofe times we truly beheld the wonders of the Lord in 
the great deep. The Ihip ibmetimes leemed hid between two lofty 

Q 2 
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mountains of water, and then elevated to the immenfe -fummit. Thefe 
fights of the marvellous works of our God exalted'our ideas of his 
greatnefs and glory, and incrcaled. our joy and praife ; ^ffured that this 
awful God is our God, and all his divine perfcAions engaged in our 
'behalf. We have fometimes fat on the deck with facred pleafure and 
compofure, viewing the towering billows on every fide, fomc following 
us with their foaming tops, and Iceming to threaten our deltru<Stiou ; 
but inftead of doing us any h^rm, only pufhing us on the falter to the 
haven w’herc we would be. We were unable to celebrate the Lord’s 
fupper through the agitation of the velTei, and turgied our ufual fcrvice 
into a meeting prayer between decks; there confined from the fight 
of the fun, and the fea making often a way over the Ihip, the Lord 
made up every want by vouchfatling his gracious prefence — we could 
adopt^the language of the poet : 

Thy Ihining grace c^n qheer 
The', dungeon where we dwell ; 

"Tis paradife if thou art there. 

If thew depart ’ti# hejl. 

Though by changing our courle wc fhall lengthen our voyage 
leven thoufand miles, and have two hundred and eleven degrees of 
longitude to run, yet the -fpeed with which wc advance is amazing ; 
in the laft two days, fince Friday at midnight, we have run by the 
log near five hundred miles. The Lord is fending us about as he did 
his Ifrael of old, and no doubt for wife ends. Could wc have gone 
round. Cape. Horn, we might probably have reached tlic place of our 
deAination much fooner : but we arc Ihort-fightcd creatures, and in 
the beft hands ; let his will be done, who knows how moll lafely to 
lead us through, the deep as through a wilderncfs. 

The immerile llioals of filhes around us have often amuled and 
aftonilhed us ; fbmc larger marching in great pomp, followed by a train 
of fmallcr, and approaching clpfe to the Ihip’s fidcs ; the flying-filh 
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rifing like a flock of birds out of the water, ttnd often falling on board;' 
one fifteen inches long flew dire<Jlly againfl: our.hcll, and w as taken ; 
they were very good eating. Thoufands of birds alfo, about the fize 
of pigeons, flew around us. ' 

20th. Wc reiCtolTcd the meridian of London, and began counting 
our longitude caftward ; and on the 2 1th that of thd Cape of Good 
Hope, in the latitude or track of 40?^ 20' S. with a fine g£dc; wcftcriy 
driving us along at the rate of eighb;or nine miles an hour. 

24th, Chriftmas eve: fpent, fays W. P. a comfortable evening 
with my mclTmatcs, brother Shelly, brother Hodges and his wife ; 
had a good cake of our own making, and a very nice dilh of Chocolate. 
My mind was deeply imprelTed with the remembrance of deareft ab- 
fent friends whom I reprclcnted fitting round their fire-fide, and 
laying, Ah, poor fouls, where are they now ! 

2.5th. After a fermon from Ifaiah, ix. 0. the Lord's fupper was 
adminiflered : blcflcd be- God, I found it a very comfortable fcalbp. 

20th. Fine weather and brifk gales ; 'we failed two hundred and 
forty miles the Udl twenty-four houns. 

29th. Obfervedf an eclipfe of tJte tun of kboUt three hours con- 
tinuance ; three parts being obfeured, it produced a perceptible dark- 
nefs. 

The miflionarics were now applying tbemfelves to the Otaheltean 
language, the mofl: diligent giving pleafmg proofs of their defirc and 
aptncl's to acquire it. A part of each day was alfi) appropriated to 
reading the llev. Mr. Greathced’s account of the SoutK-Sca iflands : 
this they llyled Miffionary Geography ; from thence deriving con- 
fidcrable knowledge : their minds alfo became more cxercifed, and a 
difference of opinion gradually increafed concerning the propriety of 
their fepafating, and which group appeared the moft eligible and fafe 
to fettle in : fomc preferred the Friendly Ifles, others Otaheite. John 
Harris alone was for the Marquefas; he had long ago made that 
choice, and ftill remained unfhaken in his refolution, defiring only to- 
have one or two to accompany him J and for that purpofe was now

ufing his intcfeft. with the young men, few of whom as yet feeraed 
mclined to fettle at the Marquofas. In confequence* of the probability 
of liich a reparation taking place, a meeting of the whole body of 
mi:iiionaries was held,f| when after a long converfation, it was moved, 
** That eight perfons. and the chairmen (the captain) be chofen to 
V draw upi# code of church„ government, for the future conduct of 
** their little fbciety, together Wjijth certsiti religious principles, to be 
“ figncd by every individuak”*— Agreed^ The fame day the following 
perlbns were chofen by ballot to compofe the committee: viz. Bowell, 
Buchanan, Cover, Henry, Jefferfon, Lewis,- Msw, and Shelly. 

At another meeting it ^as moved, “ That two days in the week, 
** Tuefdays and Thurfdays, an hour ^nd half each, be appointed for 
the difeuffion of fbme do<EtriDsd part of God’s word. The text of 
feripture to be appointed by a moderator, chofen out of the body, 
** who fhall publicly declare the textjat jeaft two d^ys before the time 
** of difeufhon ; the members to fpeak in rotation, and not to exceed 
a quarter, of an hour each, and to divide the text under proper 
** heads, which ihall be committed unto paper, a copy of the 
** fame to be delivered to the moderator.” — ^Agreed. Mr. Lewis 
chofen firR moderator. The deRgn of this plan was to improve the 
young men in the ipethod of arranging their thoughts, and to excite 
them to a more diligent fearch into the feiptures. It was moved alfo, 
at the fame meeting, TJiat MefTrs. Henry and Kelfo do, in conjunc- 
tion with the ordained miniRers, join in the regular difpenfation of 
the word pf-God.” — This w^ likewife agreed to. 

Ilefpe<Ring the health of both miflionarics and crew, we may all 
(two or three excepted) fay that we have enjoyed that blcfUng abun- 
dantly. Mr. Clode was lately attacked with a fevere fever, and for 
fomc time delirious, but now in a way of recovery ; and Mr. Bucha- 
nan, having fuffered continually by fea-ficknefs, was at prefent brought 
very low, and for fbme days confined to his bed, by a painful coRivc 
complaint, which long refiRcd the power of medicine ; while his get- 
ting worfe eveiy day increafed the concern all on board felt, through 
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fear of lofing this humble and devoted miflionaiy. But to our great 
joy, December 20th, at the time when we thought him expiring, h^ 
obtained relief, and afterwards gradually recoverid. His happy expe- 
rience of God’s love, and joy of hope through all his illnefs, was a 
firigular comfort and encouragement to all the brethren. 

January ill, Little did we apprehend on this da^ laft year 

what was the decree of the Lord coAcernihg us. Wc have ik>w failed 
twelve thoufand miles. 

Come, my Ibid, a year is gone. 

And thyfilf may ’ft truly moan 
Small the fruit to GdA is found. 

Too much like the biurren ground. 

This new ydir rai^ be my laft. 

Former years are gone and ^aft ; 

Come, iriy foul, arife and pray, ' 

Trim thy lamp this riew-ycar’s day, 

^ tt -if f 

2d. We were now making rapid advances towards the deflired 
tdand ; but little remarkable occurred. — The aquatic birds, which had 
daily vifited us in great numbers fince we came info this lea, feemed 
now to have left us, lb that for Ibme days we h»dly faw one of any 
kind. Whales were playing round the lliip, and it is probable that, 
had they been olgetfls of our voyage, we might have caught fome of 
the many we faw. There were feveral of the brethren who took 
great delight in Handing with harpoons in their hands, watching op- 
portunities to ftrike the porpoiles that were ufually Starting, under the 
bows, and one day Mr. Smith had the fuccefs to ftrike one, the blub- 
ber of which produced four gallons of good oil. 

By the middle of January the committee of eight had nearly finiftied 
the articles of faith and rules of church government. As yet no Icrious- 
difference of fentiment had arifen among the miilionariea: one nosy 
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commenced regarding thole points of do<ftrinc \vhich*havc too often, 
and with too great afperity, divided the church of the living Gotl. 
It had been the great objcA with the directors to prevent as much as 
potlible dl^ er^lLy of opinion amohg-the f)rethren, being confeious on 
whichc\ er fide the truth might be found , in the abftrufcr points of 
theological tenets, that all dilputes among the teachers thcmfelvcs 
ihouW Ije guarded with tlie grealieft precaution. 

As the dircelors held the doftrinal articles of the church of England 
in the fenfe ufually termed Calviniftic, and in correlpondcnce with 
the opinion of their brethren in Scotla’nd,^ contained in the AlTembl v’s 
catechifm ; it was an original deciilon, thdt noric fliould be fent out 
as miffionaries, wdio did not make a clear and explicit coufcfliou ol 
their faith, agreeable to this ruje. . ,We had every rcafon to believe 
that all the miffionaries were of onfi mind ; but it now appeared, on 
the difeuffion, that twd"of the thirty, had entertained principles diffe- 
rent from the reft, which occalloned fome debate. The general I'cnfc 
of the body was, that it would, be injurious to the work to continue 
thole as fellow-helpers whpfe differiCpcc of fenbaient from their bre- 
thren might produce unhappy effcifts among the heathen. However, 
after a variety of conforcnces On the lubjeft, conducted with the 
greateft calmncfs, the two who had differed from the reft, acknow- 
ledged that they had received conviiftion from the arguments of their 
* brethren, admitted the impropriety of their conduift, and were ac- 
cordingly reftored to fellowlhip, and as much honoured and refpc^lcd 
as ever. We remark this as a moft happy trait of Chrillian con- 
lideilce ; and none have llicwn thcmfelvcs more faithful to the caufc, 
nor has the fmallcft difference lince arifen between them on the fubjetft. 

29th. We paired the meridian of the Ibuth cape of New Holland; 
and on the 1,4th of February were thirty-two leagues to the fouth- 
ward of the fouth cape of New Zealand. On the 15th we wx-re nearly 
antipodes to our friends In London. The day following a fca broke 
agalnft our ftern, daflied one of the windows to pieces, and fpoiled 
icvcral books in the dabln. 
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1 7th. Wc met with as heavy a florm from the caftward as any we 
had before experienced ; the fea around us ran mountainoully, and the 
rain potircd heavily upon us for about eight hours. However, as we 
were all in good health, the cfFc(5ls of it were but little felt. This 
was in lat. 31° 30'' S. and long. 209 ° 30' E. 

The fenfations of the miffionaries on this occation their own journals 
will belt tell. This W'as the moft ftvcrc and awful llorm we had yet 
cxpericneed. The fea ran mountains high, but our little and incom- 
parable bark, with which our God hath blclTcd us, lay to under hec 
main Itayfail, and mounted over the waves like a duck with feathers. 
Wc were blelTed with a Calm and ferene ftate of mind, and enabled 
to call our care upon God, which We did in a fwcet prayer- meeting- 
between decks. In the evening the wind died away, and the lovely 
liars flicwcd their faces. Appointed Tuefday next to fign the articles, 
and obferve a day of public thankfgiving for 'the fignal and wonderful 
mercies wc had received. 

> 

It is remarkable, that through the voyage the Lord has ufually font 
us moderate weather 6n the fabbath days, lb that our folcmnities have 
been fcldom interrupted. 

2 ill. The articles of faith tind rules of church government being 
completed and approved by the w'holc of the brethren, they, at a 
meeting this day, figncd the lame, and held a day of thanklgiving. 
A feparation becoming now more and' more probable, they began 
teaching each other the little handicraft arts they were mailers of, 
■fuppofing fuch might be ferviccablc when they parted. Dr. Gillliani 
gave like wile lectures upon a prepared Ikclcton of the human body, 
and inllrn<l:tcd them in the ufc of the medicines. 

This afternoon we experienced a remarkable interference of T'-viue 
Providence in our favour. 'The pitch-kettle being placed on the lire 
by the carpenter whilll calking the decks, the man \slio was left 
in care of it fulfered it to boil o\er: immediately it blazed np with 
fnrpriling fury ; he had, however, the })rerence of mind to lift it t>ff 
the lire, and prevent the dreaded conflagration. 'I'hough the caboufe 
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was fo dry, and the lorcfail hanging down over it, which muft have 
inftantly communicated tlie flames to the rigging, through the good- 
nefs of God no harm \vas done, and the fire put out in an inllant. 
O, the wonders of his care, who hath faid, “ he that toucheth you, 
“ toucheth the apple of my eye.” 

Nluety-fcvch days had now pafled fincc we left Rio Janeiro, and 
except one veflel which w^e met with a week after our departure, wc 
had not in all this time feen either fliip or Ihore, and had failed, by 
our log, thirteen thoufliiid eight hundred and twenty miles, a greater 
diftance probably than was ever before ran without touching at any 
place for rcfrcfhment, or feeing land. But at length, tired with be- 
holding only a vacant horizon, and the familiar objcc^ls the fea daily 
prefented to our view”, all began to look with eager expedation of 
dcicr} ing a South-Sea ifland ; w^hich, even in the minds of tliofe 
W'hofe reafon and intelligence informed them better, fancy had figured 
as differing from all the lands or iflands on which they had ever fixed 
their eyes before. However, the time was now arriv ed when this 
curiofity was to be in part gratified. About feven in the morning 
Toobouai was difeovered from the fore-yard by one of the fcamcn, 
bearing S. E. by E. eight or nine leagues oft', Ihcwlng at this diilatice 
like two feparate iflands, but on our near approach the low land which 
conneds the hills appeared. The wind at N. E. being unfa\ curable, 
wc Hood towards the ifland, but the fun fet before wc got I'uflicicntly 
near to difeern the natives ;■ neither did wc fee any canoes. The 
wind at this time fliifting to E. by S. we laid our courfe upon the 
ftarboard tack, and failing along the wcflcrn fide pretty near the Ihore, 
though in the duik of the evening, faw that a border of low land ran 
from the Ikirts of the hills, and upon it abundance of cocoa-mrt and 
other trees. . The fea was breaking violently on the reefs, clpccially to 
the N. E. where they extend a long w ay olF. 

It is now fourteen weeks fince we laft faw the land, wdiich was Rio 
Janeiro, and it mufl: be contefled, it is very delightful to behold ; 
though wc were not in any want of it, neither has our voyage been 
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attended with any inconvenience. The Lord, in providence, has fup- 
plicd our nccelfities in a moft wonderful manner. Blcfl'cd be God, wc 
have not found the want of a drop of good water to quench our thuft, 
nor bread, &c. to fatisfy our hunger, and here we are all the living 
monuments of his mercy to praife him. 

The wind blew frcfli from Toobouai, and the intention of our 
captain was mot to go near this illand i^^but, for the fake of feme who 
w^rc defirous of feeing it, wc tacked to windward, and tow ards evening 
got within a few miles of it : he thought it not prudent to land on 
account of the natives being prejudiced againfl the Englifli through 
the mutineers of the lliip Bounty, who had deftroyed near a hundred 
of them. But w e truft to vifit them at fomc future time, to remove 
their prejudice with the glad tidings of the gofpcl of peace. 

A fine breeze continuing all the night, we faw no more of Toobouai. 

This ifland w'as difeovered by Captain Cook in the year 1777 ; and 
upon it the unhappy Fletcher Chriftian, with his companions, the 
mutineers of the Bounty, attempted a fcttlemcnt in 1789. They had 
with them fomc of the natives of Otaheite, and live ftock of difierciit 
I'orts. Notvvithftanding the oppolition they met with from the native’ 
on their firll arrival, they warped the Ihip through tlic only opening 
in the reef ; then landing, chofe a fpot of ground, built a fort thereon, 
and taking their live ftock on Ihorc, they intended, had the native? 
proved friendly to their ftay, to have deftroyed the Bounty and fixed 
themfelvcs there : bvit their ow n unruly condud alienated the nati\ cs 
from them, who withheld their women, which they were ready to 
feizc by violence : they excited the jcaloufy of the chiefs by a friend- 
Ihip formed w’ith one of them in preference to the reft ; tliey were 
difunited among thcmfclves, and many longed for Otaheite: they 
refohed to leave Toobouai, and carry with them all the li\T? ftock 
which they had brought, the benefit of w'hich the Toobouaians began 
to underftand, and were unwilling to fee them again all colleded and 
removed. This cauled the firft brawl between the Otahcitcan fervants, 
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who were driving in the hogs, and the natives. Infolcncc and want of 
gcntlencfs and conciliation, led to all the bloody coilfcqucnces which 
enfued. I'Jic natives were numerous, and fought with great courage, 
forcing the mutineers to avail themfelvcs of a riling ground, where, 
with their fliperior fliill, the advaatage of fire-arms, and the aid of 
the Otaheitcans, who fought bravely on this occafion, they at laft 
came off viAorious, with on 1 ;^ one or two of thcmlelves wounded, 
whilft the dead bodies of the Toobouaians covered the fpot, and wore 
afterwards throw'n up in three pr four heaps. Thus finding that no 
peaceable fcttlement was now to be obtained in this place, they re- 
ihipped the live llpck, abandoned their fort, and taking their friendly 
chief on board wdth them, weighed-anchor and fleered towards Ma- 
taval bay in the ifland of OtaheitCi On their pafTage thither, it is 
find, Chriftian became very melancholy, confining hlmfclf to the cabin, 
and would hardly fpeak a word to any perfon ; lamenting, moft pro- 
bably, that the refolutions he had formed without deliberation, and 
executed with rafh haflc, had now involved his own life and thofc 
of his adherents in mlfcty. As fbon as they anchored in Matavrd 
bay at Otahelte, thofc w ho w ifhed to flay there went on lliorc ; but 
nine of the mutineers, and alfb fomc of the native men and w omen, 
remained on board. With thefe, Chrlfllan cutting the cable in the 
night, put to fea, and fleering to the N. W. has never been heard of 
fnice. 

Here it m.ay be proper, before wc approach the deflined Ifland, to 
notice the fteps which the brethren w’cre taking, and what new regu- 
lations were made previous to their arrival. Near feven months were 
elapfed fince they embarked at Blackwrall, during which time it is 
rcafonable to fuppofe, that, being clofely penned together in a fliip, 
they were now become well acquainted w ith each other’s tempers 
and difpofitions, and that a fimilarity in thefe would naturally attract 
peculiar regard and fricndfhip. Several of the brethren having hinted 
to the captain which group of iflands they preferred, the feniors, who 
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l»ad ahvavs declared for Otalielte, requefted that each one fiiould be 
oblij^cd, on a day appointed, to fignify in writing the place to which 
he wiflicd to go, and (ign the lame with his name. To this the cap- 
tain replied, that they might do fo if they pleafed ; but that he him- 
felf would adt as clofely agreeable to the difcrctionary inftrudions 
given by the diredlors as future circumftanccs would allow. 

By our progrefs to the eaft, the monthly prayer-meeting had been 
held on Tuefday morning, a quarter before feven, to correfpond with 
our brethren at home, who met on Monday evening. A fpirit of 
prayer and fupplication feemed evidently poured out irpon us in behalf 
of the poor heathen; every heart expanded with love, and glowed 
with ardent defires to proclaim lalvation to them through the blood, 
of the Lamb. 

Hav ing frequently difeufled the fubjedl of the feparation of the bre- 
thren among the three groups of iflands, the Marquefas, the Society, . 
and Friendly Tflands ; February 27th, being the day appointed, the 
focicty met, and the bufinefs of the day was opened in the ufual man- 
ner, when there appeared for each group as in the following lift :

The above bufincfs being fettled, the captain intimated to thofc 
intended for Otaheitc, that, as we were drawing near that ifland, it 
would be proper for them to choole their committee and prefident. 
This they accordingly proceeded to do; Mr. JefFcrfon was cledcd 
prefident by a great majority, and MelT. Cover, Lewis, Henry, and 
Broomhall, to compofe the committee. Mr. Cover was appointed 
fecrctary and ftorc-kccpcr, and Lewis librarian. It was then agreed, 
that the prefident, fecretary, &c. lliould hold their olficc for fix 
months, and that the committee Ihould go out by rotation, one every 
three months. Matters being thus fettled, they began to encourage 
each other to enter without fear upon their work, and by a zealous 
and Ready pcrfevcrancc therein to manifeft thcmfelves worthy of the 
high characters of miffionarics. 

Our palfagc from 'J'oobouai was much longer than w’e expccT:cd, 
owing to variable winds from thc/J^. W. quarter and very unicttled 
weather. 

March ift. From two o’clock in the afternoon till four it rained 
. cxcclTively hard ; more than a tun of water Avas caught, which gave 
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the miffionarics afterwards an opportunity of waflilng their linen, 
and putting it in order previous to their landing. From four until 
ieven was an interval of fair weather; but now the clouds gathering 
thick, and wearing a gloomy afpc<ft, a moll alaruung night com- 
menced : orders were given to furl every fail except tl)c ibrcfai^ and, 
hauling it clofc, we lay to. The. rain began heavier than before, ac- 
companied, from nine till midnight, Avlth Hiarp vivid Jigljtnlng and 

iuvful claps of thunder, which, on account of its nearncls, Ihook the 

DulF at every clap. The rain, attended with fqualls, continued till 
three in the morning ; then abated. The fca was not high, neither 
was the wind very violent; nevcrthelcfs the darknefs and conflict of 
the elenutnts formed a night lb truly difmal, that all on board con- 
felfcd they had never witnelTcd the like before. We therefore, liiy 
the mllfionaries, took to the wings of faith, and lied to the God of 
our mercies ; and when w'C had lung an hymn, committing ourfclves 
to the proteclion of the Moll High, we retired to rcll. The next 
morning we returned our folcmn and grateful thanks for the protec- 
tion of that night. 

After the llorm nothing material occurred till Saturday morning, 
March -ith, when we beheld the long-wilhcd-for illand of Otaheitc, 
hpt at a great dillancc. At noon the extremity of the leller pcninfula 
bore from N. by W. to N. | W. tvs-elve or fourteen leagues off: with 
the wind at N. E. we Hood towards it until ten nt night, then tacked 
three or four miles fouth of the reefs off Atahooroo, and Handing off 
and on till daylight, lleercd to go between the well end of the illund 
ami Elmeo. 

The capta'ui has mentioned in converfation what we cannot willi 
Hioidd be omitted, that the conllid:s he endured upon this near ap- 
proach to the place of his dcllination! arc not to be deferibed ; he lelt 
Ibmcthing of that travailing in W which St. Paul mentions; and 
his anxiety refpeding his brethren and their reception was a burden 
almoll too heavy for him to bear — happily a gracious God quickly 
delivered him out of all his fears. 
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CHAPTER VI. 

'Occurrences on lanJing at Otaheitc, and' during the jirjl Tljit to fh.tt 

IJland, 

[Sunday, March 5, 17Q7.] 

t 

T he morning was pleafant, and with a gentle breeze we had In 
feven o’clock got abreall: of the diftri<P: of Atahooroo, whence 
we faw feveral canoes putting off and paddling towards us with great 
fpced ; at the fame time it fell calm, which being in their fu oiir, avc 
■ foon counted feventy-four canoes around us, many of them double 
ones, containing about twenty perfons each. Being fo numerous, w e 
endeavoured to keep them from crowding on board ; but in fpitc ot* 
all our efforts to prevent it, there were foon not lefs than one hun- 
dred of them dancing and capering like frantic perfons about our 
decks, crying, “Tayo! tayo!” and a few broken fentenccs of Englillr 
were often repeated. They had no weapons of any kind among 
them ; however, to keep them in aw’e, Ibme of the great guns w ere 
ordered to be hoifted out of the hold, whilft they, as free from the 
apprehenfum as the intention of mifehief, cheerfully affifted to put 
them on their carriages. When the firft ceremonies were over, we 
began to view our new friends with an eye of inquiry : their wild dif- 
ordcrly behaviour, ftrong fmell of the cocoa-nut oil, together with 
the tricks of the arreoies, Icffcncd the Pourable opinion we had 
•formed of them ; neither could we fee aught of that elegance and 
beauty in their women for which they have been fo greatly cele- 
brated. This at firft feemed to depreciate them in the eftimation of 
our brethren ; but the chccrfulncfs, good-nature, and gcnerofity of 
thefc kind people foon removed the momentary prejudices. One very 
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old man, Miinnc Mannc, who called himlelf a pricft of the Katooa, 
wa.s very importunate to be tayo with the captain ; others, pretending 
to be chiefs, fmgled out fuch as had the appearance of officers for their 
tayos ; but as they neither cxercifcd authority over the unruly, nor 
bore the fjnallcft mark of dillin6lion, we thought proper to decline 
their propofals till we knew them and the nature of the engagement 
better. At this they feemed aftoniflicd, but ftill more when they taw 
our indifference about the hogs, fowls, and fruit, which they had 
broiuffit in abundance. We endeavoured to make them underftand, 
but I think in vain, that this was the day of the Eatooa, and that in 
it we durft not trade : but their women repulfcd, occafioned greater 
wonder. They continued to go about the decks till the tranfports of 
their joy gradually fubfidcd, when many of them left us of their own 
accord, and others were driven away by the old man, and one named 
Mauroa, who now excrcifcd a little authority. Thole who remained 
w ere chiefly arrcoics from Ulictea, in number about forty ; and being 
brought to order, the brethren propofed having divine fervice upon the 
quarter-deck. Mr. Cover officiated ; he perhaps was the firft that ever 
mentioned with reverence the Saviour’s name to thefe poor heathens. 
Such hymns were felcdied as had the mod harmonious tunes ; firft, 
“ O’er the gl()omy hills of darknefs then, ** Blow ye the trumpet, 
“ blow ; ” and at the concluflon, “ PraifeGod from whom all bleffings 

flow.” d'he text, was from the firft epiftle general of John, chap, 
iii. ver. 23. “ God is love.” The whole fervice lafted about an hour 
and a (prartcr. During fermon and prayer the natives w'ere quiet and 
thoughtful ; but when the finging ftruck up, they feemed charmed 
and filled with amazement ; fometimes they w'ould talk and laugh, 
but a nod of the head brrtwght them to order. Upon the w hole, their 
nnweariednefs and quictncls were aftonilhlng ; and, indeed, all who 
heard obferved a peculiar folcmnity and excellence in Mr. Cover’s, 
addrefs on that da 3 % 

We had hitherto received very Unliitisfiidf^ry anfwers to our in- 
quiries alter the Matilda’s crew ; but at laft faw two of them coming 

] 
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in a canoe : thefe were Swedes, tlrefl'cd in the tcboota and maro as 
the natives, and tattow^cd alfo about the legs and arms : having got 
on board they were called into the cabin, and gave the following ac- 
count of thcmielves; — The youngeft, named Andrew Cornelius Lind, 
about thirty years of age, a native of Stockholm, faid, that after the 
lofs of the Matilda they took to the boats, and bearing down towards 
Otaheite, landed on the 6th of March ] 702, on the fouth fide of thc 
ifland ; they were Immediately plundered of all they had, but after- 
wards treated kindly by the natives. Since that, the captain and moft 
of the crew had gone homeward by different methods: fix of them 
decked one of their boats, and fet off towards New" Holland ; but it 
was improbable they would ever reach thither. The other, whole 
•name is Peter Haggcrftein, aged forty, a native of Elfinfors in Sw edilh. 
Finland, w"as left here by Captain New of the Dccdalus. They botli 
fpokc tolerably good Englilli, and being w’cll acipxaintcd with the Ota- 
heitean tongue, w'c entertained a hope that they would prove of great 
fcrvice. 

From them we learnt, that the old man who was fo folicitous to 
have the captain for a tayo, had formerly been king of Ulictca, was a 
near relation of the royal family, and of confidcrable confcqucncc in 
the illands, being chief prieft over Otaheite and Eimeo. Upon this, 
Manne Manne w"as invited into the cabin and treated kindly. He 
now redoubled his importunities to gain the captain for his friend, 
who defired’ him to wait till to-morrow, when he woidd conhder of it. 
The Swedes further Informed us, that the former Otoo had transferred 
his name and title of Earce rahle (or king) to his Ion, and had now 
alTumed the name of Poniarrc: that in a contcfl: about twxnty months 
ago with Temarrc, the chief of all the fouth fide of the greater peniii- 
fula, Pomarre’s party prevailed, and fubjcd:cd his adverfary to a Hate of 
depcndance, and foon after Tiaraboo was conquered ; and thus the 
whole ifland became fubjcdl to him, or rather to his fori Otoo, and 
has remained fo ever lince. Motuara, the chief of Eimeo, being dead, 
Pomarre laid claim to the government of that ifland j and having only 
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the widow of the dcceafed to contend with, was, after a few fkir- 
mifhes, acknowledged as chief, or king. Thus was the power of Po- 
marre and his fou Otoo fo greatly incrcafcd, that none dared any longer 
to difputc their authority. 

0th. About thirty of the natives, chiefly arreoles, intending to go to 
Matavai, remained on board all the night, and part of the following 
day, till we anchored in the bay ; as did the two Swedes ; and flept 
on the deck. The mlflionarics watched ; all perfc<flly quiet. At day- 
break the old pnefl: awoke, and being impatient to fccurc the tayofliip 
with the capttiin, awoke him alfo. There was now no refuflng him 
any longer, as even good policy w-as on his fide ; therefore they ex- 
changed names, and Manne Manne, wrapping a long piece of cloth 
around the captain, and putting a teboota over his head, rcquelled 
for himlcll a mufket, fome fliot and gunpowder : but being told that 
none of thefe were to fparc, and that he lliould be amply repaid for 
what friendly offices he might do us, he feemed fatisfied. All the 
forenoon was employed in working up without the reefs of Oparre ; 
but gaining little ground, at one P. M. we came to anchor in Matavai 
bay. Point Venus bearing N. E. by E. and One Tree hill S. I W. 
diftant from tlic beach about three (quarters of a mile. We had not 
been long at anchor, when all the arrcoics, both men and women, 
fprung into the water, and fwam to tlie fliorc : their place/ however, 
was foon fupplied by others, who furrounded the ffiip w’lth hogs, fruit, 
and other articles : of thefe we took a little for prefent ufe ; but the 
old pricil having promiled to fupply all our w^ants by next morning, 
conlcquently little was done in the trading way, 

Alinofl; the whole afternoon it rained hard till near four o’clock, 
when we had fonre intervals of fair weather ; then the captain, Manne 
Manne, the two Swedes, with brother Cov'cr, Henry, and a few more 
of the miffionaries, went on Ihorc in order to examine a large houfe 
Handing on the extremity of Point Venus. They called it ¥. h'wharre 
no Pritane (the Britifh Houle), and laid it had been built by Pomarre 
for Captain Bligh, who bad laid he lUouId come back and relide 
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there. It is a large and Ipacious building of an oblong figure, one 
hundred and eight feet long and. forty-eight wide. In the middle arc 
four large wooden pillars about eighteen feet high, on which the 
ridge-tree is fupported. About three feet witliin the fides Rand pillars 
all round, about nine feet long, and fix feet diftant from each other. 
On the top of thele a plank is let down, which runs round the whole 
houfc; from thence to the ridge large poles are fet up, and handfomcly 
bound round with fine matting about eighteen inches afundcr : on this 
the thatch is laid, of palm-tree leaves moft beautifully worked. About 
one foot from thefc pillars, on the outfide, runs a Ikrcen of bamboo 
all round, except about twenty feet in the middle on both fidcs. — 
Thus hath the Lord appeared to let before us an open door, which 
we trull none lhall henceforth be able to Ihut. 

The chief of the dillrid (an old man name Pyteah) welcomed them 
to the iHand, faid that the houle was theirs, and lliould be cleared 
for their reception the next day. He then Ihcwed them the picture 
of Captain Cook, upon the back of which were written the names of 
his Majelly’s Ihips and their commanders who had vifited Matavai 
lince that great navigator’s time. The natives on Ihore feemed tranf- 
ported with the idea of men coming purpofely from Pretane to fettle 
among them : this fet thofe milfionaries off who were to fix here, in 
very high fpirits, 

7 th. Manne Manne was as good as his word, coming early along- 
fidc with three hogs, fome fowls,.bread-fruit, cocoa-nuts, afld a quan- 
tity of their cloth ; the whole intended as a prefent for his tayo, the 
captaiij. Hp made a long oration, deferiptive of all the Ihips and 
captains which had touched at Otaheite, with the names of the gods 
of Ulietea ; but faid, that Otaheite had none but from him, acknow - 
ledging the Britifli God to be the bell, and that he fliould requeft 
Otoo to worfliip him, and to order the people to do the fame. 

Soon after Peter the Swede arrived from a diftant part of the illand 
with more fruit, and a remarkably large hog, the two fides of which, 
txclufive of the head and entrails, weighed three hundred and forty 
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pounds; it had on each fide of its mouth two large tufles ; for ufe it 
was far too fiit for us, and as many finall pigs were brouglit in the 
courlc of the day, but little of it was eaten. 

Manne Manne, the aged high-priefi:, had brought five of his wives 
with him on board, not one of which exceeded fifteen years old, and 
dcfircd he might fleep in the cabin ; and, according to the cuftom of 
the country, very cordially defired Captain Wilton, his tayo, to take 
his choice, and could hardly perfuadc himfelf he Was ferious in de- 
clining the offer ; nor failed the next morning to -inquire of them 
w'hich he had chofen. This brought on a converfation on the nature 
of their cuftoms ; the captain explained to the old prieft, how little 
fuch a ftatc of polygamy was fuited to happinefs ; that no woman 
could be either fo attached, faithful, affectionate, or careful to pro- 
mote domeftic felicity, as where the heart was fixed on one object 
without a rh al. The old prieft did not at all rclifh this doCtrine, and 
faid, fuch was not the cuftom of Otaheite ; but the ladies highly ap- 
proved, and faid the Pritane cuftom was my ty, my ty, very good. 

Manne Manne was now very defirous for us to go to Eimeo with 
the fliip, and there laud the miflionaries under his protection, making 
ufe of all his rhetoric to perfuade the captain, and bringing the two 
Swedes, whom he feems to have much under his command, to prove 
that Pomarre never aCted honourably by the Englifh, or any other, 
after he had done with their ferviccs; that themfelvcs had affifted him 
in his wans, had been the principal inflruments of his fuccefs ; but, 
fince his turn was ferved, he would hardly give them a fmall hog. 
This, and all they urged, might have gained credit with us, as all the 
late voyagers have related Incidents which mark this chiefs character 
with felflfhncfs ; but, on the other fide, it might be inferred, that 
thelc Swedes, after they had lent their affiftance, might Ijc unreafon- 
ab!c, and even infolent in their demands, and by fuch conduCl render 
it ncccffiry for Pomarre to treat them with bare civility only. There- 
fore, concluding them prejudiced, and the old prieft only arguing 
from view's of intcreft, it was rcfolved, that as Otaheite was the mofi 
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eligible illand, the fcttlcmcnt ihoiild firfl be made .there ; and the 
f'riendfliip and protedion of Pomarre and his fon Otoo be courted by 
kindnefs and attachment to his intcreft, to be expreffed and flicwn on 
every occalion ; but never to take any part in their wars, except as 
mediators. — In the interval of fair weather, betwixt daybreak and 
eight o’clock, we pnrehated a few things from the canoes alongfide, 
merely to plcafc them ; for the liberality of our friends had left us no 

other plea. 

The rain beginning again as violent as before, prevented the rniiTion- 
aries landing till near eleven in the forenoon; when the captain, Mr. 
Jelferfon • (prefidcnt), with a few more of the miirionaric.s, went on 
fliore, accompanied by Mamie Manne and Peter. The nati\ cs had af- 
fcmbled upon the beach to the number of four or five hundred, and 
as the boat approached feme ran into the water, and la}’ing hold of her 
hauled her aground; then took the captain and miflionaries on their 
backs, and carried them dry on Ihore. They were received by tlie 
young king (Otoo) and his wife Tetua, both carried on men’s llioul- 
ders; each took the captain by the hand, and in dumb filcncc furveyed 
him attentively, looking in his face and minutely examining every 
part of his dref's : they beheld the brethren alfo with much the fame 
curiofity. The queen opened Mr. Cover’s fliirt at the brcafl and 
flecvcs, and feemed aftonillied at fo clear a fight of the blue veins. 
That this fliould be the cafe now, after fo many vifits from Europeans, 
may fiirprifc feme; hut let fuch confidcr, that though the oldell and 
the middle-aged have been fully gratified in thefe refpeds, the young 
oncsjiavc as yet feen very little; for. there could he hut liiiall dilTcr- 
ence between thcmfelves and the dark complexions of the naked 
fhipvvrcckcd failors who had lately taken refuge amongfl them. 

The captain now informed the king, through Peter as interpreter, 
that our only inducement for leaving Pretanc to come and i iiit them 
was to do them good, by inflrudling them in the bell and mofl ufeful 
things ; and for this end, fome good men of our number intended to 
fettle among them ; requiring, ^on their part, the free gift of a piece 
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of land fufficiently 'ftockcd with bread- fruit\nd cocoa-nut trees, and 
fo large as to contain a garden and admit of houfes being built upon 
it; that this land fliould 'be their own ; that they would not, on any 
account, intermeddle in their wars, nor employ their arms but for 
fclf-defence ; and at all times fliould live free and unmolcftcd among 
them : to which if he conlentcd, they would ftay on the ifland; if 
not, they would go clfewhcre. Much pains were taken to make this 

plain; but as Otoo appears to be a vacant-looking perlbn, I doubt 
whether he underftood the half of it, though he lignificd the large 
houfe was our own, and we might take what land we pleafed. 

After this, Maime Manne flood up in the middle of the ring, and 
made a long fpceeh, paffing many encomiums on Prctanc. When 
all was- over, the king, flill holding the captain hy the hand, led him 
to the houfe, thence to the beach, and fo on ; till, tired, he rcqueflcd 
to return on board. When arrived at the boat, Otoo defircd to hear 
the mulkcts fired, and, to gratify him, the four they had were dif- 
charged twice; with which compliment he feemed highly pleafed. 

After dinner Otoo and his wife came off, each in a fmall canoe, with 
only one man paddling : whilfl they w^ent feveral times round the 
fliip,- the queen w'as frequently baling her canoe w'ith a cocoa-nut fliell. 
'riiis may help to form an idea of what a (jueen is in Otaheitc. 
'I'hcy would not venture on board, bccaufe wherefoever they coiric is 
deemed liicrcd, none daring to enter there afterwards except their pro- 
per domclhes. 

He appears tall and well made, about fevcntccn; his queen hand- 
fiane and fmely proportioned, about the fume age, and always carried 
about, oil Ihorc, 011 men’s fhoulders. The king appears thoughtful, 
fpcaks little, but furveys things wdth attention. The niiliionarlcs lup- 
pole foniething majellle in his appearance, but the captain thought 
him llupid, and to difeover little capacity. As he paddled round the 
Ihip he was offered the compliment of firing the great guns, but he 
begged us not, as he was afraid, and the noife would hurt his ears» 
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Knowing there were women and children on board, they cxprcilcd 
a vyifli to fee tlicm, and when they walked to the Ihip’s fide to llrcw 
thenifelvcs, they fet up a cry of admiration and wonder. Tlic fky 
darkening, they made towards fliorc. We had loofed our falls to dry, 
and before we could furl them there came on fuddenly a fmart lijuall 
from die N, attended with heavy rain, lightning, and thunder ; 
while it lafted, the fliip drove about a cables length, from thirteen 
fathoms into ten. 

At a meeting of the committee it was rcfolved, that, as the houfc 
was now clear, they fliould land this evening, in order to prepare for 
the reception of the women; but the rain continuing, prevented. 

8th. It rained hard all the morning till about nine o’clock, when It 
cleared up, and the miffionaries went on fliorc w ith tliclr chells and 
beds, and took poffeflion of their houfe. 33y the ca}>tain’s deiire, “ 
fays Mr. Wm. Wilfon, “ followed to afl'ift them in planning their 
feparate apartments. A vaft concourfc of the nati\es had gathered 
on the beach, watching who fhould land in the pinnace; among 
** them were Otoo and his wife, carried upon men’s fhouldcrs, as on 
“ the preceding day. This, I underftand, is always the cuftom 
“ when they go beyond the precinils of their dwelling. The queen 
“ ufed the fame freedoms with me as Ihc had done the day before 
with Mr. Cover, and, when gratified, put my lliirt neck and 
fleeves again in order. With one holding each hand, I was led 
“ about for a confiderable time, and might perhaps have been fo 
moft of the day, had I not intimated that 1 had bufinefs to do 
within the houfc. He immediately. walked with me to the door, 
“ but would not enter, bccaufc the houfe would then become facred 
“ to himfelf. 

However, before he let me go, he introduced a woman named 
“ Whyerldde, the filler of Iddeah, and alfo wife of romarre : her 
“ Otoo willied me to take as a tayo. And confidering that I was 
but a tranfient vifitor, who knew not how far a refufal might dif- 
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oblige him, I confented to exchange names, and was immediately 
“ wrapped in cloth ; befidcs, in the courfe of the day, fevcral hogs, 
“ both alive and ready drclTcd, were fent me as prefents.” 

The firft thing we fet about with the houlc was to clofc it quite 
rovnid with the thicker fort of bamboo, fixing a door on each fi le, a»id 
by this means to keep the natives, from crowding fo much upon u.s. 
TIic fevcral births or apartments were next planned, and partitioirs of 
fmaller bamboo begun ; but in confequcnce. of the great dlilance the 
natives had to go up the valley for thefe bamboos, the w'ork went but 
ilowly on ; though one man ftripped his own houfc to fupply us. In 
the arrangement, the married people had u part of one fide to them- 
felvcs, and the fuiglc men the other fide : all thefe apartments were 
at one end, and chofen by lot. Next to them were marked out a 
ftore-room, library, and a place for the doctor and his medicines. To 
cnclofc the whole, a partition went Ifom fide to fide, with two lock 
doors. I'hc remaining fpace was left for a chapel, and into it tlie 
outer doors opened. 

Several ol' the arrcolcs of Ullctea having arrived here about the fame 
time as we did with the fliip, they with their heivas made much the 
fame llir in Matavfxi as a company of flrolling players often do in the 
finall villages of our own country. Probably the hopes of plcafing 
the Englifh Itrangcrs wms alfo a fpur to their exertion, for cither in 
our fight or our hearing they were engaged the whole day in Ibmc 
fport or other. In the afternoon they collcftcd in great numbers 
before the door of our houfc, and began a kind of box-fighting or 
w'rcftling, Firll forming a ring, within it fiood about a dozen of the 
floutcfl; fellows, with their backs to the crowd and faces towards each 
other. 'Phen the game began wdth an art of defiance or challenge, 
made by beating hca\ y firokes with the flat hand upon the left arm 
above the elbow, where this part was quite black with the repeated 
fi:rokc.s it had received. At lafi; one Heps forward to the centre of 
the circle ; another, who thinks himfelf an ccpKil mutch, ad\ ances 
tx) meet him ; fometimes only a fmart bh'U ur two cnfiics before they 
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fall back aga^n into their places. At another time, aitcr advancing 
and gazing at each other for a while, one will fuddenly plump the top 
of his head into the face of his opponent, and this caufing him to 
retire in the dumps, fets all the crowd a-la«ghing. The worft of the 
game is, when one gets an advantageous hold of his adverfary : a fe- 
vere wreftling then takes place, and it is only at the expenfe of ftrength, 
and blood, and hair, that they will fubmit to be parted. 

Mannc Manne fent us in three hogs ready drcll'ed for dinner, with 
baked bread-fruit, cocoa-nuts, &c. He laid them on a large piece 
of doth, and invited us to fall to, but not before we had called upon 
God to blefs it. We found it very good, though we had yet neither 
difh, Ipoon, knife, fork, table, nor chair. Innumerable prefents came 
in from the various chiefs who were courting our friendlhip ; and wc 
were all drefled in Otaheite cloth. 

During the day the houfc was crowded with natives, which made 
it prudent to keep a guard over our property, though there appeared 
no defign nor attempt at depredation. At the approach of evening 
wc commanded filence •; and, having fung an hymn, Mr. Jefferfon 
offered up prayer to our Lord: during the ferv'icc the natives behaved 
very orderly and attentive. At night we requefted them to retire, and 
return in the morning, which they did in the moil peaceable manner, 
and we received not the leaft difturbance from them. Wc then held 
our ufual daily family worfliip ; and, having fupped on the plenty of 
provifions which remained, we retired to reft, admiring the wondrous 
providence of our God. Lord, thou haft been better to us than all 
fears r grant us firmer faith in thy care, that wc may be able to truft 
thee more in a future day ! 

How gracioufly has the Lord difplayed his arm for us fince leaving 
our native fliores, in traverfing a tracklefs ocean, and opening a door 
in thefe heathen lands, w'C truft, to diffufe his cvcrlafting gofpel here. 
May the Lord make us burning and fhining lights ! ’ 

The king held all our hands, and Ihook them, as did the qucen> 
examining our clothes very minutely, and took particular notice of 
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Mr. Lewis’s umbrella, which, on his expanding it to Ihew its ufc, 
tliey both made (igns not to lift it over their heads, left it ihould, 
according to their cuftoms, become thereby facred to their own ufe. 
Their attention to us is fingularly engaging. 

Qth. This morning the natives came to our houft before feven 
o’clock, made a fire, boiled our water, and prepared the bread-fruit 
and cocoa-nuts. The king and queen vifited us feveral times in the 
courfe of the day. 

This morning alfo Inna Madua, the widow of Orecpiah (brother 
to Pomarre), lately dcceafed, paid us a vifit; accompanied by two 
chief women. Orecpiah was much attached to the Englifh ; and his 
widow, fuppofing us fbrry for his lofs, on entering the cabin burft 
into tears, and continued this expreflion of grief till w'c all lympa- 
thized with her. However, this did not laft long; for they loon 
became cheerful, breakfafted, and dined on board, as did Manne 
Mannc, and towards evening they all went on lliore ; but as no fuit- 
ablc prefents were yet got out of the hold, they were defired to renew 
their vifit the next day, when fome things Ihould be in readinefs for 
them. Thefc, with the tayos of the crew and miflionarics, filled all 
parts of the fliip with hogs, fruit, and cloth. 

Otoo paddled round the Ihip in his canoe, as he had done the day 
l>ctbre, and calling out for fomething to cat, the captain fent him, 
in one of our dilhes, half of a roaft pig, and fome bilcuit, with which 
he fet oft' for the fliorc, fecmingly much plcafed. 

The bufinels ol the houfc did not go on to-day with much alacrity, 
owing to the natives Ilackcning in their ofticioufnefs, lb that w^e g<jt 
but few bamboos ; however, in the afternoon Ibme were difpatchcd, 
taking my w^ord, as an earec of the pahic (an officer of the llhp), 
that they lliould be rewarded for their trouble ; accordingly in the 
evening we had as many brought to the houfe as would keep us 
cmplo3'ed all the following day. As on board, fo at the houfe, 
uumbcrlefs prefents were brought, confifting of live liogs, cocoa-nuts, 
bread-fruit, and cloth, which arc their ftaple articles ; and befides 
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thefe, more rcadjvdrcfl'cd meat was brought than the. brethren and 
tlic natives employed could confumc. But in the midft of this pro- 
fufion, I(jmc were apjjrchcnfive of its being followed with inconve- 
nience and cmbarrall’mcnts, and thcrclore wholly dlfapprovxd of 
making tayos lo foon. '' 

W hillt the Indincls was going on alhorc, the crew were employed 
in w cighing the anchor, warping farther up the bay, and mooring the 
Ihip with tlie two bowers, Peter, the Swede, alfo brought his canoe, 
and fuch things as the mlffiunaries firft wanted were dlfpatchcd on 
Ihore. Thermometer 70 ph 

10th. The wind eafterly, moderate and pleafant weather. Tlic 
people employed holfting out of the hold and fending fundries alhorc 
on account of the million. 

To-day the captain landed for the purpofc of prcfentlng fome fhewy 
drefl'es to the young king and his wife. They met him at the beach 
as ufual. Peter informed him of w'hat was intended, and, fhewing 
him the box w'hich contained the treafure, defired Otoo to walk to- 
•W’ards his houfe, a tcmporaiy flicd they had crefted for the purpofc of 
being near our people. This was complied witl\; and when they 
came near, the captain, flopping under a tree, ordered them to form a 
ring, and placing the box in the midft, Otoo was rccpiefted to alight, 
that the brethren might drefs him ; he replied, By and by, and gazed 
fullcnly for a, confidcrablc time, till the patience of the captain was 
pretty well exhaufted ; repeating the requeft and receiving no anfwcr, 
they opened the box, and on taking out tlie drefs for the queen, fhe 
inftantly alighted from the man’s lliouldcr, and Otoo followed her 
example. The fancy cap fitted her exceedingly well, and file feemed 
very proud of it, but it was only by unripping that the other articles 
could be put upon her or Otoo. The Captain told him that the carees 
of Prctanc thought he was not yet fo flout a man. Drelfcd complete 
in this gaudy attire, the furrounding crowd gazed upon them with 
admiration. She, true to the foibles of her fex, appeared delighted, 
but Otoo thought little of them, faying an ax, a muftct, a knife, or 
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pair of fciflars were more valuable: which was faying more for him- 
felf than we expelled, or that he had even feufe to do. 

Jult as the ceremony was ended, Alanne Manne appeared before 
the houfe, and calling the captain to him, clothed him in a ’Tahcitcan 
drefs, putting an elegant breaft-plale over all. They then ^valked 
towards the Hritllh houfe, where they found the work going on very 
well ; and it being paft noon, the old pried accompanied the captain 
on board to dinner. 

1 ith. The crew employed in fending fundries on fhore on account 
of the mllfion. At the houfe they were very bufy fitting up the 
apartments for the women, whom it was intended to land in the 
aiternoon. The brethren had informed the natives, that next day 
being the day of the Katooa, no work would be done, nor any thing 
recei^ cd ; tb.crcforc, on this account, they brought what proviflons 
migiit i'erve till Monday, but were in reality fuffieient to lad a week. 

Alter dinner the pinnace was manned for the w'omen and children, 
and by the captain’s defire I accompanied them on fhore. Vad num- 
bers of the natives crowded to the beach to gratify their curlofity, all 
behaving with great refpeT and very peaceable. Otoo and his wife 
kept for a while at a little dillance, feemlng in doubt whether he 
flrould approach the women ; but thinking it proper to falutc him, he 
was a little encouraged : however, he dill kc[)t filcuce, and all the way 
as we walked to the houfe, gazed dupidlv, like another C}mon. 
The hotiic was furrouaded all the aiternoon by the natives, who 
were much delighted with the two children, and feat often for them 
and the w'omen to flicw themfelvcs at the door. In the dufk of the 
evening they all retired ; and this, the brethren remark, they lui\c 
tuiiformly done fincc they fnd landed. Orders being likewife given 
at the fliip for none of theh canoes to come near on the Sunday, they 
fixpplied us in the iiime plentiful manner as tliey had done the mif- 
fionarics. 

As Miinne Alannc had already dillinguiflicd himfelf as a very ufeful 
man, bcfides bringing fcvcral hogs, fruit, iic. the captain, to recom- 
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pcnfe him in part, made him a handfome prefent, leaving it to him- 
felf to enumerate the articles which he moft needed ; to do tliis he 
was at no lofs, having great prefence of mind on fuch occafions ; 
therefore he run otf a long lift of things which he wanted for a fmall 
fehooner which he was building at Eimeo ; of thefe fuch as we had 
to ijiare were given to him. 

As yet wc have had no rcaftn to complain of any improper beha- 
viour in the Otahelteans, men or women. Neither have we loft a 
fingle article to our knowledge, though many have unavoidably been 
much expofed. 

The goodnefs and love of God to us ftiould be graven on the tables 
of our hearts. After prayer the brethren retired to reft. 

Before the Otaheiteans departed they were informed no work would 
be done the next day, and they alkcd if it would be more devoted to 
prayer than the other days, and were told it would. 

The Sunday pafled very cpiietly, not one canoe coming near the 
fliip ; and on Ihorc no interruption w'as attempted, the natives, with 
the king and queen, attending, and conducting thcmfelvcs in peace 
and good order. A dlfcuflion took place among the brethren con- 
cerning the propriety of fpcaking to the nati\cs upon the Important 
fubjeCt of their milfion, when it was agreed that the prclident 
(Mr. Jefterfon) Ihould addrefs them through the medium of Andrew 
the SvNcdc as interpreter. Accordingly, at three o’clock in the af- 
ternoon, they met for this purpofc, fcvcral of the natives being prefent 
both w ithin and without the houfc ; and as foon as Andrew inter- 
preted’ the firft fcntcncc, finding the dll'courfc dlrcCted to them, they 
placed thcmfelvcs in attentive pofturcs. When they underftood a little 
of what W'as faid, they put very pertinent qucllions ; among others, 
doubting whether wc would beftow aught that could be cftccmed 
a benefit equally on all. They alkcd, whether the mefi'age of the 
Britilli God W'as to the toiatous as well as to the king and chiefs } 
They were anfwercd in the affirnit^tlvc ; and further, Mr. .Jeft'erfon, 
pointing to his brethren, told them that they were the meflengers of 
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the only true God ; and that though all men had offended liim, he 
•was, notwithllanding, a merciful God ; conferring on thofc who be- 
lieved his word great bleflings in this life, and after death took them 
to a Hate of eternal happincl's. Otoo w as prefent, but, according to 
human judgment, his llubborn, untcachable nature I'ccms to be the 
lafl that any imprclfion can be made upon. We retired to reft, thank- 
ful for tlic occurrences of the day, and for the promifiiig [)rol|)cd;s be- 
fore us through the providence of our God. 

J3th. Wind eafterly, and pleafant weather. The crew employed 
in hoifting up goods, and fending various articles on fliorc on account 
of the million ; two of the brethren from each party dividing a large 
cheft of books. 

The nati\ cs had pcrfe(flly underftood that the prohibltii)n was but 
for 3 'eftcrday, for carl)' in the morning fevend canoes w'crc alonglidc, 
and in one of them, with our conftant friend Mannc Mannc, came 
fcverul chiefs and their wives ; but the principal perfon to be intro- 
duced at this time was the father of Pomarre, Otew, formerly 
Whappai, w ho is a ^'cry venerable looking man, aged about feventy, 
his head covered with gray hairs, and his chin with a remarkable 
w hite beard : his name had once been Otoo ; but, on the birth of his 
foil, in compliance wdth the general cuftom, he changed it to Otew. 
As ufual, he prefented the captain wdth a piece of cloth and a pig, 
receiving in return, and on account of his rank, two axes, four pair 
of feiffars, and four knives, two looking-glall'es and two old fliirts, 
which was all he alkcd for ; and it appears that their requefts always 
include the utmoft bounds of their expedlation ; fo that to add aught 
more is quite fuperlluous and unnccellary. When breakfaft was rcadv, 
moft of our vifitors went upon deck, feemingly through a fenfe of 
good manners and a fear of offending, which w c may fuppole them 
to have learnt from former vifitors, who, for their own lakes, might 
have taught them thus much ; for it certainly w ould be very uncom- 
fortable to have them crowding , at meals continually : but Marine 
Mannc had no fcruplcs, and, as if confeious of a right, placed himfelf 
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next his tayo at table, and being exceedingly tond of flic tea and our 
bread and butter, played rather an epicurean part. In the forenoon 
Otoo and the queen font off to beg leave of the captain to fend him 
their prefents ; to n hicli ceremonial an aiifwer was made in the affir- 
mative ; and in confequcncc thereof we had them prcfcntly along- 
lide : the kinir’s confillcd of thirteen live hogs, and three ready 
drelVed ; the queen’s was one drelVed, lix alive, and a bale of cloth ; 
themfclvcs followed in a large double canoe, accompanied by Otoo’s 
younger brother, now prince of Tianiboo. Tlicy would not eoiue on 

board, but cxprcfl'cd a wifli for a great gun to be bred; and, to gratify 
them, two were caff loofe : Miinne Mamie took the match, and 
though almoff blind with age, he boldly fired them off; with uhleh 
a(J:l of his own courage he was highly tranfported. Their flay was 
fliort ; for after they had paddled twice or thrice round the llilp, they 
returned to the Ihore. 

About four in the afternoon Pomarre and his wife Iddeah, having 
juft arrived from Tiaraboo, paid their firft vifit at the Ihij) ; belides 
his ufual attendants a number of others had put themfelves in his 
train. When alongfidc he refufed to come farther till the captain 
fticwed himfclf ; this being done, he immediately afeended the fide, 
and coming on to the quarter-deck, wrapped four pieces of cloth 
round the captain as his own prefent ; then taking that oft', rejicatcd 
the operatioji with the like quantity^ in the name of Iddeah. While 
he was doing this, I thought Joy evident in his countenance, and 
was glad to find in him a piefture of good-nature very different from 
the morofe figure which reprefents him in fume editions of Cook’s 
voyages ; and could not help thinking that his prefence, which we 
now enjoyed, would aftbrd pleafurc to thoufands in refined ICuropc, 
who have heard fb much of the hofpitality and favour this prince 
of favages has always flicwn to his viiitors. 

The firft ceremonies over, he told the captain that he would ftiid 
provifions and whatever we had occaiion for while we ftaid at Ota- 
heite. When feated in the cabin, he expreft'ed his regard for the 
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Englilh, and called King George his friend. On tliis the interpreter 
was dcfircd to inform him, that King George loved him, and that t’ne 
carces of Prctanc did the fame : and that out of re.-rr.rd for him and his 
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people, they had feiit this fliip with fomc of the beit men, p\itpofeIy 
to do them good ; and then defired to know, whether he was plcafed 
that part of our number fliould refide on his ifland. lie inmiedlatcly 
anfwercd in the affirmative. A piece of land for their ufc wa.s nc^t 
mentioned to him ; to which, after a few words with liis privy couu- 
fcllor Iddeah, he anfwercd, that the whole diilriifl of Matavai fliould 
be given to tire Engllfli, to do with it what they plcafed ; obferving, 
that Pyteah, the pre/ent chief of the diftrid, was a good old man ; 
that it wmuld be for the benefit of our people to permit him to hold his 
rcfidence near to their dwclling-houfe ; and that he, according to or- 
ders which thould be given him, would enforce obedience from the 
natives, and oblige them to bring whatever the Englilh wanted of the 
produce of the dlffcri^l. 

Thefe moll important matters to us being fettled, as far as they could 
be for the prefent, the chief thought it was time to inquire after enter- 
tainments ; and firfl lk.y-rockets, next the violin and dancing, and 
lallly the bagpipe, which he humouroully deferibed by putting a bun- 
dle of cloth under his arm, and twilling his body like a Highland piper. 
When we told them that we had none of thefe, they feemed rather dc- 
jefted ; therefore, to revive them a few tunes w'cre played upon the 
German flute by Mr. Bowcll and one of the feamcn, though it plainly 
appeared that more lively mufic would have plealed them better. 

Pomarre intimating a wilh to llecp on board, it w’as granted ; he 
then allced leave for his wife and fervant, which was alfo complied 
with. It may be proper to remark here, that Iddeah, though llill con- 
fidcred as the wife of Pomarre, has not for a confidcrabic time coha- 
bited with him, but with one of her teutons (or fervants), by whom 
Ihe has had one child, and is again pregnant; her younger filler, 
Why’reedc, next cohabited with the chief, but left him through dif- 
Ukc foj one of far inferior rank ; and his prefent wile is a very flout 
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young woman, but of what condition we.could not learn. However, 
it is evidently dear, that they hefitate little about mixing with the 
lower orders of the people ; but if ifliic fhould be the confequcncc of 
thelc connexions, it is rarely the pride of rank fuffers the poor infants 
to live an hour after they are born. At fupper the chief devoured a 
whole fowl, with the addition of about two pounds of pork, and drank 
proportionally. 

At the houfe all was peace and quictnefs with the natives, and 
nothing particular is noticed in the millionary journal, except a few 
expreflions of difl'atlsia<^llon concerning their brethren leaving them to 
go to the Friendly I Hands. 

To-day received as prefents twenty-two live hogs, and five ready. 
drclTcd. 

14th. This morning Manne Manne and fcvcriil others came on. 
board, all behaving rcfpedfully to Pomarre. The captain, in order, 
to cultivate his friendlhip, made him a prefent of an excellent fingle- 
cafed metal watch, with which he was very much plcafed ; obferving, 
that none before ever made him a prefent of the kind. As we knew 
him quite ignorant how to manage a w'atch, Peter (the Swede) was 
direded to wind it up for him every day. Thermometer /b®. Pomarre,. 
his young wnfe, Iddcah, and the old prieft, breakfafted and dined with, 
us. The tea^juft fuited their tallc; and at dinner the two chief v 
drank of the,' wine eagerly. The captain. Ihcwing fomc unwillingncfs- 
U) indulge. Manne Manne to a greater degree, he anfwercd to the 
following purport: — that as he was going on flrorc to facrilicc a man. 
to the Eatooa, he took it to raife his courage. ExprcHing our abhor- 
rence of fo cruel a defign, he became filcnt ; and his friend Peter dc-- 
fired him never to mention.any tiling of the kind to us. 

By a letter from Mr. Jefferfon (the prefident), it appears that the: 
apprehenfions of thofe on fhorc, both for their perfons and property,, 
are much increafed ; alfo their fufpicions of the profefTed frieiidfliip . 

the natives, who, they hear, have formed the dcfign of rufhing upon/ 
them and taking all away j in,confequencc of. which they urge the nc- • 
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ceffity of the whole body fettling at this place. But for fuch fufpicions 
there does not appear the Ihadow of fear ; nothing can be more peace- 
ful, kind, and fubmiflive, than the natives, aflifting them readily in all 
their preparations. Pomarre and Iddeah, in the afternoon, vifited the 
houfe, and viewed the improvements made with wonder and delight. 
Tlicy partook of a dilh of tea with us ; one of his attendants poured 
the tea from the cup to the fauccr, and then held it to his mouth : this 
is the way at every meal ; his dignity will not permit him to feed him- 
lelf. When he had finilhed, he requefted the fauccr might be kept for 
Ills future ufc, and that no woman might be permitted to touch it. We 
were furprifed to fee fo flout a man, perhaps the largefl in the whole 
ifland, fed like a cuckoo. 

ir)th. Moderate breezes and plcafant weather; employed on board 
hoifling up goods, and landing them on account of the miffion. 
Received ten butts of water by fwlmming them off. Thermometer 70 ^. 

On fliore the brethren were bufied making a. faw-pit, and fitting 
up their apartments. Among the remarks of this day they fay, 
“ Several Otaheiteaiis vifitcd us as ufual, continuing to bring hogs, fruit, 
“ &c. Pomarre and his attendants were with us at family worfhip ; 
after which the prcfidcnt informed him of the nature of our miflion, 
to teach them our God and Sa^ iour ; to’ learn them to read the 
“ fpeaking book of wifdom, and to inflrudl them in all ufcful arts ; 
“ which he applauded, as he had already done at the lliip, and faid it 
“ was my ty, my ty, very good ; and added, that he would fend his fons 
for inflrudion.” 

He came not near the fhip to-day, but returned his watch vciy^ much 
damaged, which we fuppofe to be the reafon why he abfented himfclf : 
no doubt a hatchet would now have been efteemed a prefent of greater 
worth, though the glitter of a watch pleafed him more at firfl. 

By another letter from the prcfidcnt it appears that the brethren 
are flill more afraid of the natives than before ; and this in confe- 
quence of being told by the Swedes that an attack upon them is in- 
tended fhortly to be made : they therefore requeft an addition of arms*

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and ammunition, and farther urge the apparent ncccflity of the 
whole body remaining at Otaheite. The captain wrote a few lines 
in anfwer, which brought Mr. Jetferfon on board ; when, in a con- 
ference with the brethren intended for the Friendly Hies and Mar- 
(juefas, he laid before them the grounds of their fears, and rc([ueilcd 
they would join them. To this they laid they could not give a dircc‘f 
reply, but dcfired to have till the following day to confider the matter. 
This leems a mere bugbear and artifice of the Swedes. 

l6th. The brethren on board having debated the fubjert of yefter- 
day, and concluding the above-mentioned fears groundlcfs, and by no 

means cavde fufficient for them to confine the whole effort of the fb- 
ciety to one illand, and thereby difappoint the hopes of many of its 
valuable members at home ; they therefore returned their ultimate an- 
fwer in the negative. 

This being the day appointed by Pomarre for ceding in form the 
diftridl of Matavai to the Englifh, the captain landed upon Point Ve- 
nus ; was there received by the chief, and conduced near to the mif- 
fionary houfe. Moff of the brethren from the Ihip, and all on fliorc, 
were prefent at this ceremony. Peter the Swede took, as ufual, the 
office of interpreter. “ The fcenc,” fays Mr. Bowcll, “ was laid bo- 
fore the door of the miffionary houfe, at feme diftance from which a 
“ rope was llretchcd to keep off the crowd. Pomarre, Iddeah, Otoo, 
his wife and brothers, went alfo without the rope. Mamie Manne, 
“ who alone a^ted the part of conveyancer, remained within with 
tlu' captain, and brethren. He then defircd Peter to "tell the captain 
“ all that he Ihould fay, and began by prefacing his oration with tbwa, 
“ towa, hear ! in order to attra<^t general attention ; then went on enu- 
“ mcrating all the Eatooas of Otaheite, Fhmeo, and the Society Wes ; 
^ next- the diftriAs and tlieir chiefs in regular order; andlaftlythc 
“ fiiips and their commanders, from Wallis, Bougainville, and Cook,, 
^ down to the Duff* and her captain : concluding with the formal fur- 
‘‘ render of the dittribt of Matavai : obferving, that we might take 
“ w hat houfes. trees, fruit, hogs, &c. we thought proper. This flrange 
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“ fpeech was delivered very deliberately by the old prieft, who, w bile 
“ he (poke, fat in an odd pofture, half bent upon his heels, holding 
‘‘ with one hand the rope, and frequently fcrutching his head and 
“ rubbing his eyes with the other. Thcle peculiarities were caught 
“ by his mimicking countrymen, who afterwards turned them into 
“ humurous pantomime.” 

A converfation now^ took place between the captain aiid Manne 
Mamie, concerning the going to war with his enemies. Manne 
Manne importuned the captain to aflitl him againll: Ulictea, of which 
he had been king, but was driven from it fcvcral years ago. Being 
told that we had no orders to fight, except in our own defence, and 
that other fliips might come with different inftnnfHons, and who 
might have no objcdlion to join him in fuch enterprifes, he replied, 
that he might be dead before that might liappen. “ Well, then,” 
fays the captain, “ your fon may a<T in your place, and be reinftated 
“ in your kingdom.” To this he anfwered fmartly, “ 1 would rather 
“ fee it done with my ow'n eyes.” The brethren obferving his reluc- 
tance to a pofitivc denial upon this point, Mr. Cover laid, that they 
would aflill to finifli the vefl'el which he was building ; and when they 
had learnt the language, w^ould go to Ulictea and talk to the people 
on the fubjecl. This for the prefimt fatisfied him, and the bufinefs 
ended; Ponoine, Otoo, end the other chiefs, fliaklng hands with the 
captain and bred ire a. Thus a door feems opening for the gofpcl at 
lilietea, whlth r ibmc of the brethren purpofc to go as foon us thty 
have; the langir-gc. 

1 / th. Wind eaftcriy, with moderate and plcafant weather. .Set 
uj) our rigging, and rafted alongfidc fifteen butts of water, which 
comjilctcd our ftock ; and as w'e propoled to fail in a day or two, feve- 
ral articles were fent on fliorc to enable the brethren to go on with 
their work, with a quantity of nails, &c. for trade during our ab- 
fciice ; allb tea, cheefe, and what elfc we could Ipare of that nature. 

None of the chiefs came near us to-da}', and but few' canoes. The 
young king and Pomarre paid a vifit at the huufc, when Mr. Jefferfbn 
took occafion to fpcak to him concerning the education of his clul- 
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drcii ; rcprcrent'mg it as a matter of the greateft importance Ijoth to 
them and the people of Otaheite ; and that he would be highly blamc- 
ftblc to neglc< 5 l the opportunity which tlieir coming afforded. The 
chief’s mind feemed impmffcd with the truth of what was (aid, and 
be immediately fpoke to Otoo, who returned a very unfavourable. an- 
fwer: “He did not want to learn Englifli.” “ J (have a very bad 
“ opinion of Otoo,” fays Mr. Jefterfo^. And certainly appearances 
arc much aguinil him ; however, we may reafbnably' hope, that the 
example ol our people, and the exhibition of arts which mull: appear 
wonderful in their eyes, may in time excite in his mind a thirft after 
knowledge. They cxprelfed high delight on the garden engine play- 
ing, and calling w'ater on the thatch of thc.houfc. Thermometer 76 
18 th. Wind from N. E. to E. S. E. moderate and pleafant wea- 
ther ; employed clearing the llilp for fea. In the afternoon Pomarre 
and Iddeah came on board, accompanied by Mannc Mannc, and Peter 
to interpret. A prefent of cloth w^as made the captain, and by a large 
chcll which they had brought with’ them in the canoe, we could fee 
W’hat they expelled ; but feigning not to underlland, as they handed 
rft up the lidc, the captain inquired of the chief what he meant to do 
with .it. JHc feemed greatly perplexed how to anfwer this quelllon, 
till at lall he faid, that he only wanted tire lock repaired. He was 
then diredlcd to take it on Ihorc to the blqckfraith ; but this embar- 
ralTcd him more than before ; and feeing no other way to free him- 
felf, he faid w'ith a fmile, that it was intended to hold the prefent 
which the captain might be pleafed to make to him and Iddeah ; and 
requelled that it fhould be put into the cabin, to prevent his people 
from feeing what he received. When_fcated below, he was afkcd 
what he would like to have ; but feemlng at a lofs what to name, the 
old pricll, whofe wits arc always ready, helped him out : and firft 
axes ahowroo, ahowroo, that is. twice ten, or ten for hlmfclf, and ten 
for Iddeah ; then for .each five fliirts, eight looking-glafTcs, fix pair of 
fbhilTars, fix knives, fifty nails, and five combs ; bcfidcs thefe, were 
tedded to his part, one caft-iron pot, one razor, and a blanket. The 
whole was put into the chefl, and fecured by the lock, which was 
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very good. He then acknowledged himfclf content ; but going after- 
wards betwixt docks, where the brethren had fevcral tilings lying; 
Ibole, he Craved for fomething of all that he faw ; but as they knew 
how well he had fared in the cabin, they gratified him with very little. 

I have been thus particular, becaufe the incidents of this day do, in a: 
mcafiire, characterize the chief. 

The brethren intended for the Friendly Ifics, confiuering that none 
of the ordained minifters were to accompany them, chofc from their- 
number Mr. Seth' Kclfb to be their paftor, and urged to thofc on Ihorc 
the propriety of ordaining him and .lohn Harris jirevious to their dc-- 
parture. This they very readily confented to, and the next day, be- 
ing Sunday, was appointed for that purpofe. Thermometer 76 *^. 

10th. The fume orders being ifllicd as for laft Sabbath, but two or-- 
three canoes were off in the bay, and feeing that we took no notice of 
them, they foon returned to the fhore. To-day, at the miffionary 
houfc, were ordained Seth Kelfo and John Harris, minifters to the 
places of their refpe<ftivc deftination. 

The traufadions of this day being fingular, a' more foil report can* 
not but give fatisfadion, and tend to encourage greatly our hopes as 
to the ultimate objc<fl of our miflion. 

It having been made known that we intended to addrefsthc nativ es- 
this morning, numbers of them affcmbled early round (,ur dwelling ; ' 
amfmgthcm was Pomarre and his flftcr ; he had been inquiring a day- 
or two before concerning our fpeaking to them, and fliid, “ he liad 
“ been dreaming about the book which Ihould be lent him from the 

F.atooa.” 

At ten o’clock we called 'the natives together under the cover of- 
jbme lhady trees near our houfc; and a long form being placed, Po-- 
niarrc was requefted to feat himfclf on it with the brethren, the reft', 
of the natives Handing or fitting in a circle round us. Mr* Cover tljpn,’ i 
addrcfl'cd them frorri the words of St. John, God fo loved, 

“ world, that lie gave his only begotten Son, that they who believe 
“ bn him fhould not perifh, but have cvcrlafting life the Swede 
interpreting fcntcncc by fentcncc as he fpoke. The Otaheiteans were- 
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filcnt and folemnly attentive. After icrvlce Pomarre took brother 
Cover by the hand, and pronounced the word of approbation, “ My 
ty, my ty.” Being alkcd, “ If he had underftood what was faid ?” 
he replied, ‘‘ Tliere were no fuch things before In Otaheltc ; and they 
** were not to be learned at once, but that he would wait the coming 
of (the Eatooa) God.” Defiring to know if he might be permitted 
to attend again, he was told, yes. Being coii<lu<Jtcd into the houfc, 
he and his wife dined with us, and. departed. 

About three o’clock the ordination folemnity of the brethren Kelfo 
and Harris took place ; they were let apart for their work by the im- 
pofition of hands of our ordained brethren. Brother Cover preached 
the ordination fcrmcMi, and delivered the charge ; brother Jefteifbn 
having made the inquiry of the candidates refpedting their call and ob- 
je<?ts, and brothers Lewis and Eyre prayed at the commencement and 
end of the fcrvicc. The communion clofcdthe folemnity, which was 
to us all a mod refre firing and comlortable ordinance ; and for the 
firft time the bread-fruit ot (.)tahcite was ufed as the lymbol of the 
broken body of our Lord, and received m commemoration of his dy- 
ing love. 

Manne Manne was prefent during the whole fervice, and very at- 
tentive, particularly during the adminlftration of the I^ord’s fupper ; 
he placed himfelf in the circle with the brethren, and when they paf- 
fed him he fliiftcd his fituation farther on, in hopes of partaking with 

them. 

30th. . Pomarre, Iddcah, and all our. Saturday’s guefts, vifited us 
again to-day, bringing more cloth and fbme fowls for fca-flock. They 
datd dinner; the chief, fed by his head man, ate heartily, and drank 
a large fhare of a bottle of wine, evincing rather a covetous dcfirc for 
it, as he would hardly allow Manne Manne to have a glafs with him. 
On the appeMance 'of rain they took their leave, wifhing us a good 
voyage, and expreffing a hope of our fpcedy return. 

As Peter the Swede had oiFcred to go with us to the Friendly 
lilands, the captain confented, thinking that be might be ferviccabk 
■on fomc occafions as interpreter. He purpofed taking with him a 
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young woman, named Tanno Manno, with whom he had tor fome 
time lived as his wife, a man the mutineers had named Tom, and 
a boy called Harravvay. The two laft Mr. Crook, who had already 
made great proficiency in the Otaheitean languagt, thought might 
be great helps to him. On this account the captain'permitted thenx 
to go with us alio. The natives underftood we were now about to 
leave them for fome months, but the captain’s intention w as to lie a 
few days at Eimeo, and, previous to fctting off for the Marquefas, to 
touch again in Matavai bay, when we might probably learn how the 
natives were likely to behave during our abfence. Matters being thus 
fettled, we took with us Mr. William Puckey, by trade a carpenter, 
to examine Manne Manne’s vclTel, and fee whether Ihe was worthy 
their affiftance to finifti her. After dark in the evening a canoe came 
alongfide from Eimeo; in her w'as a Swede named John, whom w’c 
had not fecn before ; him his countrymen reported to be in a ftatc of 
infanity, and by his difeourfe we thought him a little fo. On his 
part, he complained much of the treatment w’hich he had received 
from his fliipmates fince they landed ; and exprelTed a defire to re- 
turn to Europe. The captain, in anfwer, told him, that at prefent 
he could riot keep him on board ; that he was on the point of failing, 
and would in a few months return ; in the mean while he might ftay 
at the miffionary houfe, and if he behaved well he lliould have a 
pafltigc with us : he is a native of Stockholm, about forty years old, 
afnd feems much reduced by ficknefs. 

On Mr. Puckey’s coming on board, fome converfation pafiTcd pn 
Ahe propriety of the brethren’s arming themfclves on flipre, and 
keeping watch night and day ; which thole on board difapproved. 
He replied to them very fatisfa^lorily, that their intention in taking . 
arms was not to injure the natives, ;niuch Icfs to plant the gofpel by, 
human power; but merely a means ordained of God for the 
tedion of their perfoas .and jprpper^y during the ablencc of the Ihip, . ,

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CHAPTER Vri. 

Short Voyage to Elmeo, aiid Return, 

A bout an hour before daylight we weighed, with a light air 
from the S. E. which taking us but llowly out of the bay, the 
natives perceiving the falls fet, hurried off in their canoes, eager to get 
a few articles more before we departed. At feven A. M. a frcfli gale 
fprlnging up from the N. E. attended with thunder and lightning, 
we left them, and by ten o’clock were off the north-caft part of 
Eimeo, when it again fell little wind. We kept running along the 
edge of the coral reefs towards Taloo harbour, and, at the diftance of 
half a cable’s length off, had irregular foundings, viz. fix, eight, 
twelve, and fourteen fathoms. The reef appeared to block up the 
harbour till wc were nearly abreaft of it, when a good entrance llicws 
itfelf. With a light breeze we run clofe up to the fouth-caft corner 
of the harbour, and let go our anchor in ten fathoms water, and 
moored with the ftream cable to a remarkably large tree which ffands 
clofe to the water’s edge ; the Steeple cliff at the head of the harbour 
bearing S. by-E. ^ 

Taloo harbour Is on the north fide of the ifland ; the bottom fo 
clear, that you diftindlly fee the coral, with its beautiful branches. 
The mouth of the harbour is about a quarter of a mile broad ; the 
water of an amazing depth : this led into a moft delightful bay, about 
two miles wide and three deep. This bay is beautifully furrounded 
with trees ; not the lead agitation of the water is perceivable on the 
beach, let the wind blow from what quarter it may, it is fo perfectly 
land-locked. Wc lay under a mountain, ten times , as high as our 
topgallant- maft, and perpendicular. There is a fine frefli-watcr river 
running up fomc nules> which a boat can afeend a mile or two, and 
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Iiips water with the grcatcft eafe. It is the fecureft harbour I ever 
aw. It has a border of low land, like Otaheitc, covered with bread- 
Vuit, cocoa-nut, and other trees ; and many of a different kind in the 
uountains, fomc very like lignum vitae ; one fmall ifland is wholly 
;ovcrcd with this wood. Being in queft of a tree of hard wood, we 
bund one, but the axe would not ftand againft it, and we were 
)bligcd to ufe the hand-faw. 

Here I firft faw a tupapow : the flefli was quite gone ; the fkin, 
ike parchment ftretched over the bones, remained: the natives feemed 
iverfe to our examining it. Two polls about fix feet long are let into 
he ground at each end ; on thefe a broad plank is laid, and the corpfc 
s there extended, wrapped in cloth, to dry, and a fmall Hied, like a 
)oat inverted, placed over it to keep, out the rain. 

After dinner, the captain, Mr. Falconer, Wm. Puckey, and Peter, 
ct off in the pinnace to the place were Mannc Mamie’s vcHel was 
luilding, and on their return gave but an unfavourable account of 
aer. In length fhe w’as forty-two feet, but difproportioned in her 
breadth, by being fuller aft than forward, and the timbers were too 
fmall for her fize. In this cxcurfion the captain fliot a wild duck and 
iwo fmall birds, and Mr. Falconer caught with the feinc about a 
dozen fifli. All the afternoon the Ihip was furrounded by the natives, 
among whom were fcvcral women, who exprelfed, by their loofe gef- 
tures, a great defire to be taken on board, but had the mortification to 
meet with no encouragement. Several articles were offered to barter, 
but no hogs, owing to the rahoo (or prohibition) being in force at 
:his time. This rahoo is laid on by the chiefs to repair the defblations 
dieir inordinate feaflings make, and is always rcligioufly obferved by 
:he people. It feems that the whole ifland of Eimeo was at tins 
ime under this injunftion, but at Otaheite it is only impofeil on a 
cw diftrkls at one time, during which none of the rcficients dare fell 
i pig, or kill one for their own ufe. However, they may take hogs 
rom thole diflricls that arc free, and ufe them as they picafe. A 
ahoo is alfo frequently laid upon the filh ; at w hich time poles with 
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a flag at top arc ftuck upon the reefs, where they are not fuffered to 
be taken. It is not improbable that this cuftom might have its origin 
coeval with the firfl: peopling of the iflands, or at leaft -when they 
poITcflcd few animals, and ha\e been introduced from motives of 
economy. However this may have been, it is now become fbmetimes 
an at^t of injufticc and tyranny in the chiefs, whole impolitic proceed- 
ings are extremely dcllrudivc to the general welfare. But of this 
there will be occafion to fpeak more particularly, when their fevcral 
cuftoms are noticed. At prefent we felt no inconvenience from this 
law, our decks being already crowded with the hogs we had brought 
from Matavai : however, had we ftood in need, there were none to 
be got, for in the abfence of Iddeah and Manne Manne no chief was 
here of fufficient authority to repeal it. 

22d. Light airs of wind and pleafant weather, with a few flying 
fliowcrs of rain. The crew employed painting the Ihip, making a 
new mizen, and putting the rigging in order. 

An affair happened this morning, of which the brethien made feme 
account : eight of them, by permiflion of the captain, took the jolly- 
boat to a frefh- water creek at the head of the harbour, with the intent 
to wafli their linen, but returned in a fliort time, under a perfuafion 
that the natives meant to rob them of their bundles, and to do them 
further mifehief. “ We put off,” fays Mr. Bowell, “ from the Ihip, 
but took no arms with us ; a double canoe, full of men, alfo two 
“ finglc ones, followed us ; and when the boat entered the creek, 
“ multitudes of people were fecn running along the fliorc, fomc with 
“ white flicks in their hands : others, with clappers of pearl oyfler- 
“ Ihclls, w'erc fccmingly convening more of their countrymen togc- 
“ ther; and when we landed they were crowding from all quarters, 
“ but llill behaved peaceably ; and thofe who held fpcars Ihcwcd us 
“ in what manner they \ifcd them. Their numbers increafing, we 
“ thought it moll prudent to keep our bundles fafl, and return to the 
“ Ihip ; as the quantity of linen we had brought was perhaps a temp- 
tation too ercat for tliem to refill. This refolution we immediately 
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“ put in pradicc ; and wc were allowed to return without molcfta- 
“ tion.” 

Soon after they got on board, a meeting of all the brethren was held 
in the cabin, to debate on the propriety of taking fire-arms on lliore 
with them at Tongataboo. Brother Kelfo opened the meeting in the 
ufuul manner ; after which the captain, as prefident, informed them 
of* the rcafons of being convened ; and, after a long converfatlon upon 
the fubjed, there appeared, on a divifion — for taking mulkets to dc* 
fend their perfons and property, brothers Harper, Kelfo, Nobs, Shelly, 
Veefbn, and Wilkinfon — againllit, Bowcll, Buchanan, and Cooper. 

Before the meeting broke up, there were fomc rcmonftrances ad- 
dreffed to Meflrs. Harris and Crook, concerning their going to the 
Marquefas in fo finall a number; to w'hich they anfwered. That 
having long fince made that place their choice, they were ftill in the 
fame mind, nor did they entertain a doubt of meeting with a favour- 
able reception : and on this account they did not think it neceffary 
for the llilp to revlfit them, but would rather, if the propofal met 
with the captain’s approbation, that the ihlp Ihould firll go to the 
Friendly Iflands, and then proceeding to the Marquefas, a vaft cx- 
penfe of time would be faved, and the captain be enabled to ftay a 
month Of hnore to fee them fafely fettled. This propofal was approved, 
and adopted as our future plan. 

About thirty canoes, filled with men and women, kept paddling 
around us all the day ; a great number, who had no canoes, but only 
a 'log of wood, and fomc nothing, diverted themfclvcs in the w ater 
fcveral hours together, and if a fmall trinket was , thrown in, they 
would dive fomc fathoms after it, and were in general furc to bring 
it up. 

The night was very dark, and about eleven o’clock the watch faw. 
a naked native Handing in the main chains ; and attcmjjting to feize 
him, he leaped into the water, and made his efcape, taking ^\ith hiln» 
four yards of our eledric chain.. 
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23d. Sent the boat to a creek for a turn of water, but when it 
canrjc we could not drink it, by realbn of a bitternefs, irnbibed pro- 
bably from the trees and Ihrubs on its banks; however, on the weft 
fide, and not far from the head of the harbour, an excellent fpring 
of water was found. The natives furrounded us as ycftdrday, but 
with little to barter. 

24th. b'inc plcafant weather. Many natives from diftcrent parts 
of the ifland were to-day viewing the fhip with apparent admiration; 
and perhaps it is no erroneous opinion to fuppofc that there never was 
a Ihip in thofc parts fo ornamented with figures to attraift their at- 
tention. None appeared with arms, but all roguilhly ihcliucd, on 
which account we w'ould not fuft'er one of them to come ui'<.«ii our 
decks; but, notwithftanding our precautions, they found : : c to 
ftcal the rudder out of the jolly boat lying along-fide. Wldlc v.e uc re 
at dinner in the cabin a canoe came clofc under the ftern, and a tail 
fellow, getting upon the hack of .the rudder, reached his hand up, 
and fnatched away a book which lay juft within the cabin window^s; 
he then immediately fell back, and made a plunge in the water. This 
we heard, and ftarting up, infiftcd upon their putting the canoe along- 
fide, but this they refulcd to do, and began to fet off tow ards the 
Ihorc, as did all the reft that were near us. Thinking this adlion too 
daring to be overlooked, and clemency, fo often extended, only an 
excitement to greater depredations, a few fmall lliot were fired, which 
made them take to the Water, and fkulk behind the canoe. Two of 
the fcamen in our jolly-boat tried in vain to catch the offender, for he, 
with the dexterity of a wild duck an the water, eluded all their at- 
tempts to lay hold of him ; and it w’as only with the help of the pin- 
nace, and frightening him with a mufket, that we caught him at 
luft. When alongfidc he trembled through fear of being put to 
death, and .ftruggled hard to get into the water again, but making a 
rope faft round bis body, he was hoifted on board, and lalhcd up to 
the rigging, in fight of his countrymen, who ftood ranged along the 
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beacK in expedation of feeing him puniflied. As Peter was on fhorc 
at this time, the delinquent was kept bound till he returned cm bejard ; 
in the mean while, the natives, obferving nothing was done to him, 
came around us as before. When Peter arrived, he was dcfired to 
tell the nTan in what light we confidered his offence, and that if he 
or any other perfon was found to do the like again, they would cer- 
tainly be fevercly puniflied ; and that the rcalbn why we let him go 
at this time was merely becaufe we had not warned him of the con- 
fcqucnce before. To this he faid, he would not do fo again, and 
took his leave with joy in his countenance. 

The bad conduft of the captain’s fteward had been often noted ; 
though the milfionaries were reluctant to complain. 'Phis had at laft 
exhaufted the patience of the captain, who turned him out of the 
cabin before the mafl:. This evening, going on fliorc with others to 
bathe, he fecrctcd himfelf, having contrived to get fomc of his things 
on fliore unknowm to any but the Swede. This caufed us much 
forrow' of mind, as he had made, -on coming on board, a profeffion 
of godlinefs, though his conduct had very little adorned it. We 
feared that this man, thus leaving the fliip and indulging in all the 
abominable pradices of the heathen, w'ould prove a great reproach 
and plague to us ; and fo we afterwards found it to be. 

Having now finiflied the painting of the flilp, and put her other- 
wife in good order, the ftream cable W'a.s ordered to be caft off from 
the tree on fliorc, and all things to be in readlnefs for proceeding to 
fca with the land bree/e in the morning. Orders were given al(b, 
that a good look-out flioidd be kept during thl.s night, as wc liad 
fome reafon to apprehend that wc flioukl be vlfited by thieves in the 
dark ; therefore two mufkets w'crc placed in readlnefs. As wc e.v- 
pedled, fo it proved ; for about one o’clock in the morning, when it 
w'as very dark, a man was heard fwimming under the Ihip'.s bows, 
clofe to the cable, and perhaps with an intent to cut it ; a niuflcet 
W’as fired, which fet him off with great precipitancy towards the 
fliorc. 
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■ At fix A. M. with a light air at S. S. Ei wc weighed and 

^(fod but of Tiloo harbour, which as we cleared wfe found the wind 
niorc to the caftward. Several of the natives in their canoes followed 
tis- quite out to Ica, expreffing a greater defire to trade with us than 
they had done all the time we lay among them. 

Concerning the people of this Ifland, we learnt but little, not caring 
to tfutt ourfelves In finall parties on fliore*, for fear they fhould Reta- 
liate on us the vengeance which Captain Cook infli<Jtcd upon them 
for ftealing his goats. However, we obferved in thofe who came 
alongfide, that they had not attained to that frank affable behaviour 
towards ftrangers, that the Otahcitcans have in general : neither were 
they fo fkilful in bartering ; and in every point of civilization feemed 
far behind that people ; which Jllterencc I cannot otherwile account 
for, than by fuppofing them lets vifited by ftrangers from Ulletea and 
l^e other iftands than Otaheite is. For it i.s certain that the vaft num- 
tJScr of firreoies which refort to the latter place do not only, by virtue 
df their privileges, oblige to the cxercife of hofpitolity, the parent of 
many focial qualities, but by their addrels, knowledge of the illands, 
and various talents to pleafe, they contribute to inform the minds and 
fbften the manners of thofe they vifit. In their perfons they differ 
nothing from the Otahcitcans, except it be in a Jewifli caft of coun- 
tenance, which is here more general : and a ^catcr proportion of their 
.women arc of a low.ftature, but equal in the lymmctry of features. 

We faw but few canoes, and thofe were very indifferent ones both 
Sd lire and goodnefs, nor were there any fignsbf their' being poffelfcd 
bf many. 

' As for the illand itfelf, it leems to have fuffered great convulfions 
«thcr from earthquakes or other violent caufes. Moft of the hills 
tee h^b, pointed at their tops, with broken rugged fidcs, particularly 
About Taloo harbour, 'from the errtrartee of v^hich they' have a very 
Ariking apjicKiraiicc. “ Tho low grounds arc 'covered with cocoa-nut, 
brbad^fruit, and Other troes, all growing luxuriantly, and without care 
•r culture. They have alfo all the roots, &cl in common with the 
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other iflands. And here the cows are that Captain Cook left with 
them, but they are little attended to, as it is faid that they arc wild, and 
that none of the natives dare approach them : there Ls no bull. W c 
did intend to have landed in purfuit of the cows, and to ha\x taken 
them to Matavai ; but as all the chiefs were abfent, it was thought 
prudent to relinquilli the plan for fear of mifehief from the natives. 

Towards evening we faw Tethuroa, low land, about twenty-four 
miles from Otaheite. It confifts of lix or feven iHets very near each 
other, not many feet above the level of the fea, covered with cocoa/- 
nuts, but no bread-fruit, which they arc not allowed to cultivate. 
It belongs to the King, but h^nne Manne claims it. The natives, 
about three thoufand, arc employed in fifhing for the chiefs at Ota- 
heitc, and bring back bread-fruit and other things in exchange. 

20th. About four in the afternoon we tacked the fliip clofc in with 
One Tree hill, hoifted our colours, and fired a gun ; upon hearing of 
which, MefTrs. Cover, Lewis, Henry, Gillham, and others came off 
in a double canoe, and reported that all was well, that they had now 
no reafbn to entertain apprehenfion of future mifehief from the na- 
tives, who, they fay, ufually leave their houfe about fix o’clock in the 
evening, and revifit them regularly at an early hour in the morning. 
The chiefs alfo were behaving extremely well. Since we left them 
they had made Manne Manne a cheft, which pleafed him. Pomarre 
had juft fet off to another diftri<ft, after promiltng to be with them 
again in a day or two. They were all in good health ; and refpeding, 
provilions, the natives continued to fupply them plentifully with all 
that the ifland aftbrded. This pleafing intelligence could not fail to 
fatisfy us, and alfb to reconcile them to the departure of their brethren. 
Therefore we took leave of our friends, hoifted in the pinnace, and 
made fail for the Friendly Iflands, after lending on Ihore materials for 
a flat-bottomed boat, to be built during our abfcnce. 

Nothing could have exceeded the kindnefs and attention of the 
natives ; every day they attended our worlhip, and heard fuch addrefibi 
as we were able to make to them through an interpreter. This fitft 
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experiment of the fliip's ahfence had removed all the brethreh’s fears ; 
and they faw us (jult the harbour only with the tendernefs of parting 
friends, w ho hoped again lliortly to meet aiul rejoice together ; wifliing 
their miffionary brethren good fpced in the fcveral places of their dclli- 
nation ; yet not without many tears. 

The w ind being freffi to ealt, wc filled our topfails, and left them far 
aftern. The brethren, who had come offi haftily in the canoe, imjiro- 
vid^ntly came away without the paddles ; fcveral canoes being near, 
they borrowed tw'o, and fome loofc boards wxrc in the canoe witlr 
them ; with thefe they tried to pull her ahead in vain, the wind 
blowing from that point to which they wanted to go. The crofs piece 
of the canoe, it being a double one, gave way, the laffiing being 
nearly cut through ; fo they paffied a rope round the bottom, and fc- 
cured it. They were, how'ever, obliged to bear away beyond One 
Tree 'hill, and travel home on foot, leaving the canoe and her cargo 
to the care of the natives, w ho were very faithful, and brought hev 
back the next day. 
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CHAPTER Vni. 

Uivtfion of the Mjjponaries. — J^oyage to Tongataboo.-~^QccurYe)tccs there 

dnrhig the firji Vtjit, 

XX TE rrnift now interrupt the account of the tranfaiflions at Ota.- 
▼ » heltc, to follow' our other brethren through the deep ; on the 
fliip’s return they ihall be recorded. 

The day following our departure from Matavai we paiTed to the 
fouthward of the Society Iflands, in fight of Huaheine, Ulietea, Otaha, 
and Bolabola ; then, with a fine fair wind and pleafant weather, 
fliaped our courlc for Palmerfton’s illand, which we intended to vifit, 
as it lay diredly in our way. Accordingly, on the firfi: of Ajwil, a 
little before day, we faw it bearing weft, diftant about two leagues ; 
then running nearer, hoifted out the pinnace and jolly-boat, and 
attempted landing on the fouth-cafternmoft iflet; but finding it im- 
pra<fticable there, on account of the furf breaking high on every part 
of the furrounding reef, we bore down to the next iflet, which is the 
fbuth-wefternmoft, and found it almoft as bad to land upon as that 
which we had left. A fquall of wind and heavy rain coming on, wc 
returned to the fliip, for fear any accident fliould happen to the boats. 
About eight o’clock the weather cleared up, and w'c made a fecond 
attempt, finding that by reafon of the tide of ebb the furf had fallen 
confiderably ; yet there appeared no place w'here we could land the 
boats w’ith fafety. Abundance of cocoa-nut trees covered the iflet, 
and to get at them was our object ; therefore Otahcitcan Tom, the 
third mate, and one of the feamen, taking with them the end^f a 
line, leaped into the water and ventured into the furf, w here* with 
great difficulty, they eft'e«fted a footing on the coral rocks which com- 
pofe the reef, after getting their legs, arms, and different parts of 
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1;)pdjc$,;m\icb cut with the iharp pointa of the coral. They had 
Hill to walk near a quarter of a mile before they got to the dry bcacit, 
lb that the fmall quantity of cocoa-rmts which they could have brought 
to th<; boat would not have been a recompcnce for the trouble of pro- 
curing them ; but about half-ebb we obfmed a fmall opening or 
gutter in the reef, into which we rowed> and found it deep enough 
for the boats to pafs clear over to the beach, where we could ftep 
out dry, and lie within fifty yards of the trees. We now applied 
ourfelyes to the objeA in view, and foon fent both the boats off loaded 
with cocoa-nuts, keeping the two Otaheitcans on Ihore to climb the 
trees, a talk which they performed with much more cafe than we 
could. The water had now fallen fo much, that on the return of the 
boats they were obliged to lie at the outer edge of the reef, in a fmall 
creek about ten yards wide and twenty long, and covered from the 
force of the fea by the rocks projeding on each fide. They were 
agdin loaded with cocoa-nuts, and grals for the ufe of the goats ; and 
it now being late in the evening we returned on board, hoifted the 
boats in, and made fiul, having got in the courfe of the day five hun- 
dred and thirty cocoa-nuts. 

• .Palmerilon’s illand was difeovered by Captain Cook on his fccond 
y^y^e ; it confilb of a group of fmall illet|, ,qight or nine in num- 
ber, connected together by a reef of , coral rocks, and lying in a 
direi^Uon nearly circular. The illet we lanijpd upon is not a mile in 
icipcuit,.aQd at high water is not,mor^ thaq fpur pr.five feet above the 
the fea. The foil is coral fand,: wi^ an upper ffratum of 
inould produced irom rotten vege^ah^. All the inner . area 
^ovpred with cocoa-nut trees,, yrhich decaying and falfing 
^CCfHividyj form a tibick underwood^: withopt.thcfe, near to the 

tree, and, ol^f^ts; yprjpps forts. We faw 
hirdri, bj^, A*»ong 

of jred crabej. dragging after t^cm. a Ihcll 
miorm of a pcrriwinkle, but laigcr, being iq fdi^aiiictcf about two or 
ATecjb^pi;jyj^ .jt^ % grq^d;tl^y oqly put^ejr 
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claws out, but when W t<iuthcd't!i^, th'tfy'd^fe'w thcmfch cs vi-Kollj/ 
into their Ihell. ■' ' V • i jm? 

Wc alfo law the b<jautiful lubrndriiie grbltt6 ' dt^Abed' ih Cobk'il 
third voyage. “At dht part of the' reef wh’ich 'botilrldi' tfic'‘lakt 
“ within, almoft even with the furtacc, there'is a l’arge'bcd‘'of cbtal,' 
“which affords a moft cnehahting ‘'prol])e<ft. Its’ Bifbi '\VhibH i» 
“ fixed to rfie Ihore, extends lb far that it cannot be feen,‘ lb Aat4'f 
“ appears to be fufpended in the water. The’ fea was then unruffledj 
“ and the refulgence of the fun expofed the various forts of cdtal in 
“ the moll beautiful order ; Ibme parts luxuriantly branching into 
“ the water, others appearing in a vail: variety of figures, and the 
“ whole heightened by fpangles of the richclt colours, glowing frohi 
“ a number of large clams interfperfed in every part. Even this 
“ delightful feene was greatly improved by the multitude of filhes 
“ that gently glided along, fcemingly with the moft perfect fecurlty ; 
“ their colours were the moft beautiful that can be imagined, blue, 
“ yellow, black, red, &c. tar excelling any thing that ca* he pro- 
“ duced by art.” This is the defeription which they give • of this 
grotto, and is nothing exaggerated, for it is certainly a great and 
beautiful production of nature. We beheld it with plealurc, and 
with them regretted, that a work fo aftonilhin^y elbgaht ihould 'be 
concealed in a place fo feldom explored by the hitman eye. ' ' '■ 

There arc no traces of this ifland having ever beeti inhabited^; ‘ if 
piece of a canoe lay upon the beach, probably the larhte. Mr was‘ l^rt 
by Cook’s people, arid which they conjeCtufc 'might^ Hdve drifted 
from another ifland ; Brit as there are rats upon ■iKe lflarid, 'Which bbili 
they and we faw, h'cricri a query is fuggefted, hoiiv’or by What riiCahS 
they could come to ibis place? They fiippoft it mighri. be in thfc 
canoe, which is ribt'it all' likely,' beekuft^th^ riffbrd- hardly a jdaifi 
of concealment 'fbf’‘thc!<ri ; therb wei*le iriefri-i'n Ihe ciribt,'' 
very probable that tfifey ikucit fiuth' hririgejf, thc'bfcftil-e'^ 

Would be abfurd to think they would not fcarch their canob for cidy 
hidden baot&I ; or, fiiii^g'a rat, to iftippofc'ihey -Wtriild 
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is (toUbtlcfs more juft to conclude they were drifted herQ on fbmc 
hollo'A' tree or root, which being before their place of flicker, and torn 
up by fi>mc tempeft, might be caft upon this fhorc. 

Gn W'edncfday the fifth of April we favT Savage ifland, but did 
.not get near it before dark. In pafllng the north end we perceived 
three lights, and on the weft fide leven more ; by their motion we 
fuppofed them to be on the water, and fcemlngly in canoes a-fifhing. 
The natives of this ifland fliewed a ferocious and hoftile difpofition to 
Captain Cook and his people in 1 / 74 , when he difeovered it; on 
which account he called it Savage ifland. His account of them flicw'S 
the danger of landing among any of thofe lllanders who have not 
prcvioufly had intercourfc wdth Europeans ; alfo the abfolutc neceflity, 
when obliged to land, of being able to repel them by force wh. n at- 
tacked. We ought to lay it down as a truth, that neither in j i 'ccs 
already known, where the inhabitants have a<fted conftantly in ci ,ftilc 
manner, nor yet in new illands which voy-agers may difeover, /e the 
natives to be trufted with the power of their lives; for in gccc;al the. 
are fo tenacious of their territory and of their canoes, fo covetous tv 
all we poflefs, and under a perfuafion that all ftrangers are enemies, 
that they will, either by force or cunning, aim at the lives of thofe 
W’ho arc fo unhappy as to place any confidence in them, till fbmc 
friendly intercourfc has been eftabllflicd. 

We now fliaped our courfc for Tongataboo, and on our pafTage 
thither, fuch articles were fbrted out as it was thought the brethren 
might with fome fafety take with them on their firft landing. On 
Sunday the oth, at ten A. M. w e faw the land; and at noon the 
ifland of lu'ioa bore S. W. dlftant feven or eight leagues. At half 
paft four in the evening we tacked to the eaftward, the fmall ifland 
of Eoo-aije bearing S. S. W. { W. dittant three miles, and then hove 
to for the night, during which w'c had light winds and conftant rain. 
At daylight, it continuing Hill dark and hazy, we could fee no land 
until feven A. M. when it ceafed raining, and the weather gradually 
clearing up, Eoo-aije bore W. and Eooa S. by W. ; the wind alfb 
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veered in our favour from W. N. W. to N. by W. and frefhening to a 
brifk gale we flood in for the harbour of Tongataboo. The natives 
of Eooa had oblerved us the preceding day ; for a canoe with four 
men, which mull have put off from that illand before daylight, was 
now paddling after the fliip. This circumftance gave us fonie plcafurc, 
as it both evinced their detire for our articles, and a confidence in us. 

PaflTing to the northward of Eoo-aijc, we fleered W. S. W. to the 
entrance, tliea W. by S. and W. up the harbour, followed by the 
above canoe and fcveral others, wliich put off from, the caflcrn part 
of the main ifland and the iflcts that lie fcattcrcd upon the reef. One 
of the large failing kind, with about fixty perfons upon her platform, 
kept clofe to windward of us, and proved hcrfcif the better failcr by 
running ahead wath cafe, then flackening their fheet and failing afeern, 
then running ahead again, and fo on; the fhip, at the fame time, going 
fix knots and a half by the log, topgallant-fails and ftayfails fct. It 
appeared evident, that, had they chofen, they could have run at the 
rate of feven knots and a half or eight knots an hour. 

In failing into the harbour we kept the north reef on board, until, 
w'C came to the narrow channel w'hich bends to the N. W. which 
we got through after making two or three fhort tacks with the tide 
flrong in our favour ; then running a little way further, palling Ma- 
kahaa we hauled to the fouthward, and anchored in nine fathoms, on. 
a bottom of foft fand, about three quarters of a mile iroiu the fniall 
ifland of Pangimodoo, and moored with a ftreum anclior and cable to 
the S. W. Once more, through a graciou.s Pro v Idt nee, f life um hoit Cv 
in tlie haven where we would bn. 
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CHAPTEll IX. 

Ocair fences during the jirji Vijil to Tongataboo. 

O UR followers were now all eager to come on board ; but though 
we were willing to grant them every prudent indulgence, yi-t 
they were too numerous to have free accefs : therefore about twenty 
only were admitted ; and by placing fentries along each fide of the 
deck, we fuccceded in keeping the reft off, though very importunate 
to be on board. The commodities they offered for barter confifted of 
hogs, bread-fruit, cocoa-nuts, yams, fpears, clubs (which .lone were 
without), and various articles ingenioufly manufactured ; but their 
demands were fo high, that but little was purchafed. Neither the 
Swedes nor Otaheiteans could underftand what they faid more than 
ourfelves, which not only increafed the difficulty of trading with fuch 
fcrupulous dealers, but embarraffed us in no fmall degree to know 
how to fettle the more important bufmefs of the miffionaries. After 
dinner, a chief named Futtafaihe was introduced to the captain, as a 
perfon of great power in Tongataboo ; and indeed ftich he appeared : 
he was about forty years of age, ftout and well proportioned, of an 
open, free countenance, noble demeanour, and a gait ftately, or rather 
pompous, for by it alone wc ftiould have taken him for a very great 
man ; and by the attention with which he ftir/cycd every objeCt, he 
appeared to poffefs an inquifttive mind. He talked a good deal in the 
cabin, but all we could colleCt from it was, that he was a great chief, 
and that ibme white men were on the iftand, and that he would 
bring them with him on the following day. After the captain had 
made him a preient of an ax, a looking-glafs, and fome other a.'ticles, 
he took hu leave ; and was hardly from the Ihip when two Europeans 
made their appearance ; they came alongfide without heiitation, and 
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flipping on board with alacrity, gave us the unfpeakabic plcafurc of 
hearing our own language fpoken by them ; a pleafure which proved 
at once our ncccffity of fuch inftruments, and our great diftance from 
home ; for in their countenance, one of them cfpccially, there was fo 
much of the villain marked, that in England a well-difpofed perfon 
w'ould fliun them as he would a fwindlcr or a pickpocket. However, 
bad as they appeared to be, as they have to ad: a part in future, I 
lhall infert their account of themfelvcs. One of them, named Benja- 
min Ambler, fays, that he was born in the parilli of Shadwell, Lon- 
don ; and that his parents now keep a public-houlc in CanSbn-Street. 
He is a bold, talkative, prefuming fellow ; feems to fpcak the language 
fluently, and lays that he learnt it with great facility. John Connelly 
is a native of Cork in Ireland, by trade a cooper, and is far Icfs talka- 
tive than his comrade. Ambler fays that they left London in a fliip 
called the Otter, in w'hich they failed to America ; and there, for the 
fake of better wages, left her to go in an American veflel bound to the 
north-weft coaft on the fur trade. On their palTagc outwards they 
touched at the Iflands of St. Paul and Amfterdam, where they made 
fome ftay, catching foals ; and proceeded thence to tire Friendly 
Iflands, in hopes of procuring refrclhments ; but having nothing but 
old iron lioops to barter, the natives would not part with their hogs. 
'J'hls induced thefe two, and four more, to leave the (hip ; for their 
fait provifions were fo bad as to be fcarcely eatable, and fo fcanty as 
forced them upon a fliort allowance ; thc^forc, dreading their cafe 
might foon be w^orfe, they requefted the captain to difeharge therq. 
This he accordingly did, and they landed upon Annanadoka, where 
another American velVel called foon afterwards, and being in want of 
feamen, engaged three of their number. An Irifhman named Morgan 
remained at Annamooka, and they two had been about thirteen months 
at Tongataboo. Tliey are both young men, not exceeding the age 
of thirty. 

Ambler informed us that Futtafaihe was a great chief, and prefided 
over all the eaftern part of the iiland ; but that there was an old maa 
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named Tibo Moomooc, of great power, arid generally eftcemed as 
king over the iflaiid : at prefent, they faid, he was in a bad Rate of 
health, for which rcalbn he could not gratify his delirc to come on 
board when the Ihip firft carac to anchor ; but that he intended, if 
poiRble, to pay us a vifit on the morrow, or day tbllowing. From 
their high praifes of this old chief, we underllood that humanity to 
his people, and hofpitality to llrangers, were predominant traits of his 
chara^er* This pleating account of the chiefs encouraged the captain 
to mention to Ambler the purpofc of our vifit, the talents and charac- 
ter of the miflionarles, their intentions of fervlce and good-will towards 
the natives, and to point out the certain benefits which the latter 
would receive, if our people were fuffered to live unmoleftcd among 
them ; at the fame time he requeflcd their opinion of men fettling at 
this place with fuch views. To this he replied, that the natives would 
certainly receive them gladly and treat them with kindnefs ; but rc- 
fpeding property, they could give no aflurance of its fafety. Connelly, 
who feemed to fpcak with the greateft candour, exprefl'cd the danger 
their lives would be in if encumbered w ith iron tools, they attempted 
to defend thcmfelvcs from private robbers, w hich character might apply 
to every man on the Ifland when fuch temptations lay in their way. 

As for a houfe, they had no doubt but 'Hbo Moomooc would give 
them one, and alfo protect their perfons ; but were of opinion, that if 
all the ten lived with’ one chief they would not be fb well fupplied 
with provifion as if thej^ were to Icparatc to different parts of the 
iHand. This was nearly all that paffed at this time, or indeed could, 
until Tibo Moomooc was acquaiiitcd therewith ; for which purpofc 
they now left us, firft promifing to return in the morning with his 
anfwcr. 

While this was pafling, a large double canoe, approached, in which 
were fevcral chiefs, who, either with a view of obliging us, or to flicw 
their own arbitrary power, began dri\'lng the canoes from the fhip, 
forcing them to the Ihorc as faft as they could paddle ; fbme had part 

their crews on board, and could not get fo quickly away, which the 
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chiefs obfcr\’ing, came at a great rate under the Ihip’s flern where they 
lay, ran direft over one canoe, and, as we thought, would have hurt 
the people, but by their dexterity in diving and fwimming they 
efcaped fafe : the others feemed quite indifferent to what they had 
done, and there being now nothing to obllru<fl them, nor any -farther 
I'port, they came alongfide : one of them, a remarkably ftout man, we 
were informed was admiral, or rather the navigator of their fleets, 
when they go on expeditions to the other illands ; another of note was 
Fccnou, who we underftood to be brother to him that was fo attached 
to Captain Cook. Each of them received a prefent, and in a Ihort 
time returned to the lliore, when the canoes again furrounded us to 
trade, demanding for hall’ a dozen cocoa-nuts what would purchafe a 
hundred at Otaheitc. On the approach of night they all left us very 
quietly. 

In the evening the captain and mlflionarics held a meeting, where 
it was agreed, that, if a favourable anfwcr was received from Moo* 
mooe, fume of the brethren Ihould land as foon as polTiblc, to examine 
the place, view the natives in their habitations, and fee how they were 
likely to behave to them : after which they could more cafily deter- 
mine what property it was fafe to take at firft, and alfo the propriety 
of taking arms. 

During the night heavy rain and fqualls of wind from the N. W. 

nth. At daylight the large double canoe came alongfide again, 
and in her fcveral of the chiefs who had vlfited us on the preceding 
evening: thefe brought two hogs and a few yams, I fuppofe, in 
return for the prefent which they had received. They introduced 
themlclvcs into the cabin without much ceremony, and lat quietly 
while we breakfafted : tea they rcfulcd to take, but fomc ate bifeuit 
and butter with a feemingiy good teltlh. About ten o’clock in the 
forenoon Ambler and CJonneily can^c with a prefent of thi*cc hojgs and 
feme yams from Moomooc, informing^ Its that himfelf intciidcd' to 
follow. Accordingly the venerable chief was very foon alongfide, bilt 
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•wds lohg before lie diirft venture up the ladflcf, fearing he had not 
ftrehgth fufficlcnt for the talk ; he at laft however rnade the tridl, biit 
was fo exhaufted thereby, that he was obliged to reft himfelf at the 
gktigvvay ; thence his attendants led him tb the quarter-deck ladder, 

T^’here he again fat down, faying that he would not go before the cap- 
tain till he was ftiaved : and to pleale him in this, Mr. Harris began 
the operation, and finiftied it Much to the latisfaftioh of this decent 
chief, who then faluted the captain, and ciitcred the cabin, followed 
by twenty-two attendant chiefs and fervahts : thefe fquatted thcmfelves 
upcm the floor, but the chief was placed in a chair, which he much 
adrrlired, thought he fat ealy in it, and, rcqucftlng it as a prelcnt, 
had it immediately given to him. He attentively furi'cycd the cabin 
and its furniture, exprefling his admiration of all he law, and alking 
a number of very pertinent queftions : as, of what wood were the 
flames of the looking-glaflcs, liippofing apparently thfe whole to be 
a piebe with the gilded outfide : the fcime of the diflerent coloured 
painted woods. Nor did they feem to admire the beauty of the whole 
more than the neatnels of every part of the workmanlhip. They 
exaniined minutely the jointing of the chairs and of the mahogany 
table, and exp^cifed no fmall degree of aftonilhmcnf at finding them- 
fclvcs lb far excelled'; for they chcrifli an idea of being fuperior to aU( 
thfcfr ticighbburs. When told that the men wc had brought to live 
amt^'them could teach them thofe arts, and alfo better things, they 
ftehietfiquitc tranfported. This favourable opportunity the captain 
fti^pVoS^dj'by mentioning cvcry'cii'cumftanCt that could raife in their 
Miiiiils' ahriligh idea Of the miflibriatics; ihterfbga’ting Moomobc as tb his 
for them to refide there, afid allb What provillon he would 
ekem'i to which he arifwercd, that for the prefent they 
ihbdid near Ws own, Until btie^thdre ftiitable could be 

have a jfidce d^^l&WPfbtftheif'Ul^ ht 
woUMtdk^sdkdf'fh'at^rteftKer their plbpc^ rt<W piffttosi^Hduld‘be''fflo- 
ieftedV adding, that, if they plealed, they miglit gb'c»n flibfe and clta- 
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mine tjic houic* when, if .they did not like, the fituation, he would 
order it to he rcrnpved to any ipot they prefcrrcd» for this he could 
have done in a few hours. ,i 

For this purpofe I was fent in the pinnace, with Ambler and four 
of the miffionarics, and landed about four miles to the v^ftvy^rd 
of where the fliip lay. The, natives, as the boat approached, ;^ro^dcd 
the fliorc, apparently to gratify, their curipfity only, for they all be? 
haved peaceably, and lufFered us to pafs along unmolcfted, Frona 
the beach we had to walk about half a mile, and when arrived at the 
place, we found it furrounded by a fence of reeds fix feet high, 
enclofmg three or four acres of ground : on which Hood five houfes, 
two large and three fmall : the largcft, intended for tlic milTionaries, 
was thirty-fix feet long, twenty broad, roof fifteen feet high in the 
middle, and Hoping to the fidcs till only four feet from the ground, 
rcfting upon w ood pillars, and open all round ; the floor was raifpd 
about a foot, and covered with thick clean matting, , On t)ie infidi|, 
there hung to the crofs beams an anchor, about fix hundred weight; 
they had made a fliift to cut the ring out with hatchets, and fhared it 
among the chiefs. It w as of Englifli form, .and probably the fame 
Cook loft in 1774, though Ambler informed us they had it from 
Annamooka, where it vvas left by an i^?aican brig. . , , 

From this we pafTcd to the other large which, we were tpld 

by Ambler, was facred to the God of Pret^e, and in this old MoQ- 
mooc fleeps when indifpofed, in hopes to. obtain a cure. On 
were four large conch-fhel^rj with which they alarm thp ppuntry 
in times of, danger :. an4.Qf3f,th.e:raftc^-,wcre plape^ bqw^ 

and arrows, to receive their inpaginary de^ty, fuperpatural.yirl^, 
to render them fuc. 9 cfsfi^}jagab^ !^bej^ '9*iemie8,; The whole of ,t;hi? 
cnclofm;c, we nat^vcs^calll ^abey, of w^e^

and- wbifh ia^prcperly tjh.e, ^eebp)4, /r 
Our, bufineft being dpnc, we returned, to the ftup, where w^ 
the natives taking their departure for the Ihore, And in this interval 
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of fell from noife and tumult, the captain and miflionarics met to 
^bnliilt on what was now heft to be done. The latter had feen the 
houfe, appro\’cd of it, but thought the ground attached thereto too 
fmallfor their purpofes of gardening and agriculture. Befidcs this 
objedion, another and greater was, that Moomooc, being an old man, 
might loon die ; In which cafe, cfpecially If they were eftcemed 
ufcful, a dlfputc might arife among the chiefs about W’hofc property 
they fliould be, or who fliould be their next protedor ; and were thi • 
to happen before they had attained a knowledge of the language, they 
would not only be in danger of being ftripped of their property, but 
allb of loling their lives. A third objeftion was, that the chiefs moll 
nlually rcfiding at Aheefo, a place at the weft end of the illand, and 
drawing after them the greater part of the inhabitants, would in a 
great mcafurc fruftrate their ulcfulnefs. Therefore it was only agreed 
to go to this houfe, if they could do no better ; but firft to fend Ambler 
early in the morning to' Feenou Tdogahqw’c, to propofe their refiding 
with him ; and, if he willingly embraced the offer, they would imme- 
diately land with fuch part of their property only as they confidcrod 
it was abfolutely neceffary to take. 

While Moomooe and the crowd of chiefs were in the cabin, the} 
regaled themfelves •wdth a bowl of kava, which, though a dcliciou5 
treat to them, was fo dil^fting to us, that we could not poffibly 
go to dinner till they had finiftied, when it w'as near four in the af- 
ternoon. 

12th. By daybreak in the rhorning the canoes hurried off to the 
ftlip, endeavouring which ftibuld get nearett, to trade. Among '.our 
vifitors of note the firft was Futtafaihe, who came early, bringln^i 
Connelly with him, to fpeak to the captain to place five of the mif- 
fioharics with him. But for the rcafons above mentioned, they would 
not corifeht to live on this part of the ifland, hof' to feparate, if poftiblc. 
till they were better acquainted with the language and people : it 
promife to vlftt him when they were fettled gave him but little fatis- 
faefion. 
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At nine o’clock Anablcr came off with Toogahowc, who had already 
agreed with the former to take all the brethren under his protcdlion, 
alfo to give them a houfe, and the land attached to it, for their ufe, 
Xoogahowe, by Ambler’s account, is the moft powerful chief in the 
illand ; is the greateft warrior, and in confequence thereof is,np,^pnly 
a terror to the chiefs of Tongataboo, but likewife to thofc >pf the 
adjacent iflands, which he vifitcd not long ago in a hoftilc Way, and 
quickly brought them under fubjeftion. We were further informed 
concerning him, that on the death of a certain chief, the widow of the 
former PoCilaho, redding in Eooa, fent her fervant to poffels the lands 
which the dcccafcd had occupied, and which now belonged by right 
to her ; but before they arrived, Toogahowc had feized the property, 
and refufed to deliver it up. The w'idow, who had many adherents, 
procecdcil to drive him off by force ; but the attempt failed on her part, 
and gave Toogahowc a pretext for feizing all her poffeffions, and 
driving her and her adherents from Tongataboo. Since that he has 
held his neighbours in a Hate of fear ; inlbmuch that it is thought 
w hen Moomboe dies he will be formally phofqn into his place of 
c;rcat cliicf, or king of the ifland. I;Je is a fiout. tnan, and may be 
about forty years of age ; is of a fullcn, morofe countenance ; fpcaks 
very little, but, when ungr)', bellows forth withia voice like the roaring 
ofalion. , 

As he came near to the ihip, the natives .readily made way for his 
(anoc, and behaved with fueh great awe in his prefeuee as tended to 
confirm the account we had heard, . and led us to conlltlcr him as the 
jnoft proper perfon under wliofe protc<^lon w’C might place the brethren. 
Ambler, as above .mentioned, had already informed him of our defign ; 
hut lor the fatlsfiidion of the raiflionaries, the captain, in their prefence, 
w ith Ambler as interpreter, again recited every particular of our inten- 
tions, and w hat we required of them ; obferving, that our Idle induce** 
ment tc^iQomc fo far was to do them good, on which account we did 
not think ourfclvcs amder tlie leaft obligation to them for permitting 
us to fettle in their country, as was hinted the day before by Moor^qoc; 
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but,; on Ac contrary, if they were unwilling »o fojctve our peoj>le on 
the ccmditioQS mentioned, or were not deiircMis of their ftay, the cap- 
tuik’a determination was, to depart in a friendly manner, without 
landing a man. TSogahowc feemed to underftand the greater part 
of wjj^ was faid, Mid made anfwer, that, if they chofc to land, they 
mighiy^vc there as they pleafed, and that nobody Ihould hurt them ; 
and in the afternoon he would fend a double canoe to take their things 
on Ihofc.^ However, though the chief comprehended wliat we deemed 
iuiftciettt ’ftff: ottr prefent purpofe, it would be wrong to fuppoic, after 
all tmr pmns to make it plain, that he could have a conception of the 
diftntercfted views of the miflionaries, nor yet diveft himfclf of the 
idea of confening a favour, in receiving, and afterwards maintaining, 
dieni. T ’ 

Ambier> with Toogaliowc, had not been long on board, when he 
US of a’’ deilgn» which, if ever put in execution, would 
have ended if not our lives, at this place. The 

plot, ^he told ns, was -tdiilranck the Ihip, and at that moment every 
man in ei^t iar^'^ldd^lall^i^dtbes, and in many hundred fingle ones, 
were apprized and prepared to join as Ibon as the 
attack coindiiiacedi- ^M^%S(i3arming intelligence ; and though w e 
Afjieeicd yet it behoved us to credit it till 

we had by Iccrct'^ add llpllifitid^ means prepared to repel them. 
Accordingly, the w^lbid in leadinefs, and the great 

guns caft loofe and grape Ihot, and every man at his 

quarters. ' Wc then turnii^ iil Ac natives out of the Ihip, except 
Toogahowe and his attendants, likewiA oKkred all the canoes from 
aloi^fide; and they, obferving an ^unufual Upon tlife decks, and 
the gims levelled at them, ob^ed rather tujftily ; drawihg up in a 
nmge ahead and aftern of the fliip, where Aby lay in'Aat manner a 
confldetaMe tiihe,' leean^ly in otpe<ftatldb hfl^ firit%*a faluie to 
divert them, as formefnivigators might ^elhip^ hleiW dc^e;«^inding 
at laft that this was hot- what «wc intended, they wahted to come 
alongfidc again ; but cnlj^a few fingle ones vftte fiiffered to approach 
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nor would we crcr after permit the double canoes alongfide, nor to 
make thcir.rOpe faft to the Ihip. 

The - truth: of. Ambler’s intbrmation wc could never karn. As for 
the canoes ihecring off fo readily, and lying ahead aiid alUrn of the 
fhip, as if no mifehief had been intended, it is no proof of their 
innocence,^ for cunning and indifference is the lavage manner of 
acting till they are openly deteded. What offends them i:. often c/ 
fo trifling a nature, that, pafling without our notice, their revenge 
comc.s unexpeded. It w'as faid that Feenou, who came in the large 
double canoe when wc firfl: anchored, was at the head of this plot ; 
and his reafon for it, that he received nothing in return for a pig 
which he brought us yefterday, which pig the captain had confi- 
dered as a compenfation for what he received on his firfl: vifit ; .but 
Feenou, when we law him, flatly difowned ever having thought of 
doing us the Icaft mifehief ; however it gave us no fmall fatisfadion 
to fee the canoes difperfe, for they could not contain let's than thre^ 
thoufand men, each armed with a formidable club or f}x:ar ; fo that, 
had they made a rufli upon our decks, where were only thirty undifeir 
pllned men to oppofc them, they muff hare fucceeded. 

Juil as this affair had fublided, Moomboe called alongfide with a 
prefent of a few yams for the captain, requefling in return a glals of 
red wine, faying that what he drank the day before had been lervicer 
able to him : a bottle was accordingly puh into the canoe, and he im- 
mediately left us. Wc were alkmuob prejudiced in favour of this dd 
chief, and beheld with concern that hie Was hailing fall to that bourn 
from whence no travelhu; rotufns» ' 

Futtaf&ilieand Myt^e,;4wo^rcat*chtefs,-came down between decks, 
jomed with iss in our>dptotioau, and followed all our attitudes in the 
pvofbundeff . filence. They would i fain have ^ en^jaged us to go with 
them r bttt at AmbkFi /pei^Cioni wadv proinUe to us the laor 
gufige,!' we^agrecd.to fli^'Otbis.lioufe.'<.>.M; < -I • .v... 

In afternoon the canoe c«ne for the miflionaries’ thin^ and 
>tmmed>btetydoaded4 JSoweU, Buchanan, Craulton,>f|ai;p^»iBbejr 
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ky, Vcefbn, and Wilkinfon, accoropanlcd by B. Ambler, embarked in 
it, and proceeded weftw ard to a place called Abeefo. A petty chief, 
named Commabyc, was ordered by Toogahowc to go with them and 
iilc that nothing was loft. Kelfo, Cooper, and Nobs, remained on 
board to prepare the reft of the things. 

13 th. This morning, finding the natives crowd about us as much 
as ever, and likely to be troublefomc, thc.ftrcara anchor was ordered 
on board. A pafiligc out of tliis harbour by the north was a defirablc 
ol:gc<ft, cither in cafe of a ftrong cafterly wind or an attack from the 
native?, when by cutting the cable an cfcape might he eft’eded ; there- 
fore the captain intended to go in fcarch of it ; and accordingly we 
were \indcr ■w’cigh by nine o’clock, and, with a fine breeze from the 
eaftward and clear weather, ftrctched over towards the imall ifland of 
Faftaa, into fix fathoms, broken ground ; then ftood towards Attataa^ 
Ibunding as we run along in twelve, tliirtecn and fourteen fathoms, 
.until within two miles of the latter ifland, where, feeing tlic canoe 
coming with fomc of the brethren in her, we anchored in twelve fa- 
thoms, broken ground 

About three o’clock in the afternoon fhc got al ongfidc ; three of the 
miflionarics were on board of her : tlicy laid thai Aiieefo was farther 
from the fbip than they at firft underftood it to Ijc ; and the landing 
with goods was very bad, by reafon of a flat which ruirs from the 
beach about half a mile, and over which they: were obligeii to wadLs 
up to the knees ; and after they got to. the. beach had to go further 
than a mile tp> reach the houfe ; difficulties yyhich made the landing 
of their things fo tedious, that fi».,baut^,i,ywrc ' fully cmjdoyed in 
houfing them fate : thi8 .grcattroublc ;Wtis i»,.-f^C degree leffened by 
the natives. Their perfons were nqtmblf^d;. and though it 'Was 
dark not a fingk article of their property, loft. It ,wa|S ne«r one 

m, the rnofniiagi; before. all was, fafc»,an4<tbeth!9ni^ltlft(fOr^ thernfelMOs. 
They then wewt to-.-ieft, refigning theitf pe^p(ns.a«d;prpRerty.inf;p the 
hands of their CotJ,'; and jbpld us when, they ciamc next day# tl^t,they 
i^vcr flept founder in their Iwcs. In. the morhihg the natiyep I^qyi4e4 
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a brcakfaft for them after the matlncr of the country. At nine O'clock 
they fet off for the thip, and, having the wind unfavourable, were 
juft ibc hours on their pa[flagc. Every thin|; was in readmefs ; there- 
fore the canoe was immfediateiy difpatchcd, leaving on board futfi- 
cient for another lading. And tliat they might have whatever wa« 
thought for the prefent nccefffary, Buchanan- and Nobs ftaid on board 
to fee that fuch things were got in rcadinefs. *’ 

The cargo brought onfhorc was fiirrounded by a hundred perfons, 
%vho alarmed brothers Harper and 'Kelfo; but My tyle ordered the 
thefts into a houfc near, and difmifled the people, threatening if any 
man, daring the night, approached to fteal, he Ihould be pnt to death. 
So the brethren lay dow'n on mats, in perfeeft Iccurity, till waked by 
Mytyle, at one o’clock in the morning, to partake of an entertainment, 
which he had provided, of fifli, hot yams, cocoa-nuts, &c. 

Before w'c weighed this morning a woman of rank paid us a vifit ; 
ftic was attended by many chiefs, and a vaft number of females, who 
were all officioits in tiicir care of the old lady, w’liofc amazing corpu- 
lence rendered her coming oir board rather difficult. After her there 
came four ftout fellow's carrying a bundle of cloth, not quite fo large 
but that tw'o of them might have carried it with cafe ; this was pre- 
fented in form to the captain, who gave her in return fuch thing's as 
fully fatisfied her. The flfip being under fail we cmdd not be quite 
lb attentive, to this great perfonage, as, according to their ideas of 
ceremony, they might expert ; how'cvcr, any omlffion of ours they 
found means to difpcnfc with, by- regaling thcmlelves in the cabin 
over the kava bowl tor about two hbuts, whcnlhe watstold that the 
ffiip had got a conlldcrablc diftance from her houfe : on this they 
hafted into the canoe, arid* 'made fail for the IhOre. 

The rcfpcdl paid to this old lady* anti to’ many of her ftx in Tonga- 
taboo, diftingiirffies^fh^t^ ’fl'bm the femle condition to which fcnialet. 
arc lubjeiled in oth^r ftatts ‘HeUe they poflefs the. 

higheft degrees of rank, ihd’ Ihp^brt it with a dignity and firmncli 
cq»iaj to the hicri'. . 
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Futtafaihc was on board moft of tlit; day, and was ftill very impor- 
tunate to have fome of the miliionarics with him. 

Towards the evening the weather became dark and unfcttlcd, the 
wind all(> variable from the weftward, which, though not defirablc 
to us, was embraced by thofe who long for the night, that they may 
put their dark dcfvgns in execution. About midnight a canoe with 
four men was obferved lying a head of the fhip, evidently for no good 
purpofc, but, as we fulpeded, to cut the cable, that the fliip might 
drive upon the coral reef, which at this time was only a fhort half 
mile aftern of us : however, as we had obferved them in time, wc 
determined to drive them off without firing foot, and for that purpofo 
the gunner and his watch mates laid a quantity of cocoa-nut hulks 
upon the forccafllc. Prefontly, under cover of a Iquall, they dropped 
under the bow : without making the leaft noifo for fear any of them 
foould get into the water unfeen, and hurt the cable, a volley of the 
hulks was poured on their heads, the fudjdcn furprifc of which caufod 
them to leap into the water, fomc fwimming one way and fomc 
another, whilft the canoe, totally deferted, drifted aftern : a mufleet 
was alfo fired over their heads, that they might know thofo inftru- 
ments of terror were in readinefs by night as well as by day. As it 
was very dark wc foon loft fight of the men, but thinking the canoe 
would prove the circumftance to the chiefs, and lead to a difeovery 
of the offenders, wc therefore lowered the jolly-boat down and picked 
her up. All the while it rained hard and blew frefo, and fometimes 
wc could perceive the white furf breaking on the reef aftern ; fo that, 
had they fuccccdcd in their defign, which was doubtiefs to cut the 
cAhle, then the foip at Icaft muft have been loft in confequence of 
their infatiable defire for her lading. 

14 th. 'This difagrccable night was fucceedid by a morning altoge- 
ther mild and pleafant ; and with a clear fky and, gentle breeze wef- 
tcrly, wc got {tgaiift under Weigh in fcarch of the northern paflage, if 
there was a fiife bnb : and as Captain Cook, on entering in 1777> 
ftruck on rocks, and deforibes the w'ay they came as dangerous, \ye 
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explored farther to the weftward. The wind veering to the north, 
we had to ply, -founding in ten, twelve, fourteen and fifteen fathoms, 
broken ground ; an officer at the maft-head looking out for flioals : 
on one fpot which ffiewed white we had only fix fathoms. As we 
drew near to the outer reefs an eligible paflage was obferved, for which 
Avc ftcered, and went fafe through, leaving only one of all the reefs 
extending frorti Attataa on our (larboard fide : this reef Is of a trian- 
gular form, and bears from Faffaa N.W. J N. ; and when clofc to it 
on the inner fide, the north end of Attataa bears W. 35^ S. and 
Malic nboah E. 0” S. by the compafs; and thence through the channel 
the courfc is about W. N.W. 

Confidering our diftance from the Ihorc, we cxpcdled to have I^ut 
few vifitors : on the contrary, fcveral canoes followed us quite with- 
out the reefs ; but, on account of laft night’s adventure, none of them 
were admitted on board except our conftant friend Futtafaihe, who. 
prefented the captain with a fine turtle : he cxpreiTed great difappro- 
bation of his countrymen’s behaviour ; faid he knew the men, but as 
they did not belong to the part of the ifland over which he prcfided, 
he could not punifti them. 

Being now without all the Ihoals, we fleered towards the weft end, 
to be nearer to the brethren, and at three in the afternoon the canoe 
came alongfide ; Shelley and Cooper were in her. Tlicy reported all 
was well ; that thcmfelves and thofe on lliorc were pcrfcdlly content 
with their fituation, and had abundant reafon to be thankful for the 
favour which they experienced from the natives. The canoe was com- 
pletely loaded with thekfl of the things which they had laid togethei 
as fufficient for their purpoUcs till our return ; but they altci warcls 
thought a few boards might be of ferviee in building a hoiUc more 
fultablc than that which they occupied ; as the eanpc could not take 
them, the captain a^ced to w.ait till the next diiy : howe\ cr, as they 
had (aws of every kind, there was no abfolutc nccefiity tor the boards ; 
and the weather being uncertain, we took an affi-ftionatc leave of the 
brethren, promifing, notwithftanding, to Avait till the following day 
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it* poflTiblc, and tor that piiq^ofc made fliort tacks without the reefs for 
moll of the night. The wind N. N.W. a frelh gale. 

ir)th. At four in the morhihg we reefed the topfails, and tacked 
to the N. IC. ; at fix tacked again to the wreftward. By this time the 
wind had incrcafed to a liard gale, W'hlch forced us to rclinquifh the 
dclign of flaying longer : our fituation had now become lb critical, 
bv the wind 'Mowing ditciV upon the reefs, that our concern w^as 
how to clear the ifland bcfl upon either tack : to effed: this, w'c kept 
our llrctch toward.s the weftward of the ifland, and expefted to go 
clear- of all danger ; but as we approached within three or four miles 
of the point, bearing then about three points of the comjiafs upon our 
lee bow^ we ' faw heavy breakers ahead. In this cafe, to bear up in 
liopcs of a palTage between the reefs and the point, was rifking a dif- 
appointment which mull inei itubly prove fatal, as we fliould then 
have no offing to return ; therefore w'e tacked, to try if we could 
weather- the north-eafl reefs, but foon perceived this to be Impoffiblc. 
The gale had increafed fo much, that we could hardly carry double- 
reefed topfails, and we found the fliip w'as driving fall towards the 
reefs ; fo that by the time w e were abrcall of Attataa, we law plainly 
that, except we could fetch the palfagc we had found out the day be- 
fore, nothing remained but Ihipwrcck. Providentially we jull wea- 
thered the reef on tlic well fide of the channel by two or three Ihips 
lengths, and running through with alTurancc were foon once again in 
fafety, thankful for fo lignal a deliverance. 

We were now in the harbour, but haiing no fufficlcnt rcafon to 
anchor in fo hard a gale, which allb blew fair for us to proceed to the 
fouth-call on our voyage, we llccrcd for the callern channel out of 
the harbour, and were once more alarmed with danger ; for in run- 
ning through the narrow palTage betwixt Moonafai and Makkahah, 
by' not hauling to the callward in time, wx nearly ran upon the 
rocks. Tills was occalioncd by the flying clouds through which the 
fun broke at intervals, and formed very dclufory appearances upon 
the water. The captain was aloft looklpig out, and thought he law a 
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Ihoal on the larboard bow; he called to port the helm, but the 
appearance vaniftiing, he ordered it a-ftarboard. That inftant we 
found ourfclvcs clofc to the lee reef, and running directly for it. The 
ihip was ftill under the influence of the port helm, therefore we put 
it, hard down that way, and in a few fcconds (he was dole to the 
wind on the ftarboard tack, the reef fcarcc twenty yards to leeward 
of her, and about half a gable's length to run before we muft heave 
her in Hays, and upon her not miffing, her fafety depended. The 
crew exerted thcmfclvcs, got the mizen fet, and we had the joy to, 
fee her come about on the other tack, check the current upon the lee 
bow, and foon afterwards , clear of danger and in good fca-room ; 
then fleering betwixt Eoo-aijc and Eooa, we proceeded to make the 
beft of our way to the Marquefas. Thus, after perils the moflr immi* 
nent, and providential deliverances the moft evident, we were pre** 
ferved in health for the accompliftiment of the w'orlc appointed us to 
do, and had planted a feed' of divine truth which, w'c hope; will take 
root and flouriffi to the latcfl generations. 
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CHAPTER X. 

Voyagr. to tlie Marquejas. — Dtfcovenes made. — Tranf'aedtons at 

Ch-yiiana. 

H appily extricated from the dangers which furrouuded us in 
Tongataboo harbour, and once more pafled into the open fca, for 
the firft five days wc had favoixrable winds, which fhortened our 
dillance about eight hundred miles ; but afterwards, during moil of 
the time tlxat wc were to the fouthward of the tropic, we experienced 
fucceflive gales from the eaitward, with higlv i'eas and raw cold 
weather. The highcil latitude w'c flood in was 39 " S. where wtt 
expcdlcd to find the winds prevail more weilcrly, but there was not 
the leall appearance of it ; only w'c had much worfc weather, and 
the Ihip was fufFering in her fails and rigging : therefore we tacked 
to the northward into a more genial climate, and kept in about the 
latitude 30® S. embracing every opportunity to get to the caflward. 

The cold weather affeded our Otaheitcans very much ; the boy 
Harraway, however, kept up his fpirits ; Tanno Manoo alfo behaved 
very well ; ihc had got clear of her fca-fickncfs, and by condu<5ling 
hcrfelf in a modeil, affable, and obliging manner, was kindly treated 
by all on board : ihc was alio of a good natural underilanding, evi- 
dently fufccptiblc of improvement, and always ready to communicate ; 
and waa of great fervicc to Mr. Crook and others who were learn- 
ing the language ; for by her means many of the ihibboleths of the 
Swedes’ pronunciation were corrcjiled, and better explanations given 
of the words. The captain gave her a warm week-day drefs, and a 
(hewy morning .gown and petticoat for the Sundays ; and as Ihc 
always kept bcrlclf clean, when dreffed flic made a very decent 
appearance; taking more pains to cover her brcafls, and even to 
keep her feet from being feen, than mod of the ladies of England 
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have of late done. Tom was umlcr the greateft aj>{)rclicnfions, and 
was fully perfuaded that lie fliould die before he again readied Ota- 
heite : in one of the gales he afkcd the captain if the fliip would not 
(lie : Indeed, during mofl; of the paiTage he was \ ery low-fpiritcd, 
;vnd futfered more than the others from, the cold. We could teach 
him nothing, and could hardly pcrfnade him to take any cxercih- ; 

while Harraway became a very ufeful boy in the Ihip, could undcr- 
ftand almoft any thing that was fald, and would run to do what he 
was dcfircd with great readinefs. Crook taught him tlie alphabet ; 
allb to read fcvcral fliort words in the Otalicitean language, of which 
lie printed a few for the purpofe. Thus much I have thought fit to 
mention concerning them, bccaufc I think both Harraway and Tanno 
Manoo arc proofs that the Otaheitcans taken young, and kept from 
being held up as fhews by us like Omai, and from the infatuating 
divcrfions of their own ifland, arc capable of receiving inftruilion. 
Howxvcr, thefe two were rather too old ; they had heard and be- 
lieved the ftorics their countrymen arc ufed to relate ; and perhaps 
all rcafoiiing whatever would be impolTiblc to remove the prejudices 
inculcated by thole (lories, till the Spirit of God gives conviction to 
the confcicncc, 

' i 

On the 19 th of May the obferved dlftancc of the fun and moon 
gave the longitude 223° 5' E. ; the chronometer, at the fame time, 
222’4(/E. On, the 23d we difeovered land; at eight A. M. the 
extremities of a low idand bore from W. 25° S. to W. 32" S. dillaiit 
about five leagues ; and a high liummock, at a great diftanec, bore 
W. 3° S. ; and another higher W. 2“ N. 7'his being a new difeoverv, 
we tacked a little before noon, on purpofe to take a nearer a Icav. 
Latitude at noon 23° 8' S. long. 225° -lo' E. There being fcarcely 
any wind, we made our approach but (lowly, Co that night caiiie on 
before w'c got near ; therefore we Ihortcncd fail, and lay by till the 
morning. 

24th, At daylight W'C (lood towards the land, and as w’c drew;

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near found it very low and In form of a crefccnt, with a lagoon in 
the middle, into which the fca broke in fcvcral parts of the fouth-wcll 
fide, though no opening appeared that would admit a boat. Wc 
perceived that it was inhabited ; therefore, when within a mile of 
the north -caft lldc, wc hove the Ihlp to, and putting two fcamcn in 
tlie jolly-boat, Mr. Wm. Wihbn and Mr. Falconer, with Peter and 
Otaheitcan Tom, who dreffed himfelf for the occalion in a piece of 
his own new cloth, rowed towards the fhore intending to land 
if the nati\'cs were friendly ; and as a means of ingratiating our- 
fclves into their favour, took beads, looking-glalTes, and iron tools ; 
alfo fome Engllfli coin, to leave as a teftimony of our vifit. But on 
our approach they colleded themfclves in a body to oppofe our land- 
ing. As they walked along the Ihore, the women followed with fpears, 
the only weapons we faw ; thefe they (hook in a threatening manner, 
and made figns for us to be gone. Tom flood up, Ihewcd them his 
fkin, his cloth, and tattou marks ; and fpoke to them in his lan- 
guage, which they feemed not to underlland. Intent on their fiifety 
only, and the defence of the barren fpot they inhabited, they afted as 
if wc were known enemies, viewing us with little curiofity or aflo- 
nifliment. Finding that all our manoeuvres to conciliate them had. 
no effedl, and that even to approach fufficicntly near to give them 
any thing w ould expofc us to a flone or a fpcar, and perhaps oblige us 
to fire upon them, we returned to the fliip, and hoifling the boat up, 
fleered for the hishcr ifland, which bears from this W. N.W. about 
uinc or ten leagues. 

V'' .This was named Crefeent ifland, on account of its form ; it is fix 
Ar feven miles in circumference, and lies in lat. 23” 22' S. long. 

30' E. 

There were many of the wharra trees upon it, and fome others of a 
ufeltfs kind. The fhore is grey coral fund and flones thrown up by the 
violence of the fca, forming a wall at the fbuth-cafl point about 
twenty or thirty feet above the furfacc : on this point there were three 
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piles of coral Hones ; two were built round and fmall, and one fquarc, 
the ildcs of which might be about twelve feet, and fix in height, with 
a hole at one fide fcemingly to creep in at. . 

The natives whom we faw, were twenty-five in number, including 
three or four women carrying children at their backs ; and thefe pro- 
bably were all that arc on the illand. They are of a light copper colour 
and of middling ftature ; there is a fimilarity in the accent of their lan- 
guage to the other iflanders with whom wc are acquainted, but the 
dafliing of the fca againft the Ihorc prevented Tom from hearing lb 
diftindly as to underftand them. 

Some were quite naked, except a piece of cloth round their middle ; 
others had a large piece of cloth thrown over their Ihouldcrs, and 
reaching half way down the leg : one, who perhaps was the chief^ 
wore a piece of very white cloth round his head in form of a turban. 
Wc could not perceive they wore any ornaments. 

Upon what they lubfiftcd it was difficult to imagine, for they neither 
have bread-fruit, cocoa-nuts, or any fruit-tree, whatever ; nor could 
we, with the whole ifland in view, fee one canoe wherewith to fifli ; 
fo that they mull either be tranfient vifitors from the high illand, or 
if permanent fettlers, and in any degree fenfible of their fituation, 
mull be mifcrably wretched indeed. 

It was noon when wc left Crefeent illand, and foon after we had a 
frclli breeze northerly, attended with fqualls and rain, which lafted 
about an hour, then cleared up, and gradually declined to little wind ; 
fo that for a while wc made but little way. At three P. M. a gale 
fprung up at E. S. E. and it again became hazy wdth rain. Wc 
direded our courfe W, N.W. towards an illand wdth two high hills 
that lie contiguous to each other, and arc fo lofty as to be dii'coA crcd 
W’hcn diftant fourteen or fifteen leagues. Thele, for diftinClion’s 
fake, were named Duff’s mountains. 

When within three leagues, w*c faw a reef ahead, and the fca 
breaking very high upon it : this obliged us to alter our courfe to 
N. J'f.W. which wc expeded would lead us clear of every danger 

Q 2 
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•which lay on the call fide of the Ifland ; but in this wc were mif- 
taken ; for after running thus about an hour wc had a better view, 
and it appeared that Duff’s mountains were part of an ifland about 
three leagues in length, with- feveral of confiderable height and 
extent to the fouth and fouth-eaft of it ; the whole forming a group 
five or fix leagues long, lying in a direction nearly N. E. by N. and 
S. W. by S. ; and a reef which lies off about three miles from the main 
ifland, and probably encircles the whole as a defenflve barrier, ex- 
tended as far each way as we could tec with the eye. Upon this reef 
were feveral dry fpots, upon which cluffers of trees grew, and ap- 
peared like fo many fmall low iflands w ithout the higher ones. It 
was now the dulk of the evening, and wc had one of thofe half- 
drowned fpots ahead, bearing N. W. by N. and others in fight beyond 
it ; and uncertain what dangers more might lie in our way, it was 
rclblvcd to I'pcnd the night within the fpacc wc already knew ; and 
accordingly wc hauled our -wind to the N. E. under an cafy fail. The 
natives on the north end of the ifland had obferved our approach, 
and they, to alarm their countrymen, as foon as it was dark made a 
kirge fire, which at times prfcfented a very curious phenomenon, ap- 
pearing like fix or feven detached lights, then prcfcntly joining fhewed 
as if the fide of a mountain was wholly in a blaze. This light, which 
they kept burning till near daybreak, proved a real benefit to us as a 
guide ; for the night was ^ cry dark, with a ariablc w inds tmd fqualls 
and heavy rain. 

At fix in the morning tlie north part of the iflands bore N. W. 
diftant two or three leagues ; when, with a frefli gale from the N. E. 
we fleered W> N.W. clofc to the reefs ; and from this flation obferved 
it to trend flmth about five miles, then to the S.W. farther than wc 
could fee ; thence we hauled towards the northernmofl: part of the 
reef, where was a fmall iflet, upon which were affcmbled about fifty 
natives armed with fpcars, aiul as we paffed the place where they 
flood, within a quarter of a mile, wc obferved boys taking ftones 
off the beach, and making gcfturcs as if they w’ould throw them 
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at us : the luca alfo flicwing marks of a hoftilc difpofition, walked 
along the fliore to keep abreafl of the fliip, but as we left them fall 
they retired behind the trees. Thefe trees fecnied to be of the fame 
•worthlcls kind as thofe at Crelcent ifland ; the natives alfo, in colour, 
flaturc, and drefs, exactly the fame as thofe we lixw there. We ob- 
ferved no canoes, though it is moll probable they have forac, as thefe 
people mull have come from the high ifland either in a canoe or by 
■vfading, which latter feems imprailicable, The main ifland, and 
thole fcattered about it, arc, as before noticed, all high, and the 
reef keeping the fea tpiitc Hill about thorn, they prefent a view ro- 
mantic, wild, and barren : the valleys, however, appear covered with 
trees, but of what kind we could not perceive, though fome laid 
they could dillingulfli cocoa-nut trees ; and it is certainly likely they 
fliould have the fruits and roots common to the otlicr iflands, and 
mull have abundance of fifli. 

The toj)s of the hills, to about half way down, are chiefly covered 
with fun-burnt grafs ; and in fome places there arc fjxxts of rcddllli 
loll as on the middle grounds of Otaheite. 

The group was named Gambler’s iflands, in comjfliment to the 
w orthy admiral of that name, who, in hit department, countenanced 
our equipment. Duff’s mountains, which lie in the centre, arc in, 
lat. 12 ^ S. and in long. 225*^ E. 

We had now got fnfficient eafllng, and were in the way of the 
trade-winds, therefore kept on our courfc to the northward ; all on 
board in good health, and m no real want of any thing. But as tlic 
palfage from the Friendly Ifles had already been longer than we c.\- 
pellcd, the captain thought rt.necefl'ary to pulh on for the Manpiclas; 
and on this account, though we had rcafon to luppofc ourlelws in a 
dangerous parik)f the ocean, w'c run by night as well as day, only 
put the fliip under a proper fail for altering our courfc on an) fudden 
emergency.

2Gth. At half paff five in the morning, juft as the day broke, 
we thought we fiiw low land ahead, ami Icemlng to be very dole. 
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wore fliip and flooil iVoni It about a quarter of an hour, then tacked 
towards it atrain, when the day prcleutcd to our view the imminent 
danger we had cl'capcd. For that part which we w'crc running for, 
and many others, were even with tl;c water's edge, the fea walliing 
over them into the lagoon ; and it is very probable, that, had the 
weather been hazy, or the day not to near, we might haw llruck 

before we either faw the rocks or heard the fea beat upon tliem, as it 
made but little noife. The illand is in length about feventeen miles 
from eaft to weft, and in breadth about eight or nine miles ; and 
upon the reef which cnclofes the lagoon, there arc fcveral clumps 
of trees, but no cocoa-nut or other fruit-trees that we could lee, nor 
any ftgn of inhabitants. This iiland, lying in lat. 21*^ 30' S. by 
obfervation, and in long. 224° 30' E. by chronometer, is probably 
the fame called Lord Hood’s ifland by Captain Edwards, who dif- 
covered it in the Pandora,- 1 7 th March 1791. We continued our 
courfc, and in two or three hours wxre out of light of it. In the 
dulk of the evening of the following day we thought that we faw 
high land on our lee beam ; but judging that to run down to put the 
matter out of dllputc would be taking us too much to leeward, c 
left it for fbmc future navigator to determine. However, if it really 
be an Ifland, it muft lie nearly in latitude 20" 30' S. and about the 
longitude of 223° 18' E. 

28th. At noon wc.obfcrved in latitude 18° 34' S. and about three 
in the afternoon difeovered another low^ ifland bearing N. E. As it 
is not laid down in any of the charts, and the wind at N. W. being 
againft us, we kept our ftrctch towards it, and as we drew near found 
it a lagoon ifland, w ltb patches of trees .on different parts around it. 
On the north -w’cft end cocoa-nuts were growing, and near them a 
clump oflofty dark-coloured trees. Two clumps aflb of the fame 
kindftood at little diftance from each other on the fbuth-caft part: 
thefc laft we named Turk’s Cap and Friar’s Hood. 

At half paft Icvcn o’clock we tacked within a mile of the north 
end, then took the topgallant-fails in, hauled the courics up, and 
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during the night made (hort tacks under the topfails. In the morn- 
ing, the 2Qth, wc found ourfclvcs farther off than we cxpccicd, 
owing to the Iccwardly current ; and the wind changing to N. N. E. 
W'ith our larboard tacks aboard w'C flood in, and at eight o’clock 
had the f()uth part of the ifland bearing E. \ N. diflant tlirce miles. 
Shortly after it fell little wind, .and we lowered the jolly-boat down, 

rowed clofc to the fhoi-c, and tried to effect a landing, but found It 
im})ra<fl:icable, on account of the high flirf which beat upon the coral 
rocks. S^ppofmg wc might find a better place, wc rowed along 
fhore two or three miles, till wc came to the fouth-caft fide, but had the 
mortification to find it every where the fatne, therefore wc returned 
to the fhip. Obferved at noon in lat. 1 8° 24'' S. ; the extremes of 
the ifland from N. 14^ W. to N. .'iO'* W. Wc had feen no figns of 
inhabitants, and having lofl: hopes of finding a landing-place, the 
captain had determined to leave this ifland and proceed on our voyage 
as fafl as the unfavourable winds we then had would permit. 

In the courfc of the night we had pafTed to windward of the ifland, 
and at fix in the morning had the north-caft end bearing S.W. by S. 
and the fca being' then fmooth encouraged a hope of procuring a 
few cocoa-nuts for ifur jicoplc, and herbage for the goats. There- 
fore ■wc again fliapcd our courfc towards it ; but, before we came 
near it by four miles, it fell alniofl calm ; fb that, as the fiiip went 
but flowly down, wc hoiflcd the pinnace out, and 1, with the third 
officer and a boat’s crow, ‘with Peter and Tom, fet off in her. 
When wc had got about a mile round the point, all in the boat 
(except one man and myfclf, who w'cre but indifferent fwimmers) 
got into the water and ^^^(iiled a landing, though the furf was 
very high. From the edge of the reef they had to w:d!v ab( nt a 
furlong, up to4hc knees in water, over a hard coral flat, before they 
came to the trees : and while they were gone, I ffiot three or four 
man of war birds, and tried to catch fonie of the beautiful fifh which 
fwam without the furf, but they were too Ihy of the bait. Sharks 
of various fizes were very numerous. 
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At noon, they obfcrved at the lliip in 18'’ 14' S. the north-weft end 
bcariiiii: S. S. W. i W. a mile and a half ; and an hour after, in 
rounding the point not more than a cable’s length off Ihore, founded 
Avith ninety fathoms of line, but found no bottom. 

We had already liauled off a fc^' cocoa-nuts ; but this method was 
•fo tedious, that all we could procure by it would not repay the trouble, 
liut juft about tins time it was low water, and the furf fell remark- 
ably, fo that by putting the boat’s ftern to the rocks I ftepped out, 
w ithout ib much .as wetting my feet. This both encouragec^thofe on 
Ihore to go on, and being obfcrved from the fhip, induced them to 
fend the jolly-boat with more hands to aflift us. And now wc were 
in .hopes of getting a plentiful ftipply without difficulty or danger; 
ignorant tliat .it was polTiblc only at low water thus to pals and repafs. 
This wc were to learn afterwards by unpleal'ant .e.x,periencc. 

7'he land at this end of the iftand is about three I’urlongs in breadth ; 
upon it the only cocoa-nut trees grow, and upon that fide next the 
lagoon, confequently the fartheft oft* from us. The way to them, by 
paffing through the other trees, is alfo very rough and bad ; but by 
fcarching, w'c found a plcafant road .along the fide of a creek, leading 
from the I'ca into the lagoon, and fufficient in depth to admit the 
jolly-boat, when the tide was up. Therefore this was propolcd as our 
plan : to get as many nuts as polfiblc before four in the afternoon, and 
then bring the boat in for them. 

Accordingly, by that time we had gof about three hundred ; but, 
contrary to our expedations, as the tide role the furf increafed to fo 
great a degree as to render it almoft impoftiblc either to get them or 
ourlclvcs fafely through it. However, to put it to the trial, the jolly- 
boat was brought abreaft of the creek, and by watching an opportu- 
irity was rowed through the lurf, but not without ftriking on the 
r<.>cks, by which we knew there was no chance for the pinnace to get 
in. As there were thirteen of us on ffiore, the fmall boat was inluffi- 
cient to carry olFthe w hole. To make it ftill worfe, wc law the wind 
was incrcafmg, and the fky become overcaft with dark clouds. There- 
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fore, being thus critically fituatcd, it was adopted as the moft prudent 
p1a!i for tliotc who could I'wim but little to make the firft attempt in 
the jolly-boat, and for the others to flay o}i Ihorc all night, and fo 
fwini off to the boats in the morning. Accordingly, four of our number 
Avere pitched upon to make the efibrt, and they probably would have 
fuccoeded, had not two others, who thought themlelves as bad fwim- 
mers as any, jumped in, and thereby making the boat too deep, file 
grounded on the rocks, where the Tea broke, and filling her, it was 
with difficulty they got back into fmooth water. This failure damped 
all our fpirits, as we were very^ anxious to have Ionic more hands on 
board to work the fhip, left flic fbould be blown to leeward, and not 
be able to get up to us again. Tims urged by ncccifity, the third 
officer, with two men. made a ftcond attempt, and fuccccdcd, but not 
without being acaln half filled with water. When clear of the furf, 
they rowed to the pinnace, and both returned to the fliip, to inform 
the captain of the difagrccable news of myfelf and nine more, including 
the two Otahcltcans, being left on the ifland. 

Our fituatlon on fhore w^as extremely uncomfortable and alarming ; 
howcAcr, to make the befl of it, after feeing the boats fafe olF, w c 
walked up to the large clump of trees, and being thinly clothed and 
quite W'ct, we endeavoured to make a fire ; but after Otaheitcan Tom 
had tried two hours in vain for a light by friction, w'C were reduced 
to the ncccflity of paffing the night without a fire. About ten o’clock 
it began to rain very hard, and continued till three in the morning, 
w hen there was a fliort interval of fair weather, and then conflant rain 
till near noon the next day. To all this we 'were expofed, fof the 
trees afforded u.s fhclter only till the branches w'crc completcl}' Avet, 
and this was very foon ; fo that I was apprchcnfive of fc\ ers at leaft 
being the confequcncc of this drenching ; but, to Icflcn its cffe<fls, 
requefted the men to Avalk about, and keep in motion, AA hich they 
did, and cheered each other by faying they fometimes I'uw the fliip’s 
light.

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31 ft. At daybreak the diip flood clofc in, and the captain, who 
was very anxious for our kil'ety, lent the pinnace to try and get us ofl' ; 
but with concern we beheld the flirf liigher than on the preceding 
night, uhleh obliged us to remain and wait the opportunity low 
water might afford, falling out on this day about one o'clock in the 
afternoon. They accordingly put back to the (hip, and prcfently 
after came again to the edge of the furf, v\ hen one .man leaped in and 
got fafe to us with a bottle of brandy? which was of great fer\ ice in 
raifing the drooping fpirlts of the people, w ho had*fpcnt fo bad a 
night, and had.ftlll a difficult talk to perform. This done, the boat 
put off again, and about ten o’clock returned with a ftage made of 
fir deals, with dlreftlons from the captain to bring the boat to a 
grapnel as clofc to the furf as they could with fafet}-, and then, after 
making a rope faft to the ftage, to veer it afliorc within our reach, 
when we were to get upon it and be hauled through the furf, one or 
two at a time. Mr. Falconer was in the boat, and Jid as directed ; but 
the back fwcep of the fea pre\ cnted the ftage from even entering the 
furf, fo that wx were ftill in the fame fltuation as before. Thus dif- 
appointed, we walked along the fhorc, to try if any better place could 
be difeovered, the boat following abreall of us ; but we found it alike 
dangerous. At one place two of us tried to fwim ofl' to the ftage, but 
were waflied about, and nearly daflied to pieces againft the rocks, be- 
fore the reft could Help us out. 

Low water was faft approaching, and nothing no wremained but a 
chance of getting off at the place where I flopped on fhure at the fiift. 
Wc’accordlngly returned thither, but were greatly diflieartcned to find 
it as bad as every other jilace : w'e rclblved, how cA cr, to w atch till the 
time of low water was over ; certain that if no opportunity oflered 
then, we muft content ourlelves w here wa; were, and that perhaps for 
months, as the fliip was now driving flifl to leeward. Low water at 
laft came, but the fea was fllll fo rough that Otahcitcan Tom, Mr. 
Crook, and feme more, walked up in defpair towards the clump of 
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trees, to try it poflible to procure t()mc dry wood, wltli which to get a 
light and a fire, which they ftood much ii-i need of, being wet and cold, 
the wind blowing through their thin clothing. But, to our great joy, 
they VN ere fc'.ircely gone, v hen tlie fea at intervals became tinooth ; 
one man got off to tlic ftage, and was hauled to the boat. We in- 
tlantly called them to ns, and by embracing every opportunity, Avim- 
ming to the ftage one by one, we at length got all fafe off. On trying 
to haul the grapnel up, we found it had fallen into the hollow s of the 
coral rocks, w liich obliged us to cut tlie rope and leave it behind. 
Thefe. hollows add greatly to the danger of fvviinming off' to the boats, 
for if the lea forces up or retires fuddenly, there is a rilk of falling into 
them and being hid under great ffakes of the rock. The dread of tliis, 
and of drovsning in the fiirf, banilhed from our thoughts the ffiarks 
w hich fw am tliick about the place. W e now rowed tow’ards the fliip, 
v. hich had drifted about four miles to leeward. The captain was 
overjoyed to lee us, as were all the crew. The boat was hoifted in, 
and wc made fail, fully determined never again to venture a landing 
upon one of thofe low half-drowned iflands, except obliged thereto by 
want or other abl'olute neccffity. 

This received the name of Scrle’s iffand, in compliment to a gen- 
tlemait of that name now in the Tranfpf)rt office, and author of 
Horae Soli tari.'c and other valuable works. The latitude of its centre 
is 18' S. long. 223'* E. ; it is in length from S. E. to N. W. levcn 
or eight miles, and in breadth four or five ; it has a lagoon in the 
middle, where wc obfer\ cd fcvcral fmall rocks above water. The reef 
without and the lagoon within abound with fifli, fcvcral of whicli 
were of the moft richlv varied and beautiful colours that can be con- 
ccived. As Mr. llobfon walked by the fide of the lagoon in the night, 
he obferved thoufands of young ffiarks fwimming clofe to the Ihorc. 
Mullet are very plentiful, and when low water left part of the reef dry, 
fcvcral fpotted cels ifiiicd from holes, and on our ap])roach roared 
upon their tails, attempting to defend themlclvcs with open mouth. 
The birds were the fame as at the other low^ iflands ; and befides 
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there was here a bird about the fize and colour of a lark, which we 
had not feen before ; and during the night we heard one whirtlc like 
and equal to a blackbird : indeed, by their various notes, there was 
reafon to fuppofc this place gave fhcltcr to may different fpccies, w'lth 
this peculiar feature, that they fung almoll all the night long, though 
it rained and was very dark. We law Ibme rats, plenty of the red 
(fliell) crab, and a kind of land lobller, which c\ en the Otaheiteans 
were llrangcrs to. 

The trees are various as at Palmerllon’s illand ; but the cocoa-nuts 
arc fcarcc here, and only found on the north -weft end : thole which 
form the clumps are peculiar : they grow about lixty feet high, with 
targe tninks from four feet to four or five yards in circumference, 
dividing about half way up into large branches, wdth a broad dark 
green leaf. As the foil is very thin, many of thefe trees bad fallen, 
their branches had taken root, and were again grown up to five or 
fix trees as large as the old one. The wood appeared to be of no ufc 
but to burn. Under fhelter of this grove there was regularly built a 
inorai of ftoncs, with one ftone at a little diftance placed upright : we 
idfo found the remains of two or three huts, and a plain fpacc, with 
only one circular hut near the end. At one place clofc by thefe w ere 
ftrewed on the ground vaft quantities of clam llrells. All which 
proved the ifland to have been once inhabited ; but whether the per- 
fons had emigrated' cl few here, or become extiiuft, there was no 
remaining evidence whereon to form a conjecture, as the latter is as 
probable as the- former ' for it is likely they would be no more than 
the crew of one canoe, w ho, by the number of clam fhells, muft have 
fiibfiftcd here a confidcrablc time, perhaps till their canoe was rendered 
fit to tranfport them to another ifland. It is likely alfo that the cocoa- 
nut-trecs, as they grew fo partially and fo near the moral, were of 
their planting ; and by the few of thefe which had fallen in the ufual 
manner, we fuppofc it could not be more than fifty years fincc they 
were firft planted. 

One circumftancc here, is very ftriking, which is, that however 
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fmall in number the wretched refugees might have been, a morai, 
or place of worfliip, was thought by them indifpcnfibly ncceflary ; 
it proves, that, however- their ideas of lupernatural beings are be- 
wildered, they ftlll univerfally hold the fame tradition among them ; 
and notwithftanding the inhabitants of ditierent illunds give their pe- 
culiar names to their guardian deity, the manner of wordiip bciii^ 
every where the fame, proves the tradition originally to be iVom one 
fuurcc. 

Concerning the formation of thefe low Iflands the tjpinions of men 
are various ; but whether fuch a mafs of matter grows like a flirub, 
or be the work of millions of animalcules, is what I muft leave to the 
learned. It appears, however, that in their ptufert fbite they come no 
nearer to the furface than where the fca breaks upon tlicm. Tlie part 
of this illand that wc were upon 1 fuppofc to have rifen about two or 
three furlongs in breadth, and by the force of the fca againft the outer 
edge the parts projedmg were broken olf ; thefe, as the fea drove 
them towards the lagoon, w'ould ftrike other parts and force them otf, 
and a heavy llorm coming on would, with irrcfirtlble \ iolcnce, drive 
them up in a ridge at f()me didance from the f'ea-lide, and near to the 
edge of the lagoon. This is evidently the cafe here. The firft ridge 
lies within one hundred ^ards of the lagobn, and about three furlongs 
from the edge of the reef next the fca. The fecond ridge runs w ithia 
ten yards of the firfl, and the furrow between is about ten or twelve 
feet deep. The other ridges, of which there are many, are nearly 
about the fame dillancc, and the furrows the fame, differing onlv in 
proportion as wc nray fuppofc the llorms U) have done which threw' 
them up; theli; being compofed entirely of large coral ftones, prow 
this to have been the caule ; and the ridges lying Icirgthwile in a di- 
redfion about north and fbuth, demonftrate that no other than gales 
from the weft ward could have produced this effe<^l on this fide of the 
ifland : and it is known, that winds from that quarter, though not- 
exccffivcly llrong, ralfc-a more hollow and hea\y fwell than any other. 
At prefent, lUjout a furlong from the outer edge of the reef, the ftones, 
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after running over a flat of that breadth, form a ficep wall not lefs 
than eight or ten } ards above the furfacc of the lea ; but even over 
this height the Itones arc driven, and lliooting a conllderablc way in, 
co\er fome of the former ridges, and form a gra<hud Rope. Indeed it 
is almoR incredible vvhat.largc lumps f»f folid coral lie thrown half way 
W]) the fteep wall above mentioned. I remarhed no other part of the 
iRand where fitch effeds of Rorms were to be teen ; in fome places 
more towards the S. E. and where the land was not more than a fur- 
long in width, it was low' and eo\ ercd with fine white coral fand, mixed 
witli rotten vcgetahles and lea\cs of trees that grow upon it : this in 
general is the kind of foil ; even upon the large Itones this rottcit mat- 
ter and the coral fand are blown, and there the trees are more llou- 
rlRiing and abundant than in other places. 

From this time nothing material occurred until wc made the Alar- 
quefas. One of the Serle’s ifland party' had a fever lor three or four 
days, but foon got the better of it, and yvas the only one that fnffered 
from that expedition. As w'C were trufting v\holly to our time- 
keeper, wc found ourfelves, after fb long a pailagc, contrary to our 
expedation, confiderably to the w'cftward, w hen we liiw Santa Chrif- 
tinaon the -Ith of June, a little before funrlfe in the morning, bearing 
E. N. E. diftant nine leagues. Being ’thus to leew ard of our port, wc 
kept plying till tlie afternoon of the follov\ing day, and took feveral 
compafs bearings, to afqertain the extent and relative lituation of the 
iflands. 
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CHAPTER XI. 

Occurrences at the Marquefus. 

XT THEN wc had got within four miles of Rcfolutlon bay, we 
’ * law two men paddling towards us in a fmall, wretched 
canoe, which they kept above water by conftant bailing. Not knowing 
their intention to come on boarjl, nor conceiving them of any ufc if 
there, wc kept all fall iet, and pafl'ed dole by them -with great velo- 
city ; this they obferved, and being more anxious to come aboard than 
wc imagined, one of tlicm leaped into the water, caught a rope we 
hove to him, and expertly hauled himfcif hand over hand to the quar- 
ter-gallery, where wx took him in quite naked. At firll he looked 
round the cabin with furprife, but ifoon recovered himfdf and ran 
upon deck. He was tattowed from head to foot, Inforaueh as nearly 
to hide his natural colour ; he talked very fait, and was tolerably under- 
ftood both by Crook and the Otahcitcans : tlic carncllnels which he ex- 
prell'ed was to induce us to tack and pick up Ills cfunrade, who he gave 
us to undcrfland w as his father ; and that if wc did not take him in, 
it vvouid be impollible for him to reach the iTland in lb w retched a 
canoe, as the wind blew ftrong. However, to calc him ot his iears, 
wc took the father on board and the canoe in tow^, but Ihc loon 
went to pieces, and drifted away, which feemed to give them little 
concern. The wind, as we drew near the land, became variable and 
fqually, and as wc were Itrctching towards St. Dominica, to avail our- 
fclves of a favourable daw, the captain gave orders to tack towards 
the bay. This both the natives oppoled, and made ligns, that by 
keeping on the fame tack until wc ran farther, wc Ihould then fetch 
the bay when wc tackcef. Their advice was taken, and anfw cring ac- 
cordingly, was a proof of no fmall degree of nautical Ikill in them. 
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Wc found it very difficult to work up the bay, by rcafon of the 
heavy' gulfs of wind ftom tl»e mountains ; however, by feven o'clock 
wc %\cre dole u}>, and let go our fmall bovver anchor in fifteen fa- 
thoms water ; veered out eighty fathom of cable as fall as we could, 
but Ixd'oie it held we had dragged it into thirty-five fathoms. Though 
it V. as now dark two female? fwam off, in hopes, po doirbt, of a 
1;(\ ourable leccption ; but finding they could not be admitted, they 
kept fw immiag al^out the iViip for near half an hour, calling out, in 
a j)iciful tone, Waldine ! v.'Hhclne ! that is, Woman ! or, Wc arc w'o- 
meu ! They tlvcu returned to the lliorc in the fame manner as they 
came : our two pihvts abb followed tlicm, hut not till they'^ had ufed 
all their arguments for the captain to allow them to fleep in the Ihip ; 
and, but for the liike of precedent, their rcquell would have been 
granted, as a reward for the implicit confidence they placed in us. 

0th. This morning w'e began unbending moll of our fails, and 
ftripping the forcmall, that the rigging .might have a thorough over- 
haul : one of the llirouds we knew to be broken in the way of the 
mail-head, and now found another gone on the fame fide ; lb that 
had wc not providentially been on the larboard tack when we expe- 
rienced the fev'crcll gales, w'c mull certainly have loll the foremall, 
which we avuld not replace in any of thcle parts. 

Our firll vifitors fron^ the Ihorc came early ; tlicy were levxn beau- 
tiful young women, fwirnming quite naked, except a few green leaves 
tied round they- middle ; they kept playing round the Ihip for three 
hours, calling •Wuhciiic ! until levcral of the- native men had got on 
board; one of whom being the chief of the illand, rcquelled that 
his filler might be taken on board, which was complied with : Ihc 
■w as of a fair complexion, inclining to a healthy yellow, with a tint 
of red in her check, was rather llout, but polTcffing fuch lymmc- 
try of features, as tlid all her companions, that as models for the lla- 
tuary and painter their equal can leldom be found. Our Otaheitean 
girl, w ho wa.v tolerably fair, and had a comely perfon, was notwith- 
ibiuling greatly eclijiled by tliele women, and I believe, felt her 
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inferiority in no fmall degree ; however, flie was fuperior in the 
amlablcnefs of her manners, and poircflcd more of the foftnefs and 
tender feeling of the fex : Ihc was alhamed to fee a woman upon the 
deck quite naked, and fupplicd her with a complete drefs of new 
Otahcitcau cloth, which fet her off to great advantage, and encou- 
raged thole in the water, whofe numbers were now greatly increafed, 
to importune tor admilllon ; and out of pity to them, as we faw they 
would not return, we took them on board : but they were in a meafure 
•lilappointcd, for they could not all fuccec<l It) well as the firfl in get- 
ting clothed ; nor did our mifchicvo»is goats even futfer tliem to keep 
their green leaves, but as they turned to avoid them they w'crc at- 
tacked on each fide alternately, and completely^ Ifripped naked, 

'fhe chief alxne noticed is named Tenae, cldclt fon of Honoo the 
reigning prince in (''aptain Cook’s time; he came in a tolerably good 
can.to, and Introduced hiinlelf by'^ prefenting the captain with a 
fmooth IhilF about eight feet long, to the head of which a few locks 
of liuman hair were neatly plaited; and bcfides thi.s, he * gave a few 
head and breaft ornaments. Obfervlng a mulket on the quarter-deck, 
he took it with care to (lie captain, and begged him “ to put it to 
llecp.” lie received an axe, a lool ing-glals, and neck-chain to 
hang it to, tdt'o a pair of feilfar.s ; the latter, an article much prized 
at the Friendly and Society illes, he was either inditferent alxiut, or 
totally ignorant of their vile. Two of his brothers, who were prefent, 
exprelfed not the Icafl dcfire for any thing ; they all feemed to have 
a thoughtful call: in their countenance, fuch as men acquire who arc 
ftruggling for fubfiilencc and can hardly get it, though they w’onid 
frevjucntly break out into mad fits of laughter, and talk as fafr as their 
tongues could go, and this the women did as well as the men. It 
appeared that thi.s was a very Icarcc time with tlicm, for tiny kept 
complaining they were hungry and begging for viifluals all the while 
they were on board ; to fomc we gave a little, but they^ were too 
numerous for us to fupply all ; as for the women, they arc in that 
ftatc of fuhjcdion, tliat, if they got any thing and could not conceal

it, the men took it from them. Towar^ evening thofe who had no 
canoes, and who were by far the greatcH number, leaped all together 
into the water and fwam on fliorc. 

Our intention of fettling two men among them being made known 
to the chief, he feemed highly delighted with the propofal, and laid 
that he would give them a houlc and a lhare in all that himfclf had. 

After this he went on Ihore; I followed with Mr. Harris, Mr. Crook, 
Peter, and Otaheitean Tom. Tcnae recci\'ed us upon the beach, and 
conducting us a little way defired we would ftop, as we thought, to 
gratify the natives, for they formed a ring around us, thofe ncareft 
the centre fitting, to let thofe behind look over their heads : Tenac’s 
filler not following the example of the reft, he reproved her, which 
brought tears from her eyes. This Ihcw continued about a quarter 
of an hour. Afterwards we proceeded up the valley, accompanied by 
the chief, his brother, .and many of the young natives. The road 
was very indifferent by reafon of tree ropts that crofs it, and large 
ftoncs which lie in the way ; and being all up hill, wx were pretty 
well tired by the time wc reached the chiefs houfc, though we refted 
thrice, at which times they brought excellent water in cocoa-nut 
Ihells from a ri\ailet that runs down the valley. The bread-fruit and 
cocoa-nut trees, with a variety of other forts, afforded a comfortable 
ftiade from the heat of the fun. Tenae conducted us to one of his 
beft houfes, intimating that it was for the ule of the brethren, and 
that they might occupy it as loon as they pleafed. To convey an 
idea of what this and all their beft-built houfes are like, it is only 
neceffary to imagine one of our own of one ftory high with a high 
peaked roof ; cut it Icngthwife exaClIy down the middle, you would 
then have two of their houfes, only built of different materials. That 
we now occupied wxs twenty-five feet long and fix wide, ten feet 
high in the back part, and but four in frotat ; at the corners four ftout 
flakes are driven int6 the earth, on which arc laid horizontal pieces, 
and from thefe laft to the ground are bamboos neatly ranged in per- 
pendicular order, about half an inch diftant from each other ; and 
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without them long blinds made with leaves are hung, which make the 
inlide very dole anti warm : the door is about the middle on the low 
fide. They do not ufe the leaves of the wharra tree here for roofing, 
as at Otaheite, but common broad leaves, ‘which they lay fo thick a^ 
to keep the water out ; but the greater part of their houfes are mlfc- 
rable hovels.

The infide furniture confillcd of a large floor mat from end to end, 
fcvcral large calabaflies, fome fifliing-tackle, and a few Ipcars ; at one 
end the chief kept his ornaments, which he llicwed to us ; amongfl: 
other things, he took out of two bamboo cafes, two bunches of fea- 
thers of the tail of the tropic-bird, not Icfs than a hundred in each 
bunch, forming a beautiful and elegant ornament : upon thefc he 
feemed to place a great value. 

They made no offer of any thing to cat, except a few cocoa-nuts ; 
nor did I fee that they had any other thing in ufe but thefe and the 
four mahic. flogs and fowls were walking about, but in no great 
plenty ; indeed this appeared to be their fcarce fcafon ; for when wc 
firft landed one fellow ran to me and fluffed a piece of mahie into 
my mouth, thinking, no doubt, that at this fcafon of fcarcity he was 
doing me a great kindnefs. However, in other refpefls, Tcnae 
treated us ^ ery well, and the people were c\idcntly glad to fee us 
among them. 

On our return to the lliip, the captain met the two brethren in the 
cabin, to know their fcntinients of this place, and whether they were 
flill in the fame mind to fettle upon it. Mr. Crook obferved, that he 
was encouraged by the reception they had met with ; thought the 
chief had behaved exceedingly well, and approved of the houfe alfigncd 
them, the place, and the people ; and concluded by fa} ing, tliat 
though there was not the fame plenty here as at the other illands, he 
had no obje^f ions to flay, as he never before nor fince iiis engagement 
had comforts in view ; therefore the prefent ftate of the ifland was 
not fb great a difappointment to him. However, appearances ‘gave 
him reafon to think that they had their plentiful fcafons here as well as 
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at the other illands. Mr. Harri.s delivered his Icntimcnts with hcfita- 
tlon, as if fear had taken poU'cffion of his mind’^ his opinions w'crc 
quite contrary to Crook’s ; he dlflipprovcd of every thing, and judged 
the Icene before him a folcnin (>nc ; and, in lliort, feemed entirely to 
ha\ c loll his firmnels and ardour. However, as the kind reception by 
the chief and his people had obviated every dircA obje»if ion to them, 
it was agreed to go on Ihore the next day, take their beds with them, 
and make a trial ; after which, if they thought it unfafe to flay, and 
affigned their reafons, they might then return on board, as no com~ 
pulfion was intended. 

7th. It is remarked, that honefty is no virtue of a South-Sea 
iflander, efpeclally w hen our articles lie cxpoled to tempt him. The 
natives here had not hitherto appeared folicitous to barter with us ; 
but Ibmc of them laft night had found means to lift the glafs cover off 
one of our beft conipaffes. Hole away the card and needle, and fitted 
the cover on as before. We fpoke to tlic chief and feveral others 
about it, but found all our endeavours to recover it by mild means 
incffcclual ; and, rather than ufe any other, the affair was dropped. 
However, they feemed to be conJeious of ha\ing done Ibmething 
amifs by their not coming to the flilp till long after breakfaft, when 
our decks were again crowded with both fexes in the fame naked Hate 
as on the preceding day. 

In the afternoon Mr. Crook landed with his bed and a few clothes ; 
1 accompanied him, to lee how he was received. Mr. Harris declined 
goirjg, wldilng to ffay on board and pack up their things in fmall 
parcels, for the convenience of carrying them up the valley. The 
chief’s brother departed trom the iliip with us, and 7'enae hlmfelf 
received us at the beach, and treated us with rclpcCt and kindnefs, 
as on the day before. We proceeded up the valley, followed by a 
vaft concourfe of people, fome of whom carried the baggage, and 
dcpofiteddt in the hqu|e affigned for the brethren ; but a Ihort time 
after it was removed, and ourfclvcs conduded to another houfe of 
larger dimenffom, about a hundred yards diftant from theiiEft, This 
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houfo ftood on a fquarc platform raifcd with ftones, haA in<r a wall 
about fix fact high on tJic lowed fide (for they arc all built on a decli- 
vity) ; in the infidc was a kind of cfcaitchcon in memory of Honoo, 
the ehi<“f’s lather; it was very curioufly WTought with finall reeds, 
laid upright, oblicpie, and horizontal, and about eight feet in Jicight, 
forming a fde of a pyramid. There was a drum at each end, made 
like thole the Otaheiteans ufe, but muclv longer. Nearly adjoining, 
and upon the fame jdatfonn, was another houfc, built on a fmall emi- 
nence, leaving a fpacc in front, where w'crc placed two rude figures of 
men carved in wood, nearly the lize of life ; behind thefe, agaiufi: the 
fide of the houfc, were tliree other cfeutcheons, wrought la the fame 
manner as the one above mentioned ; that in the middle, which was 
the highett, had the figure of a bird ujion the top, and the reeds which 
comiiofed the whole being ftained of \ arious colours, produced a beau- 
tiful and folcmn ctlect. The houlo had no d(;or or opening of any 
kind ; but as my curiofity was a good deal excited, I opened a hole in 
llie fide of it, to fee what it contained, and beheld a coffin fixed upon 
tAVo ffakes about a yard from the ground. Juft at this time Tenae 
came up, and feeing he was not angry, I again ojicncd the hole and 
pointed to the coffin: he inftantly cried Honoo! and repeated it Icvcral 
times, bv which I knCAy it was his father, and thought him plcafed to 
fee me notice tlie honours he had paid to his mcmory^ The coffin was 
cylindrical, and bound about with Aurious coloured plaiting made of 
the fibres of the cocoa-nut. This fepulchre. Crook’s houlc, the trees, 
and cA'ciy thing within the platform, w'as taboo or facred, aivd muft not 
he approached by women. 

1 left Otaheitean Tom to bear Crook company the firft night, and 
then returned on board. In walking doAvn the valley, I obfer\ed that 
it was W A'll ftocked with bread-fruit trees, but none of them were ripc;^ 
cocoa-nuts were not fo plentiful : there were plantains, the ahee-nut, 
and feme other fruits. Theft are chiefly encloftd by fqu'rtrc fences 
of ftones about fix feet high, within which the oAAiier’s houfc ftancls ; 
but fomc of the orchards arc fo over-run with weeds, that they miark 
ntore the divifion of property than indullry or labour. 
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When the boat came for me, they brought as many of the natives 
as fhe could contain, they availing themfelvcs of that opportunity to 
favc the trouble of fwirnming. The chief’s brother was with me> 
and wilhed much to go on board ; but I refufed to take him, as it was 
near dark : this hurt him lb much, that he filed tears as he walked 
away. 

8th. The weather lllll ple,af;int, but, as before, heavy gufts of wind 
and rain from the mountains. 

The natives crowded on board to-day, Infomuch that with difficulty 
we carried on our work at the rigging : the females were more nume- 
rous, and all in the lame naked flatc as before, which induced our 
people to beftow upon each a piece of Otaheitcan cloth. It is proper 
to obferye, that thefe women drefs decently on fhore ; but when they 
have to fwim, as their cloth will not fland the water, they leave it 
behind, and cover their nakednefs with a few leaves only. 

In the forenoon the captain received ii letter from Crook, wherein 
he cxprefTes his perfcdl fatisfaftion with his new lodgings. As night 
drew on, he fays, he was left to his repofe ; and after commending 
himfelf to the care of the Almighty, he went to reft, laying his 
clothes upon the ground near his hammock ; but to his furprife, \^■hcn 
he awoke in the morning, there were none of them to be feen, and 
he began to think lie fliould have a bad report to give after the firil 
night*s trial : but before, he had time to launch out into unjuft fur- 
mifes, the chief came with every article carefully wrapt ’up in a 
bundle. Soon after the letter, Tenae, Crook, and the cliief’s brother, 
came on board ; they were Ihcwn into the cabin, and every endeavour 
made to treat them kindly. ' The captain made Tenac a prefent of 
an ornamented crov, n, whicli delighted him greatly ; he alfo gave hinv 
u piece of cloth, a hammer, and feme gimlets ; but what moft took 
bis fancy was a large CDnch-fliell ; for thefe they barter eagerly, pigs 
or any other thing ; one of them gave our cook a broad axe f<jr a 
conch : bvit it may with truth be faid, that they arc in fuch a ftatc of 
nature and ignorance, or rather ftupidity, that notwithftandlng many 
iron tools, 5cc. have been left among them, they have never yet thought 
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of employing their powers to learn their ufe ; therefore they fet but 
little value on what we have, except they can Heal it, which always 
enhances the worth of the article. Nails and tools they think nothing 
of ; cats and goats they fought after with fome folicitude, and got 
feme of the former ; but of the latter we had only females on board. 
The conch-lhells they ufe when they go a-vlfiting from one valley to 
another, and as they gain the fummit of the hills, they blow them 
with all their might, and take great delight and pride in liftening to 
the long reverberatings echoes. 

Tenac was now more familiar than at his firll vlfit; and furveyed 
the cabin with a degree of attention, but not with the penetration and 
difeernment of the Friendly iflanders. Happening to touch the wire 
of the cabin-bell, he was ftruck with aftonifhment and fivagc wonder; 
lie rang the bell again and again, and puzzled himfclf a quarter of an 
hour to find whence the found proceeded. Tenac has a thoughtful 
call of countenance, and looks much like the chief and father of a vil-

lage, and to fee him thus employed raifed our pity, to behold a man 
on whom nature, perhaps, had bellowed talents capable of exploring 
her rayllerics, thus confounded with a rattle ; but, alas! in thefe re- 
gions, remote from all the paths of fcicncc, the talents and virtues of 
infulatcd genius lie hid in darkncls, and, like the beauties of the rough 
marble, want the fkill of the polilher to bring them forth. 

It was not a little alTedling alfo to fee our own fcamcn repairing the 
rigging, attended by a group of the moll beautiful females, wdio were 
cmjdoyed to pafs the ball, or carry the tar-bucket, &c.; and this they 
did with the greatcll affiduity, often befmearing thcmfelves w ith the 
tar in the execution of their office. No lliip’s company, w'ithout great 
rcllraints from God’s grace, could ever have refilled Itich temptations ; 
and fome would have probably olFcnded, if they had not been over- 
awed by tlic jealoufy of the qfiiccrs and by the good condudl of their 
melfraatcs. 

In the afternoon Mr. Godfcll landed a chcll and Icveral parcels for 
the milfionarics, which were taken fafe up to the houfe, Tom and 
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the boy Harraway Raid on fliore this night, for the purpofe of ren- 
dering Cfook what icrvicc they could ; and in the evening our vifitors 
left us in good time, as ul'ual. 

On the 9th the pinnace was fent on fliorc again with more things, 
Crook Rill rel'olving to Ray, attached himlcll' to the place, took to 
catijig the four mahie, and conteiited hlmfclf with the food the 
illand iifforded, which is not of a Aery delicate kind ; for the mahie 
being made in fraall quantities here, and clcanlinefs little obferved in 
the operation, it is not fo good as at Otaheitc : but he fa} s that 
they always ferve him fiiR of the bcR they have ; and as he hopes 
to get pork once or twice a week, and frefli filh as oft as he pleafes, he 
thinks he may 11\ c contented w ithout calling an eye to the luxuries of 
Otaheitc. Tcnac had adopted him as his fon, an aCl they CAcr after 
hold as facred, cReeming him in the lame light as his other children ; 
this they explained to Crook, who, from the pains previoufly^ taken to 
learn the language, uuderRood almoR all they laid. The cliief being 
informed that Mr. Harris intended to Ray', dcfircd Crook to Invite him 
.on flaorc ; but be could not be perfuaded, which w as certainly doing 
wrong, as he fliould have cmbracccl every opportunity^ of learning the 
real Rate of the illand, and thence judge of the prudicability of 
fettling upon it, before the day came when he mult either go on 
fliorc or leave Crook alone, a\ Ithout being able to aflign Inch clear rca- 
fons as landing in time might enable him to do. 

1 oth. About tw'o o’clock in the morning the moon was totally 
eelipfed ; but the rough nefs of the Aveather prcAxnted our obferving it 
AA'ith fulReicnt accuracy to be of any ull*. The w ind at this time 
came in very heavy guRs from the mountains, andJuR as the eclipfe 
ended our cable broke ; the bcR bower was immediately let go, and 
brought^ thdsfhip up in forty fathoms water at the entrance of the 1 i-, . 

11th, Sundayv Tlic natives crowded off as ufual; but on being !d 
that the fliip w'as tan •<> for that day, they all fAvam back to vhc R( re-. 

12th. The chief and his brothe.'-s came on board Av ith Otjln ir' ui 
Tenn, who informed us that the boy HarruAvay had left tlicm and 
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gone to the other fide of the ifland ; and as he had faid nothing con- 
cerning his intention, they thought he meant to remain, for which 
Tom blamed him very much : biit the captain, to try Tom’s own 
Regard for his country, which he had conftantly praifed to the fkics 
fince wc came here, ordered him to put his things into the canoe and 
go on fiiorc alfi>, afiigning as the rcalbn, his being privy to Harraway’s 
clopetncnt. The poor fellow declared his innocence, and with tears 
in his eyes colledled his trifles and put them into the canoe, and before 
he w cut over the fide fliook h.inds with all the crew', then put off with 
a heart ready to break with fobbing and crying : when he was gone a 
little way, the captain called him back again, but it was fome time 
before he became reconciled and cheerful. On the other hand, feveral 
of the Marquefans were continually plaguing the captain to take them 
to Otaheite. 

1 3 th. While wc were at dinner one of the natives ftolc a pump- 
bolt, and w'as making off with his prize, when Mr. Godfell detcdled 
him, and with the help of the gunner prevented his cfcape. The reft 
all jumped overboard, and made for the ftiorc. The thief we lalhed 
up by way of puniflimcnt, and flicwing him a loaded mulket, he 
fully expedlcd to be fliot. A man of fiime confcqucnce, who had 
come in the fame canoe, brought the chief’s fecond brother, with two 
pigs and a plantain-leaf, to intercede for the offender, who w'as his 
father ; thele wc refuftd to accept. It w'as affcdling to fee the fbn 
kifs and embrace his father, and take their laft farewell : however, 
not to prolong the anguifli, w^e took up and difeharged the mufket, 
and then liberated the culprit. lie could not at firft believe that he 
was not fliot ; but when fet free, and prefented to his lini, both of 
them appeared fo overwhelmed with joy, that they could hardly truft 
their own eyes : dumb gratitude and confternation had deprived them 
of the power of fpccch. Wc added a folemn warning to them in 
future againft fuch practices, and fent them afliore with the pigs, 
which w c refufed to accept, that th^ might fee wc had no advantage 
in our view. 


T 
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14th. This morning the wind blew with Inch violence that we 
parted from o\ir bell bower ; and as the fliip was Hill unrigged we 
were under the neceffity of either letting go another anchor, or drifting 
to lea ; accordingly a Ipare anchor which we had in readinels was let 
go in fifty fathoms water, and one hundred and forty fathom of cable 
veered out before the fhip brought up. We were now about a mile 
and a half without the entrance of the bay, and the wind continuing 
to blow as hard as ever, we became apprehenfive that the fliip might 
be drove off the ifland, therefore manned the pinnace, and fet Mr. 
Harris on fliore with all his things. The afternoon we employed in 
putting the rigging in fomc order, and bending the falls, as the captain 
intended to work into the bay the next day if the weather permitted. 
The latter part of this day we had very ‘heavy rain : but notwith- 
ftanding the roughnels of the weather, and the great diHance we lay 
from the head of the bay, feveral of the natives fwam off to the fliip ; 
but as we were fo very bufy, they were not admitted on board, only to 
reft in the boats alongfidc, and then return : Ibme took no reft at all, 
but feeing by the others that the fliip was tabooed, they fwam back of 
their own accord ; a great exertion, clpecially to the females, as the 
diftance both ways could not be lels than five miles. 

15th. Early this niorning we hove up the anchor, and worked dole 
in to the head of the bay, having as much wind as our double-reefed 
toplails would carry, which makes the working In dangerous, as the 
wind is fo variable, that fbmetimes when the fliip was dole to the 
rocks flie would hardly come about. We anchored at noon in our 
former ftation, or rather nearer the fliore, but were drove without it 
again. All the afternoon we were at work fweeping for our fmall 
bower, and juft as it grew dark we fwept the buoy-rope, and made a 
nun-buoy faft till the next day. We allb unbent the fails, that the job 
at the rigging might be completed. 

On the 1 0th we hoifted the long-boat out and got the anchor on 
board, but poftponed our fearch for the other till the rigging was put 
in proper order. On Sunday the 18th we again tabooed the Ihip:

indeed this was the only fuccefsful mode we had of keeping the 
natives away. On Monday we hauled the feine at the head of the bay, 
and caught about fix dozen fmall fifh. 

20th. Mr. Harris and Crook came on board, and held a meeting 
with the captain refpedling their ftay. Mr. Harris complained of the 
poverty of the place, faid he could not cat the mahie, &c. Crook de- 
clared his determination to ftay, even though Mr. Harris fl'ould leave 
him. The refult was, that they both went on fliorc to make further 
trial before our departure. Several of the natives on board as uftial. 

On the 22d a native ftole the cook’s axe, and fetting off" with his 
canoe, was near the fliore before it was known ; when he faw the pin- 
nace chafing him, he paddled to the rocks, hauled his canoe up, ran 
into the buftics, and fo got clear off. They had now become fo adlivc 
in ftealing, that the failors had fcarcc a knife left among them. To 
remedy this, as f)on as they came in the morning, each man choft a 
young lad as his ftorekeeper, who followed his mafter clolely all the 
day, with his knife, marling fpike, &c. hung to his neck ; and this 
faved them, for they always proved very faithful. 

23d. The boats were lent to fwcep for the beft bovver anchor, and 
caught hold of it ; but trying to heave it up, the rope broke ; and night 
approaching, it was left till next day. This evening we obferv ed the 
bay to be unufually agitated, for which we could aftign no caule, as 
the wind was eafterly, with moderate weather. 

On the 2 4th, the fifhcrman, whom we hauled in at the quarter- 
gallery at our firft coming, fwam off at break of day, and informed us 
that Mr. Harris had been on the beach all the night with his chel?-, 
and had been robbed of moft of his things. This affair at firft gained 
little credit; for we could not ftippofc him ib imprudent as to bring 
his property down without fending notice, that a boat might be ready 
to receiv e them. Iftit, on difpatching the jolly-boat to know the 
truth, we found it to be really the caft. He had C(vme down in the 
dulk of the evening ; and as none fixim the fbip were on fliorc, the 
boats being employed at the anchor, and the fliip lying too far from

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the beach for him to hall, he fj>ent an uncomfortable night, fitting 
upon his chcfl; : about four in the morning the natives, in order to 
Heal his clothes, drove him off the cheft ; and, for fear they Ihould 
hurt his pcrlbn, he fled to the acyacent hills. Mr. Falconer, who t\'cnt 
to bring him off, found him in a mod pitiable jdight, and like one out 
of his fenfes. The furf was lb high that they could not land, and were 
therefore obliged to haul the cheft and its owner oft’ by means of a 
rope. The reafins he gave for leaving his. partner fo abruptly, befidcs 
thofe already mentioned, were fuch as he might naturally have cx- 
peded : Tenac, it feems, wanted to treat them with an cxcurfion to 
another valley, to which Crook readily agreed, but Mr. Harris would 
not confent. The chief feeing this, and dcfirous oi obliging him, not 
conlidering any fai our too great, left him his wife, to be treated as if 
file were his own, till the chief came back again. Mr. Harri.s told 
him that he did not want the voman ; however, flic looked up to him 
as her hufband, and finding herfclf treated with total ncgled, became 
doubtful of his fex ; and acquainted fbmc of the other females with 
her fufpicion, who accordingly came in the night, when he flcpt, and 
fatisfied thcmfcU cs concerning that point, but not in fuch a peaceable 
way but that they awoke him. Difeovering fo many ftrangers, he was 
greatly terrified ; and, perceiving what they had been doing, was de- 
termined to leav e a place w here the people were fo abandoned and- 
given up to vvickedners : a caufc which fhould have excited a contrary 
rclidution. 

To-day we put a new' tow-line in the boat, and fvvept the beft bow'cr 
anchor w ith it ; hove it up witli the long-boat, and got it once more 
late to the bows ; the rigging was alfo completed, and wc began to 
think of taking our departure. This was intimated to Crook, who 
ftill remained ftedfaft in his refolution to ftay in the itland, defiring 
only fuch implements of hufbandry, and other things, as might faci- 
litate and extend his ufefulnefs among the people ; obferving, that his 
happinefs w'ould have been greatly increafed had his devoted fituation 
been with a friendly and agreeable afliftant, whofe converfauon antL 
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fympathy might have comforted him in the time of trouble : but fmee 
the Lord had ordered things otherwife, he thouglit that it better fuited 
with his charadcr and profcfTion, to refign himfelf to God’s fatherly 
care, and rcll in liis promlfes, than to quit a llation where a door of 
ulefulncfs was fo c\ ldently opened : and fhould his blell'ed Saviour 
make him the honoured inftrurnent of preparing the way for fomc of 
his more able fervants, he fliould at lall have the happinefs to reflect 
that his life was not fpent in vain. 

Crook is a young man of twenty-two, remarkably ferions and 
fteady, always employed in the improvement of his mind, and applied 
with great diligence to the attainment of the language. He alfo jrof- 
fefles a very good genius, and 1 have no doubt will contrive many 
things to benefit the poor creatures he lives with ; and as the valley 
is capable of great improvement, 1 fliould not be furprifxl to hear of 
this and the iflands adjacent becoming very' plentiful places by' his 
means. He has various kinds of garden-feeds, implements, medicines, 
&c. ; an Encyclopedia, and other ufeful books. 

20th. To-day the captain went on fliorc for the firft time, and 
took with him Mr. Falconer. Their intention was, to afeend to the 
fummit of the hills, and view the neighbouring illes. They landed, 
and w'crc followed by a crow'd of the natives, who were exceedingly 
glad to behold the captain in their village. After taking a little rc- 
frcflmient w 1th Tenac at his houfc, the chief’s fecond bn^thcr accom- 
panied them up the mountains, which are fo fleep, that in many 
places they were obliged to haul themfelv cs up by the branches of 
trees that grow upon them. The captain did not reach the top, but 
Mr. Falconer did : w'hencc he had a view of Trevenen’s ifland to the 
weft, lllou’s and Dominica to the north, to the call: St. Pedro, and 
Magdalena to the fouth. The ridge at the fummit of the mountain 
is quite narrow, and every where covered w'lth trees. The chief prefled 
him much to fire his mufket agalnft Trevenen’s ifland, and w'as highly 
pleafed with his compliance. On their return, Tenac entertained them, 
with a roafted hog, but not being very fat, fome of the by -Handers 
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obfcrvcd that it was not good ; which affected the chief fb much, that 
he walked afide in a pet, and w'as not reconciled till the captain faid it 
w as good ; and refided to eat, except the captain came and fat befide 
him, which he accordingly did. In the evening they returned on 
board, followed by Crook and the chief, who came to take leave ; ac- 
cordingly, after fcvcral articles were put in the canoe, we bad him an 
affedionatc farewell, and parted. His manly behaviour at this fc^fon 
did him great credit ; the tears glillened in his eyes, but none fell ; 
nor did h.e betray the leaft fign of fear to enter upon his work alone. 

27th. At four in the morning we weighed, and Hood out ot the 
bay with a light air eaftcrly. At feven, hove to for a canoe which 
was paddling hard after us ; in her w'as the chieF s brother and our 
old fiflicrman, who had wept heartily the evening belorc on parting 
with us, and partly becaufe the captain would not take him to 
Otaheite : at prefent they brought a note from Crook, with a letter 
for his filler, and requefting fome foap which had been forgot. Ac- 
cordingly the quantity before packed up for him was put in the canoe, 
and a prefent of an axe given to each of the meflengers, who preferring 
to go to Otaheite, left us very rcludantly. Wc now lhaped our courfe 
for Trevenen’s and Sir Heniy Martin’s idands, intending to obferve 
their relative fituation to Santa Chrillina, as w'c had reafon to fuppofc 
them erroneoufly marked in the Iketch we had on board. 

Concerning the culloms and manners of the people about Refolutlon 
bay, we learnt but little befides what is already related in our daily 
tranfaiitions ; fiir, except mylidf for a few hours on the firfl two days 
after our arrival, and the captain and the third mate on the lall day of 
our Hay, no perfon was on Hiore from the lliip. I 3 ut, finding this was 
likely to be the cafe, I wrote a number of (queries to Crook, whofe time 
being likewife much taken up with his own affairs, he had not Icifure 
, il.e the neccffiry inquiries to anfw er them all. But, from his 
‘-.j v k (Ige of the language, I think that what he fays of a few may 
' f' :'.!i 't 1 upon, and they are as follow: 

* i '' u ’(ligious ceremonies refemble thofe of the Society Iflands. 
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“ They have a moral In each diftrid, where the dead arc buried be- 
“ ncath a pavement of large ftones, but with fuch exceptions as in tl.e 
“ cafe of the chief Honoo. They have a multitude of deities. Thofe 
“ moft frequently mentioned arc Opooamanne, Okcco, Ocnamoe, 
“ Opce-pcetye, Onooko, Oetanow, Fatec^aitapoo, Onoctyc ; but none 
“ who feem fuperior to the reft, though the extent of my information 
“ is fmall on this head. They only offer hogs in facrllices, and never 
men. 

“ The chief Tcnac prcfidcs over four dlftridls, Ohitahoo, Tahewav, 
" and Innamcl, all opening into Rcfolutlon bay, and Onopoho, the 
“ adjoining valley to the fouthward. He has four brothers : Acow- 
taytay, Natooafecdoo, Oheephee, and Moenccnee ; but none of 
“ them feem invefted with any authority; and Tcnac himfclf with 
“ Icfs tiian the Otahcitcan chiefs. 

“ There is no regular government, eftablillicd law, or punlfhments; 
“ but cuftom K the general rule. 

‘‘ As to their food and manners, like moft uncivilized nations, they 
“ have no regular meals, but cat when they arc hungry, and here not 
“ in a great quantity at a time, this being their fcarce feafon. When 
“ they have a hog, they eat of it five or ftx times a day ; and w hen 
“ without animal food, they ufc the roafted bread-fruit, fifli, mahie, 
“ pudding made of it and other vegetables, ahec-nuts, and a paftc 
made of a root refembling the yam ; and this they do often through 
“ the day. The women arc not allowed to cat hog, and arc probably 
“ under other prohibitions as at Otaheite, and feem much more 
“ fervilc to the men, and harfhly treated. They are employed in 
making cloth and matting, but not in cookery, except for them- 
** fclvcs. I have never obferved any of the men, from the chief to 
the toutou, at work, except a few old perfons making cords and 
“ nets. The reft idle about, and balk in the fun, telling their ftorics, 
“ and beguiling the time. 

“ The chief is faid to have three wives; the youngeft is with him 
here, the others in different parts of the ifland. He has feveral 
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children, fomc of wliich live with him here, and the others witli 
“ their mothers. Obierving a pregnant woman, I alltcd her ho\’^ 
“ many children flie had ; Ihc replied, Three. I wilhed to know if 
they were by the lame man; flic faid. Yes. I afked furthtr, if he 
had any other wife ; Ihc faid. No. Whence I am led to luj)polc, 
that, though Tenac has more wives than one, this is not ufual, and 
and may be the privilege of the chief. They Icem to be very fond 
“ of their children ; and when I went up the valley I law the men 
“ often dandling them upon their knees, cxadily as I have oblcrved an 
“ old grandfather with us in a country village. 

“ Their particular- cufloms I am not yet able to deferibe ; but I 
learn the fon mull not touch the clothes of the father, and mull 
“ w^aJk before him on the road ; and the lather mull not touch any 
‘‘ thing, nor cat vicluals which have pafl'cd over the head of tdic fun. 

Before the age of pul>crty, the operation of flitting the prepuce is 
“ performed ; and all the men arc tattou^d, even to the very lips and 
eyelids. Their difeafes are few ; I have indeed hardly obferved 
the appearance of any ; and they arc a.s yet happily free from that 
fatal malady w'hich has made fuch ravages in the Society Iflands.” 
Rcfpc<5ling the perfons, drefs, canoes, &c. oi' thefe people, we 
found them cxa<^lly as deferibed in Cook’s Second Voyage, where he 
fays, that “ for lymmetry of lhape and regular features, they perhaps 
“ furpafs all other nations. Not a Angle deformed or ill -proportioned 
“ perfon was Iccn on the ifland ; all were ftrong, tall, well-limbed, 
and remarkably a^livc. The men arc from Avc feet ten inches high 
** to Ax feet ; their teeth arc not fo good, nor are their eyes A> full, 
as thofe of many other nations ; their hair is of many colours, but 
none red ; Ibmc have it long, but the mofl: general cullom l.s to 
w'ear it fliort, except a bunch on each Ade of the crown, which they 
** tic in a knot. Their countenances arc pleaAng, open, and difplay 
** much vivacity. They arc of a tawny complexion, which is ron- 
“ dered almoft black by the pun<ftures of the whole body. They 
** were entirely naked, except a fmall piece of cloth round their wailt

and loins. Tliefc pundlurcs were dirpofcd with the utmoll re^uUi- 
rity, fo that the marks on each leg, arm, and check, were In general 
“ llmilar.” 

The women arc rather of low ftature, though well proportioned, 
and their general colour Inclining to brown. We obfer\ed that fome 
who, on our firft arrh al, were almoft as fair as Europeans, by coming 
oft' to the flilp and expoilng themfehes to the fun, became afterwards 
quite dark-coloured. But a few of thelc were pun^lured or tattoued. 
The chief’s lifter had fome parallel lines on her arms, others flight 
punclures on the infidc of their Ups, and even upon their eyelids. 
They wear a long narrow piece of cloth wrapped two or three times 
round their waift, and the ends tucked up betw een their thighs : abo\ c 
this is a broad piece of cloth, nearly as large as a llieet, tied at the 
up})cr corners: they lay the knot orer <3ne flioulder, and the garment 
hanging loof; rcaclics half way down tlic leg. 

“ Their canoes are made of w ood and the bark of a foft tree, which 
grow s near the lea, and is very proper for the purpofe ; their length 
“ is from lixtccn to twenty feet, and about fjxteen inches broad. I'lie 
“ head and ftern arc formed out of two folid pieces of w ood ; the for- 
“ mer is curved, and the latter ends in a point, which projedLs horizon- 
tally, and is decorated with a rude carved hgure, hat ing a I'aint re- 
“ femblance to a human face. Some of the canoes hat c a lattccn fail, 
“ but they are generally rowed with paddles.” However, except the 
one Tenac had hauled up on the beach, and two or three more, the 
reft were fo Indift'ercnt as hardly to fwim when there was a breeze of 
W'ind. 

The only tame fowls arc cocks and hens, and their quadrupeds only 
hogs ; btit the w'oods are inhabited by fnudl birds, whofe plumage is 
exceedingly beautiful, and their notes fwectly varied. We left cats 
and ftie-goats, and were forry we had no hc-goat to give them, as they 
were fo fond of thefc animals, that the chief t(3ok them and Crook 
'wherever he went. 

28th. Before daybreak we faw fcveral lights upon Trevenenis 

u 
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Uland ; and as \vc run along the call: fide in the morning wc obfersxd 
two or three Tandy bays, whence fertile valleys run towards the central 
hills, which laft arc broken and nigged, rifing in fevcral places into 
lofty cones, that give the illand a very curious appearance. From one 
of the bays there came off a canoe w ith four men, who after a length 
of time came alongfidc, and got a few articles from us, for w hich 
they had nothing to give in return, but, feeming afraid of us, put off 
immediately. Behind the nortli-eafi: point a large double canoe lay, 
with about tw^enty men in her : they kept clofe to the rocks ; wc 
hove the fiiip to for them, but they alfo feemed afraid, and kept 
aloof. At this time w^e faw a fmgle canoe put off from a fine bay on 
the north-weft fide ; this canoe was built exactly like thofe at Santa 
Chriftina, and had the fame kind of lattcen fail : they came clofe to 
the Ihip and talked boldly, and when they fiiw Tanno Manoo upon 
the deck, one of them ftood up and made lome very lalcivious gef- 
turcs. Wc invited them alongfide ; where they at laft eame, hut had 
loft their courage, for tlicy trembled with fear all the w'hile they ftaid. 
From them we got the native names of the iflands, as marked in the 
chart. They wiflicd us to anchor in the bay, but this we had no 
defire to do ; fo wc made them prclents and took our leave. They 
were ftout well-made men, differing nothing from thofe about Refo- 
lution bay, except in. being rather Icfs tattoued; their canoes, though 
built after the fame falhion, are neater and ftrongcr; their houies alfb, 
as feen from the fliip, appeared: to be fuperior.. The bay on the 
north-w'cft part of the ifland feems eligible for' Ihipplng, and may be 
diftinguiflied by a fmall but high iflet lying off it, and a bcautifid and 
regular row of cocoa-nut trees behind a fine white fandy beach. 

From the north end of Trev cnen’s ifland wc run N. by E. twenty- 
four miles, to within a mile of the fouth-eaft point of Sir Henry 
Martin’s ifland, which point is high and craggy : clofc to the weft- 
ward of it is Comptroller’s bay, large, and fecurc from the reigning 
winds. At the entrance, and near to Craggy point, there lies a fmall 
rock above water, in appearance like a boat. At the head of the bay- 
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we faw Ibmc houfcs In a cove, a vaft number of inhabitants aflcmbled 
upon the beach, and feveral canoes hauled up near them. All the 
valleys about this bay appeared fertile, many of the hills were covered 
with trees, and the interior parts feemed more habitable than at any 
other of the Marquefas. Weftward of Comptroller’s bay lies Port 
Anna Maria, where the Dasdalus lay ; and befidcs thefe, I think it 
hiirhly probable that there are other good anchoring-places about this 
iiland. Captain New deferibes the inhabitants of thefe iflands as a 
handfbmc race of people, and extremely hofpitablc, which is certainly 
greatly in favour of thofc who would fettle with miffionary views, 
cfpccially w hen the fuperior natural advantages of the ifland are taken 
into the account. It being five o’clock in the afternoon when we got 
off Craggy point, wc bore up, and, running down the fouth fide, took 
our departure for Otaheite, anxious to know in what circumflanccs wc 
might find the brethren whom we had fettled there.

H aving bent our courfc lor the Society Illunds, we proceeded 
on our vov.'’'j;c with a taxourahlc calc.

July 3d. We Tell in wdth Tiookca, a la^i^oon illand, many ot’ which 
lie feattered about tli IS of the ocean, and render the nav igation in 

dark wcatlier dangerous. We faw frnokc afeeuding in various parts, 
one lliiling canoe in the lagoon, and two men follow ing us along Ihorc. 
They appeared dark-coloured, had a piece of cloth tied round their 
middle, and each carried a Ipear in his hand. Cook vifitod this place 
on his fecond vojage. A lieutenant and the two Mr. Formers landed; 
the illanders received them by toucliing nofes, a common mode of 
falutation all over the South Sea. 'I'hcy found here various ])lants, 
particularly a vegetable which the natives bruife and mix with llicll- 
fifli : this preparation they throw into the iea, wlierc they pcrceiv c a 
Ilioal of lifli, and intoxicating them, they arc cauglit on thc.furfacc of 
the water, without any other trouble than that of taking them out: 
the name, they fay, which this plant bears among the natives is enow; 
but here the Mr. Forfters liavc evidently miflakcn the (juality ot the 
plant for its name: enow in the language of the Society Jdands, 
means bad, and is doubtlcfs in this Inlbince ufed by the natives to in- 
timate that the plant was noxious or pcilonoa . But tliismlfiakc only 
fliews how cafy it is to fall into others of a fiinilar nature. 

By obfervation at noon we made the centre of 'ri<Jokeii in latitude 
If* 30' S. and its longitude, by the chronometer, reduced from the 
Marquefas and afterwards back tvoin Otaheite, to be l-lO” 22' W. 
which is 1° 12' W. of what Mr. Wales makes it. But had we not 
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made Otalicltc very evaci by our clironomctcr, we Ihould rather have 
been filent than fiippolcd an error in lb e;ood an autl)ority as Mr. 
Vvbilcs. However, to he certain of thi.s pchiit is <jf eonfecjucnce, as 
the longitude of feveral others of the. fmall illands i.- <leriuced from it,, 
and thi.s is tlie illand a j.erfon would cjioule to make firlt in coining 
from the Marquefiis. '' 

Latitude ohferved at noon 2(/; th6 Ibuth-weft et\d of Tioukea 
bearing f'k N. K. three miles ; and the extremes of an illand to Ici;- 
ward, called Oura, from W. 3*^ N. to W. 27 " S. 

For the other illands w’c iliw on our pafliige, fee the chart. 

0th. At linen in the morning we law the high land of Otaluitc ; 
and at noon, being clofc in, W'c ran between the Dolphin baiik ainl 
Point Venus reef, and came to anchor in Mataviii bay in tni’teen 
fathoms water, and immediately moored Ihip. The nati\es crowded 
off, all exceedingly glad to fee us; the luethren followed in a llatr 
bottomed boat, hich they had been deiired to brf.ld for the purpofc 
bf palling the Ihallow entrance ol' the ri'.er with the goods. 'I'hc 
report they gave was pleallng to us all. They had, in general, en- 
io\ed gO(al Iiea'th. The natives had conftainly oblerved the fame re- 
Ipcllful behaviour towards them as at fii lr. and had never .-lailed a (kiy 
to fupply them abundantly with all kinds of prositions. Rcljieetii'g; 
the purpoles ot the million, it was a point of which they e<nil'! not 
as yet fay any thing more than that appearances were encouraging. 
From tlie little experience they had gained ot the people, they fup- 
pofed fbein teachable ; and though rooted in tlie traditions and pre- 
judices of their anceftors, they hoped that a knowledge of the. lan- 
guage, and [lerllvcraucc in tbclr duty, would have ii^great effe d ut oii 
the riling generation. Their example had already rt-^llfained the narnial 
levity of the natlscs, and overawed them ; fo that thc\' Icldoni attempt 
to all a heeva within their hearing; and when they come mar on tlie. 
fabbath, they always behave with deceney. Their drels .nid manners 
alfo exhibited great improvement on the fide of motldl) . 

However, in their own department., thent had been lome ditlcrcnce 
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of opinion concerning their Interior regulations. Conlidering their 
fmall number, tlieir committee and the office of prcfident had been 
dillblvcd the office of llore-kceper, See. had alfo been changed; and 
all public meafurcs were debated, difapproved, or adopted, by tlie 
Ixxly ; a majority fettling thc..mattcr. But their own journals will 
gi\c the moft accurate ftatement o ^ their proceedings during our 
.abf'ence. 


March 20th, The fhip quitted the bay of Matavai this day, and 
was foon out of fight. Our brethren who lafl departed from the fhip 
'in a canoe had an unpleafant return, by rcafon of the wind, and were 
obliged to land at a diftance, but got to their companions in the 
evening, and received their canoe and its contents fafe the next day. 

27 th. Brother Puckey informed the brethren refpeding Eimeo, 
and the velfel he had gone thither to examine. He advifed, that aS 
Mannc Mannc and his people had been exceedingly friendly, they 
fliould launch the vcfiel, and bring her to Matavai bay to be com- 
pleted. Puckey and Cock were accordingly appointed to go to Eimeo 
for this purpofe. A confultatlon was held rcfpe^ling Micklcwright ; 
though all condemived his condu«51:, the majority prevailed, that, if he 
profelled repentance, ’he fhould be received. Some of the brethren 
thought he ought to be w holly feparated from them as a hypocrite. 

28 til. A coufidcrable prefent came from Pomarre and Iddeah of 
all forts of pro\ ifions, affuring us, when thefe were expended, they 
would fend a c^|lant fupply. 

29th. We are daily vifited by the king, queen, Iddeah, and many 
of the natives. Some of the Otahcitcans, whom W'C have with us as 
helpers, fpcak many Faigllfli words, and arc eager to be taught the art 
of reading; they lia\c already learnt moft of the chara<flers of the 
alphabet, though our nccefi'aiy^ avocations have prevented us from 
paying much attention to this point, or from employing ourfclvcs in 
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the acquifition of their language. We have provifion In great abun- 
d;uiec ; a gracious Providence evidently favours our defign. 

31 ft. Vifitcd by the king and queen; complained to them of the 
deftrueftion occafioned by the rats. They fent in immediately lour 
cats. 

April ift. Vilited by the king and queen, and Mawroa the hufband 
of Pomarre’s fifter, a man of good fenfe and great authority : he 
brought a cheft to be repaired, and requefted Wm. Puckey to be his 
tayo: he hcfitatcd at fiidt, but, on the reprefentation of the Swede 
how much he could Icrvc us, he confented. 

2d. Though multitudes of natives, with the king and queen, at- 
tended our worlhip, for want of our interpreter we w ere unable to 
addrefs them ; but they looked on filent whilft wc preached and ad- 
miniftcred the Lord’s fupper. 

3d. Took three Otaheiteans to aflift in our cookery and attend our 
hogs. The king and queen brought a largft prefent of cocoa-nuts to 
brother Cover and his wife, deftring to become their adopted children, 
and promifing to regard them as their father and mother. Pomarre 
and Iddeah brought a larger in the evening, and begged them to re- 
ceive the king and queen as their own progeny. The women eroded 
the river to vidt the garden and the country around ; the king fol- 
lowed them, and paid them every mark of attention, directing them 
to the beft roads, and ordering his attendants to proAidc cocoa-nuts 
tor their rcfreflimcnt. It is incredible to lee the quantity of provifions 
poured, in upon us ; wc have not lefs than a waggon-load of fruits, 
befidcs the multitudes of hogs and poultry.. Surely the Lord hath 
done this. 

4th. At a quarter paft eight o’clock we aflemblcd for our monthly 
prayer meeting; were revived with the confideration of the tliouf.ind* 
of God’s people who were remembering us, and at the fame throne of 
grace praying for our fuccefs among the heathen. 

5th. Our daily royal vifitors have taken up their .abode of late at 
Matavai, on purpofe to be near us.- Pomarre brought a chair to be 
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repaired, which the captain had given him, with a mufket and fowling- 
piece : thefe wc exenfed ouriclvcs from repairing, except the chair, till 
the fmith had fet up his forge ; but he left them with us. Their huts 
Tcrv much relomhle a travelling camp of gypfics. 

(ith. I'iarly this morning Otoo font ten men t(i prepare w'ood ff)r 
eresling tiie blac!;lmith's fliop. Our brethren Irom Eimeo returned, 
and made ns the plcafmg report, that they had been a cry kindly 
received by the natis es, vA'ho never attempted to ftcal any of our tools, 
and were read\ to give ns cN'Ory airillanec-. Brother J. Puekey, on the 
I vord's dav, liad addrelled the.m by Andrew , *Iiey lu;ard attentiv'ely, 
and faid it was very good ; bnt it could be o^* no ub to them t change 
their religion, as the brethrer woul ’ fo loon leave them and carry 
away tiif. nooK. We allured them we would return and. teach 
them again \ ciy foon. The nati’. es replied, if any of the chicl's em- 
braced our religion they llionld follovv. 

The Nclfcl they had' planked up, fo that.flie w'ould be fit to come 
over in a few days. 

Mieklew right s conducl was very diltrelling to us; none of our 
remoniriMiiee.s eouKl keep him fnnn tlic natives. 

8th. One of the arreoics, the tayo of brother Henry, came to us 
With his V. lie bur v\ith child: thev w’ takin "• ^heir leave of us, in 
order, tluong their ablence, to dellioy the miant Vviiich Ih.ould be born, 
aeeording.to the ordinance of that'diabolical loe iy. We chought thi.> 
a I'roiei' opportunity to reinoiilirate. w.:h them arnunll this horrid 
ciiitom. The niother tclt with tendernefs, and appiarcd willing to 
fpare the inlaut ; but the brutal chief continued ohlVmatcly bent on 
his purpoliu thou'.'h he aekiKnvledgcd it a bloody adl, pleading the 
cltabiijiied evdtom, Iiis lofs of all prl\ilcgcs, and the diirolution of the 
locicty, il tills Ih.niiu become general. Wc offered to build them a 
lioufc for the pregnant women, and take every child which lliould be 
born into our immediate c;irc. We threatened him, that fuch an nn- 
nitmil act would e.nlude him from our iVicndlliip forever, and more, 
tliat.ilic EiUv.'oa, (/i.r Cdod, would ccrtviinly jmnifla him. He faid, if hfi 
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faw tlie arreoics dcftroyed by tlie Eatooa for it, he would dcfift ; and 
allccd if their foretathers w'erc fuffering for thefe pradices. Our bre- 
thren failed not to open to him the wrath of God againft all iingodli- 
nefs and unrightcoufnefs -of men. On this he walked off dejec^ted, 
but not apparently determined to defift from the evil or danger of his 
ways. A few days afterwards he came, and promifed, if the child 
were born alive, he would bring it to us ; and on another a ifit after- 
wards with his wife, rcnew'cd his promilc on forfeiture of our favour. 

Manue Manne returned from Oparre with .abundance of clothes 
and provllion for all the brethren. We took fltc opportunity *10 inform 
Pomarre, that next day w'c fliould fpcak to them the parbw no t’ Ea- 
tooa, the word ol God ; and invited them to come, w'hich they pro- 
rnifed. 

Qth. Brother Lcwi.-> preached from Ttton Jhalt not kill, to the king, 
queen, Maunc Manne, and a number of the natives, who heard with 
fenous attention, and faid, “ My ty tO* parbw no Prctanc, ima tlppe- 
“ raluii myilu’ .nu. pbhlic rba te taata: Good is the word of Britain, 
“ not to kill children, not to facrlficc men.” The high-prieft whif- 
pering fumething, wx allied him what he faid; he anfwcred, he told 
tlie people to leave >|?ff their wicked waiys. 

Pomarre and Iddcal came at noon, and going into the married bre- 
thren’s ajtan iieiit, lound i.iiem c in fmg with the arreoics on the. evil 
of deftroying in||ants. Iddcah was particularly addreffed on th^ fubjeff, 
as Ihe too w as pregnant by' a toutou wh(> cohabited witli her, and was 
allb of the arrcoic focieiv. Pomarre and Iddc'ah had for fome time 
ccafed to cohabit ; he had taken another w ife, and flie one of her fer- 
vants ; but they lived in the fame Bate of fricndfhip, and with no Ioi< 
of dignity'. The brethren endeavoured to convince lier t)l the dread- 
fulnel's of murder, in a mother cfpccially. They promifcil t*? receive 
the child immediately', ami it fliould bo no trouble to her : but Ihc 
was fullen, and made no reply. They then addrclIctP Pomarre, and 
entreated his interference in lirpprefling fuch acts of inhumanity and 
to give orders that no more human liicrificcs fliould be offered. He 
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replied, he would ; faid, that Captain Cook told him it Ihould not be 
done ; but did not flay long enough to inftnjft them. One of the 
brethren then faid, that we were come for that cxprcfs purpofe, and 
hoped he would hearken to our counfcl ; pointing out all the danger 
and diliidvantagc to themfelves ; and warning them, that if they de- 
Ipifcd our inllruftions, and continued in their wicked practices, we 
ihould leave them and go to another illand, where we could hope for 
more attention. Pomarre W'as evidently alFeded by what was faid, 
and cfpccially could not bear the thought of our leaving him ; and 
promifed Jie would ufc ah his authority to put an end to thefe prac- 
tices. He indeed appears of a teachable difpofition and open to con- 
viAion. Mannc Mannc came in during .this converfation ; and we 
told him freely, that if he offered any more human facrifices he would 
utterly forfeit our fricndfliip, and muff: conffder us as his enemies. He 
replied, he certainly would not. On this we informed him, that our 
Lord knew his heart, whether he was fmcere in his promifes. 

We renewed our attempts with Iddcah, invited her to continue 
with us, and fuffer our women to take care of her child ; that her 
. example would have the happieft effefts upon the nation ; and knowing 
her cagernefs for European cloth, we promifed h|^ three Ihirts, 'and 
any other articles, when the lliip arrived; yea more, that we would 
report her condudl to Queen Charlotte and the Britilh earec ladies, to 
whom nothing would rtiore endear her ; and that the pext fliip would 
aflurcdly bring her very valuable prelents. She faid the child was bafe 
born ; had it been Pomarre’s,* it would have lived ; but that now they 
were arreoics — and marched off" with her paramour, who fat by and 
heard with utter indifference. 

In the afternoon wc again addrefled the natives through the inter- 
preter. We affeed them if they underffood what w^e faid ; they an- 
fwered. Yes, and that it was very good. Among our auditors was 
Mawroa, the hirfband of Pomarre’s filler, wi^w of Motuaro, the late 
chief of Eimeo. In converfation with he faid he was relblved to 
throw away the gods that could neither hear, nor fee, nor fpcak, and 
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worfhip the Englilh God. He put feveral queftions to us, particularly 
whether it was not lawful for a man to have one wife ; we told him, 
affuredly ; it was an ordinance of our God : to which he replied, 
** My ty, my ty, very good.” 

loth. A wet day. In the intervals of the fhowers went in queft 
of a htuation for erecting new habitations, the prefent not having the 
land fo good around them, and being a very fandy foil. We did not 
fix, but the majority feemed defirous to build on the Ipot which the 
mutineers had chofen, as having the advantages of foil, as well as the 
eafterly breezes from the mountain ; fcveral waterfalls near formed a 
meandering flream through the valley; the foot of the mountains 
abounded in bread-fruit and cocoa-nut, and the land appeared fuited 
for cultivation, being cleared of trees which had been burned down by 
the mutineers ] with an opening to the weft, which let in a beautiful 
view of Matavai bay, and a diftant profpe<ft of Eimeo. 

1 2th. This day Iddeah appeared again in publie, and Manne Manne 
communicated to us the afiiiftive intclligcnee that flic had murdered 
her new-born babe. It was therefore refblved by the brethren, that 
no mofc prefents Ihould be received from Iddeah; and that our marked 
difapprobation of her conduit fliould be fliewn w'henever flic came to 
our houfe. Commenced a weekly Icilure; brother Henry fpoke from 
" The Son of Man* is come to feek and favc that which was loft:” 
the king and many Otaheitcans were prefent. 

13th. Pomarre and Iddeah came with a vaft prefent of hogs and 
vegetables, wdiich were feparated into four parcels. We alked Pomarre 
from whom they came ; we thankfully accepted his, but refufed to 
touch thofe which Iddeah. offered, and afligned our realbns, wliich 
Andrew communicated. She was highly offended ; faid flic had a 
right to do with her children as flie plcafcd, and fliould obfcrvc the 
cuftoms of the country vvithout minding our difpleafurc : and walked 
off with her toutou, leaving the prefrnt behind : a new cheft which, 
had been made for her, being her ow a materials, was given her, and 
file carried it off with hct. Yet her unnatural crime did not utterly 
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pafs unpunilhcd ; a dreadful milk abfeefs brought her under the fur- 
gcon’s kult'c, and repeated lharp rebukes ; yet her heart appeared ftiU 
hardened. She is a bold daring fpirit, and much more warlike than 
her hufbaiid Pomarre. As we would not receive Iddcah’s prefent, we 
wiflied Mamie Mamie to dillributc it to the natives; inftcad of which 
he curried it off" to his own houlc. • 

Yet even this is but one among many unnatural crimes which wc 
dare not name, committed daily without the idea of-lhame or guilt, 
111 various diilrliils of the ifland there are men who drefs as women ; 
work with them at the cloth ; arc confined to the fame provifions and 
rule of eating and drefllng ; may not cat with the ^men, or of their 
food, but have feparatc plantations for their peculiar ufe. 

It is remarkable, that with all thefe horrid vices fo predominant, in 
our prcfencc they never flicw an attitude or commit an a<5l unfeemly ; 
indeed they profefs hardly to know what wc arc, and fufpci^l we aro 
not Engllflimcn, or like any others they have feen who have ever vi- 
fitcd their illand. 

It may be worth a remark, that Iddeah had not been abfent from 
our houfe two days before flic appeared as if nothing ailed her : with fo 
little inconvenience do the mofl: painful operations of nature affed; 
thofo of that happy climate. 

l-lth. Mamie Mamie brought us morcjiogs, alitl one of our fows 
having farrowed, we had now fifty-nine in the fly ; fo that wc may 
truly lay the good of the land is before us. Brother Jefferfon addreffed 
the natives, with flic king and queen ; fomc of them looked fo flcd- 
faflly at the minifler, as if eager to devour every word that was 
fpoken. “ My heart,” fays W. Puckey, “ was much engaged in 
“ fecrct prayer for thefe poor fouls.” 

loth. Wanted plank for the blackfmith’s fliop ; told the king. 
He faid, Harry-mlc, come along.” I thought he had fome ready ; 
I went with him and fix men ; he carried me up the valley, and 
fearching every houfe took what he liked : many of the people Routly 
refilled, but his men would not leave a plank. I told the king, with 
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whom we exercife the moft entire familiarity, that he was a thief. 

No,” fays he, “ it is the cuftora of Otaheite.” 

The king was carried on men’s Ihouldcrs, and through fuch dange- 
rous places, that he ran the greateft rilk. of breaking his bones ; but 
he muft not alight, as every place his foot touches becomes facred and 
his own ground. At lafl we arrived at a territory of his own ■ wlien 

alighting, he took a majcftic ftride, and Ihilking on, “ Puckey,” fays 
he, “ is this as King George walks r” I told him. Yes. Ha\ing gone 
about three miles I dcfircd to return, though the king would have 
gone farther, notwithftanding the rain. He thep gave me a hog, and 
made the people from w'hom he had taken the plank carr^ it clov> n to 
our houfe. i: 

I waited two hours, but the rain not abating, I pufhed Jiomew’ards; 
in crofling the river I had like to have been carried away by the 
ftream, and cried put ; one of our fervants immediately j)lungcd in, 
and brought me fafe to land, though drenched to the Ikin as I had 
been the whole day. 

J 0th. This day we thrice addrefled the natives by our interpreter, 
and with their ufual attention ; but as foon as they retired, they fclh 
like children, to their own light amulicments. The Lord grant the 
feed fown, may take firmer root in their hearts-! 

1 7 th. Having given In the plan of the flat-bottomed boat which 
was to be built agalnfl: the captain’s return, it was approved. Po- 
marre, on application, ordered fix men to attend me : I had liberty 
to cut down whatever I chofc, and had not proceeded far before I found 
an excellent pourbw tree, fufficient to build a veflel of any burden ; it 
moft rcfcmblcs afli, but the wood is harder ; it grows crooked, and is 
very capital for timbers and knees. The natives with me tlellred me 
not to dp any thing, but only to mark where and how to cut, and 
they would do the work. 

18th. Not able to work through pain in my back, my tayo and his 
wife coming, they defired to chamfer me, which gave me great relief. 
The fliop being finiflied, and brother Hodges with Haflcl at work. 
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the natives crowded round him, but vaftly frightened with the fparks 
and hiding of the iron in water. Pomarre came, fupremely delighted 
with the bellows and forge, and catching the blackfmith in his arms, 
all dirty as he was, joined nofes with him, and exprefled his high 
fatisfadion. After work they were going to bathe themfelvcs in 
the ri\cr, when the young king laid hold of an arm of each, and 
Avent down with them to bathe. His queen, Tetua, followed, and faid 

Hallell, “ Harre no t’avye, Go into the water;” but they lignified 
they wilhed Ihc would leave them firll: ; on this flic retired : as for 
hcrfelf, Ihe often bathes at noon-day attended by twenty men, feldom 
ever having any women to- wait on her. 

20th. A native Hole a box for the fake of the nails ; we leized and 
confined him for three hours, and then liberated him, informing him, 
that, flioiild any be caught in future, they fhould be more feverely 
punifhed. Soon after Pomarre and Mamie Manne brought a pea(^ 
offering of a pig and plantain-leaf. The leaf we accepted, but we 
faid we could not receive the pig, having forgiven the offence. 

2 iff. Two of our brethren went with three natives to procure 
more wood : we went up the valley ; it is about feven miles long and 
a quarter of ^ mile broad, with very little defeent, which makes the 
river meander flowly through it. It is covered with trees, except a 
few verdant fpots from whence the wood is cleared. The mountains 
on both fides are exceedingly high and perpendicular, covered with 
ihrubs and trees, where parrots, parroquets, and a kind of grey thrufh 
which fings delightfully, build their neft. The natives ar5 numerous 
and flourifhing; they fee the fun hut a few hours in the day, his 
beams being intercepted by the mountains., and a light cool breeze 
blow's downward cont inually. They have fine plantations of yava and 
cloth trees neatly cnclofed ; and they have all the other edibles in vaft 
profufion, but arc fo indolent, that they hardly are at the pains to gather 
them. I'hcy cat when they are hungry, and deep when they pleafe. 
'^rhere wx're fevcral infeeffed wdth that horrible difeafe Europeans pro- 
hdhly have left them, and f()mc with their limbs ready to drop off.

Staying at a houfe till the reft returned, having made my feet fore, 
the kind inhabitant prefented me his wife; and though i excufld 
myfclf from that favour, he inftantly prepared a hog, which was ready 
as fbon as my companions came from the mountain ; whilft our hoft 
himfelf would wait on his gngfts. 

At our return brother Henry was preaching to the natives ; and after 
fcrvice Manne Manne obftrved, that “ we gave them plenty of the 
“ word of God, but not of many other things.” 

22d, 23d, Nothing but the ufual fervices: read the articles of 
religion we had fubferibed. 

24th. On a meeting of our fociety we agreed to new regulations, 
abolilhing the committee of five; and as each had his Aotc in our 
deliberations, a fccretary only was thought neceflary, and a prefident, 
to be chofen at each meeting. AVe drew up rules for every day’s work ; 
the bell to ring at fix ; to be afiTcmblcd for prayer in half an hour ; to 
labour till ten at our various occupations ; to fpend from ten till tlwec 
in mental improvement ; from three till night at our ufual employ- 
ment ; bell to ring at feven for prayef, and the journal to be read. 
We then proceeded to divide our iron for traffic, and call: lots for the 
watches. 

27th. Purfuing our various employments, and daily attended by 
the natives. Five of us went to Eimeo with Manne Manne to finifti 
his vcficl. The brethren at Eimeo were moft hofpitably entertained ; 
but Micklewright, the fteward, having warped the Swede, and difin- 
clined him to us, he made a variety of cxcufes for not interpreting to 
the people as ufiial. Having an addrefs tranflated, brother Cover dc- 
fired to read it to them, which Manne Manne approving, under the 
fliadc of a fpreading tree they fung, “ Salvation, O the joyful found,” 
Sic. and after prayer read the addrefs; at the dole of which Manne 
Manne exclaimed, “ Very good fellow!” and on alking the natives if 
they underftood what was read, they replied, “ Yes, it w as very good.” 
They then crofled the bay, fully anfweringGook’s defeription. The face 
of this ifland is very romantic : the land around it is like the ruins of a

(tupciidous fortification. The diflricfl of Watawy is lefs mountainous 
and better cultivated than any at Otaheite ; the foil deep and good. 
We retired to rcfl on fbme Otaheite cloth laid on the boards of the 
veflel. Brotliers Bicknell and Cock worked at the vcflel, whilft Cover, 
with Andrew, with much difficulty was preparing a tranflated addrefs; 
oblijicd to omit many fentcnccs for want of words. Set off for Ota- 
heite ; flept at Popo hay In the canoe, very uncomfortably. The wind 
incrcaling, we were drl\en to leeward, and juft made Attahooroo. 
Earnert to reach our houfc for the labbath, we fet off on foot, and left 
tlie canoe on the fhorc. 

On the w ay w'C vlfited the tuppapow of Orapiah : he is in a fitting 
pofture, clothed in red clotli, under a ffied ; a native attending day 
and night, and oft'ering provifions to the mouth of the dead corpfc, 
wliich not bi;ing. rccci^cd, he cats them hrmfelf. We reached home 
after twehe o’clock, very much fatigued, not having put off our 
clothes fmcc we left Mata\ai. 

20th, 30 th. Our brethren were actively employed, -fawing plank 
for the boat. The natives arc vaftly furprifed to fee us cut fo many 
boards out of one tree, two being the moft they attempt : they arc 
amazed to obf'erve tlic facility with wdiich w-c work all our tools. 
Going to the bluckfmith'.s fliop, I obferved a chief [)ccping in ; I alTtcd 
him why he went not within ; he faid he was (mattow) frighted, and 
angry with the fire for'fpittlng at him. As fbon as the iron hiffes in 
the water, or on the anvil, the natives fl}. 

Three of the brethren accompanied Pomarre in a journey through 
tlic ifland, in order to make obfervations. 

May ift. The king came with a mufket and four piftols to l>e 
repaired and cleaned. On confultation wc demuned to the rcqucfl ; 
but as lie had fent a hog and other tilings to the fmith, wc ordered 
(jiie, of the piftols to he done, and put oft' the reft (i-r a w'hllc. 

2cl. Our monthly prayer meeting. Wc fhall tranferibe a paffage 
from iA\c of the journals on this occafion, which others will feel w ith 
JcrXitlous of delight as wc do: “ O Lord, how greatly haft thou ho-

“ nourcd me, that thousands of thy dear children fliould be praying 
for me, a worm ! Lord, thou haft fet me in a heathen land, but a 
land, if I may fo fj)eak, flowing with milk and honey. O put more 
grace and gratitude into my poor cold heart, and grant that I may 
never with .Icfliurun grow fat and kick.” 

3d. Employed on the boat. Vlfited by the king and queen, who 
fupply all our wants. Our hogs arc Incrcafed to feventy ; and wc 
have entreated them to bring no more. One of our (heep brought a 
fine yoimg ram lamb, much wanted. 

r)th. Held a meeting preparatory te the communion. Brothet 
Lewis, as cldeft minifter, after prayer, examined every one with great 
fidelity and tendernefs, giving fuch exhortation and reproof as wa.s 
ncceflhry. A happy opennefs of mind and melting of heart pre- 
vailed ; and lymptoms of genuine contrition for any paft improprieties 
towards each other. This was the firft meeting of the kind wc had 
held, and it was truly profitable : we experienced fomething of the 
healing and rcfrelhing prefence of God with us. Ilefolved fuch meeting 
fliould be monthly. 

/th. Vifited by a chief prieft from Papara, Temarrce, who is re- 
puted equal to Manne Manne. He is called an Eatboa ; Ibmetimcs 
Taata no t’Eatooa, the man of the Eatboa : he was drefled in a wrapper 
of Otaheitcan cloth, and over it an officer’s coat doubled round him. 
At his firft approach he appeared timid, and was invited in : he was 
but juft leated when the cuckoo clock llruck, and filled him with 
aftonifliment and terror. Old Pyetea had brought the bird fome 
bread-fruit, obferving it muft be ftarved if w c never fed it. At break- 
faft we invited Temarrce to our repaft ; but he firft held out his hand 
with a bit of plantain, and looked very folcmn, which one of the na- 
tives faid was an offering to the Eatboa, and wc muft rcci:ive ; when 
w e had taken it out of his hand, and laid it under the talde ; lie fat 
dowm and made a hearty breakfaft. 

Brother* Cover read the tranftated addrefs to all tliefc refpctftcd 
guefts, the natives liftening with attention, and particularly the prieft, 

y 
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who Iccmcd to drink in every word, but appeared difplcafcd when 
txrgcd to caft away their t'alfc gods ; and on hearing the names Je- 
hovah and Jefus, he would turn and whifper. The people were 
examined by the brethren if they underftood what was faid, and re- 
peated a couiiderable part of what had been delivered, and feemed 
greatly picaled. 

t)tii. Temarree accompanied the kiftg and queen, and Raid to dine 
with us. He is, we find, of the royal race, and Ion of the famed 
Oberea. He is the firll: cdiief of the ifland after Pomarre, by whom 
he has been fubdued, and nf)\v lives in friendlhip with him, and has 
adopted his fon. He is alfo high in efteem as a prieft. His name of 
Eatooa engaged our converfation. We told him the Eatboa could not 
die, as he muR. A by-ftanding native laid, “ that he muft be a bad 
" Eatboa indeed ; for he had himfelt feen one of his kind kijlcd 
" with a raufket ; and that they were no gods who could be killed.’' 
Thefe pricfls pretend to great power, as .forccrers, to kill and make 
alive ; and the people are in much awe of them : but we fet their 
power at nought. 

1‘Jth, We received aflli^livc intelligence that Micklewright and 
the Swede had final upon the inhabitants at Eimeo: this gricAcd and 
alarmed us. We difpatched a letter to our brethren then with Po- 
niarrc, ad\ ifing them of what had happened, and hallening their return. 
With tlicle men v\e determined to have no more intcreourfe. 

• 13th. The birth day of little Otoo Ilafldl : Imt this name is lb 
faeicd here', that every word into w’hich Otoo enters is prohibited, and 
may only be ufed in fpeaking of and to the king. 

Hth. I'lte tayo of Puckey returned from Oparre, and brought a 
pndent : it being the lord's day, he declined accepting it till the next 
morning. Fewer natives attended the vvorlhip to-day than ufiial. 

15th. Our brethren returned in confcquencc of our letters, all but 
brother Main, avIio Raid one night with Temarree: he joined us the 
next day. * 

1 0th. The account they give is, that they made the circuit of the 
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greater pcninl'ula, and entered Tiaraboo, which Pomanc reprefented 
as of very diHicult travcirui;.;; ; lb they returned by the Ibuth, and were 
every where kindly received, and moil lioipitably entertained In Te- 
marree, who prevailed on brotiier Main to be his tayo, and ga\e him 
and brother Ciodc each a double canoe, ihevving them all his ibores 
and fire-arms which he. got tiorn the mutineers ; the guns, ho\vc\ cr, 
by the policy ot the Sv\c!ic'', arc all bent. Pomarre, and the king and 
queen, would tain have detained them, not meaning themfelves to 
return to Mata\ai till the Ihip comes. Every evening and morning 
the king, or tome ot the people, remineled them of the paroxv, or 
prayer, and joined -w ith them attentively ; but fometimes the natives 
were noity and intenuptive : however, the brethren daily maintained 
their w'orlbip, and on the fabbath retired, and enjoyed fvveet com- 
munion w'ith God. 

Their fingularity of manners in this part of the itland, wliieh had 
not been vilited by them, their fmging, and alTcing a bleffing on their 
meals, excited furprife and laughter, though probably not the laugh of 
contempt ; for every' where they were treated fumptuoufiy, and fome- 
times on a table, wdth plates, in the Englilli fafhion. We cannot omit 
an obfervation here made by one of the brethren : “ Yet all this kind- 
nefs is not the gofpel : were w'C as gods among them, we fliould be 
wretched, if they believed not our mefiage.” 

“ A pricll, who pretended to great power in witchcraft, produced a 
** rufli wrapped up in the form of a bird, and fliewed me,” fays one of 
the miffionarics, “ how they worfliippcd their god by this inftrument, 
“ and intimated that it gave the divine refponfc as our biblc. To a 
“ curious perfon it would have been a fcaft to examine, but my bowels 
“ yearned over their ignorance and idolatry. 

The fame prieft very kindly anointed my legs, w'hich were much 
affefted, with the juice of an herb, wdiich gave me more relief before 
“ morning than all the applications I had made for three weeks before ; 
** fb that they arc not deflitutc of fome medical know ledge, probably 
“ the rcfult of experience,” 
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PaflTing Into Tlaraboo, we vifited Pomarre’s youngeft Ion at Mato- 
wce, his diftrlA, the bell cultivated and moll populous wc have feen. 
We Hopped at Wyotcca, as Pomarre faid the next dillrid; was not 
friendly to him ; but we went ourfelvcs and returned, and met the 
fame civilities every where. 

On our return, brother Broomhall, through fatigue, and catching 
cold, had one day a lharp feverilh attack. One of the priells told him 
this ficknefs was infliiled upon him by the Otaheite Eatooa, who 
was angry, and would kill him. Broomhall laid he was not at all 
afraid of their god, who was a bad god, or rather no god ; that our 
Jehovah font it, and would remove it the next day. The faying 
inllantly Ipread among the natives ; and Brother Broomhall began to 
fear he had fpoken too hallily and unthinkingly of his fpeedy reco- 
very, and that God might be dilhonoured if his illncfs incrcafed ; he 
therefore looked up carncllly to God in prayer to heal him. The 
pried came to him again and again, as he turned in his bed, and 
afkcd if he Ihould be w ell to-morrow ? He faid, he truded his God 
w'ould redore him. He had a rcfrediing night’s deep, and on the 
morrow found himfclf recovered, and rofe. Many of the natives that 
day quedioned him if he was well, and feemed adonidicd at his reco- 
very. The pried, among the red, defired to know if the Pretance 
(iod had lent aw'ay the deknefs ; he faid. Yes ; and took this occalion' 
to fpcak to him about their fupci-dltions, and urged that the gods 
which he and his deluded followers worfliippcd were no gods ; but 
the pried infidcd that they had gods, and a great many, and that 
they prayed to the good ones to keep away the bad ones ; and if he 
did not blcfs the food, the bad gods woxrld enter into the men and 
kill them. Brother Broomhall replied, that they were under no ap-' 
prchcnfion of the bad god entering their food, let him pray as much 
as he plcafcd, he Ihould cat without fear ; but the pried faid, he did 
not willi to do him harm, and walked off confounded. This circum- 
dance Ihew's wc mud exped oppf)fition w'hcn wc have acquired the- 
lAguagc, and go forth among them to tedify that their deeds arc evil. 
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O that we may rejoice In being counted worthy to fufFcr for Chrift’s 
name fake ! 

The accounts of former navigators as to the populoufncis of the 
country arc greatly exaggerated. We think that not a fourth part lo 
many will be found as Captain Cook fuppofes, perhaps jiot a tenth. 

In this cxcurfion we vifitcd one chief, in whofc houfc W'crc many 
■w'oodcn gods, of different names : the "god of the fun, and moon, ^nd 
ftars, of men, and women, and children. See. They had each a fw ord, 
axe-, or hammer in their hands, w'hich, the prieft faid, w'as to kill 
thofe who offended them, unlcfs they offered a facrifice or atonement 
for their crime. When they offer any thing, whether men or hogs, 
or a canoe, they fay, “ Take this, and be not angry.” — ^Yet to thclc 
wooden reprefentatit cs they feemed to pay little refped. 

15th. Held a very profitable meeting, to exprefs the feelings of 
our minds refpc^ling the work in which we are engaged. Haffell and 
Hodges went to feck free fand at Oparre, but found none. Every houfe 
offered them fow'ls, if they would ftay the drefling ; and at Pomarre’s 
a hog was immediately killed and dreffed ; they got twenty pine-apple 
plants : and as they returned they wxrc met every where by the j>tuj)le 
w'ith apples, cocoa-nuts, and bread-fruit; and one man forced upon 
them a bufket containing a roafted fowl and bread-fruit, which tliey 
brought home. “ I took occaiiou,” fays (»nc of them, “ to lj)cak 
“ againft their intoxication with yava. I'hey laid it only made them 
“ dance, and tobacco did the fame. I wifti it neter had been brought 
“ here by us.” 

ipth — 23d. Sc\eral fuccccding days arc only marked w ith ordinan’ 
occurrences. Happily to-day our filler Henry increafed our number 
with a healthy female child, after a fafe and cafy deli\cry. Thus, 
inflcad of death making iroads among us, and in a climate lb dillerent 
from our native foil, not one of us is debilitated with difeafo. Surely 
the defire of evciy heart is to dc\ otc all our llrength to the glory of 
the great Author of it. 

27th. The boat goes on brifkly, and will foon be finiflied. Two

f t* us uciit to examine tlic coral reef before the moiiLh of tl.e river ; 
on the inliclc the depth is very Irregular; in ibnie places tlsc' v.ater is 
two or three fathoms, in others a boat can learcely pafs. 'I nc bottom 
is I'cautiini ; branching trees of coral, with fniell filh of the moll beau- 
tiful and ueul colours fwimming in the midil of them. Our wanoc 
uj)f t, lait no danger enlued. 

L'ftth. “ This evening, aftef divine fervicc, I vvalked,” fays W. 
I’uckey, “ with a native who had been fome time with us; and from 
“ the beautilul fcenc of creation around us, I took occafion lo dii- 
“ courfe of Him who made all thefe things. He faid, The God of 
Fretane made all things there, but not at Otaheite-; that one of their 
“ gods reached up, and Ibick the liars in the Iky ; and that Mau v^a. 
“ a being of enormous Ilrcngth, holds the fun w ith ropes, Ip that he 
may not go filler than he plcafcs. I endeavoured to undeceive him 
rcfpc^ling thefe talcs of their prietls ; and, pointing to the houle at 
“ Oparre, told him they were no gods wko were placed there, but the 
“ work of men’s hands ; for there the three great gods, Ooroo, Tanc, 
“ and Taroa arc, to whom they only facrifice in great extremities, 
when the priells fay they arc angry. I alked the young man, howr 
“ they knew they were angry. He faid. By fpeaking to us. I afi ‘d 
“ how this was done ; he laughing faid, on thefe occafions, a pneft 
“ wrapped himfelf in a bundle of cloth, rolled up like a ball, and 
“ fpoke in a Iharp, dirill,. fqueaking voice, ‘ I am angry ; fetch me 
“ hogs, kill a man, and my anger will be appeafed.’ I endeavoured to 
“ lliew' him the folly and knavery of the impollure, and regretted my 
“ want of w'ords and language to make myfelf better underllood. 

May the Lord haflcn the happy time, when the power of the golpel 
“ lliall take root in the hearts of thc/e benighted people!” 

29th. Rcdblvcd, without delay, to eredl a building for Mr. Lewis 
to print a vocabulary and grammar ; and that each member have a 
copy, and one be fent to the direi^lors. 

;u)th. Mamie Mamie lent his tayo, Mr. Cover, a prefent of a 
double canoe, tlirec goats, and about twenty fowls ; with thefe came 
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a letter from Andrew, the Swede, directed to Mr. Cover, whcrclu he 
expreffes a define to have fome of the carpenters fent o^er to Klineo, 
to affill in finllhing Manric Manne/s veil'd. We mucli fufjiecl the 
truth of what it contains, it is as follows : 

“ SlH, 

“ Upon the rcqudl of your friend Mrinnc Mamie, I mull inform 
you, that he delire.s your brethren would come (ner to us as f;on 
“ as poflihle ; and if no more than one can be liiarcd, that he would 
“ bring a faw along with him, by means of whieh we may be able 
“ to proceed in fmilhing the vclTel, which, at the prclent time, is in 
danger of being burnt down to allies, on account of a I'pite that Po- 
“ marre’s wife has againft the old n.an and me, ami e\cn yourfelvcs, 
“ for us telling her ghat the was in the wrong in killing of her own 
“ child. She has ordered the pcMolc in almolt every diftriCl of Eimeo 
“ to fei/,c upon the old man, and kill him, and us, and every one that 
“ fliould take his part. We were alTaulted the 8th of this month by 
“ an Inlurredion of about three hundred men, belonging to our owai 
“ place, that earn? on purpofe to inl'ult us ; but we being forewarned 
“ a few days ago of their intentions, they did not lliceced to their 
“ will), as the fteward and 1 were on our guard ; and, as foon ,.s t!ie\ 
“ began to inililt the old man, by firing a round or t,\ti among, i: 
“ tlieni they difperfed w ithout the lofs of any life, or hurt, exi eptonc 
*“ man that was wounded hy me, at the hill onlet, with my cutlals. 
“ 'They have now' alked our pardciii, and begged j)cace ; but are hill 
very mlftrullful of them, as they have removed what little they lun ' 
“ to a diftant part ; that W'c are under the neeeflity of kcej-ing a gocul 
look-out at night, for fear of them fettlng fire to the 1 wiia h 

“ they have threatened to do. So if you cannot Iparc aiiv >'i t !ic Inc- 
‘‘ thren to come oyer, pleafe to fend w'cvrd by the bearer ot this what 
“ you think is bcfl to be done. And, if any one (houhl conic, I would 
“ advlfe them to bring Ibmcthlng of defence with them, as that would 
“ greatly add to the fccurity of ourlelvcs, as well as that oI the vcifel. 
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“ He. has likcwll'c fulfilled his promlfe to you, by fending you a pair 
'' of canoes, three goats, and fbmc fowls. He has alfb font by tlie 
“ bearer two pieces of red cloth, which he wiflics you to get made 
“ into an uniform coat, turned up with black or blue, and to have it 
“ done as foon as pofliblc, fb that the bearer of this may bring it back 
“ with him when he returns, w'hich will be fome time in going round 
“ to Tiarabop. 

“ For my own part, I am fiirry I could not come over to you, on 
“ account of the old man being afraid to ftay by himfelf amongft 
“ thofe troublefomc neighbours of ours. We arc Hill contented, and 
“ will be more comforted by hearing that you and your brethren enjoy 
** good health, unity and concord amongft yourfeh es, and peace w|f h 
“ the natives. I have no more new's at prefent, and thciefore remain, 
“ with efteem, your friend and well-winicr, 

(Signed) “ Andrew Cornelius Lind.” 


At a meeting of the brethren, w'hcre this letter was read, it was 
thought unfafe for any of them to go to Eimeo while there was a caufc 
of apprehcnfion and danger. Neither could they 5t that time fpare a 
fiiw,. as they were employed in much neceflary work of their own. 
But they agreed that the coat for Manne Manne fhould be made with 
all polhhlc difpatch. 

We have ftrong intimations given us that Mickletvright and the 
Swede intend to feizc Manne Manne’s vcflel as loon as Ihe is fit for fea, 
and make for Port .Tacklbn. 

This afternoon our boat being completed, with the help of the na- 
tives, we got her out of the houfc, and launched her into the river. 
It is twgnty-two feet long, fix broad, forty-lix inches at each end ; the 
bottom fcventccn ; height two feet fix inches. Forty natives and two 
or three brethren jumped in as llic went off, and rowxd down to the 
fea : Ihc moves \ cry fwiftly, confideriqg her flat bottom, draws only 
two inches of water, and is about lix tons burden. 

.Tune ift. Held our preparation meeting for the Lord’s flipper ; 
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brother JefFerfbn, leader : a prccloiis and profitable fealbn ; great open- 
nefs of heart. Where any grievance had fubfifted, each acknowledged 
his fault, and cxprelTed tender mutual forgivcnels ; and much bleffing 
fallowed. 

2d, 3d. Employed in fitting up a printer’s drop, ^'ifited by a 
number of flrangers, and by Whydooi, the younger brother of Po- 
marre, with his wife, a very elegant woman : fitted up a bcdllcad for 
him, w'ith which he was highly gratified. 

4th. Enjoyed the ordinance of tlie Lord’s fupper; A huge body, 
of natives aflembling round us, w'C embraced the opportunltv of read- 
ing to them an addrefs, trauflatcd by the Swede, which tlic> fald they- 
underflood, exprclfcd themfclvcs plcafed, and fj)oke of it to one an- 
other., 

5th. About fifty people croifed the ri\cr, fent from Pomarre with 
provilions, conlilling of three liogs, bread-fruit, cocoa-nut, and moun- 
tain plantain, which each man carried at the ends of a pole paffed 
o\'cr his fhoulder. 

Gth. The monthly prayer-meeting at nine. How many holy hands 
arc lifted up for us ! 

7th. The natives who live with n- pilfer from us ; one (.'f them 
this morning confcfl'cd, and impoaclicd hi cornpauions. I'liey cliarged 
principally two perfons who had left us; t fent iar, and one 
of them being taken, owned the floaling of a 'aige axe, and a check 
fliirt. He was imprifonctl, but the flolen goods being brouglit back 
by his friends, he was releafed w'ith' a reprimand ; a cleaver was a!f) 
found at Attahooroo, and brought back. The other thief being at the 
illand of Eimeo, the natives fet off in a canoe to take him. In the 
evening I fpokc to the young man we had difehart >■ d, reminded him 
of the kindnefs we had Ihewu him when ill, and los ingratitude; he 
faief, with tears in his eyes, he was a taata eno, a ve y l>ad man. 

gth. Dr. Gillham having his clothes flolen wh' o he was bathing, 
three or four of us purfued the thief ; he fled. Hearing a drum, wc 
hafled to the place, and having Intelligence the thief was there, wc 

z 
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rufticd in, and fcizcd him finely drefled for dancing ; about a hundred 
•fled in a minute ; we begged them not to be frightened, as we only 
wanted the thief, whom we brought off, and chained to a pillar of the 
houfe ; yet he contrived to go off w'ith the padlock ; but being pu?- 
fued, it was recovered, and he was difmiffcd. None ever think of rc- 
fifting; yet, ftrange to tell ! though they will run any rifk to Ileal, 
they fcarcely ever ufe what they get, but lay it up. Pomarre and 
Otoo have each more articles than any aniong us, yet they produce 
none, w'ear only a piece of cloth round them, and arc ever craving for 
more. 

1 1th. Brother Cover baptized the infant daughter of brother Henry, 
and preached a very judicious difeourfe on baptifm. Many of the 
natives were [)refent, and looked with Avondcr, as if inquiring, what 
can thefe things mean ? They all exp^tifed great plcafu re that a white 
woman had produced a- child among rhem, and arc exceedingly fond 
of the infant. Hearing a hceV& the other fide of the river, w-^e culled 
to them to dcfill. Old Pyatca’s wife came out, and laid they would 
do fo no more, as it w'as the God of Pietanc’s day, and immediately 
left olf dancing. 

We walked up the valley about a mile, where we have thoughts of 
creeling our new manfions ; fat down under a tree : the natives, men, 
women, and children, flocked^ around us, and fat dowm ; fung 
an hymn, and went to prayer for the fhlvation of the heatlien, in 
which thcmfelves joined in attitude. “ O how I antedate the time,” 
fays Puckey, “ wdien I fhall be able to fpeak the language of thefe 
** poor heathen ! what opportunities fliaH 'I then enj('y! O for more of 
“ the primitive zeal of God’s faints to declare'his tmth !” 

12th. This day the coat w as lent to Eimeo for Manne Manne by 
a man frbm Cornelius Idnd, who -wtiited for that purpofe. A letter 
accompaniiid it in anfwer to that we had received. 
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‘‘ SiH, Matin'ai, June \2ih. 

“ Your letter of the 1 0th ult. I received on the 2yth, witli u canoev 
^three goats, and fcvcral fowls, as a prefent from my tayo Mann<r 
“ Mannc ; for which you will make him my grateful ackiiowledg- 
ments, and aflurc him it will afford me pleafure when I lhall able 
“ to render him a more fuitable return. Your requeft that two of the 
“ miffionarics might be fent to affift in finilhing the vcffcl, I laid 
“ before our body, and it was unanimoufly agreed, that in the prefent 
“ Hate of the focicty w'e could not part w ith any of the brethren, bc- 
“ caufe of the work ncceffary to be done before the arrival of the Duff; 
“ which we expe^ in a few days ; and all the time we can fparc will 
“ be needed for getting ready our letters for Europe. 

“ With rcfpe(ft to the infurredlion you mention of the 8th ult. va- 
“ rious reports have reached our cars, which give us great uncatinefs, as 
“ we were informed you had killed two men. Knowing neither tlic 
“ caute which led to the perpetration of fuch an a6l,. nor the confe* 
“ quences which might rcfult from it, we were induced to recall five 
“ of our brethren who were on leave of abfence in the dlftrift of Pa^* 
“ parra and Tiaraboo; We hope you gave no caufc to the natives to 
“ commence fuch an affault. If it really originated in the bread of 
“ Iddcah frtim the part you took in reproving her for her crime, fear 
not her difpleafurc ; the Lord who hateth iniquity is able to deliver 
“ you out of her hand. You afk our advicc,^what is beft to be done : 
“ we really know not how to counfel you in this refpc<^l, but hops 
“ your perfons by this time are out of danger of Iddeah’s refentmentv 
“ Should it continue on, tlie caulc you fuggeft, "c Ihould afford you 
“ protection under our roofi 

“ By the bearer wp fend an uniform coat for Mamie Mannc, made of 
“ the cloth font us, and hopc.it will give -him fatistaClion. The brethren 
** join with, me in grateful acknowledgments for all lerviccs; and 

“ I remain your fmccrc friend, 

“ J. F. Cover.”

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A fa<R was reported to tis this day, which, if true, was Ihocking. 
In one of Captain Cook’s vifits he left a great monkey, who was 
made a chief at Attahooroo ; lie had a wife and thirty ferrants, and 
abundance of c\cry thing : they called him Taata ooree harrai, tfll 
great 'man clog. One day the woman feeing him catch the flies and 
cat them, v. liich they abominate, flie ran away into the mountains ;■ 
tlic liionkcy and his toutous purfued, but being met by Temarre, who 
was jealous of his authority, he knocked him down with a club, and 

killed him. 

One of our brethren this evening fitting in his birth writing, a 
young girl carn^: in, and cxprefled her furprife that we behaved fc) 
different to them from what all our countrymen had done. He told 
her that fuch pra<!:tices were wicked, and that if we did fuch things 
our God would be angry. “ Oh,” faid Ihe, “ but I will come to you 
in the night, and then none can fee us.” — He replied, “ Nothing 
can be lueV fr(;>m our God ; the night to him is as bright as the day, 
“ and there is no darknefc or ihadow' of death where any of the workers 
“ of w ickednefs can hide thcmfclvcs. But, if you firft put away your 
‘‘ evil cufloms, then w e flionld love you.” 

l lth. Vifitcd by Mawrc'ia, with a vail fupply of vegetables; three 
arreoies accompanied him, amazingly fat, and tattoued all over. This 
focicty is confbuirly Avandcring about from ifland to ifland. They arc 
the lincrL perf ms vve- ha’. c. fecn, arc laid to have each two or three 
wi\cs, which the', cxchamrc with each other; and inhumanlv murder 
every infant'that'is born among them. Wherever they go they cxer- 
eife power to feize w'hat they want from the inhabitants. They fmitc 
their hand on their hreaft, and fay, “ Harit, give,” whenever they 
covet any thing, and none dares ddny them. They never work ; live 
by plunder; yet arc highly refpeded, as none but jAcrfons of rank arc 
admittr-d among them. This makes women fo fcarcc, and other horrid 
vices fo common. May God hallen the time of reformation ! 

Kith. The weather has been unfettlcd for two or three days. In 

V 

general we luu c had it delightful and plcafant ; and no hotter than 
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we have felt in England. We have been able to work all day u itliout 
inconvenience. 

18 th. Opened the day as ufual, and enjoyed much of God’s pre- 
iSncc; embraced the opportunity to addrefs the naLi\c.s in a written 
difeourfe. They affured us that men, vv'omen, and clnldren uaderllood 
us, and faid, in Engllili, “ Very nice, and very good;’’ repeating it 
often, but defired we would put away the Pretanc parow, and Ij^cak 
to them in their own tongue, which we promifed them to do ns fooa 

as we fliould be able. And oh, that He may give us fome of thefe 
fouls for our hire, who fent us hither! We might have a ht>ll of con- 
verts if, like many miffionaries, we would admit to Ixiptifm thofe vvh» 
confefs our God and religion to be better than their own. But till we 
fee them created anew in Chriil Jefu.s, and turned truly from darkne/s 
to light, and from the power of Satan unto God, we fhall not admit 
them to the participation of our facred ordinances. 

A brother took oecafion to fpcak to Tappeoy, one of our affiflants, 
and explain w hat Mr. Cover had preached in the morning, and -told 
him he had himfclf left father, and mother, and filler, and many 
friends, to inform him about our God and Saviour Jefus Chriil, he. 
He liflencd with attention, and feemed much affected, faying. Never 
En<rlilhmcn there bcl'orc talked and a^lcd as we did.

l(,)tb. Got up the flag-ftaff forty feet high, rigged like a mail, but 
had like to hav e loll my life, fays W. Puekey, in procuring it Irom the 
mountains, whither we went. The natives climb like fquirrcls. I fol- 
lowed them till the rock became perpendicular, and I dreaded, when 
I looked down, how to defeend again without being dallied in pieces. 
I committed myfelf to God, and holding by little pits in the rods 
very llippcry widi rain, defeended trembling ; one hold failing, I mult 
have gone headlong down the precipice ; indeed, w ithout the liclp of 
the nativ’cs, I never could have got ^own at all. I immediately offered 
them tlie.filli-hooks and beads about inc. One llrunger only ac- 
ccptc^^lUfh'hook ; the reft refuled to take any thing from me; and 
he who took the hook laid he would go and get the pede w e wanted. 
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A chief had a hog ready drefTcd for us, and faid, any poles we 
wifhcd Ihould be fent on Friday. As we came back we found the 
river much fwollcn with rain, and were carried over in many places 
by the natives. The valley was full of applet-trees loaded with fruit, 
and hundreds lying on the ground neglcftcd. 

On the 24th feveral natives came from other diftri^ls where the 
bread-fruit began to-be fcarce, to gather fome from the trees in Mata- 
vai ; upon which thofc of the diftrid, confidering the brethren as pro- 
prietors, came and complained to them ; faying, that except they pre- 
vented it, there would be no fruit left. Accordingly two of our body 
were difpatchcd to talk with them, and claimed their foie right to all 
the prodxice of the trees. The flrangers promifed to come no more, 
only begged permiffion to take what they had got, vVhich was granted; 
and alfb a canoe lent them, the better to convey the fruit home. 

The old chief, according to promife, brought us the poles, for which 
a knife was given him, and fome red feathers, which greatly delighted 
him. Went to Oparre in our boat for wood ; hofpitably entertained ; 
vifited the moral, where the great god Ooroo refidcs ; reprefented by 
an ugly piece of wood ; faw there feveral altars and fkulls of men w ho 
had been facrificcd. One of the altars was forty-five feet long, fup- 
ported on pillars of the bread fruit tree about feven feet high ; the 
other about twelve foet f<juare, and on the top an arched fhed like the 
tilt of a waggon ; here the wooden god was laid. One fkull wc ob<- 
lerved fplit acrofs, and in the mldft of the moral a fait pool with a 
young turtle. — Oh ! when fhall all thefc horrid fcencs be clofcd, and 
.Ghrift alone be exalted ? 

; : th. Service as ufual. The natives are very fond of being drefTcd; 
WC' have lent clothes to feveral, which at night they honeftly returned ; 
but they have committed fome petty thefts, and we hardly know what' 
to do with them-: we are loth to pvuufh them, yet impxmity emboldens 
them, in depredation. 

A native coming into our apartments, a brother took occafibn to 
fpcak to him about God. He owned the Otaheitcan gods were enow,. 
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bad, for they ate men, hogs, bread-fruit, &c. which the Pretanc God 
did not, and was “ a good fellow,” an Englilh term he had picl<cd up. 
He obferved alfo, that when we fpoke to the Pretanc God the good 
rain comes, and when we do not the good rain goes away, and the hot 
fun Ihines ; a heavy rain having fallen on two fucceflive fabbaths. 

20th. A great quantity of bread-fruit was brought to-day to make 
mahic, as the time approaches when ripe fruit will be fcarce iri' the 
dillriil for two months. It is truly w^onderful to lee how Providence 
has furnifticd this place : as foon as the bread-fruit fails in this diftrid 
it is ripe in another, fo that we ncyer w'ant. Cocoa-nuts and plantain 
we have all the year round ; as the cvec apples get ripe on one tree, 
young ones come on in another. Few trees ever lofc their leaves, and 
arc only deftitute of fruit for about two months. 

27th. A prefent came from Pomarre for the tw'o brethren who 
work at the forge : a pair of good canoes, levcn lobftcrs, a number of 
fine Ihells, feven or eight couple of fowls, two large hogs, with a 
quantity of Otahcitcan cloth ; and a melTage to come to him for more 
whenever they w'anted. 

28th. A looklng-glafs was flolen by a female native from the 
women’s apartment ; w'c refoh'cd to expel the man and. his wife till it 
was reftored. Held our monthly meeting before the communion in 
great union of heart. 

2(jth. Had a neft of fix young rabbits; if tl^cy profper, tlie hills 
will foon breed them in abundance. Met before the communion ; 
happy unanimity prevailing among us, and unreftrained freedom of 
communication. Paid a vifit to Oparre ; moft hofpitably entertained 
byMaw'roa: he appears- a ftcady friend. About half the beautiful 
valley in which he liws belongs to him ; went with him a-fifliing with 
a fmall feinc; caught plenty of falmon-trout. 

30th. Preparing-dotters for the return : of the vcflcl, and our ufoal 
employments. , 

July ifl. Otoo fent a meflage, defiring us to difeharge certain per- 
fons from the houfe,- whom he deferibed as great thieves ; at the fame 
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time he nominated others, whom he willicd to . rccx)mmcnd to us in 
the capacity of feriants. Thefe. the brethren knew to be the creatures 
of Otoo, or, more properly, a part of his mifehievous gang, and fa\v 
dearly, and without uujuft fufpicion, that he wanted them in for no 
other purpo/c than to Ileal with the greater facility ; therefore his mo- 
tion was rejected. Though it w'as true many things had been Rolen, 
yet w'c did not think the Icrvants guilty : but Otoo’s having his own 
men conftantly going about the diftrids dealing from the poor natives 
whatever they fee, fvifhcicntly charaderizes tliem, and would deter 
our people from keeping any of them about the hoiife. 

- 5th. A grand ail’embly of arreoies ylfited Pyeteah, and began their 
fports on tlie other fide of the river; many came over the river, and 
heard brother Cover, forming, as ufual, a half-circle before him. 

0th. A great fliout of the natives this morning,. “ Tc pahcc, 
'' Te pahec,” brought us out of our houfc, and to our great joy the 
white fails flionc before us; went many of us on board, and rejoiced 
with the captain in the perfed health and fafety of all the crew. 
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CHAPTER XIII. 


TranfaSilons durhg our Stay at Otaheitc, and Survey to afceriuin the 

Population of the IJland. 

T he tnmfu^lions of this fccond viflt will dcfervc a difriiirt coiiJi- 
deration. The joy of mectini^ was great, but the ihi}' of tlu- 
lliip being no longer neceirary, a ipecd)' departure was announced, and 
every prcj.aration begun : among thcic was tlie dil'eharge of the re- 
maining cargo, and thofe treafnres of iron and Heel that v^'orc ttj be 
now finally divided between the mifliionarics at the Friendly anil 
Society lllands. Accordingly, on the Gth of July, Mr. Harris being 
landed with his property, in the evening the captain w ent on Ib.ore ; 
when a meeting was held, w'herc the puldic journal was read, and 
various matters were difcufTcd concerning the proceedings of the fo- 
ciety, and how' they Ihould divide the things in the fliip between 
them and the party at Tongataboo : when it was agreed to chooie 
two brethren to av‘l in their behalf, and two for thenifelvcs, under the 
inlpcCdion of the captain. 

7th. This morning the four miflionarics appointed to di\idc the 
goods began their work; the captain fuperintended, and Mr. Jefferfon 
a(^ed as fccrctary. taking an account of the various articles which each 
party received. This buflncfs, it was forefeen, would coll much time 
and trouble ; but as no other method could be devifed of giving aij 
parties lati.sfadion, the captciin -promifed to flay till theftrfl of Augnft, 
which would alfb give the brethren time to finilh their letters. The 
captain obferves with plcafure, that the two brethren appointed to rc- 
prefent their brethren at Tongataboo were moll attentive to their intc« 
reft, and rather a larger lharc was allotted them than if two of them- 
fclves bad been prefent.

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. An iTwitatifin was Il*nt to the wives of the miflionaries, who, agree- 
ably thereto, dined and fpent the day on board : they exprefl'ed much 
plcalurc on finding us all in good health and I’pirits, and left us in the 
evening highly delighted with their vifit. As for the natives, they 
crowded on board, few coming empty-handed : many of them were 
in. the Englifh drefles which had been given them by the bretiurcn;_ 
and fcvcml of them- fpoke many phralcs of broken Englilh, fuch as„ 
** Welcome again; (rlad to fee you. Captain Wilfon.” 

8th. Iddeah fent a meflenger this morning to know if flic might 
come to our hoiife. On confultation, we agreed that brother Cover 
fliould go and fpcak with her; and that if Ihecxprcflcd any concern 
for her cruelty to her infant, and aflTuredns Ihc w’ould no more offend 
iis with fuch. conduft, we fliould be glad to receive her. In this flie 
acqiiioTce<l, though we have no great profpeft of a change : flie came, 
however, under fuch profcflions, and drank tea with Mrs. Cover ; and 
continuing w'ith us till dark, returned much plcafcd with her reception. 

Qth. To-day being Sunday, not one canoe was Iccn ofl' in' the bay, 
and the whole diftrift appeared mmtrkably quiet. Mr. Cover and 
Lewis came on board to a<Jl, as chaplains for the day : the former 
preached irt the forenoon from the fccond cpiiye of Peter, chap. iii. 
\cr. 1 8.; the latter in the afternoon from Philippi ans, chap. i. ver. ‘ 2 h ,. 

lAth. Andre\v the Swede came from Eimeo, and prefented the 
captain with a fine turtle. Mawrba, a kind friend to us and the milV 
fibnarles, brought a hog and a great quantity of bread-fruit ; his wife, 
named Aow h, was with him ; flic was formerly. the wife of Motuara, 
chief of Eimeo, is the real filler of Pomarre, and mother of Tetua the 
prclent queen, Otoo’s wife : flie is a verj' intelligent woman, and Mawv 
r6a htmfelf is better acquainted with, die iflands tham any man we 
have converfed with. Aowh informed us, that in the family of which 
flic was a branch, the reigning prince had been, calljed Otoo ; which 
nam6 pafled to their firft- bom, whether male or: fcmalfc, the inflant it 
was bom ; the cullom obliging the father ever after to take feme other 
name. I mentioned before, that the grandfather of the prefeut Otoo 
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changed his to Otey, his fkthcr to that of Tcina, ami next to that of 
Pomarfc, and fon ; for having loft their royalty by the biith of their 
child, they may change their names as oft as tliey jalcafe, but cannot 
“before. Otey was the father of Pomarre, Oreepiah (lately deccal’cd), 
Whydooa, chief ^f Wapiawno, and Ao.wh. W'^hydooa is an ancuic 
of the firft rank, has a rough, difgufting look, and is muclt addided 
to ava drinking ; he w.as amongft our vifitors of this day, and received 
a prefent : they were exceedingly glad to fee us, and cxprclled much 
attachment. 

It has already been noticed, that Ibmc of the brethren had made 
«a tour of the ifland, and fuppofed tlic number of inhabitants on both 
peninlulas to be about fifty thoufand : this I'um, though Icfs than a 
.quarter of what Captain Cook calculated them at, was ftill thought 
>by us as greatly exceeding the population. Therefore Captain Wilfon 
agreed with Peter to accompany me in a circuit of tlie iiland, and to 
try feme method of eftimating the number of people In each diftrld. 
On Tuefday the 1 1th we accordingly fet off, having firft engaged a 
man to convey us acrofs the numerous rivulets which we muft necef- 
farily pafs, and two others to carry my linen and what things Peter 
wanted. It was about noon when we landed near One Tree hill, and 
began the journey eaftward through the interior of Matavai, where the 
land is far from being clear of underwood ; for the beft roads are un- 
pleafant by rcafon of the long grafs, which bears a bur called by the 
natives pccrcc-pecrce, and adlicring to the ftockings becomes painful; 
the flics were alfb very troublcfomc. The bread-fruit and cocoa-nut 
trees abounded in perfc<ftion, and afforded an excellent lhadc from the 
heat of the fun. In this diftri<ft there arc alfo the w’ild cotton trcc.s, 
ibmc of which were in bloom, but being of a very interior kind made 
no luxuriant Ihcw ; "fbme fjjots were planted with ava and fugar-cane, 
and in fbmc places the* latter was growing w’ild. 

TPhc' river of Matavai receives its fupplics from the lofty mountains 
•which hereabouts form the interior of the ifland ; then running a 
winding eourft down the valley, and through the low groun^l of 
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the d'flru^, ch^lc by the miffionary houfe, and difcmbop^ucs at 

the extrcniitv ot'I’oint Venus. At the entrance from the lea it is lb 
lliallow, th.it no vcilel drawing abinc two or three feet water elm enter 
it ; nor can thev proceed farther up' than a quarter of a mile. When 
SVC came t<j it-. h,mk.«, Peter Hicwed me the <pf)t%vhcre lie dilplayed 
his liiif fc:it< in their wars, and wliich ultiniatciy ended f) much in 
favour of Punvarrc and his fon Otoo. I dcfircd him to trivc me fome 
account ol' tlicm. He immediately complied; but dwelt fo much 
upon bis own performances, as rendered it dilllcult for me to llparatc 
tbe circntlal.s of the I'tory from his frivolous boafting. 

The lirll war, he laid, happened in \ when he had been but 
live months upon the i{lan(l. It Iccms, that a chief named Wliajuao 
had luccecdcd iti wrelling the diftrift of Wliapiawno from Wliydboa ; 
and confeious that by this ufurpation he w'ould olFend Pomarre, lie 
prepared to attack him firft, but did not conduff his plans with lb 
much fecrecy as to prevent his dcfigns coming to the knowledge of 
Pomarre. The latter, though not a warlike chief, prepared to oppolc 
Whanno with all his Ifrength. Peter and Andrew' were eiigagccf, 
with the Jew, who was a good markfman. Whanu ) had to affilf him 
almoft every chief on the north-eaft lidc of the large peninlida. When 
all was ready, the latter chief lent word to P<miaTrc of what he in- 
tended ; and a day or two after entered Matavai with all his men. 
Iddcah was at that time on Ibmc bufinels at the caftern part of the dil- 
trlff, and nearly fell into their hands ; they chafed her to the river, 
wlicrc Pomarre "s party Hood ready to receive them. Iddcah got fafe 
OTtir, and placed herlelf in the front of the mcH; when one ol’ the 
erterriy, bolder than the rell, ran acrofs the ftream, and aimed a Hroke 
at her; and would, but for Peter, who Hood clofe by, have cffc<Hed. 
her death : he running to her aid, and feeing the man lift his club, 
wrefted it out of his hands; chafed him back through the river; and 
more of the party coming up,* the man wa^ killed. The body of* 
Whanno’s troops had retired a little back ; but one Ikulking behind 
a tree was fliot. -Tim threw all the reft of Whanno’s men into a 
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panic ; tliey precipitately fled, and in jfreat confufion ; two more were 
flain in the chalc, from which Pom-irre returned vi<ftor, 'J'his fecured 
to him the diftrids of Matavai, Oparre, and 7'ettaha, all lie I'ccms 
tiicu to have been poiTeffed of. Five or lix days after this l.c rnuflered 
his men, now flnflred. with fuccefs, and proceeded to Whapiawno. 
Whaniio and his men were afraid ; a runnin;r fij-Jit took plaec, one 
woman was killed, but the warriors fled to the mountains. Houe\tr, 
in three days they came down and renewed t!ic ormbat, and were now 
fevcrcly' beaten, no lefs than t\vcnty-{i\c. of their numlier hieing flain; 
which, confidering their lb.;>ne(S to clofc in liattlc iinee tlie introduc- 
tion of a few nmfkcLs, was certainly a great number. Thls\idorv 
entirely cruflicd Whaimo, and by it all the northern fide of the penln- 
fula, from Matavai to the illhmus, became fuhjccd to Poniarrc and his- 
fon Otoo. Still they had powerful enemies w ho were meditating a 
grand attack upon them ; thefe were W^yhcaiua, king of Tiaraboo, 
and Teirrane, chief over all the diflrlils on li'.c liaith fide from the 
Ifthmus down to Attahooroo : over the latter dillrliT was young 
Tovvha, who wlflied to remain neuter, but was forced by Poniarrc to 
join hv. party, though he was more inclined to favour Temarre, and 
was afterwards charged with having fccrctly concerted matters fo as to 
gain him the battle. Temarre encouraged his men by telling them 
that he had mufkets, powder, ball, and white men, as well as his ad- 
veriiiry ; and that thcmlclvcs w ere more numerous than Otoo’s party. 
The whites he hatl were Cmnnor, an Irifliman, and .lames Butcher, a 
Scotchman, both of the Matilda’s crew. Accordingly, about a month 
after the battle of Whapiawno, thefe powerful adverfaries met in the 
difbri^l of Attahooroo ; but being afraid of each other in no fmnll de- 
gree, the firft day was f[)ent and nothing done. In all their movements 
they furrounded the white men, trufting more in them than ever an 
Afiatlc did in his elephant. On the fecond day the unfet began ; but 
in a (liort time 7'bwha’s men, who were in front, ran away, and all 
Pomarre’s followed their example ; which was afterwards charged cm 
Tow^ha, as his prcconcertcid feheme: Peter, Andrew, . and the Jew, 
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however, Rood their ground, and Riot four men. Butolrer and 
Connor were obliged to run for their lives, and -Oammo, the father 
of Temarre, was killed by a mufket fkot. Thefe advantages brought 
itheir party back to afliR them ; all their advx:rfaries fled, and a com- 
plete vielory was gained for Pomarre, whom they found at a great 
dilhuiee from the fight, quite overcome with -fear, and B'ing flat on 
the ground, held faft by the roots of a tree. Wlicn they acquainted 
him with their fuccefs he w-ould hardly believe it, but continued to 
lie like one out of his fenfes : fo little courage did this chief of the 
victorious armv pofl'efs. The routed party fled to the remoter dif^riits; 
fome took refuge in the hills; one ;nan in particular got up a very 
dangerous precipice, and threw large Rones on his enemies below', 
and kept his Ration till he knew their rage had fubfided. The con- 
jfequencc of this battle was, that Temarre became RityeiR to the victors; 
was obliged to give to Otoo the great morai at Pappara: alfo every 
other privilege of the fupreme chief. A houfe was built by Otoo in 
all his diRrifts, where fome of his fervants conRantly refide, and he 
occafionally vifits : they reprefent his fovereignty, and none dare to 
pafs them without Rripping, the fame as to himfelf. However, not- 
withRandiug thefe things, the pqw'er of Temarre was Rill very great ; 
he was left in poflclTion of all his diRrLls, and exercifes the office of 
chief prieR of the Eatooa on that fide of the ifland. 

Towha being charged with treachery, was Rripped of his diRrict, 
;and obliged to live as a private man in Pappara. Wyheatua had fled 
to Tiaraboo, where in a fhort time after he was defeated, and reduced 
in a like manner as Towha to a private Ration, and Otoo’s younger 
brother made prince of his kingdom. 

Pomarre being now in poflfeffion of all Otaheite, thought of re- 
venging the injury the chief of Eimeo had formerly done by deflxoying 
his canoes and the houfes of Matavai. With this intent he fcrlt 
his party againR that ifland, where his After Wyreedc Aowh made 
fome refllfancc ; , b>it feven of her mqn.^ing obliged 

to.acknpiivledge ^h!? u;oti^!A<tror* .and ta^ ktx^ rc^nce ^ 
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Ijlcit«; In' her (lead Iddcah and Mannc Marine were made chiefs of 
the ifland. 

Thus Pomarre (the Otoo of Captain Cook), on whom the favour 
of the Englilh had drawn many enemies, and who at different times 
was fo chafed and ftraitened by them, that, afraid of his life, he has 
frequently entreated his vifitws to take him off. the ifland, had now, 
at a very good time, extended his pow'er far beyond all former example,, 
and that without either courage or talents for war comparable to his 
enemies ; fo that I cannot but aferibe it to the providence of the Al- 
mighty, who ordercth all things after the counfcl of his own will, 
and for the accomplifliment of his glory and gracious purpofes. In 
whatever way thefe evaits arc viewed, they certainly arc much in fa- 
vour of the miffion ; for it is clear, that thofe employed In it can pro- 
ceed in their work wlth greater fafety than when the natives wcrc ctm^- 
tiinially engaged in war. 

Leaving Matavai river, we came to the caffern part of the diftri<5l 
of Matavai, called Tcahonoo, over which Wyreede Aowh prcfidcs. 
She and her fecond hufband, Mawroa, were at Op^c, where they 
allb have a dwelling. Their houfe in thi-s plfice is exceedingly neat 
and clean ; . before it is a platform of gravel flones carefully levelled 
and iinooth, and at the front of this a regular row of coco4-nut trees ; 
anil by the. fide of the houfe a fine rivulet of frcfli water runs from the 
hills. The low land hereabouts is not more than a hundred yards wide^ 
Her fervants were bufy preparing a brown dye from the bark of a tree 
called mohoo, which they broke, fniall into a bowl of water, and let- 
ting it lie till foftened, they bruifed it till the liquid became of the 
cotour they wanted. We next afeended a high hill called Tappal icy, 
which runs into the fea, and feparates Matavai from Whyripoo. The 
hill is .included in the former diftrid, a great flonc on the caft fide 
being fixcd*on for the boundary of each. 

From Tappahey the fmall diftri<fl of Whyripoo extends near a mile, 
the ftiore (Iraight, and the low ground about two hundred yards wide; 
it has alfo a valley of frhall extent. We walked about half isray along* 
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it, and (topped for a v hilc at the lioufe of Inna Madua, the widow of. 
Orcepiah. She was abfent, but her head fervant Aheinc Eno rcccn cd 
me kindly, and would have drefled (bme fifh if I had promifed to 
wait ; but wanting to go further, I declined his offer. This nuui 
ha\ing a fhrevvd, intelligent countenance, I defired Peter to communi- 
cate to liiin the purpofc of our journey, and to a(k how many pcrfoiLs 
he thought ufually rcfidcd in Whyripon.; affigning for our motive the 
illi of the carees of Pretane to render them iervicc according to their 
numbers: when he inftantly fuggeiled a mode, which I afterwards 
adopted. He fald that in VVhyripoo there were four matteynas, and 
to each matteyna there w ere ten tees ; and by thefe he eftimated the 
number of men, women, and children, to be about two hundred and 
fifty. I dellrcd him to explain what a matteyna was, and what was a 
tee^ The former, he faid, was a principal houfe, diftinguilbed either 
by a degree of rank in its ancient or prefent ow ner, or by a portion of 
land being attached to it ; and fiimetimes on account of its central 
fituation to a few other houfes : that the matteyna fets up a tee (or 
image) at the moral, which entitles it to the liberty of worfliipping 
there ; and the other houfes in tli^ department of the matteyna claim 
a part in the fame privilege, and arc thence called tecs : that in foinc 
matteynas there are eight or nine perfons in the family, in others but 
two or three ; and that it frccpiently happens, that a matteyna or a 
tec is t(^t:dly cc/eiLcd. Therefore, from this account, and what I 
afterwards favv of the thin population, I allow but fix perfons to each 
matteyna, and the fame to a tec, as the latter is often occupied by a 
larger iamily than the former, and as both terms do fometimes apply 
to the fa'iK* houlc ; confequcntly, as often as this occurs, there will 
will be an error of (lx in excefs. 

According to the absve, the number in

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Aheine Eno, the name this naan at prclcnt went by, means a bad 
woman; it feems that his miftrefs Inna Madua was a character of 
this kind, and had got this name bom the natives ; but not liking it, 
transferred the name (though ppt the odium) to her ferv^ant. This 
diftridt did belong to Whapiawncj, but was lately picfeated by Why- 
dooa to his brother’s widow. 

The next projediing hill which obltriuftcd ourpaiugc is called Uow'- 
fow-aparc; it divides Whyripoo. from Whapiawao : we. palled, it by 
the tea up to the ancles in w^ater, and then, had to walk round a bay 
about a quarter of a mile wide, when we came to a fine border of low 
land, which at this part> being the weft entrance of the diftridb, is 
about a furlong and a half wide, in length CQaftwile a mile and a half, 
and at the eaft part not quite a furlong wide ; .thence to the eaft eiid 
of the dlftriil the hills run dole io the fta, and the road lies overlKig- 
ged fharp rocks. There is a fine valley which opens about a mile eaft 
of Row-row-aparc, abounds with fruit-trees a confiderable way up, 
and is inhabited. This is the only, valley that runs quite acrofs the 
ifland ; on the oppofite fide it opens, into Pappara, a little weft of the 
great morai. * 4 ■ 

.Whydooa refidcs at the weft part of the low laiid ; and as it was too 
late for me to reach another dlftrid, I propofed ftaying here for the 
night. Both himfclf and his wife I knew were, /at the Ihip, but hi.i 
head man, or overfeer, very readily dtefTeeJ a pig ;• and after 0 had 
dined I took a walk through the diftridt, and Peter w-lth me. The 
houles here were all neat and well-built, and there, was bread-fruit in 
abundance. Wc flopped at one place where ihre^ houfcs flood, and in- 
quired of the owner, how many matteynas vrcrc in the diftilcl ; to 
anfwer this he took forac fmall rods, and naming each mattcyiia a.-^ 
he counted them into Peter’s hand, made the whole nmuber tl.iriy- 
two, including Whyripoo, 'for which he counted the l-uno as I had 
got before ; therefore, deducling four, the number is twenty- eight. 
In /ome,-he faid, were ten tees, in others nine, eight, and feven j and 
made the fame oblci*vation.> on their being peopled as Aheine Eno 
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had done : therefore, as I could not get the tees exa6tiy, I counted as 
under : viz.

Before we got back to Whydooa’s houfe it was dark, and they had 
all gone to reft but one man, who (hewed me to a new houfe, where, 
for want of bed or bed-clothes, I flept on the ground, and fpent the 
night very uncomfortably ; and might have fpent it worfc, had not 
Peter, towards morning, lent me a blanket, which he had brought as 
a necelTary article in travelling round Otaheite. 

ftth. At daybreak we proceeded on our journey, and palling fc- 
veral good houles, came to the river, which is here three feet deep.. 
My man Charles took me on his (houlders, and carried me through 
with great cafe. When we had gone a little farther we came to a 
very bad road, having to walk over the (tones fallen from the rocky 
cliffs which prt^eil here. One f)lace was very dangerous ; it is called 
Oratatahah. We had to afeend the cliff half way, and pafs along a 
narrow path where was hardly room to fix the feet. The rock is 
quite perpendicular;, and, had we fallen, it was near twenty fathoms 
above the fca, which beat violently againll the bafe. Here it is faid 
Pomarre once fell, but the tide being up at the time, when he found 
he was going, he threw himfclf well off, and received but little harm.. 
When wc had fafely paffed this fpot, we fat down on the rocks ta 
breakfaft on the remains of Whydooa’s pig ; for Lt is the cuftom here, 
that whatever their hofpitality provides for ftrangers, the fragments of 
it arc always brought away. About nine o’clock we came to a llcep 
rock which terminates Whapiawno, and forms the wefl: point of a 
fmall bay. The eadem point is called Owhoona. Betwixt the two» 
is a fmall didrid called Wharoo-my, over which Wyreede Aowh prcr- 
fidcs ; it has a valley running up a little didauce ; it has but onamat- 
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teyna and nine tees, equal to fixty perfbns. A little further caft is 
another fmall diftrlA belonging to Manne Manne, called Hc-wow ; 
it has two matteynas ; in one there arc feven tecs, in the other four, 
which makes the number of inhabitants fcYenty-eight. Manne Manne, 
who has fevcral of thefe eftates, was at Eimeo, and the care of the 
place was in the hands of Teboota, his head man, who was at this 
time carrying on the building of a large houfe for the old prieft. Te- 
boota prefuming on his matter being tayo to the captain, infittcd on my 
{laying to rcfrelh at his houfe, and immediately begap drefling a 
couple of fowls and a young pig. In the interim the people ran from 
every quarter of the dittri<St, in order to gratify their curiofity ; yet 
when they had all got together and fat down, I could count no more 
than thirty-five, which is certainly no fign of extraordinary population. 
After receiving a good dinner Yrom Teboota, and much kind treat- 
ment, my followers packed up the fragments, and I paid our generous 
holt w'ith a draft on the captain for a pair of feiflars ; and as they have 
no doubt of the fpccificd value of the paper, and have learnt how to 
negotiate the notes, he feemed quite rich. What a commencement 
of civilization ! 

We next came to the fmall di{tri<fl of Ilahbawboonea, and pafling 
a hill called Otetcawno, reached another almoft equally fmall, named 
Honoowhyali. In the former arc one matteyna and eight tecs, equal 
to fifty-four perfons. The latter has three matteynas, containing in 
all twenty-eight tecs, and one hundred and eighty-fix inhabitants. 

The Ihorc along the/c two diftrid:s is a fandy beach, and bending a 
little inward makes a curve. The low land on w'hich the houfes arc 
built forms in each place a kind of triangle, the interior corner of 
each being joined to a valley, formed by ftcep hills on each fide, 
which arc covered with trees to their fumraits, and running in a 
winding diredlion : they afford a view remarkably wild and romantic. 
Rivulets of excellent water run through both diftri<9;s, wliich, not- 
withftanding, hardly deferve to be mentioned for fertility. 

Otoo has one of his regal houfes in Honoowhyah, and, in pafling 
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it, my company was obliged to ftrlp. Nearly oppolite is a fmall rock, 
a little way adv’anced into the fea, facred to the' feet of Otoo; for 
none bclides dares to ftand upon it ; and I think he deferves to ftand 
the ftatue of Folly, if ever he raifes his own living image there. In 
walking along, about forty people came with great eagernefs to gaze ; 
had the place been populous, I think more would have come. 

Hounding another hill, we came to the diftridl of Nahnu Nahnoo i: 
it belongs to Pomarre, and is much like thoie 1 had lately pafled in 
appearance and population ; it luis*thrce mattcynas and ei^rtcen. tees, 
which makes the number of inhabitants one hundred and twenty-fix. 

The next dividing hill is called Peepe-pce ; we walked round it 
over fbarp rocks, which are a kind of bafaltes. A little further caft- 
ward there is a gentle dope from the hills towards the beach, and upon 
this dope arc many cocoa-nut and Jbread-fruit trees, but no houfe or 
inhabitant.' After palling this we came to the dillri^l of Otyaree ; in 
the middle of it the low land is about a furlong wide, narrowing to- 
wards the extremes. The fliorc is a llat rock ; the coall: bending out 
and in. I Hopped at a chief’s houfe; his name is Noe: Noe and had 
the following account : namely, two mattcynas and twcnty-tw'o tees, 
equal to one hundred and forty-four inhabitants. This chief had a 
double canoe juft finiflicd ; it w'as the largcft I had feen, mcafuring in 
length fifty-eight fcctv cxclulivc of a long board which runs over the 
forepart; the ftern was. twelve feet high, though a-midftiips only 
three feet and a half. The two were faftened together in the ufual 
method by rafters, upon which a platform was- made, where a houfe 
was intended to be .placed for the principal perfons to fit or fleep in ; 
and this I fuppofe is on.c of the larger war canoes, though not fuited 
for expert manoeuvres. 

. Having done my bufmefs here, I intended to have gonc a few miles 
• farther, but had not proceeded many yards when I met Poppo, the tayo 
of Dr. Gillham, who entreated me to ftay all night at his houfe ; 
which offer I accepted, being rather fatigued with travelling over bad 
roivds all the day. Poppo was very affiduous to entertain me well* A 
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pig was inftantly killed, and a comfortable bed prepared. Here about 
forty people collected. The fupper, which was very good, was ferved. 
up with fait water. Before I went to reft 1 made my kind hoft and 
his wife each a fmall prefent, and in return they gave me the clotk 
which compofed my bed, and alfo an upper garment. 

13th. At daylight we renewed our journey. Poppo accompanied 
US to the end of the diftrid, which is at a hill called Annabco : from 
lienee 1 firft got a fight of Tiaraboo, but ftill at a confiderablc diftancc. 
from it. The diftrid we were now' come to is called W ahaw-heinah. 
The low’ laud is here about a quarter of a mile broad, and the fame 
in length ; behind arc lofty hills, forming two valleys, whence run 
large rivulets of water, which, after interfeding the low ground in 
feveral places, unite near the fea, and form a deep and rapid ftream. 
In fording it my man Charles w'os up to the middle, fo that in rainy 
weather it muft be impra<iticable to crols at all. The coaft along the 
diftrid bends in ; the beach is black coral fand, and on it the fea broke 
violently. 

We ftopped at a houfe as large as that of the miffionarics, where 
were feveral natives, but none pbirclTcd the intelligence W’C wanted ; 
therefore one was difpatched to bring a proper perfon, who Informed 
us that in the diftrid were four chiefs, of whom Hoorah was princi- 
pal ; each is over a matteyna ; two of thefe matteynas have eleven 
tees each, one fifteen, and one fixtccn ; the number of people is ac- 
cordingly three hundred and forty-two. 

Proceeding thence, the next hill (or cliff) w'e came to is called Boo- 
te-awmoQ, which divides the latter diftrid from Hedeah, which laft 
runs quite to the ifthmus. Oft' this place where we now were, and 
dlftant about a mile from the fliore, there lie two fntall i I lets ; the 
wefternmoft is called Booroo, the other Wharre-arra-roo. b rom theft 
Charles informed me that a reef runs quite down to Matavai : it lies 
about two miles, off fhofc, and has in fomc places only four and five 
fathoms water upon it. 
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Turning the point of Boo-te-awmoo, the land bends Ibuthward to- 
wards the ifthmus. When we had got a little way we ftopped at 
Peter’s friend’s houfc : he was by trade a fifherman, who fupplied his 
neighbours with fifli, and received from them canoes, hogs, fruits, 
roots, and cloth. • He had been on the reefs, and came in while we 
ftaid with fome lobfters and mullet, of which he gave us a part, 

and I paid him with a pair of feiffars. At this houfc were about 
twenty pcrfbns colleftcd, including the family- We left this place; 
and as I walked along the diftrift, I obferved more weeds and under- 
wood than in any part of the road which I had pafTcd : fome places 
of confiderable length had nothing but long overgrown grafs, which 
obftrudied all paflage but by the £ba-fidc. The houfes were thinly 
fcattcred, and as thinly inhabited; in moll of them they were building 
canoes, but none of a large kind. Chey all had iron tools ; the hatchets 
were taken off the helves, «nd fixed as adzes. I inquired for a Jionc 
hatchet t which will loon be a curiofity to thcmfclves ; but they had 
none ; alfo how long it took them to build a canoe with iron tools ; 
they anfwercd, about one moon. I then afkcd them how long they 
formerly were in doing it with their Hone hatchets : at this they 
laughed heartily, and counted ten moons. When we had reached 
nearly oppofrte to Bougainville’s harbour, the natives dire< 5 led us to a 
chief s houfc, where we found Inna Madua, who, fince the death of 
her huftjand, is chief over all Hcdcah : though this was not her 
dwclling-houfe, Ihc ncverthelefs aflumed the command, and ordered 
a dinner iullantly to be drclTcd. In the interim the old chief gave us 
.the name of CA cry matteyna in the diftrid, from Boo-tc-awmoo to 
the iflhmus, follows ;

This may be thought but a imall number for fo large a difl:ri<fl, 
cfpccially when the magnitude of Captain Cook’s and Lieutenant 
Corner’s eftimations is confidered ; but according to the bell of my 
judgment, after pafling through it, and paying every attention, I think 
even this fmall number exceeds the truth ; and furely it is no argu- 
ment in favour of great population, tliat at this houle where 1 got the 
account, no more than thirty people Ihould be coUe<flcd at any time 
while I (laid, including Inna Madua’s retinue, and#ioIc whom eager 
curiofity brought to fee mc^ 

When we had- dined, Peter informed me that it was too late to- 
proceed, as he knew of no good lodging-houfc but at too great a 
diftance ; therefore we ftaud where we were for the night. My bed 
and Peter’s was laid at one end of the.houfo., Inna Madua prefented 
me with more cloth for fhceting, and I gave her in return a pair of 
foiflars, a looking-glafs, and fomc trifles 1 had purpofely brought to 
anfwer foch oecaflons. In this houfo was an epitome of their general 
employments : at one end women were pafting cloth together ; fome- 
men were making linnet and lines, while lomc llcpt, and others were 
drinking aya : this laft they drink in an unlbcial manner, by one, two, 
or three at a time, and out of a fmall cocoa-nut Ihcll ; whereas at thfc:

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FFteadlyvl'naiids, one or two hundred form a ting> and from a large 
btwhth^'fliarc nearly all alike ; but it fcems to be fo icarcc here, thht 
fnetne^eiteept the carccs can be flavilhly addi<fled to it. This evening 
Xflearat that, belides the members of the arreoy fociety, it is the 
/Common pradlce among all ranks to llrangle infants the moment they 
are born. A perpetrator of tins horrid a^l was among thofe Whom 
curioilty drew to vifitus: Ihc was a good-k/oking woman, and elleemcd 
by the natives a great beauty, which I luppo/c to be the inducement 
that: tempted her to murder her child ; for here the number of women 
bearing no proportion to the men, thofe cftcemcd handfomc are 
xx>urted with great gifts, and get fo accuftomed to change their hus- 
bands, to go with tlicm from place to place, and run after the diver- 
sions of the ifland, that rather tluin be debarred thefe pleafurcs, they 
ftifle a parent’s feelings, and murder their tender offspring. As no 
odium whatever is attached to this unnatural deed, many hundreds 
bom into the world are never fuffered to fee the light. When either 
father or mother are difpoled to favc the child, they fometimes fuc- 
oced, but not always ; for if the woman fays Ihc will not rear the 
child, the man in general fubmits to her will : on the other hand, 
when Ihc proves humanci and he is ftcady to his cruel purpofe, the 
infant is often faved, for fhc orders matters lb ^tliat Ibmc neighbours 
intcrpole, a^ if the child b not inftantly put to death, they dare 
«n-t do it afterwards ; hut the moft infcnfible become as fond of their 
children as any refined people can be. 1 liiall only notice farther, that 
both parties do oftencr maltc up their minds to' fatve^thc male than the 
female, winch partiality accounts for the! dilproportion of the fences; 
and is none of the leaft caiifcs of the thin population ; for the men 
that arc nofe w'ealthy in cloth, hogs, or ErigUlh articles, wherdwith to 
purcUafe a wifo> nnift go without one; and thisrleads them toprac- 
tife the great Jerime of onunifm to dn eiceffivc idegreei^fand: renders 
them unfit to cohabit w4th‘ women : but mil dteir vices aif>tlib'na4ife 
are too blocking to be related.. When the ’arreoies defttoy their chil- 
dren, they fay it is to retain the privileges' of their focictyt but what 
cxcufe can thofe make who are not -of their number ? It is faid of 
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Gelon, king of Syracule, that having conqnerc<l Carthage, he made it 
the chief article in the treaty of peace, that they Ihoiild abolilK the 
cuftom of facrificing their children. And while humanity rcfle<5ls and 
Ihuddcrs at the behaviour of the Otaheiteans, one can hardly help in- 
dulging a wilh that either the fword of a Gelon, or rather the fpirit 
of the Prince of Peace, were applied to oblige them to rclinquifli their 
abominable and unnatural practices. 

Mth. About fix in the morning we arofe, packed up our things, 
and proceeded on our journey. Inna Madua accompanied us to her 
proper dwelling, which lies near a mile farther on. Here I thought I 
got a ii'dit of an European garden ; the plats of ava-ground w'crc laid 
out in j'lich nice order: each bed formed regular parallelograms, 
trenched two feet deep, and difpofed with a great degree of taftc; the 
whole cnclofcd with a fence of bamboo.* Her houfe, which vr^ full 
one hundred feet lor.g, Itood on the lea hde of the garden. At this 
place we parted from her, and walked about two miles along an irre- 
gular coafl, where the low' land in moft places is very uarrov/, and 
hardly a bread-fruit or cocoa-nut tree to be feen. We then came to 
another dangerous cliff called Pah-rah-tou-tca. As we paffed along 
the fide next the fea, the footing was extremely narrow', and the figiit 
below tremendous. Defeending the oppofitc fide, a valley opens, run- 
ning between lofty bills, w ith a triangular piece of IcSv land near a fur- 
long in length, and a river of confidcrable depth and breadth. Clofc 
to the fea the pafl'agc is narrow ; there we forded, and alcended a 
fteep hill, from the fumniit of ^vhich we had the choice of two roads ^ 
the inner one was much out of our w'ay, and by the outer we mull 
defeend the clitfs : however, thinking this no worfc than thole we 
had palfed already, we took the latter, but prcfcntly came to a moil 
alarming place, about fix } ards wide, where there appeared neither 
place for hands nor feet. Here I was at firft afraid, and had thoughts 
of going back ; but with the help of the Otaheiteans, who arc ufed to 
this work, I got along fate. Oblcrving an old man liad followed us 
f*om Iiuva Madua’s houle, Peter inquired \\ hat he wanted ; he an- 
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Iwejfed*’ that Inna’s mother had ordered him to follow, and if I gave 
any thing away in the diftri<St, he was to feizc it, and take it to her. 

? When w'c had got w ithin a fliort mile of the iilhmus, in paffing a few 
houfcs, an aged w- or nan, mother to the young man who carried my 
linen, met us, and, to exprefs her joy at feeing her fbn, ftruck. hcrfclf 
fevcral times (m the head w ith a fliark’s tooth, till the blood flowed 
plentifully down her bread and fhoulders, whilft the fon beheld it 
with entire infenflbility. I was not aware of this adioii to prevent it, 
but as fhc continued it without mercy on hcrfclf I fpokc to them an- 
grily, and obliged her to dcfifl. The fon feeing that I w as not plcafcd 
with what was done, obferved coolly, that it w'as the cuflom of Ota- 
heite. When w'c had gone about a furlong farther we put up for the 
night, at a houfc which lately belonged to a woman wdth whom Peter 
had lived, but fhc was now •dead. . She had been wife to Richard 
Skinner, one of the unfortunate mutineers, who was loft; in the Pan- 
dora, and by him had two fine girls, who are now about fix or feven 
years old ; they are of a fair mulatto complexion, and very lively and 
talkative. Since the mother’s death Peter has taken care of them ; 
they were glad to fee him, and received each a fmall looking-glafs, as 
did alfo the w'oman of the houfc. When we had refted a few minutes, 
Peter informed them that flnee the fun was at fuch a height we had 
not oaten any thing : this being known, it was impoflible to behold 
with indifference the joy which thofe iind people expreffed on having 
an opportunity of entertaining me ; they inftantly drefled a couple of 
fpwls for my dinner, and a pig for the Otaheitcans and Peter ; for he 
pretended, that, being obliged to comply with fome of their cuftoms, 
hjO durft not eat in the houfc where I wras. After enjoying a comfort- 
able meal, as the cool of the evening by that time drew on, 1 got 
Peter, whp^ as well as myfelf, was rather tired with the day’s walk, 
to accompany me to the top of one of the adja^cent hills, on each fidc' 
of wUichf lan a deep -valley. From the centre hUls towards the fca,’for 
a little diftance up, the hills abounded with cocoa-nuts and bread- 
fruit, and the more interior parts with mountain pl^tain, tarro, and 
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a variety of other things, which they have recourI<» to when the low 
land cannot fupply all their wants. Aflcing Peter what rcafons they 
gave for not cultivating more of thofe articles on the low ground,’ 'as 
it was evident they would grow as well, or better, there, he faid it 
w'as on account of the havoc made by the urreoics, and thofe who ac- 
company Otoo in his feaftings round the ifland; at which’ times, 
though they only flay two or three days in a diftri<^l,• they coitf«nte 
and wantonly dcllroy all the produce, and often the young plants, 
leaving nothing for the fettled inhabitants of the place to fubfift on, 
but what they derive from the mountains : on this account they fubmit 
to the trouble of climbing almoll inaccelhblc places, rather than ex- 
potc much of the produce of their labour to thole privileged robbers. 
From this hill we allb had a ^ icw of the coral reefs which lie intcr- 
fperfed along this coall, lt)mc of them a conliderable dillancc off 
Ihorc : there arc fcveral openings, and probably anchorage within moll: 
of them ; but I apprehend the ground mull be rocky, and bad for 
cables, Rcfpedling the dillrid: itfclf, from Boo-tc-awmoo to the place 
where I now was, clofe to the illhmus, it is little better than a wdlder- 
nefs of rank weeds and ufclefs trees, and that even in places where the 
low land might be rendered moll fertile and valuable, though it no 
where exceeds two furlongs in width. In feme places where we were 
obliged to quit the fca-fide, travelling became exceedingly fatiguing* 
on account of the long grals, weeds, marflies, and numerous rivulets 
of water : in others the hills proje<n: into the fen, and form broken and 
dangerous precipices, Ibme of which I have noticed before. Bdidcs 
this, it merits the name of a delblatc dillri<51, from the few houles it 
contains, arid its thin population. HoW^ever, the place where I now 
was might be deemed an exception ; it is about a rriilc long, and tt 
furlong wide; and i& better furriilhed wdtH houles, inhabitants, and' 
fruit-trees, than any place' of equal lisie in the dillri<51. 

When we returned to the houle we found aleri aht whom PomStre 
had lent to meet and conduft uric to the place in Tiaraboo v^rherc 
himfclf and retinue were preparing for a greirt feall ; but as this took

nVt out way of my intended route, l ihouid'iiot have confeiitcd 

had not Peter frequently mentioned tlie {nrecipiccs at the cad 
ch'd bf the ifland as impafl'able by any but the natives ; who, though, 
efeh accuftomed to it, were frequently daihed to pieces ; and that, 
without running that rifk, the account I wanted could be equally wxll 
got from the chiefs of the feveral diftri<fls, who w'ould be' with Po- 
inarrc bn the fouth fide of that peninfula. Therefore I agreed to ac- 
company the man acrofs the ifthmus next morning. 

15 th. At daybreak we rofe. Peter then afleed me w hether I durft 
fieep in a houfe where there was a corpfe ; and Ihewed me the fkull of 
Richard Skinner’s wife, wrapped in cloth, hanging to the roof of the 
houfe. It feems that flic died at Eimeo, and was there put upon a 
tupapow till the body was dried ; the head was then cut off, and 
brought to tills place, where flie had poflclTed feveral acres of ground. 

Departing from hence, w’c afeended a hill, moderately high on the 
Otaheite fide, and walked about a mile over a fine piece of land, which 
flopcs gently from the middle clafs of hills to the ifthmus, and is all 
along covered with a ftratum of rich brown mould, fitter for the pur- 
pofes of agriculture than any fpot on the ifland : a few trees arc fcat- 
tered upon it ; but on large fpaces there is nothing but grafs and fern. 
The ifthmus feemed covered with trees quite acrols ; and beyond it, 
bn the Tiaraboo fide,, the land for three or four miles appeared cxadlly 
like that I was now upon,- covered with fern, and level at f top, but 
broken; or rent as it were, into chafms or deep hollows, and rifmg 
with a gradual afcCnt towards the lofty mountains which occupy the 
fniddle dnd eaftem divifions of Tiaraboo. At the fouth fide of die 
^hmus, where we defeended to crofs, a cove about fixty yards wide, 
and. of depth'fufticient to admit a fhip, -runs' clofo up to the low neck: 
it ^bukl* art excellent place for a Iftiip to irtdibr in, if a fafe/ paftage 
could be found bdtwceii the largb flakesi of coral whidh lie 'without it; 
and I do tiotitbiwk' thhj impoffible, tfeoiO^,' ^cxcepti commerce 
brought thitheri it iVouid be unneoeffary* ■ ; - , 

, Befides this cbvc,- Wc eddied two more fballow' oocs,; and- then, gi** 
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tcredi the firft diftriift of Tiafaboo, called Toa-howtow. Here the low 
ground is fo marlhy, that at every ftep we ^nk almoft knee-deep. It 
is ahb covered w’ith underwood, but abounding in bread-fruit and 
cocoa-nuts. Farther caftv\'ard the ground is more dry and hard ; and 
we fell in with a few houfes, -wlierc canoes wore building; rand the 
women beating cloth : they informed us that, the diftrict coaatained 
one mattcyna and thirteen tecs, which make eighty-tour inhabitantsw 
The next dittri(5l is Wyoo-roo; the chief’s name Vcc-vcc iloo-rah; 
it has tix mattcyiias, containing forty tees, which make two hundred 
and fevcrity-fix inhabitants; and with refpeft to the foil, fruits, &c. 
is cxadly like Toa-howtow : the low land in. both is fcarce a furlong 
wide, and the coaft waving. 

It now began raining hard, which obliged us to ftop where was a 
chief who knew Peter. His canoe was hauled upon the beach, and 
the little houfe taken off it for him and his wife to deep in. And tills is 
their common practice; fo that wherever they land, if in a large canoe, 
they always have a houfe in readlnefs. While w’c fat under an ad*- 
joining died, and the chief and 1 were exchanging prefents, a boy 
picked my pocket, but finding himfelf difeovered, he dropt the booty; 
how ever, the chief was fo enraged, that he immediately went, in pur- 
fuit of the boy, and intended to punifli him feverely if he caught him. 

The rain fubficling, we fet oft' again for Mattaluvey, which was 
the next diftrld, and where Pomarre was with his retinue.' On our 
way we were met by the young king, fon of Pomarre, and his be- 
trothed wife, both carried upon men’s Ihonldcrs;, he afkcd for an axe, 
fciirars, &c. but I had none to fparci therefore defired* him to go to 
the pahic (thip), and;they fliouldib^-iglvcn him.^ He alfo atked Peter 
feveral queftions concerning the places and people he had ;teen on his 
voyage with us;. At jflfiiiiwe! readied the, iheadrquartcrs, which wxrc 
no more than a few .c8aoe-hon%. rend i-tprppoi-Ary llicds, the. beft .of 
which was ocoiapi^hyd’oilnariiriet; V'Tars c^aiduded., ,As|for 

himfclf,; they faid he was at a houfe farther on, bufied with his fer,^ 
vants i»,|»repaiing clothjibiut.tbat a,mcfiibngcr was gone to inform him. 
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ofimny prrU’al. Accordingly he came in a Ihort time, expreflfed much 
jOy oaifceiiig me, and felutcd nofes; he alfo> inquired for the captain, 
and loic^ on board. When I alhed him his rcafons for not going to 
Matavai, he anfwered, that at prefent he could not poffibly go, it 
being a very buiy time with him, having to coUeft canoes, cloth, 
hogs, &c. to give away among the different chiefs and arrcoics, who 
would attend ;hlra to the great fcaft at Papparii, which was to take 
place in a few days, and for which all the ilJand was looking up to 
him. This cxcufe I had rcafon to bclic\ c, for public care feemed en- 
graven on his countenance. However, as he ctnild not go himfclf, 
he had fent his prime miniller Iddeah ; who, I told him, would not 
receive fo many things^s if he had gone himfelf. He faid, he did not 
mind the things fo much as the captain’s fricndfhip. 

I had dcfircd Peter, that if a mawhoo came in our way, he lliould 
point him out ; and here there happened to be one in Pomarre’s train. 
He w as drefled like a woman, and mimicked the voice and every 
peculiarity of the fex. 1 afkecl Pomarre what he was, who anfwered, 
“ Taata, mawhoo,” that is, a man, a mawhoo. As I fixed my eyes 
upon the fellow, he hid his face : this I at firft conftrued into fharac, 
but -found it afterwards to be a womanilh trick. 

Thefe mawhoos chufc this vile way of life when young : putting 
"on the drefs of a woman, they follow the fame employments, are 
-under the fame prohibitions with rcfpcdl to food, &c. and foek the 
courtfliip of men die fame as women do, nay, are more jealous of the 
men who cohabit with thm, and alw ays refufo to fleep with women. 
Wc ®re obliged, liere to draw a- veil over •other-pHMftices too horrible to 
mention. Thefe mawhoos, being only fix or eight in number, arc 
kept'by the principal chiefs. So depraved -are thefe poor heathens, 
that even tlicir women do not defpife thofe fellbws, but form friend- 
Ihips with therth- This one was tayo to Iddeah. 

And hero are fomilbed with another ittipedhjgent to population, 
and may afle hbw fneh a people can poffibly have a norticrons progeny. 

At this place ifttrft of the chiefs of Tiaraboo were alTcmbled ; their

canoes were hauled upon the beach, and before their huts vaft quanti- 
ties of provifions were hung upon flakes driven into the ground ; and 
more were arriving from the neighbouring diftriifls ; all which was 
perhaps no fliint image of the ancient Hellefpont and Grecian camp. 
From the difFercnt chiefs I got an account of Tiaraboo, as follows.:

Men, women, and children in Tiaraboo, 4008 


All the call part of Tiataboo confifts of high rugged mountains^ 
which fun to the fea-fid$> and form floep cliffs' that arc extremely 
dangerous to pafs; on thig acconnt the. Ipw land is narrow, and.dHlrit, 
buted partially but' 'from! Qhaitapeha .bayr on .tlio north fide, ^d 
from oppohte to it on the fbuth fide, down towards the iflhmus, it runs 
from half a furlong to a whole one in width, and where valleys are, it 
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is in conlccjucncc wider. There were not many cotton trees to be Teen, 
and thole few of no a alue : indeed, no part of this peninfula is com- 
parable to the diilri(ffe of Matavai, Oparre, and Attahooroo, in the 
larger peninfula. 

At night I fptead my bed in the fame houfc where Peter, Pomarre, 
and fcveral others lay ; but little reft gould be had, as one or other 
was talking all the night. Pomarre alkcd Peter many Ihrewd quef- 
tions concerning the places and things he had fecn on the voyage, and 
more particularly about the natives of Tongataboo, as the red feathers, 
and various manufadurcs from thence, have given them a high idea 
of that people. Nothing grow's on Otahclte but what they mentioned, 
to know if they had the fimc ; and whether tlicy had good land, good 
canoes, and fine women. They alfb inquired much about the Mar- 
quefas, and fpoke of the people there as being as far Inferior to them- 
felvcs in civilization as they really arc to Europeans. How'cvcr, they 
appeared highly delighted with the relation Peter gave them of theft 
countries : but when he fpoke of the wonderful tilings of Europe, 
they at firft cxprclTed furprife; but not being able to form conceptions 
of the things he related, their pleafurc quickly flackcncd : whereas 
the people of the Friendly Iflands and Marquefas arc in almoft all 
things llmilar to thcmfelvcs ; alike in pcrlon, manners, and drefs; arc 
tattoued, have canoes, bread-fniit, cocoa-nuts, and plantains, as well 
as they ; and w ithout thcl'c articles, they admit of no country to he 
really valuable, though tlicy do not deny our .fupcriotity In every thfng 
clfe. At this time Pomarre and his retinue particularly regretted their 
want of ftiips, and knowledge to conduct them to foreign countries ; 
and, addrefling himfelf to me, faid, in a tone of concern, that they 
were able to go no further than Ulictea or Huaheine ; and that at the 
rilk of being driven they knew not whither, to perilh : whereas we 
could fail for many moons, and in the darkeft nights and ftrongeft 
gales, and after all could come cxaAly to Otaheite. Theft were the 
very ideas he exprefled. In anfwer to which, I told him, that we 
once were in the fame predicament, and knew nothing; but that good 
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men brought the fpeaking paper into our countr)', an^l taught us to 
imdcrftand it, by means of which we learnt to know the true God, to 
build and condu<fl Ihips, and to make axes, knives, fcilliirs, and the 
various things which he law we poflefled:. alfo that his tayo Captain 
Cook had told the carees of Pretanc, that neither the king of Otalicitc 
nor his people underftood the /peaking paper, nor how to da thel'c 
things. Therefore they had, out of real regard for him, lent the good 
men at Matavai, to teach him, his children, and people, as we our- 
felvcs were taught : that, as chief of the ifland and regent for his fon, 
it behoved him to fend his children and the natives to attend to their 
inftru<5Hons ; for, if they ncgleifod the prefent opportunity, no more 
good men would conic to them, but they would remain in ignorance 
for ever. 

I believe he paid as much attention to this as lay in his power, and 
faid it w'as my ty (good), and fo went to llccp. 

lOth. In the morning it rained very hard, which confined us t» 
our quarters till nine o’clock, when the chief and all his fervants fot 
off to work at tlic cloth ; and as I intended to reft all this day, 1 fol- 
lowed foon after, and found them bufied on large pieces of cloth, about 
thirty yards long, and four broad ; they had them ftrctchcd along the 
ground, and doubling c^h, by laying others upon them, cepented 
them with a paftc. Pomarre was as bufy as any. Here I faw the 
mawhoo alfo, who wrought with equal dexterity as the women. 

At a proper time of day a fine roaft pig was brought for dinner, 
part of which was given me, the reft went to the chief ; but I ob- 
ferved thofo around him took fo large a fhare, that himfolf made but 
a fcanty dinner: and this may be the rcafon why his head man 
brought viftuals in the dark, on the two nights I ftaid there. It feemed 
that the hogs were not plentiful here, or they were keeping them till 
the fcaft. , , 

17 th. I rofo to take leave of Pomarre, and informed him of my 
intention to return to the (hip by the fouth fide of Otaheitc nooc, and 
Would tlicteforc thank him for the ufo of a canpe. He immediately

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ordered o.nc of Jhc beft dngle ones, which Peter was to keep after our 
arrival at Matavai ; he alfo put in it two large hogs, and fent a man 
to Wyerc (the firft diftrid. we ihould land at) to prepare another. 1 
liad given him a pair of feiffars and what I could fpare : and now he 
begged a piece of cloth, which the chief gave me where we flopped on 
account of the rain ; having got it, he call his eye on what I ufed as 
a bed, as if delirous of that alfo : but obfcrving his dilpolition began to 
work, I bad him farewell, not without feeling on the occafion. He 

w as much affeded, and laid, if poffible he would come and lee the 
captain, and dcfired me to Ipeak a good word for Iddeah, that Ihe 
might receive opys (axes), paoutics (fdflars), &c. 

Leaving tliis place we paddled to the weftward, and having a ftrong 
current in our favour were foon pall the ifthmus, and landed in the 
firft diftrid, called Wyere, over which Maahehanoo (a woman) pre- 
lidcs as chief : to her the Ion of Towha is betrothed : they are both 
young, perhaps fifteen years old; he has the moll lively, piercing 
countenance of any youth I faw. 

A j'crfon named Tootahah, who is alfo defeended from the carecs, 
lived here as guardian to Towha and Maahehanoo ; he Icemcd well 
acquainted w ith many of our cuftoms, and could fpeak fevcral Englifli 
words. Previous to bringing a young hog w^ich they had prepared 
for dinner, Tootahah drove four .flakes in the ground, and making a 
table of boards upon them, he fpread a piece of clean cloth, placed an 
Lnglifli plate before me, and tried to apologize for not having a knife 
and fork, and fuch things as he knew we had on board. Thus, for 
the firft tinie, I dined in ftylc among them. After dinner they put a 
pig into the canoe, agreeably to the order of Pomarre, and made fbmc 
other prefents, which I repaid as' well as I could, and left them. 

This is a very good diftri<fl ; the low land is of various breadths, 
as twenty yards, a furlong, and in fomc places half a mile. Next 
to it are hills moderately high, forming valleys of fmall extent ; and 
beyorfd are the lofty craggy mountains, which are covered with trees 
to the fuminit. The diftrifl weftward of this is called Wyooreede, 
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and anfwcrs the fame defeription : the hill which feparates them is 
called Rooamo, where the land bends in ; and a little further a point 
runs off, and a quarter of a mile without it is the fmall ifland Otcar- 
rawah. Another fmall iflct lies about a mile further along the coaft, 
called Tahmow. 

• As it now began to rain hard, we landed to take fliclter in the 
houfes, which arc here, as in other places, but thinly fcattcrcd : when 
it cleared up, Peter and I walked along the beach, while the totitous 

paddled the canoe. Foot-paths interfeded the low ground, but it was 

bad walking on them, on account of the weeds and long grafs being 
wet with the rain ; and the trees in fomc places {landing dole to the 
fca, obftruded the way by the beach, and forced us again into the 
canoe ; and jull as it was dark we reached Attenionoo, a I'mall dillrid 
fituate between VVyooreede and Pappara, and there hauled up the 
canoe. We thence walked to Temarre’s houle at Pappana, and found 
him quite intoxicated with ava. When they had brought lights I 
laid my bed down, and being tired with the fatigues of the day, w ent 
immediately to reft. 

18th. Temarre had rifen early, and gone to a place confidcrably 
to the weftward, to worftiip at a moral he had there, but left word to 
drefs a pig for me. In the interim we applied to an intelligent elderly 
chief for the number of mattcynas and tees which we had pafled, m ho 


counted them as 

follows,

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till, near eleven o’clock for breakfaft, I found, on en-^ 
<jwry,;tbat,the hog they were drelllng was fo large as to require three 
l^ur^ niorie to do it iulficicntly ; therefore I was obliged to content 
rayfclf without breakfaft, and had but a faint hope of a dinner without 
ftaying all day for it. 

The gfeattneiriai of Oberca ftands.on a point a little to the caft-» 
ward;: ^thor 1 went> to haw a view, of fo great a curiofity. Otoo 
has,^H (3 of his reprefentative houfes here ; and in paffing it, fome of 
h|s.fesv^uts> judging whither I was going, followed me, and were very 
arduous in explaining every thing to me. This morai is an enormous 
p)|le .c^ ^oncrwork, in form of a pyramid, on a parallelogram area ; it 
has flight of ten fteps <Juite ropnd itij the lirft of which, from the 
ground, is fix feet high, the reft about five feet ; it is in length, at 
the bafe, two hundred and feventy feet, width at ditto ninety-four 
feet ; at the top it is one hundred and eighty feet long, and about fix 
wide :> the ftep» are compofed partly Of regular rows of fquared coral 
ftorves ahfwit eighteen inches high, and partly with blueifh-colourcd 
pebble ftoite^ neadly quite round, of a hard texture, all about fix inches 
diameter, and in their natural unhewn ftate : this is the outfide. The 
infidc, that is, to fay, what compofes thci,fy^ mafs (for it has no hol- 
low ), is compo^ of ftopes of various: kinds and fhapes. It is a 
wondcrfid ftrudure ; and it muft haVfCi coft them immenfe time and 
pains to bring fuch a quantity of ftones together, and particularly to 
fquare the Coral of the fteps with the tools they had when it was . 
rai^d; for it w/as before iron canae among ttiem : and as they were 
ig^orapt of mortar, pr cement, it required* alh the care they havc^ taken 
to, ftones regularly tp each other, thjat it might Hand. When 
Sir ,J(^pb Banks faw this place, there was* op thq centre of the fum- 
mit a reprefentat^npf a. bird carved in, wopd, ,pnd clofe by it the 
figqre^^a.^,,cqn^,3P ftones but, both arciPqw gone, and the ftones 

iiave alfo gone mp9h tP ruin, and the ftat paYcment is only in fome 
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places difccrnible. The above gcntlemart, Ipeaking of this court, fays, 
“ the pyramid conftltutcs one fide of a court, or fquarc, the fidcs of 
“ which were nearly equal ; and the whole was walled in and paved 
“ with flat {tones : notwithflanding wdiich pavement, fcveral plantains 
and trees, which the natives call ctoa, grew within the cnclofurc.” 
At prclent there is within this fquarc a houfc, called the houfc of the 
Eatooa, m which a man conflantly relidcs. Sir Jofeph further fays, 
“ that at a fmall diftance to the weftward of this edifice was another 
“ paved fquarc, tliat contained fcvcral fmall Itages, called ewattas by 
the natives, which appeared to bic altars whereon they placed the 
“ offerings to their gods and that he afterwards faw whole hogs 
placed upon thefe llagcs or altars. My guide led me to this fpot, 
which appears alfo to have gone much to ruin : he fHewed me the 
altar, which is a heap of ffoncs, and how they lay their offering upon 
it; he then went a few yards back, and laying hold of an upright 
ffonc, like a grave Hone, he knelt with one knee, and looking up- 
wards, began to call on the Eatooa, by crying, “ Whooo, whooo 
and by afterwards making a whiftling noife, intimated it to be the 
way in which the Eatooa anfwcrcd them. 

The grand moral formerly belonged to Oammo and Oberea, then 
to their defeendant Temarre, and now, fince the conqucll, to Otoo. 

It was paft noon when I got back to the houfe, and Temarre had 
not returned from his worfhip ; and, word* than that, there was no 
profpcA of any thing to cat : therefore I propofed to fet off, when 
his wife entreated me to Hay a while longer. This being complied 
with, they brought the hog fmoking hot, but nearly raw, though it 
muft have been covered up at Icaft four hours, which was owing to its 
fizc, being large enough to ferve forty men. Thus both I and my 
companions fuffered by the exceflive kindnefs of our hoft. 

When we had taken our leave, and walked about a mile along the 
beach, we met Temarre on his way home ; and when Peter told him 
that we- had waited purpofely for him, he feemed much afraid left I 
ihould be angry, and alked if 1 was not. On fatisfying him that I 
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not^ he tjhcn inquired into the caull; of our vifit to Pomarrc> in a 
way that ^fpoke jcalouly, envy, and fear of that chief. After a little 
convprla^ion we parted. Tcinarre is fuppofed to be poflefled of the 
■Eatooa, and, in conformity to that fuppofition, fpcaks in fuch a way 
that icarccly any one can underlfand him. This at firft made me think 
"that he ufed that peculiar language faid to be fpoken by the priefts ; 
but both the Swedes infill: that the pri^fts know no other than tlie 
common language, and can always be underllrood, except when, for. 
the liil^c of myftcrioufiiefs, they utter their fpecches in a linging tone; 
and that e\ on the young girls cart make their longs equally unintelli- 
gible. It is alfp faid of this chief that he is now meditating revenge 
on PomrirrCj on account of the death of his father and his own defeat ; 
and in hope of obtaining fucccls he has chofen Mr. Main for his tayo, 
whom he has heard i])oken of as a military man, and to whom he has 
made fevcral great prclcnts. 

We flopped at Pappara for the night, in the houfc of my tayo Wy- 
reede : as I had not feen her fincc my late arrival, fhc expreffed much 

on the occafion, ordered a pig to be inftantly drefled, and made 
me a prefent of fevcral things; among others, a quantity of human hair 
made into fine finnet. Here were, a number of arrcoics with their fc- 
paratc wives, who, by the attachment they fhewed for their hufbands, 
feemed to difcoun^cnancc the aflertion of promifeuous connexion, 
with which they are charged. Their great numbers made the houfe, 
which* was one hundred and fprty feet long, appear like a little village, 
where each claimed the place on which hisr mat wasfprcad; and 
almofl all were employed in making mats, finnet, &c. As fbon as it 
was dark they brought lights, and danced and fung till near midnight, 
and perhaps would have continued all the night, had I not begged 
my tayo to capfe them to deflfl : for the drums appear not to diflurb 
then flccp ; bi^t, when tired with dancing, they lie down, and a frefh 
party rifes to the fport : and in this manner the arreoies ufually fpend 
their nights, and thus they train the youths to the fame irragular 
living. 
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I Qth. The morning being fine and clear, we walked to the end of 
the diftridt, and croffing a little cove, entered on Ahahcinah. The 
point which, with the cove, feparates the two diftridts, is called Aboo- 
roo. Pappara is a diftridt of the middling clafs ; for extent of low 
land and fertility it% better than the north-eaftern diftridt^, or thofe 
ofTiaraboo; but inferior to thofe I afterwards came to, viz. Atta- 
hooroo and Oparre: however, the low land feems not to be two fur- 
longs in width in any place. Ahaheinah has a ftraight eoaft ; in fcvcral 
parts the hills projedl to the fea, leaving a narrow bcaeh or foot-path 
at their bafe, and where there is low land it is no where above a hun- 
dred yards wide. A hill called Weypah-toto leparates it from Mah- 
raw, a fmall divifion of Attahooroo: here Captain Weatherhead 
landed in his boats after the lofs of the Matilda, and had his money 
and' clothes taken from him by the natives. 

Attahooroo is divided into two or three departments, over wliich 
chiefs fubordinatc to Temarre prefide. In the account given me they 
divided it only into two parts, of which the fouth-caft contains fifteen ■ 
matteynas and one hundred and fifty tees, and the north part ten mat- 
tcynas and ninety-three tecs, including the valleys. Here the fliorc 
is waving, and forms a fegment of a circle us it bends round to Tct- 
taha. The reef lies a confiderablc w'ay off, and within it the water is 
-fmooth and fliallow, and the bottom a fine white fand interfperfed 
with beautiful coral, which makes the rowing over it delightful. 
Here the ifland puts on its moft beautiful appearance. A large border 
of low ground is covered with cocoa, palms, and bread-fruit. Exten- 
five valleys run confiderably in-land, and the fides of the hills, wliich 
form them, are covered with fruit-trees, arid their tops with gtaf<. 
The lofty mountains in th|^ higher region ^are alfo covcrc<l with trees, 
or broken into awful, precipices; and by their various fhapes and dil- 
tanccs, and the clouds, which hover over them all the day, add a 
fublimc grandeur to the beauty of the fccne below. 'a 

We landed at a chieP s houfd oppofite the great valley, arid before 
dinner fet off with the chief to fee a morai, where it was faid thfe ark 
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<>£4l)tt''*Eat6oa was depofitcd, and wliich had' been conjeftured by 
ibni^ vifitors to bear a liraiUtude iii fbfm to the ifk df the covenant. 
Though , it ‘ was about noon^ in the ‘road we went w^e felt little of the 
beat of tlve fan : lofty bread-fiVit trees afforded their plcafant Ihadc ; 
and>,^ there was Imt little underwood, we felt ili^annoyancc^ except 
froiu a few flics. ' Turmeric and ginger abomided, dlib the wild cotton 
tree. The nibrai ftands on the north fide of the valley, about a mile 
or more from the bd»ch : it is erefled on level ground, cnclofcd wltli 
a ftpiarp wooden fence, each ride of which may mcafurc thirty or forty 
yards. - About one half of the platform next the interior fide of the 
Iqutire U paved, and on this pavement, nearly in the middle, there 
(lands an altar upon fixtcen wooden pillars, each eight feet high ; it 
i» forty feet long and feven feet wide i on the top of the pillars the 
})latform for the offerings is laid, with thick matting upon it, which 
overhanging each fide, ■ forms a deep fringe all around it. Upon this 
matting arc offerings of whole hogs, turtle’, large filh, plantains, young 
cocoa-nuts, &c. the whole in a (late of putrcfadlion, which lends an 
offcnfive Ihlcll all round the place. A large Ipacc on one lidc of the 
fence was broken down, and a heap of rough Hones lad in the gap : 
upon tliefc Hones, and in a line with the fence, were placed what tlicy 
cal! T&es 4 thefe were boards from lix tO feven feet high, cut into 
various lhapes. At a. comer near this Hood a houfe and two Hicds, 
where men coiiHantly atttndcdi "We entered the houfe, and foimd 
at one end the little houfe, or ark of * the Eatooa ; it was made exactly 
Uk* they fet on their canoes, but fmaller, being about four feet 
Irii^j^reand three in height and breadth. As- it contained nothing but 
a few pieces of cloth, 1 inquired where they had hid the- Eatooa ; they 
anfwefed* tkat il had been taken in the morning to a fmall morauncar 
the wateiufld^ ' but that they would imhicdiafely bring it, which they 
didihstkbemt liglf^ houri Though I ^bad hot viewed this place 
witboiM fecltrig'folf ihei poor crcatuyicsVycfr ‘l^heh fhcy Md their EaiSbd 
on the ground F could hardly reHrain a liugh.’

This tupapow was 
by driving .four long ftakci^W the. gfbuhd> about hx feet 
sijllunderi lengthwile, and four in breadth : betides theie> tvw) others, 
not ib long by three feet, are driven on a line, and fix feet from the 
former fpur ; a.R^e is then made at the height of the fliortcll: two, 
and the co^iC; being laid ^ one end, a thatehed roof is raifed upon the 
four higiieft Rakes, tp iheiter it from the rain ; the vacant part of the 
Ragc.is to pnlijt upon, either for rubbing With the oil, or exhibiting 
it tp the friends' and relations of the deccafed. On the adjoining trees, 
planteins and breadrfruit hung for the ufe of the dead. I kfleed them, 
whercjhcy. (fought his Ipirit, or thinking part, had gone? At this 
^they titniled, and laid, “ Harre po,” that is, “ Gone tcT the night.” 

A little before darje wc reached the further end of Attahooroo, and 
.put up at a little place which Manne Manne had given to Peter, who 
ordered what he plcafed, and had it immediately; and here wc left 
the (canqc,, as^ it blew too frelh to row it againft: the eafterly wind. In 
the morning we rofe early ; i couple of fowls were ready drefled, on 
which' we.^reakfafted, and fet off with a hope of reaching the Ihip, 
if noting occurred to prevent it. 

Vi^e, entered Tettaha by afcCnding ainlU called Opeyhowe. The 
diftrirt almoft throughout is hilly, a^ordirig but little low land ; ne- 
vcrthelefs it is well inhabited, which may be owing to its fituation, 
lying between the two beft diflri<Rs in the ifland; though I apprehend 
even its own produce is tiifficient for the people who live upon it. It 
has twelve matteynas and one hundred and thirty tecs. Pomarre is 
the chief. The beft grove of cocoa-nut trees hereabouts, and a great 
number of bread-fruit, arc faid to have been planted by him and Id- 
deah when they were young. We pafled one fpot where Pomarre 
had lately a houfe, which contained a vafl: quantity of his llores, and 
had been malicioufly fet on fire and burnt to the ground. At a place 
called Weyto-Weyte, which terminates the diftri<Jl, there is a houfe 
three hundred and nincty-feven feet in length, and forty-eight wide: 
twenty wooden pillars, each twenty-one feet high, fupport the middle 
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of* the roof ; and fkie hunted and twenty-four, each^ ten feet higfi, 
fupport the d4es oj caves pf tfee^pof : rafters iif^Oh which fiie tobf 

is laid are about inilsheSjthicS^ arid placed twerity iri^htfi ripS^ 
wooden wall, or fence, criclofes the whole. Kere' it is 'laid,' thi;^' 6ri 
great occafions hold feaits for days together, when they a^nyrijt’dbftroy 
ail the hogs on the ifland. The f\ext diftri^t ^ls'piitrt'ei whitfi Is 'i^i 
ftored yvith provifions arid inhahifarits, having iixfeieri’ rd^e^ri^ rind 
one hundred and nlnety-nlrie tees, ’ including' tWb\’uHd;^'-8f ‘’It^iiis’affo 

a moral, but is ifald to be irtierior to thrit in Attohdotoo? thweforc^ 
as it rained, I did not go to fee it. Being fotced -to take fheltter in a 
houfe, I fjiw there, a man, one. of whole legsSvas fwellcd to ri fizc 
little lets than a man’s body; the other leg writ "^of itri'ria^ir^ ifize, and 
the perfon cheerful, and bulled in making a iriat. "One of Otoo's 
boat-houfes was adjoining ; it contained a war canoe flxty feet Iring, 
which is a little larger than that at Otyearec; and thcle ‘tri'o, arid one 
from Ulictea of a different conftrudlion, were the only large ones I 


faw in the courfc of my journey, though I faw feverril bf a middling 
llzc, yet not fo many as 1 OKpedled. ’ 

The juft difficulty was to get over Taharray, or’ One Trod hill,' as 
the rain had made the afeen^ very llippery. ’Frprii thcriCe wc Walked 
along the beach to the miffionary houlij,' and ^ot oiir elofiri’^ atcOunt 
from Pyteah. Matavai has twei^y-fcvcn 'mattlynas anti One hundred 
and ten tees, which makes eight h|uhd.irc(i‘' ari’d’ t^^^^ inhabi- 
tants. Therefore the populatjori Is as follovvs • ' ' ■

T he intention of writing thefe pag^js '1>efflg cM^fly 

the circumftances of a voyage wHich from its nature {^-obje^t 
is interefting to many, I fhall witir this view notice what occurrences 
pa^cd at the Ihip during my abfence, !alfo in the' lhbfequc:nt(, |days of. 
our ftay ; and then take leave of Otaheite, without faying more on 1 
their cuftoms and manners than what lies interfperfed in the journar 
already detailed, as all former navi^tors have enlarged oh this lubjc(‘l; . 
and if errors can now be corrected, it will certainly be beft done from 
the letters of the miffionaries, whole refidcnce among the natives for 
five months gave them greatly the advantage over us at the Ihip. 

July 12th. It being the Rev. Mr. Le\vis’s turn to attend the boat 
employed in landing the goods, he exprefled a fear that the divifioi' of 
them, after the departure of the Ihip, would occafion feme uneafiricfs. 
In the courfe of the day Mr. Cover and Henry waited upon the cap- 
tain, and Ijjokc to the fame cffc<ft, giving it as their opinion, that, to 
prevent any thing difagrccablc happening, the moft prudent way woi'ld 
be for them to make a divifion immediately ; but this being only a 
propofal, the adoption of which the.captain left entirely to themlclvcs, 
it was no more Ipokcn of. Mrs. Hodges and Mrs. Henry alio vifitcd 
us to-day ; and in the evening they all went on Ihorc in the pinnace. 
Landed the goods, and received from our friends the natives a ple:’.ti- 
ful lupply of fruit, &c. 

1 3th. To-day the captain and fix of the milTionaries examined the 
diftrift of Matavai for the purpofe of finding the moil eligible Ipot on 
which to build a houfe : but as there were Icvcral equally eligible, 
no preference was given as yet to any. ‘ - 
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I4tih. The weather ferenc afad plcafeht. Ittfbrmation was brought 
to the Ihip, that the young king had cdnie to^atavai-; but a report 
fpreading that he had lacrificcd a inan>' the tniiRdiuirtesexpreired their 
marked difapprobation of the horrid ad, which fo terrified him, that 
he was fetting off fot Pappara, vHben the captain landed, and flopped 
him as he and his queen ran along the beach. Gn being aiked why 
he WM going away fo fboti, hi? afefWdeil, that, as the miffioti'-rics 
were angry, he fuppofed"'thc ci^tain vrasilb too, The captain told 
him' tiiat it would bfe Wfong to facrifico a man : he denied the 
fad. lhie‘ captain c'ntre&ttd'him to commit no fuch cruelty, and be- 
fquglit him .to return, promifing that he Would lend him a canoe, 
which he had brought pXirpoflly from Tohgataboo. This both recon- 
ciled and plcafe<i him ; hd 'accordingly tdok up his refidence in Mata- 
vJi. Had he gone of^" in fear, there was ho knowing what the con- 
sequences might be, as he had only to lay the rahooe on the diflrids, 
to cut off all our fupplics : a circumftance which, though not expe- 
rienced 1^ us, has been fe\^rcly felt by Ibmc of their vifitor.% 

15th. l^leajSnt‘ Weather. ’ The • captain and the four appointed 
mlilionahes cniployed in dividlh'^ tMfe goods ; the fcamcn hoifting out 
of the hold, and puttihg the Otahdteiii^-’divifion into the l>rethren’s 
boat. In tHc forchdoh Otod'ahd his T^^fb 'bilrhc alongfidc; the Friendly 
Iflaftd canoe was gi vert to nittiV artd ^iftev^ht had lun cyed It near two 
hours, he got into iti Wd \Ment 6W flibrc fccmingly much plcafcd. 
About four in the aftefhoon, Sahi (the litde' cabin- Lx)y) ran from the

were relations; they likewiife hrpught each of them a pre{ent. One 
of them was full feveiity years old, and fo iiiiitnv and exhfufted with 
the fatigue of getting on board, that llie laid herfelf down on the cabin 
floor, apparently about to expire ; but recovering a little, flie {laid on 
Ixiard all the day, and went {afe away in the evening. Iddcah was 
among this day’s vifitors, and, ii^ fliort, the cabin was (juitc ci^wded 
with them ; which w ould ofben be uncomfbrtaUe were they not care- 
ful to fupply us with a plentiful table. Thermometer 72®. 

22d. Wind cafterly ; moderate and flne weather. Loofed fails to 
dry, &c. After breakfaft the miffionaries came off, but without flones, 
not being able to get them for the fwcll of the river. Sent on Ihorc a 
quantity of rod, bolt, and bar iron. To-day the captain gave Peter, 
the Swede, two {pades and fomc other articles, as he propofed eredling 
a houfc near to the miflionaries. My tayo Wyreede lent me a large 
hog, as flic had frequently done before. 

23d. Fine plcafant weather, and a light air of wind cafterly. Five 
or fix failing canoes went out of the bay towards. Tethuroa. Thefc 
are the only canoes of the failing kind that we oblerved on the ifland, 
though fometimes they will crcdl temporary maft to run before the 
wind. Service on board by brothers Henry and Broomhall. 

24th. Three of the company made an excurflon for two days with 
Peter the Swede, through Matavai, Oparre, Tettaha, and Attahooroo, 
at which laft dlftri<ft they flept. Every where they were received with 
profit hofpitality, and had nine pigs roafted to entertain them at dif- 
ferent places. 

Moderate and plealant weather, with a few Ihowcrs of rain. Landed 
fundrics, and received fomc ballaft. Our vifltors were Iddeah and my 
tayo Wyreede, with their hulbands ; their prefents amounted to three 
hogs and a large quantity of bread-fruitV^ The young king came oif 
in his Tongataboo canoe, and paddled feveral times round the ftsp.

wt^Hfflh/ »Thb firft part of thif day modtifate and &ir weather. In the 
afternoon the wind veered to the weftward, and blew freQi, with heavy' 
tkiA'for dbout an hour; then cleared up, and' fi:ll calm : and thus it 
generally happens when weftcrly, from which quarter it fcldom blows 
hard or long. The wives of thd"miffionarics dined and drank tea on 
board. Thermometer 711^. 

26th. Gentle breeifes and pleai&nt wtedicf; The captain and mif- 
fionariea employed in dividing the goods. Received one boat-load of 
balltcfll;’’ The natives on bc^rd diverting themftlves by leaping off the 
topfuil-yard into the water. Thermometer 73®. 

Received one boat- 
load of ftonesi 

■ In the dulfc of the evening, one of our feamen, William Tuckes^ 
tnade his efcape from the Ihip. We had been apprized of his inten- 
tion to ftay oil! the ifland^ knew that moft of 'his’clothds were on fliore, 
and had ^ou^hta of figuring him when we were about to depart, not 
thinking hd wordd go till hear the la'll day^ When we found him 
gone, the boat was indantly manned, to puriue and fcarch for him. 

I and the third’ mate went on this fcrvicOi we landed at Point Venus, 
informed the miffionaries, and the old chief Pyteah, of what had hap- 
pened^ 'khd employed themvalfo in the fearch', which proved in vain; 
tor afteT'^examining evciy houle in the diftrfcft-we were oWiged to re- 
tomas we went. The two Swedes (Peter and Andrew) had been 
ablent all the evening, whibh gave^us rcalbttfOliTppofe,thern cobeerned 
in tbc affair; for juft as we returned to 'th 4 ^ mifBonary 'houle>' they 
Cftme in quite wef, faying that they hhd beeW a^fiftimg, an crnfdby- 
ment wc knew they never went upon at nights ; bcfidcs, their very 
lotdEa'oofldejittned themi All that we conld^^ther do in this bufthefs 
Was, tttfgo'bVIfie huts OfOtoo and Iddeab) ^nd -deftre tlTcm to lend 
ttieii ih'purfiiit vrhich' tbey proiniji^ to do. And to orown 

the dift^eeablends bf Ihis day, juft before wc fet off with the boat, 
tkeVaih Whieh wo birdiight from Ertgltod* came info the J^uft^ -and

Wc hoard that he had taken the road to QpaaTe, andi intended ibr AN 
tahooroo; and in confcquence of this informadon,' i^lt^ M and 
Clode armed themfclves, and fet off in puriuit of him'; < as thc <>£i3p^i>^ 
intended at all events to have him, thatmifehief to the brethren might 
be prevented, and likevrife deiertions be thoeby diicoutaged* ‘Ther- 
mometer 72®.

It appears that Otop ha4rhe€n privy to the whole 
and had himfclf daily fed Tucker. ' But the captain having 
dropt. an expreffion, in Iddeah’s hearing, thjit if the fugitive was 
not found he would take Otoo on board ; it fo terrified liim, tliat 
he fent a man, to inform Tucker that he wanted hlm» and contrived 
to Jiavc .foine of; the miffionaries in ambuili pear the beach, who feized 
Jiiin as he came along, and put him into the canoe, but not witliout 
a great ftrugglc, and many curfes. When wc had got him on board, 
he vyas put in confinement, till wc fhould leave the ifland. As for 
Iddcah, ihe vyas, at this time trembling ; and being afked the rcafon of 
it, fhe faid, it was for fear Andrew fhould be let loofc, for he was a 
bloody-minded man, and would wreak his vengeance on her, and the 
other natives to whom the captain had.fhcwn favour; and that he 
thought very little of running his knife into them. 

3 lib .FinCjpleafant weather. Manne Mannc, who was fo attentive 
and friendly on our firft vifit, did not till this morning fend his refpeds 
and a pre^nt to his tayo the captain, and that himfelf would be with 
us in a day or two. Iddcah and fcvcral others came with the ufual 
prefents of hogs, fruit, &c. 

Ax^uft ift. Light breezes dnd plcafapt weather. Bought tw'o hc- 
goat^ to carry to the Friendly Iflands ; and received feveral prefents 
from the natives. In the evening Manne Maiine arrived at Matavai 
in thc .vefl'el he had juft built at Eimeo, and brought her alongfide for 
the captain to view her ; cpnfideriirg her. as- tUci^, firft eflay, Ihe is a 
wonderful performance. This, day ?.t nppn yve fired a gun, and loofcd 
t]xc ibrc^-topfail, as a fignal for failing; -and received Dn Gillham and 
all jiis baggjiige on board.

■ The natives were now crowdihg the- fbiijj more- t^iah evSr,arifti Vnan/ 
of them were very importunate to go tb'Pfetanci ' iVlkwroa arid' his 
wife my tayo Wyreede, Mannc Mdiihe, Iddeah, and the tayos of the 
crew, laid us In a large fca-ftock of hop,' fowls, arid fruit ; ahd in 
return for their kindnefs received fuch tHinp as were to them ufeful 
and gratifying. Manne Mahne was very urgent for falls, rope, an- 
chor, Arc. for his veflcl, none of which articles wc had to fpare : on 
which account, though the captain gave him his own cocked hat and 
a A'ariety of articles, he was ftill difeontented; faying, '' Several people 
" told me that you wanted Manne Mannc, and now I am come, you 
give me nothing.’’ An obfervatibn flmilar to this he once rtiadc 
to the miflionarics : You give hie,” fays he, “ much parbw (talk) 
and much prayers to the Platooa, but vciy^ few axes, knives, feif- 
“ fars, or cteth.” The cafe is, that whatever he receives he imme- 
diately diftrlbutcs among his friends and dependants; fb that of all the. 
numerous prelciits he had receiATd, he had nothing nbw to Ihew, ex- 
cept a glazed hat, a pair of breeches, and an old black coat, which! 
he had fringed with rCtk feathers. And this prodigal behaviour he 
cxcufes, by faying that, were he not to do fo, he Ihould never be a 


king, nor even remain a chief of ahy cotifcqriencc: 

Unmoored the fhip, dM pf all 'things clear and in rcadbiefs for 
failing on the foliowihpdaj^.’ ' Mrs.’ Henry', Uo'dges, and Haflcll, with 


fcvcral of the miflionarics, came off to take leave 6f the captain, offi- 
cers, and crewi Mrl-^bHc,’'ti)rfet’tl6d’ht h’l^hiinii, Wilhcd to go to 
the Friendly IflaridS : ’aA(il‘u^feh’<i'bYetlil:iidMeff^inh liberty to go^df' 
Hay, dctctminiiiptb g 0 ’,‘'ibifld 'iiri\Vl/o^^hi ftdli 'Shd bthcr articles 
taken on board again for ule blit in the evening he chanpd his 
mind agaih’,' knd'fCfolvcd 
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4th. Light airs of wind. At eight A. M. wc weighed anchor, 
and flood out of Mattn ai bay ; the wind variable and baffling. Great 
numbers of nati\ cs crowded on board, to take leave of their rcfpcc‘i>i\ c 
friends, and fee what they would further bellow ; for they polfcis g<> 
nerolity and felfiflinefs in an almoll equal degree. Some at parting 
with t heir itayos ut one end of the fhip w'tjjt bitterly, but by onl) 
walking the length of the deck they became as cheerful as ever ; and 
w'h'eix taxed brith diffimulation, they laug^ii^ly obferved, that it was 
the parbw or -ttillom of Otaheite to weep and cut thcmlclvcson fucli 
occalions, but the latter they omitted becaule wc had told them it was 
bnd. But as all their paffions or fits arc extremely fliort-llved, elpc- 
cially that of grief,'- their prelent behaviour was only conlillent with 
their general eharaftcr and difpofition. 

Aftci' hoilling the pinnace in we Hood off and on, waiting the 
packets of letters, which were brought off at noon by Cover, Henry, 
and fcveral others who had not taken leave. After fuch convcrlation 
as the oceafion fuggefted, wc took an affedionate farewell, and parted, 
perhaps never to behold each other again in this life. 

It was the purpofe of the miffionaries, as foon as the Ihip lailed, to 
change their abode to a more eligible Ipot, and to lurround their pre- 
miles .with a ilrong wall, fuffleient to prpteA them from any danger, 
though, while they are \inited, none is to be apprehended, as they 
have fufficiertt force to defend thcmfelves againll the whole illand. 
As foon as this is done, they purpofe building a veffcl of one hundred 
or one hundred and fifty tons, capable of vifiting all the iflands 
around them; forwhich they have materials of every kind, plenty 
of timber, and able workmen. 

, Wc hope they will have widely diffufed the glad tidings of falva- 
tion, with which -they are fent, by the time wemaj again, vifit them. 
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CHAPTER XV. 

Return to To7igatahoo.-— Occurrences during our Ahfence, 

H aving paired at a conlidcnible diftance fouthvrard of the So- 
ciety Ifles on our former voyage. We now lhaped a direA courfe 
for them ; and by noon on the 5th of Auguft were but a little way ofF 
Huaheine, its extremities bearing from N. E. by N. to N. W. As 
we rounded the fouth end a few canoes came off, in one of which 
was a chief, with the ufual peace-offering, viz. a young pig and a 
green branch. They came on board without hefitation, and. talked 
with nearly the fame freedom as the Otaheiteans. A few' hatchets, 
knives, and looking-glaffes were diftributed among them ; after which, 
feeing that we difregarded their entreaties to anchor^ they went into 
their canoe and paddled away. 

When to leeward of the ifland, more canoes came alonghdc : in one 
of them was Connor, the Iriihman, one of the Matilda’s crew; To 
our aftonllhment, he had forgotten his native tongue, being able to 
recoiled; only a few words : and if he began a lentence in- Englilh, lie 
was obliged to finilh it in the language of • the illands- ‘ Both he and 
the natives begged hard for us to enter Owharr© harbour ; but finding 
that we were determined to make no ftay, he afked the- captain if he 
would take him home ; whidfi was rcadily agreed- to, as wc hai} reafon, 
from the condud of his Ihlpmates at Otahcitc) to'fiippofc that fuch 
us he would prove a hindrance to the haiffion. He then begged the 
captain to give, him tsime to- take' leave of:^ his (wife* -and child ; ‘whick 
was alfb promrfed him: for that purpofe, we hauled our wind to- 
wards the entrance of Owharre harbour ; and when off there, Dr. 
Gillham and I went on Ihore with him in the canoe, and, landing, 
walked towards his houfc through a crow’d of natives, which he cau- 
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tioQfid i;3 .to beware of, left, for tb? of our clothes, they lliould 
^1 lapon us and do us mifehief : he alfo requcftcd we might not go 
far from him. When he made known his intention, feme of the 
women wept, and his wife was much caft down, though he treated 
her with much indifterence ; indeed, he, had faid that he did not care 
ivrhat bccarajc pf her. But when he tpok the child in his arms, a moft. 
.ocautiful infant about eight or nine months old, the tears gliftened in 
his cyc^ and, exprefling his forrow, he fccined divided in his mind, 
whether to ftay in a fttuation where, by reafon of their wars, he faid, 
his life w^ continually in jeopardy, or extricate himfelf, and leave his 
beloved daughter to the mercy of the favages. However, as he ftill 
intended the latter, he embarked in the canoe, and his wife and child 
accompanied, us. In the way, we a.lked her if (he would part with 
her child ; her reply was, “ hfo, not for any thing.” As feveral na- 
tives and chiefs had colledcd on board, it was fome time before Con- 
nor’s buflnefs cpuld be fettled ; which alfo gave him time to confider 
more delibejjately what to do. And, as he never let the child out <>i' 
his arms, his affeiftion preponderated, and he told the captain that he 
found it impoflible for him to leave it ; which wc w ere all glad to 
hear for tire infant’s fake. A few ufcful articles were then prefented 
to ha», and we imrnediately wore fliip and made fail, whilft they re- 
turned to the Ihore. 

He fays, that the wars . here arc far more dcftru^livc than at Ota- 
heitc, where they will not ftand to fight ; here they are more coura- 
geous, and both by pra<5lice and neceffity arc become far more fkilful. 
He relates, that about two or three months before our vifit, the people 
of Huaheinc, (whom he is obliged to affift, or ftarve) went againft the 
ifland of Ulictea; and in the iiril battle, after many falling on both 
ftdes* tha, latter was defoated, and forced to fly for fafety to Borabora, 
leavinft OKn mafters of the ifland; but in a fhort time 

fbnoe of the vi&oneus band lon^g after their wives, returned to Hua- 
heinc ; of which their enemies no fooncr heard, than they came upon 
them, with a fuperiority of numbers, kiUed about fifty of their beft war-- 




riors, ami it was with great dfflculty that Connor and a few more got 
to their canoes, in which, by harf paddling; they efcaped from the 
purliiit of their cnenucs. Connoir flicwcd the mStk of a wound on the 
back, which had been deep, but was now healed ; by which I fuppofed 
it more than three months lince this" affiiir happened. He fays, and I 
believe truly, that there is nO end to their wars; arid thait to have 
Ivccn once beaten was coiifidcted as a fufficieflt catifc fot entefin? on 
frefh w ars ; for, notwithflanding their late mtsfdrtuncs, they were pre- 
jitn ing for anotiicr attack. 

C’oonov hud not been more than five years among the Iflands, in 
V, lilcli time he prcvvcs, that a man may, in all points, become a heathen, 
and cvc'i forget his own language ; though he had fjvcnt part of that, 
time with his fliipmatcs. He had alfo forgotten what time had clapfed 
lincc tlie wreck of the fhip, but fuppofed it to be eight years, which 
was three years too much. Perhaps fbmething might be faid in cxcufe 
for hiih ; he never could read ; but had he poirelTcd only a fiuall lhare 
of literature, it is likely abftra<fl or fpeculativc ideas w^lSld fotnetimes 
have arifen in his mind, to exprefs which, words of 'Kis native lan- 
guage conneded w ith f\ich ideas would naturally and of ticceflity 
recur, that of the iflands being too penurious. Add td this, that the 
remotenefs of liis fituation from home might ciiufc him to give up 
all thoughts of ever returning to his native country, and' to think no 
more of ciiltivating or retaining thofe qualities he had occafion for 
there. ■ ■ ! 

From Huaheinc we fleered Co go to the fiofthwiird' of Ctaha ; but 
as it was nearly calm we made little way ; add riejtC diy at wem 
no farther than betw'cen Otkhai and Borabora; w^hen we obferved in 


1 6 ” 28' S. A few canotls: came off frbni both iflands ; bvat as it was 
Sunday, agreeably to: tfic rule We had?!ifv^hil51^'lbllo wed, we had no

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7 th. In the evening the wind came from the weft ward, and 
ftrctchincr on the larboard tack, we law the fmall illand of Toubai •

which at midnight bore W. N. W. and Mouroa W. by S. ; and iu 
the courfc of the forenoon we paffed between the two, and north ol 
the latter, the wind at the time from S. W. by S. fqually, w ith thiclv 
weather and conftant rain-; which continuing, we hauled the forcfail 
up, and , run under an eaiy fail for the night; and next morning ul 
daylight faw Howe’s iftand oft' the deck,. bearing S. by W. 

fith. Obferved at noon in latitude lO’ 45' S.; at the fame time faw 
the land bearing north, and fuppofed it to be the Scilly iflands, dif- 
covered by Wallis. We now fliapcd a courfc for Palracrfton’s illands, 
where we had fome bufmefs to do; and on the morning of the iL'th 
came in figiit of them. Hoifting the pinnace out, we landed at tlie 
fame iflet which we had^formcrly been upon, but by a better jxairar '.: 
than before. This lie^ a little more to the northward. On tliis dav 
we finifticd what we intended ; got about fix hundred cocoa-nuts for 
the fliip’s ufe, ,and planted (which w'a.s our main bufmeis) thirty-four 
bread-fruit trees, eighteen plantain and fevcral evec ajijilo-trecs, of 
which there were none before on the iftand : and if they ftourifti, as 
there is fcarce a doubt but they will, the benefit of them may be linind 
by fome poor caft-away iflanders, or needy navigator. At this time 
the tropic-birds w’cre fitting on their eggs, and 11 ) very tame, that, hatl 
we plcafed, we might have caught many hundreds of them. 

I .'rth. Hazy weather prevented our feeing Savage iftand. On the 
17 tli we came in fight of Eooa, and next day moored Ihip in the 
harbour of Tongataboo in nine fathoms and a half, on a bottom of 
fine black fand, Makkahah iftand bearing N. N. E. j E. and Attataa 
N. W. iW. 

Before we had anchored, George Veefon, one of the mifTionarles, 
came off, and informed ,us that the brethren were all well, Ifaac Nobs 
excepted; and that, for reafons judged moft prudent, they had fepa- 
rtited into fmall parties, and wxre now with dift'erent chiets. Bowell 
and Harper w ere together with a chief named Vaaijcc, who rcfidcs at 
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a place called Ardeo, Veelbn with Muliccmar, a chief of the diftrift 
of Ahogc, thirty miles from Aheefo, and Cooper with Moorce at 
Ahogc : the reft arc ftill at Aheefo. But before I notice our proceed- 
ings in the fhip, it may be neceflary to infert a few extrads from the 
journal of the miffionarics, written fmee our departure. 


April l.'jth. We were vifitcd by Toogahowe, and many others: 
we informed them of our want of more land and timber, which he 
inflantly faid wc fliould have; he. would fend a perfbn to fhew it us, 
and when ready it fliould be brought home for us. Wc were dif- 
appointed in not being able to viht the Ihip once more, and fend 
letters to our brethren at Otaheitc. 

Sunday lOth. About feven o’clock wc had a prayer meeting, when 
lirothcr Kelfo and Shelly engaged. As wc had fitted up one of our 
cuckoo clocks, the ftriking of it excited great furprife and attention 
among the natives, who confidered it as a fpirit, on which account 
they w nild not touch it, and fuppofed, if they Hole any thing, the 
bird fpirit would deted them, which was not w'ithout its ufe. In the 
f ircnoon bregher Buchanan preached from .ler. xxxii. 27. Several of 
tlic nati ves were prefent, and beliaved very quietly : in the afternoon 
brother Kelli), from 2 ThcfT. iii. 1. John Connelly (the Irilhman) 
paid us a vifit, accompanied by a brother of Feenou Towago, a chief 
w ho lay fick at NoogoIlllVa ; who having heard that Ambler had a 
day or two ago emptied a cocoa-nut into a Japan pint pot, In order to 
drink the milk, fent his brother about fixteen miles to beg fuch ;i one 
of us ; for without it, he w'as afraid he Ihould not get well again. 
Tliis rcfpieft we inftantly complied with, and made a promife to vifit 
him as foon as poflible. FuttafSihe font a meflage by (k)nnelly, en- 
treating us to vifit him at Mooa; but this we could not comply with 
till wc knew more of the language.- Several of us went out to look 
for the Ihip, but law uotliing of her. Our patron, Tbogahowc, made 
us a prefent topday of three pieces of land ; two uncultivated of about

and'a few,iti4ils% it>SQbn' afte« hefenfe iimeflenger, -Tcqucfting us to go< 
and fmg to him before he fet off for Noogollifva ; but as be was at 
this. time forrounded by ' feme, hundreds who were drinking tlicir 
raoiiilng kava,; we declined going, and returned anfwcr, that fmglng 
was a pact of.ouriworlhip, and we did not make a praidice of doing 
it at other times; which' anfwer fatisfied himi.' He made inquiries 
concerning our clock ; but laid, he would not have fuch a fpirit in 
lus houfe. Brother Harper made him a prefont of three lhawls ; and 
loon after he font us a hog and Ibme yams. Some of our number w ere 
amfdoyed in llubbing up old bfcad*-fruit trees*, and otherwife preparing 
our home endtefurc. for garden-foeds : the focretary, Bowell, writing 
a vocabulary ofi the language. In the afternoon the rhbthcr-in-law 
of Ambler, with her two daughters, came to fee us; her hulband is 
commander in chief of the fleet of T5ogahoWc, and the moft fkilful 
faifot on the iflaiid. She informed iis, that if wc fent to her when in 
warit'of provilions, Ihe would readil;^ fupply us. ' Glory to God, wc 
are not likely to know any wMit ; he gircs us enough and to fparc. 

1 8thr After fhmily worlhip we relumed our different employments. 
Several forts of feeds were fown, and more land prepared. A chief, 
jtamcd‘ Gofawef, brought us a hog and fon'ic yams; ' and kindly in* 
fornied us, that wlienever any of its went near his refidcnce, we 
Ihould be welcome towhat his plantation -afforded. To-day Ambler 
left to^pny'a being firlV equipped by' us with a 

fult of dldthWb' -bre&d-rftniti' te'by fcveral 

pcojdd-durihg't’hd’.lkiy. d J' 

iQth. B. Ambler returned again this morning, and' ^formed us, 
that the old -king Moolriooc fcxpreffed forrie - furprifoi^that none of us 
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had vifitcd him Imce landingMibr>ieht‘ him a prdfent. A femne 
Ij-om Fcxnou Towagoriiccompalnted Amblfer; hl»#after had‘foftt'him 
to beg a fork, a platc, an oii latnp, and Ibmfc red water (port' wine). 
Some of them, it appears, had f^cad abroad, that the "^Pappa Langa 
Tongatas (which is tlie name’ wt go by) had ,irt their pcd&iSion^ tome 
fniall things that ga-ve bettcK- light than themuts ftdek oh the' fplinters 
of the cocoa-nut^ which they ufcd ; and this had hiduc^ ToWago to 
fend for one. ■ ‘ uw. .■ ■ -t •: / ■ ! • 

In the time of relaxation from the buflnefi.of the garden we met, 
and confidered tlic propriety bf Ibme of otbr body going to vlfit Moo- 
mooc and Futtafalhe when it was rciblved that brothers Kellb and 
Buchanan fliould on Monday next accompany Ambler, and carry to 
each a prefent.' , ' . : 

20th. Early this morning John Connelly took his leave to return 
to Futtafalhe, with whom hc. reildcs; with him went the fervant of 
Towago with the fpccified prefents for his- ipaflec. Our friend 
Mytylc came, and reqiidlcd one of us to fliave him j/isslhich done, he 
fet off for Eooa, of which ifland he is the fupreme 'chief. - ; 

Our dock excites wondrous attention. Every tool we make ufc of 
attraiils th^ notice of the fpedators, with which we arc commonly 
lurroundcd. Many of them will mutter out bitter regret and reflec- 
tions on their own country, becaufe Ib ignorant of the ingenious arts 
with which we are acquainted, A poor ohjed, with ulccts round her, 
vvrllls of long ftanding, applied to us; and in abovyt.ftwo months: wc 
happily were, able to,, cure hejr. j , ^ . 

Dcfiring to prepare a forge, wCi cndcavofur«d,tO ibrm moulds lor 
brick: andrito procure lime, we atternpted tjossburn Ihells, whicl} 
abound ; but. found; no convenient; mode : ;WP.were .able, however, to 
obtain fome frp.hj, natives, ufe it;jt9;,tba^0>ge tbc, colour of tlieiii 

hair, fli>ie for thcjftoiigtc ifftcrwafdsiburu: 

Wc fliall no doubt, in time, be furalllied with thefc, tilings- Juflidenti 
to -ffipply oiur wants. ■ ;o .- ' i , . ■ 

iWjc were vifited,toiday by fevera), wflo brought flnajj pre* 
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Icnts of fruit, &c. Leboolo, a petty chief. Came in the afternoon. 
This man is accounted the firft fpearman in the country, on which 
account Toogahowc has made him his chief warrior. 

2 2d. In the courfe of this week we have dug and planted about a 
fixth part of our home plantation ; fevcral old trees have been taken 
up, and an euclofurc made for our hogs. Every employment we 

engage in excites the attention of the natives, wdio are frequently lb 
troublefome, that we arc ncceflitatcd to drive them away. I'onnd the 
mufquitoes very unpleafant ; fome confined with fore feet, attended 
with great itching. 

Sunday 23d. As ufual we had a prayer meeting this morning. 
About eight o’clock John Connelly paid us a vifit, bringing a fine hog 
and fame yams from Futtafaihe, who had allb commifiioned him to 
make us an offer of any iflet we Ihould choofe among thofc which lie 
feattered about Tongataboo, as fevcral of them are his. Filli are in 
great plenty at thefe ificts, and during the ‘hungry fcafon u ill be pecu- 
liarly ufcful to us. At half paft ten brother Buchanan difcotirfed fronr 
John i. : before he concluded, an old chief, named iVttar, came with 
fome kava and a bunch of bananas ; he and his attendants fat (juletly 
till the fervice was over; after which, being told the day was facred, 
he apologized for dlllurbing us, .and took leave. In the afternoon bro- 
ther Kelfo preached from Luke xxii. An inftance of a religious nature 
occurred to-day — the admiral of the fleet fet fail for Feejec iii a large 
double canoe to fetch a fpirit (an idol), as they term it, to cure old 
Moomboe, who lies at the point of death ; and long before the canoe 
returns, which cannot be in Icfs than two months, he muft be de- 
parted, and paft the fpirit’s charm. Oh may the time be baftened 
wlicn they ftiall turn from thefe vanities to ferve the living Ciod ! 

2-lth. Early this morning brothers Kelfo and Buchanan went with 
John Connelly to pay a vifit to Futtafaihe and Moomboe at Noogol- 
lifva. The weather proxdng very warm, little work vvas done without 
doors. A fifter of Fecnou Towago, named Onoadaicr, came to fee 
U.S, and in the afternoon flie lent us fome hoti. Hpti is a difli very 
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much in rcqueft among the chiclii, and is made In the following 
iicr: they lidl pour a)coa-nut milk into a wooden bowJ, then k rape 
out the kernel with a flicll ; gee root is bruifed into the milk, and re- 
mains till the latter has imbibed a delicious fweetnefs from it; the 
root is then taken out of the milk, and tire kernel mixed up with it, 
which we found a very rich mcls. Harper vifitcd Moomooe’s fiatooka, 
about half a mile from the miifionary hoiife at Bunghye, a bcautitiil 

folitary }>lacc furrounded by toa and other trees, on which hung Aall 
multitudes of bats as big as crows, called by the natives beaker. Here 
he liiw two houfes ; in one there was a qirantity of fpears and warlike 
imjilements, facred to the Odooa, or fpirit ; in the other an image of 
a goddefs, called Fyega ; to w'hom tliey pray for a favourable feafon 
for making cloth. 

2.Tth. Onoadaicr paid us another viiit this morning, and made us 
a rnefs of hoti ; which being done in onr own houfe, ga\ c us an op- 
portunity of noticing t!ie great cleanlincls which they obferve in their 
cookery. lu the afternoon we were vifitcd by a young chief from Ivce- 
fooka, c;iile<l by Captain Cook, Leefooga ; it is one of the Hapac, pr 
Harby illands. His name is Foonogge, and he is one of the fineft 
made men we have yet Iccn. As Ambler has been frequently v. ith 
him, lie has learnt ievcral Englifii. words, which the young man fpcaks 
very plain. Fie indeed difeovered a furprifing facility to learn any 
word or letter which we fpokc, or pointed out to him. 

20th. During the night we had copious Ihowcrs of rain, and the 
wind blew frefli. About eight o’clock a chief brought us a pig and 
twenty fine yams : in return for which w'c gave him a few articles of 
earthen-ware. A fliort time after we received a fimilar prefent. About 
ten o’clock brothers Buchanan and Kelfo returned from NoogoIhlVa, 
bringing with them fugar-canc, drcfiTcd fifii, pork, and yams. 

The following is a brief narration of their excurfion : “ At hidt paft 
fix we took our d<||)parturc from Goloobaloo, and alter wading about 
three quarters of a mile upon the beach got into a canoe, in which 
were three of Fut^jifaihe’s fervants to convey us to Noogollifva : wind 
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and tide being agalnft us, vve landed about five nvilcs f rom our journey’s 
end, and vv;ilking about an hour we came to the rclidcnce of Fecnou 
Toogaliowe, who, Surrounded by a circle of xittcndautH, was taking 
his morning’s kava. When we had gone through the ufuaj llilutatlons, 
and made him a prclent, w’c proceeded to lee his father, and ll)und 
him removed to a new habitatiom which Nvas not ’quite linilhed : but 
twelve or fourteen men being at work upon it, they completed it lt>on 
after our arrlvid. Poor Moonujoc feemed dangeroufly ill, and was 
furrounded by fevcral of his wives, the oldcft of vvliom is dexoted tt.) 
bc llrangled at his d<;ath. He feemed very well jjlcafcd with the prc- 
lent we made him ; a piece of foap w'as a part of it, which when he 
faw, he cxprelfed a wilh to be iLavcd, and was much gratified when 
it was done. Soon after' this we were furniflied with a mefs offilh, 
yams, ■ &c. 

About ten o'clock w:c went to Futtafaihe, whom vy'c found giving 
orders to get a large double canoe into * 0 . boat-houlc, fituated about 
twenty yards from high-water mark. He received us, with great affa- 
bility and good-nature, bidding us welcome, and apoi(t>gized for the 
meannefs of the habitation, „,alfb for the I'mallnefs of the prefents he 
had fcjit us ; the rcafon of which, he fald,. vviis our living at fo great 
a dlftancc from him. He received the prefent we made him with 
much good-humour, and without the vividity fo remarkable in many 
others. When we had partaken of the rcfrclbnients lie had provided, 
he took us to the beach, and flicw^cd us fcveral Iflands, any of which, 
he fald, were at our fervice ; but he advifed againfl going to examine 
them this afternoon, on account of the roughnefs of the weather. 
Therefore, having a little time on our hands, we vifitcd fevcral other 
clilcfs : and being at laft fent for by Tbogahowe, we immediately 
w'aitcd upon him in company with Connelly, and found upon our 
arrival, that Moomooe had fent us a la’rge baked hog and fomc yams. 
The hog W'as inflaOtly cut up with a Splinter of together 

w 1th the yams, divided among the chiefs who were prefent ; and when 
we had fpent a proper tjmc here we returned again to Futtafaihe, 
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w ho had got a fowl ready difefled for us’: and thus it was wherever 
we went, plentiful provlfion was made. "When ■ w'e had flipped we 
retired to reft, hut were rather difturbed by forac 614 women, wlro 
were employed the whole rright in beating the legs of.Futtafaihc. 
Next morning we rofe before daylight, intending to viftt the iflauds 
and make clioice of one of them, but were detained for' fomc time 
by a milunderftandihg of Futtafaihe’s orders. However,’ as the chief 
had been fent for to pay his laft vdfit to Moomooe, fuppofod to be 
dying, by Connelly’s exertions w'c embarked in tw'O canoes, with three 
natives in each to paddle us. After feme time we landed at a place 
called Holllfva, wlicrc we were flicwn a well, wbich they informed us , 
was dug by Captain Cook : it is the- largeft and deepeft we have feen 
in the country, but the water is bad, and , the land contiguous to it 
much cncuniibercd with underwood. Thence crofting a creek, we 
came to an ifland called Noogonoogo : here m'c breakfafted upon filh 
and baked plantains at the firft houlc We came to ; after which, we 
made a tour round the ifland» and found it, like that at Hollifva, 
abounding with underwood; but it had a few plantations in good 
order, which feemed to have coft the natives much labour, on which 
account we refufed to accept of it. 

We therefore embarked again, and crolTcd to another, called Mak- 
kahah: this we found W’ell ftored with cocoa-nuts, plantains, bread- 
fruit, and fugar-caiie, alfo good frefli w'atcr. Upon the beach we 
found a curious coral rock, much refembling the ftump of an old tree, 
about five feet high and four thick; it was full of holes, in which 
v/«re a great number of watcr-fnakes. The natives forbad us to hurt 
them, and would fcarce fuftfer them to be touched, laying they were 
agfx s ’ which led us to fuppofe they were facred animals. Thefe fnakes 
were about thirty inches long: the body;' from head to tail is in circles 
cf black and white' alternately, each about half an inch broad; along 
the top of the back is a bcautifuf ultramarine blue. Though not ve- 
nomous, the natives reprefent them as dangerous, and fay they will 
kill a man hy twilling round his neck and biting a hole m his throat. 
We next examined another fmall ifland, called Faffaa, where was 
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cftoicc pf I^ai-katiati, ap^ t^e,iew hatiUk; ab^iilf tiiifty

in numoer, pecame our ten^t? ; whom mt coufa afterwards 
^w Vhatcyer wc wanted’ of tke piroliuce, or’demapd if'wc 

chbfe’ it ; or improve tlie il|lah3>j^y niakm^ wkat^y^efatibns in it we 
pleaicd. We found Fu^ta^aihc Ittifi wi'tl^ hiiopmooc ; ' ke exprefled his 
approbation o^ouf ckoice jn a very b^lij^ing manner, and informed us 
farthCT, tkat he had fct Uir<^ mch to fit^.cbidage to a fihgle failing ca- 
noe, vvhicK he ihtehded for, our ufe. Moomooe was how incapable of 
turning himiiej|f, and appeared to be haftening fail: to diflblution ; ne- 
vcrthclefs He defined us to fend him a cuckoo clock, and a few of 
bur, nuihber to fing plalms for him. We were greatly fhocked with 
the bahavioiir bf^^Topgahowe, who two days ago had cauled a young 
man (his own younger brother) to be ijrangled, that his father might 
recover. , The yi<fllm he had buried v^ithin a few yards of the houfc 
where we were, and he how came to mourn over him, which he did 
b^ fitting up'pn the grave with his elbows upon his knees, and covering 
his face with kiis hands rerhained a long time in filencc, and then de- 
parted .ye;y thoughtful. After fupper Futtataihe went to fit up with 
Mopmobe, and we retired to reft; and early next morningembarking 
in a canoe, got home about niric o’clock.” 

27 th. It had rainc’d hard during the night, which prevented us 
from working in the day. A prefent of a turtle and fbmc yams came 
from Nopgollifva in Moomooe’s name; this is cftcemed a valuable 
prefeht in this country. Several of our garden-feeds have now made, 
their appearance, and look exceedingly well ; but the rats and mice are 
very deftro6fivc : our, crops of^peas have fallen a prey to their ravages, 
and vye arc afraid the beans will fhafe the lame fate, except wc- find: 
fomc means to. dcflroy or drive away thefe vermin. A blind chief 
vlfited us to-day. . , 

28th. Weather IHIi wet. Qfcat numbers of people are daily coming 
into our neighbourhood, bringing cloth, hogs, yams, '&c. to be dif- 
pofed of at the funeral of Moomooe, whole death 5s hourly cxpc<fled, 
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\!i'U(erc n<? fiaAooka is, which Itands about half a milp from our houie.

)ic \\ as Ijilu^ed in ^ corduil manner by hU elder brother Tbogahowe, 
and fooiraftpr went to fee. his iamcr, whole ^tendants feized upon 
*him with a vIcy^ to ttran^e him inftantly, whedi,Ji,c, gncflli^ their 
intention, fiiid, if tlicy would ufc gentler mcaps; he would futoit to 
his father’s will ; but they continuing their violence, he, by a great 
exertion beat them ptF. 'f hrcc feejee men were tlicii called, aind 
thefc being joined by ,a filler of the unfortunate Colelailo, they accomr 
plilhed his death, Alas, how dreadful the d^rknefs thjit envelopes 
the minds pf thofe poor heathens ! The prince of darknefs has im- 
preffed the idea on them, that the llreiigth of the perfon llrangled will 
be transferred into the fick, and recover him. Oh, when lliall the 
happy period come when they lhall fay, What have we to do aiiy more 
with idols ? 


2yth. Foonogge paid us a vifit this morning, and. after him came 
our friend Mytyle, who informed us that'Moomooe had! ' departed 
this life about four o’clock this morning. The people wKo palTed 
from Nopgollifva, with their faces bruifed, and bloPd running down 
their cheeks, were numerous.: infread ot cloth they w'ore matting 
round them, and a twig of the* chpfnut-tree about their necks; tins, 
it feems, is their mourning drefs. About Pne o’clock Toogaliowc 
arrived; and fpon after Ambler, .accompanied by brother Bowell, went 
to fee him. He w^as fittir^ in a fmaU' neat houfc, giving orders to 
Icycral chiefs who fat around him, concerning the procuring the vafr

Near her I^uttafaihe walked ; and 
rieSt\hem ISWO WOmetti who were devoted to be ftrangled at the iune- 
rat :- otfc Was weeping, but the other appeared little concerned ; thc5^ ^ 
both were wives bf the dccealed. Some of us followed them to the 
fiatb<jka,‘’near Which they d^fited thebody fca* the prefent, in a houfe 
(^tried 'thithdi-Tof the’ pnrpofej and which was hung round with black 
elothV T!'his'fiak»oka^is'lituated On a fpot of gi^ound about four acres. 
A moiirtt^rifes-with a gchtlc flope about feven feet, and is about one 
hundred aft4 twenty yards in' circumference at the bafe; upon the top 
ftahds a'hbufe neatly made, which is about thirty feet long, and half 
that ih Width. The roof is thatched, and' the fides and ends left 
open. ' Tri ihc middle; of this houlc isrtlie grave, the’ tides, ends, and 
bottom of wliieh are of -coral ftonc, with a cover of the fame : the 

floor of the houfe is of fmall flones. Tho ctoa and other trees grow 
round the flatooka. 

To the left of the tomb, anfl '-without the cnclofure, fat about four 
hundred people : the mj^br part of them were men, for whom yava 
was brewing. ' Oj^ofite to thefc were placed 'five large roafled hogs, 
twenty bafkets of roafled yams> and about one hundred pieces of mai 
(or mahic), the four pafte. A' fcW paces froihvthe prdvifions fat feven 
^ or eight men j who Were tabooed, Hnd exempt frdfti-'csh^ihg 'themfelves. 
One of thefo gave orders ccaiccrning the difpufal of 'the hogs, yams, 
and yava; all that drank bf the latter were ntcntibnfcd by name, by a 
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perfon 'appi^tedito^ Chat dfficfijJby .FefeneiDu»tci»g3>:Vvhp sow foenied,

30th. Duringithe night gfeat^numbera of ptoplpiwtr? paling and 
repaffing. Preaching /by brothers Bpebanah ,- and Kelfb., Many of 
the natives crowded round our gfi(te, and afew; were admitted., Pre- 
parations for the funetal were carried on with pnremijLting diligence, 
by the natives.- I vj • 

May ift.i Three toafted hogsv^ere fent us this .mornings one from 
Fefenc Duatonga, onefrom Toogahowe>. ai^ thp other.-from Feenou 
Lucalullo. In return we fent a prefent to Toogahoiij^c only ; it con- 
fiftcd of a cooper’s adze, . an auger, a gouge, . tlircc gimlets, a plane, 
two chiffols, &C. Several ftrangers came to gratify ; their curiofity 
during the day, great numbers of whom flood without the fence,, 
noticing all our actions. Futtafaihe paid us a yifit tins morning for 
the firft time fince we have been on fhore; ope of the brethren fhaved 
him, and whilfl- he was doing it the natives were afraid any of the 
hair lliould fall to the ground, in which cafe not one of them would 
dare to cat under the roof again ; however, no accident of that kind 
hapj)cncd. Great preparations are maklxrg at,B^||pKye for the fune- 
ral ; people flocking, from all quarters with hogs,f, fieiij:,;. cloth, fpearsj 
and clubs. ^ . 

2di The crowd in our- neighbourhood is; prodigious, and alarming 
to us; and we are informed they are likely tQ.m?ike a flay of two or 
three months, in which time He alone whp reignsjon higli knows 
what exccifcs th^ may run into. towardSrM»*f> v;; 

As the funeral 'take.pkice tortday, brother I>ow< )I went with 

Ambler to. ’BunghyC'to fee the4crcm0ny> and fo\md, about .hnir thoun 
fand pcrfpns fitting rppnd tlie, place .where the fiatooka Hands. A few 
minutes after our. /arrival we heard a great fhduting and, blowing., of 
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fmaU., hund^

thO'. area' with hic in his hand, and having .^l^i^iouHy oiled his hair, 
fet: itnpn. firsi ,and ran. about, with it aU;on flame. . When they had 
fatishndttheinieWcs -with this manner of tornront, t|icy fat d^wn, beat 
their faces with their iifts, and then fptin^d.; vV fecond party went 
through , tho fatne cruelties }' and after dierna third cjifercd., Ihoutuig 
and blowing the Ihclls : four of the foremqft held ftoncs w’hich they 
ufed. to knbek i out their teeth; thofe who blew the ftrclls cut their 
heads with them in d Shocking manner. A man.that had a fpear run 
it through^his arm juft above the elbow, and with it ftieJelng faft ran 
t^bout the area for fomc time. Another, who feemed to be a principal 
chief, ,a6ied as if quite bereft of his ienies; he, ran to every corner of 
the area, arid at each ftation beat his head with, a, club tilj the blood 
flowed down his fhoulders. After this brother BoweU, Ihockcd, and 
unable to. bean the ^ne any longer, returned home. Futtafaihe. allb 
came to our. dwelling, and ftayed about two hours. At two o’clock 
in the afternoon four of us went to the fiatpoka, where the natives of 
botli fexes were ftlll at the dreadful work of -cutting and mangling 
thdmlclves. We had not been long there before we heard afa diftance, 
low but cxprefliYC founds of the deepeft forrow and lamentation : this 
was a party .of about cme hundred and forty womeii marching in finglc 
flic, ‘bearing each -abafket of fand; eighty men foUow'od in the fame 
manner, with each two bafkets of coral fund,- and fong, as they 
marched, words importing, “This is a blcffing.to the dead;” and were 
anfwcrcd in refponfos by thp wonacn. Another company of women 
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brought k'Mge 'ijuiiiflty 'cftthi afl5§‘ii«fijYcr€;d1h their turn'td the 
above rfe^riles^ * Thus thfeie iflihSii btmd^ ’^hlked' towards thc'tohnV 
filling 01 ^ cdVdrfii^ that part of the niount bfetiU^ti the hOufe dnd^tbc' 
place where the corpfe* lay, and the grave, with= fine mats and cloth ; 
after which, Ibveti^tden ble^ CWch-fllfeUd/'^hile others ' fung ' in a 
doleful ftrain, exprdlive of the moft heart-felt grief 'The corpfe Wte 
now conveyed to the grave upon a large “bale of black clotHi:>wIt!h 
which, and fine mats,' they covered it. The bearcrs> as they '>ven4 
walked ftooping low, and carrying the bale iii their hands. WhiMl 
thefe fervices were performing, a company of meii and women camb 
into the area, and cut thcmfelves dreadfully, After them another file 
(jf females, nineteen in number, brought each a bag of their ' moft va- 
luable articles *, and twenty-ohe more had each a fine mat in their 
hands, all of which' they depofited in the tomb, being, as they call it, 
a prefent for the dead ; and immediately after - came a prefent from 
Toogahowx, confifting of thirty-five bales of cloth, each bale carried 
by four men on a frame. After the prefents another patty of haourners 
entered the arta, fixtecn of whom had recently cut theif little fingers 
off : thefe were followed by' another party with clubs and fpears, who 
beat thcmfelves as before delcribed, and disfigured their faces with 
cocoarnut huiks fixed on the knuckles of both hands, Wc noticed 
that thofe who had held offices, or were related to the deceafed, were 
the moft cruel to thcmfelves ; fomc of whom thruft two, three, and 
even four fpears into their arms^ and fo danced round the area, and 
fomc broke the ends of the fpears in their ftclh. The grave was co- 
vered with a hewn Hone about eight feet long, four broad, and one 
thick : this ftone they had fufpended with two krge ropes, whicli 
went round two ftron'g piles drove into the ground at the end of the 
honfe, and thence led to the area, were about two hundred men held 
by them; and whilft they lowered it^floU'ly, women and children 
wept aloud, or fung' words importing, ** My father, myfatlicr ! the 
beft of chieft,' More cloth was then brought to be put into the 

tomb,' and another patty entered, and abufed thcmfelves as before..

• Aaddet, who had receivedifrom Urwarieus articles of wearing 
gpparcl, -andsfi bon to &cure tihennp pretended* to be fobbed by the 
natives, and contrivcd.to have the empty tbox’ brought biick ; but wc 
fufpc<3ed the cheat. Hcvbeat one of. thekWomen hedived with inhu- 
manly, who ran aWay, and the friends of the other carried her off ; 
yet though this fellow was fo wicked, he rendered us confidcrablc 
fcrvlcc by inftru^^ing us M Ae language, as aMb did -a young chief 
named Foonfgge^,- ,< ,«/ = v: >* iCHttv* - 

0th. Took walk to^MoocQ,’:a^nc ekwated fjwt near the beach, 
with houfes and enclofures, bcl<?ng««g'^^d®ti Towagoj who lay 
fick. Wc ftaid with him about four hours. He nihde tB%^rdenf of 
a fine Ampriaansdiog^ an anunal uf whiebi^we ftood' in -fieed. Wc

and grow : they contain banana^trees, or yams^ ict in Ktmn three feet 
afundcr, whidi were now ripe ; between the tofws the ymn root was 
cultivated, or the talloo, anothd ettulent root ; but they left the un- 
cultivated parts very foul, and ov'ergrown with weeds and Their 
anode of working is to fquat down on thdr hams, and hoc the 
^ound with -an inttrument of hard wood, about ttre long,4iaim)w, 

w ith fharp edges, and pointed ; with this alfo th^ dig -it up. 

Ill the evening Benjamin Ambler made ufc of very improper lan- 
guage to the brethren, and dettred them <t(» quit the abbey, and to low 
no more feeds. On this wc applied to our friend and patron Tooga- 
how’c ; Mytylc, who has rendered us ib many kind offices, -accompa^ 
tiled us. T6ogahi0w.c received us very cordially, faid he loved us and 
all our brethren, and immediately gave us a pig and twenty fine yams; 
and when he had heard our complaint was very angry, and lent im- 
mediately for Ambler, who came, and notwithttanding hb endeavours 
to palliate what he had faid, he received a fcvcre reproof from the 
chief, w ho told him that he had no right to our houfe, tior any thing 
about us, and dettred he would let us alone in future. 

;^th. This forenoon Futtafaihe, accompanied by two of hb tuck- 
ongers (or couniellors), came, and ftaid about an hour with us, then 
took their leave. 

About ten A. M. brother Buchanan preached from Hcb. xii. 1 . ; 
ia the afternoon brother Kelfb from Cant. i. and afterwards adminif- 
tered the Lord's fupper. As few of the natives were permitted within 
the enclofurc, wc w ere enabled to wait t>n the Ood of our fah^tion 
without diftnuttion. 

8 th. Our friend Toogahowe, attended by a numerous retinue, 
brought uslMMo pieces clofh, and a ipade which we had given him 
the week befooa; he now wanted it cut in pieces, to make fmall iron 
took ; . thb was done* and «t the gprmdftmie had been fitted up, they 
were aUb dharpened ibr him t having fbme yava root by us, we gave it 
to him, €0 that eybile the bafruett of the fpade was going on, they 
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regaled thcmfcives over a bowl, and afterwareb departed much plealedi 
Futtafaihe came to-day Hkewile, and brought with him a fine turtle. 
More than twenty large double canoes arrived from the Harby iflands, 
carrying upwards of fifty perfons each-: in one of them was Morgan 
Bfyan, an Irifliman, the former Ihipmate of Ambler and Connelly : 
he had heard of our arrival fo early as about the time the fliip failed. 
As loon as he landed he came and ftaid Ibme time, but during our 
interview gave fuch fpecimens of depravity as excited a wilh for him 
never more to come under our roof. A writing-book forgotten at Fec- 
nou Toogahowe’s his wife firft denied, and then produced ftripped of 
moft of the leaves. 

Qth. Several chiefs came to fee us this morning, and brought tools 
to be fliarpcncd. Morgan came again to fee us, and to our grief we 
are likely to have much of his company. Provifions in abundance are 
ftill brought to Bunghye from all parts of the country. Strangers like- 
wife arc vifiting the fiatooka of Moomooe, where they continue the 
cruel mournihg deremony, but not lb much now as a few days ago. 
Morgan, who had in the morning requefted iron tools of us, which 
we did not think proper to give, took the liberty, in concert with 
Ambler, to upbraid us, and to ufe fuch language as much hurt our 
minds. Ambler well knew that our ftock of tools was much reduced, 
yet he did not fcruple to fay, that, unlcfs we complied with his re- 
queft, he would, before ten days elapfed, adopt means to fatisfy him- 
felf; and with .this threat w'alkcd off. May He who has faid, “Be 

not difmayed, I am thy God,” protect us with his almighty power 
from the machinations of thofe wicked men ! 

10th. About five A. M. brother Kelfb being on watch difeovered 
a man creeping through the fence ; he immediately ftruck the thief, 
and repeated his blows till the man ran off. M)rtyle being acquainted 
with it, was very fbrry the fellow was not killed.' A lifter of Tboga- 
howe’s, nanied Fecnou Allawallo, fent us a fine hog and eight balkets 
of yams, and fcvcral of her family followed, and ftaid moft of the 
afternoon, which was rainy. In the evening Toogahowe came him- 
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felf, with a chief from Harby i before he 4epartc4 lie received ^ cover- 
lid from one of the brethren> with; which he was higldy gratified, 

11th. John Connelly informs us, that while the chiefs fat over 
the yava bowl this morning, he overheard them laying plauis to em- 
brace thc .firft opportunity to deprive us of all our.pofleljfipn?, but that 
they waited the return of the fiiip, when they hope4 we fliould receive 
more articles. . The truth of. this report we have no rcafon ,ta, doubt, 
as we know there is not a man on the ifland but would tell us upon 
inquiry, that they are “ matde monucka,” that is to fay, “ dying in 

in love for our things.” This information gave us no fmall unca- 
fincfs, and led us to inquire what fteps were proper to be taken at this 
critical jundure, and which was the path of duty. Wc knew not the 
way of proceeding they might take to cffcA their purpole ; but as fa- 
vages generally work thcmfclvcs up to fury on occafions of enterprife, 
wc had but little hope that they would regard our lives. After de- 
bating the fubjed, w^e concluded the fafeft plan would be, to feparate, 
and, going two together, put ourfelvcs under the protedion of the 
greateft chiefs, and place our property, alfo under their care ; by which 
means we might fccure our perfbns, and, at Icaft, favc our books ; but 
that wc might have one place whereat to meet and commune toge- 
ther, it was judged proper that four of our number fhould remain 
with Toogahowc. 

In the afternoon brothers Bo well and Veelbn, accompanied by 
Connelly, went in queft of Toogahowe, who feemed to diicover little 
concern when he heard of our circumftances ; but wiflied that he 
might have his lliare of the property, if we did feparate. On this 
wc invited him to our habitation, and opened every box to his view, 
from every one of v/hich he took fometliing, by way of tithe, and 
departed fati^fied. 

12th. The night paffed quietly, and but few of the natives came 
near our fence ; however, the alarm of yefterday was by no means 
quelled. Toogahowc wilhed for us all to remain with him, the mo- 
tives for which wc could calily.fee through; it appearing evident that

"2‘id. Prepared i'|>iefce of ground for turnips, which tbtivc better 
than any other feeds. Set fbme peas and beans ; thole wc firft ptahted 
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were in blow In about two moiiths. The peas "v^erc chiefly deftroyed 
by the rats, which abound here. Walked ox'cr the weftem part of 
the iilarid, not more then a mile actofs. Tlic fliorer rtfek'y ; a hcaA^y 
fiiff upon it. Obfefve'd, the natives amuflrig. themfclves wdth fwim- 
niing in the furf, and carried bn the top of the tvkve; this fport they 
called lanebfo. ' *' 

The men have begun their diverfiohs at Moomooe’s fiatooka, and 
priiiftlfc raoriiing and evening in different jpartSes;^ under different chiefs. 
Next Sunday is fixed for tlic cartonga lahie, or great toomai; after 
which, w'e are informed, many of the people will difperfc, of which 
we lhall be heartily glad, 

28th. The great toomai was performed by ‘men dreffed in their 
flneft fobes, and mats ornamented with feathers,' beads, Ihclls, &c. ; 
the drums called tarraffc founding, accompanied by a chorus of per- 
formers fmging, and holding in their hands an inftrument like a 
paddle, called dobochc,. about two feet and a half long, with a Ihort 
handle; making curious flouriflies, with cbrrefponding motions, ajid 
different attitudes ; thole around them joining in the chorus. They 
began in three lines, and fhifted by various evolutions, till thofc in 
the rear became the front, moving in exaft time, and ^ith a graceful 
Hep. Some of our number make a pradlice of viliting one or other 
of the great chiefs every day, by whom we are treated with much 
affc<Jllon, and they offer us any thing in their pofleflion. They take 
great pains, and fiifplay much ingenuity, in endeavouring to make us 
underftand their language. Through the week wc have had a mofl 
liberal fupply of provifions fent us, and have eleven hogs in our fly, 
more than wc well know how to feed. Maintained our ufiial worfhip ; 
brother Buchanan fpokc from Heb. xii. 2. Kelfo from Col. ii. 18. 

29th. Two of our brethren being invited by Futtafaihe to Mooa, 
they let off, and overtook him in about two miles, having tefted with 
his party to take their morning draught of kava : they purfued their 
journey in company. The Dooatonga (as Futtafaihe is entitled) being 
unwell was carried by four porters, on a kind of litter. They pro- 
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ccedcd not in the dire<fl road by the beach, but turned to the right 
inland, and (lopped at the largcft houfc they had (^n in the ifland, 
being one hundred and eighteen feet by fifty-fix, and neatly thatched ; 
it is called NafFoola, and is about fix miles from ours. Here 
they relied about three hours, during which they took a turn to 
Lego, as they call the fouth-weftern part of the ifland, faw much land 
cultivated for yams, but more neglcftcd and overgrown with weeds. 
There were vail groves of cocoa-nuts, which grew on the bare rocks, 
even to the edge of the cliffs. Below was a delightful fpring gufhing 
out of a rocky cavern, into which, at high water, the fca flows. In 
the evening they went to Togamaloolo, a beautiful fpoc at a little 
diftance from tlie road, where they flept. Before thd' houfe was a 
large green area, and on each fide a fiatooka containing three tombs. 

30th. Reached Mooa, the refidence of Futtafaihe ; they found the 
abbeys and ladores of this village in a very ruinous condition, and the 
fences much out of repair. Here are fcveral houfes, which Connelly 
faid were Jpirits' houfes, where they found logs of wood, llones, and 
bundles of rags, which were confidcred as fpirits, being brought from 
the Fetjee iflands. Thcfc places arc falling down, but fo facred, they 
mull not be touched to repair them. Futtafaihe is very fupcrllitious, 
and himfclf efteemed as an odooa or god ; he is alfo much devoted to 
pleafure, finging, and dancing ; has fcveral wives, the firll v omen of 
the country ; one, the daughter of Moomooc, called Dooboumaofer : 
•flic has features and a complexion very like a European, as flic feldom 
goes out of the houfc, or expofes hcrfelf to the fun and air. 

The lands about Mooa arc ill cultivated, and overgrown with grafs 
and traili ; though there arc many beautiful abbeys planted with a 
variety of trees and flowering flirubs of the moll delicious fragrance. 

3 ill. Very rainy and tcmpelluous,. When it cleared up they walked 
out to fee tlic abbeys, canoes, &c. The fiatookas are remarkable. 
Tliere lie the Futtafaihes for many generations, fomc vafl ahd ruinous, 
which is the cafe with the largcft ; the houfc on the top of it is fallen, 
and the area and tomb itfclf overgrown with wood and weeds. Potdaho,

the falfher oi the prcfoxt king, is iud to.iwvc died end been tutened 
at V«irao. 

The. hlRoiy, if Ambler’s report is to Jbe receive .is this : that Pou- 
l^ao, but more cfpecially his wife Mahoofe, of the Doubou iamily , 
•were tyrannical in their government, difpoiTdring the chieis M'bitra- 
.-rily, and rendering thcmfelvcs odious. Toogduxwe was then .chief at 
£6oa. Her tnajeily, after Poulaho’s dcceafe, difmiifcd ium from hk 
poft, and nominated another. This he rd'eated, and refuied to fub- 
,mit ; and told the mcifengcr he was a tooa, and not an agec, or chief, 
,elfe he w’ould have challer^ed him to finglc combat ; but now he had 
only to depart with his train, or he would put him to death. The 
wind blew a ftorm, but he hafted back to his miftref;, who inquired 
the realtni of his return in i'uch a gale.; he related his reception ; and 
£hc replied, “ Toogahowe has a mind .to be killed, 1 will punifli his 

infolencc.” . Toogahowe meantime convened the other chiefs, and 
urged them to join him in fupport of their privileges. Tlxc conflid 
proved in their favour, and the queen was driven to Aheefo, and took 
.Ihdter At a houfc near ours at Attaboo. Here ihc iat with a garland 
of leaves about her neck, and a gooterkoo in her mouth, which fig- 
jiificd, I crave mercy. Toogahowe was going to dil'patch her with his 
tooe*-tooca, or fjpear, 'but was withheld by his followers ; and Ihe was 
fuffered to cfeape to .the Harby .iilands, where Ihe now lives in cicilc. 
Toogahowe, vidorious, cxcrcifcd great cruelties on his enemies, tying 
dome to trees and burning them alive, and making great devadations 
at the Harby illands. In a hght with the people of Vavoa, hi* canoe 
.outfailcd the rcll, and he fought them alone with fuch fury as gained 
the vidoiy, and railed the fame of ins military prowcls to the higheft 
pitch ; fo that he is univerfally dreaded and obeyed. Our miflionarics 
were witiieffes to iomc of Too^howe’s Umgc condud. One man 
who difpicalcd him had his hand cut od' on the ^t ; and another was 
tied up with his arms extended, anti two women were wdered with 
jighttd Hicks to bv:n him under the aym-pit». Our hucthrcn inter- 
ceded for him, and happily refeued him from tliia cruel piuuihixvent. 
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June iftr Tixc brethren returned in a failing canoe to Aheefo. 
Futtataihe made them a prefent of a hog and twenty yams, and ac- 
oompaiBicd them tae fmall ifland in the bay eallcd Makkahuh^' .which 
he had given them. 

At Ahfiefo fwind ievcral chiefs returning to their homes ; one of 
them, named Moore, invited Cooper and Gaulton to aueompat^ him 
to Ahoge oa-a vifit, which they accepted. Se\tral of the chiefs have 
given us preffing invitations to refide with them, and have offered us 
houfes, and w hatever w'c can dcfirc ; fo that, whenever we feparatc, 
there is no fear of wanting an afylum. , 

4 th. Spent the Lord’s day as ufual: partook of the Ixoly com- 
munion. 

Cth. Bowcll diid Harper paid a vilit to Vaa^ec, a chief of great 
influence in the diftiid. of Ardco : he informed us of fomc of the vil- 
lanics of Morgan and Ambler, refped:ing fevcral things they had ftolcn 
from us ; and we met fomc women drefled in the llolcu things, 

0th. Vaarjee led us a w'alk acrofs the country to his family fia- 
tookai. llclow the clitf are caverns on which the furf beats*, and.vthc 
vvater gulhes back with furpriliiig violence. ■> 

7th. Bowcll and Harper returned fram Aidco, highly plcafcd with 
the treatment they, had received. Vaarjec int^uiredi carncllly oft'Mr. 
Howell, if we had any who could affift women in 'difficult labours. 
Two of his fervants attcndal them with a large mat ta llecp on, • and 
to alTurc us of hogs and yams wheiaes cr we plcafcd. He lives about te^ 
milcs^oi^ us. His land is the bell cultivated we havc'"lcea; has 
the largcfl; diftrld of any chief at Tonga; and is not obliged to furuifli 
Dugonagaljot)la with his ^produce. He employs a great number of 
fervants in different occupations and labovus. At our return w e found 
the materials ready, atHWaid at our gate, w'hich Tbogahowc had pro- 
mifed to enlarge oirp dwelling. A mattock which w’c fometimes uled 
took hi# fancy, and was given him. Mytyle objecting to another 
erection witlWn the abbey, we fet it up in an adjoining field, which 
we propolcd to clear alfld cultkvatb#

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I'Othi '5 -H^rd that Fecnou Lukolallb wasUl> and not likely to liTc* 
A pair of pantaloons vs crc Itolen. Mytyle had ingratiated hiniicl( with- 
us, by his rcadinels to teach us tlic language, and was » very intelligent' 
man, but wc were lorry to detc<5l him in fcycral petty thefts. 

nth. Spent the Lord’s day in our ufual manner. Futtafaihe- 
vifited us, and wilhed wc would lhave him. We excuied ourfelves^ 
from doing it, as we never did any ^manual labour on the odooa day.. 
Our gracious Father has given us great acccptMice.: in the fight of this 
people, who exprefs much furprile at oblerving how different our 
manners are from thofe of our countrymen, whole time is fpent in. 
idlenefs and profligacy. One of them has four wives, another three, 
and the other two. With fuch men it is Impoffible for us to maintaint 
any fcllowfliip, and their envy and enmity we. bitterly experience. 

12th. This morning Lukolallo died ; and Foonogge, a young 
chief, informed us that Morgan and Ambler had been very induf- 
trious of late to irritate the minds of thb natives againft us> telling 
them that wc were only tooas (mean people), and that they were 
agees (chiefs) , aitd Ions of the king -of England. They had alfo re- 
commended to them to attack and plunder us. After this- we did not 
think proper to flay in the houfe where wc were, but to remove to 
one larger, which flood in the enclolurc next to Dugonagaboola, to 
which the chief readily confented, and all thlngs-exeept our hogs were 
taken thither this evening. However, next day when we went to 
fetch them wc, found the fly broken, and but one remaining; two 
were near the fly, and after the ftriiteft fcarch we* found only another: 
thus our flock was reduced from nine to four.. - 

l’4th. Ambler and Morgan having heard that wc lulpcftcd them 
of having driven off our hogs, came to our houfo, i and began to abufc 
us; and Morgan even kicked one of our number. Seeing them 
determined to proceed further, a feuffle enfued; Morgan- again ft ruck 
with his club the perfon he had before kicked ; but the blow did no 
great injury. They then delifted, finding themfclyes overpowered, 
"but not from uttering the moft horrid exccratiws both on us and alfij 
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©it'^hcmlfelves, if they did not prove bitter enemies, and murder us 
befoVe moving. 

■ In the cteihing tve again met to confidcr further the propriety of 
remaining together ; when it was obferved, bcfidcs the rcafon formerly 
given, that we made lefs progrefs in the language than we fliould if 
we had only natives to converfc with. After much convcriation, 
there appeared, bn a divifion, eight for parting, againft it two. It was 
then agreed, that a divilion of the public property Ihoul take place. 
On acquainting Dugonagaboola with what we had done, he confented, 
and promifed to come to our houle on the 1 7th, and received a pre- 
fent which we had provided for him. 

l^th. A divifion of the public property took place. Morgan and 
Ambler came again to-day, but more peaceably difpofed. On the 
1 0th Connelly came and a<5led his part. He wanted a clock for Fut- 
tafaihe, and infilled upon having it, faying that it had been promiled 
before. But we could not think of complying with fuch prefump- 
tuous demands, cfpccially as we knew no fuch promife had ever been 
made ; therefore lie went away much difpleal'ed. Next day he came 
again, and received the fame anfwer. He then fwore he would do us 
all the harm he could, and that he would murder the firll of us he 
could get into his power. Thus we experience perils among the hea- 
then, but more from our own countrymen. 

Sunday 13th. Buchanan preached from Pfulm Ixxiii. 1, 2, i. 
Kellb, from Heb. iv. lo. 

20th. Our vifitors arc not half fo numerous now as they have 
been, owing in part to a funeral ceremony about tlucc miles from our 
habitation'. This morning Mytylc lent his lervants with one of our 
loft ho^. Vaarjee’s funeral ferviccs ending, he told us he fliould re- 
turn in two nights ; and, if we were ready to go with him, would 
fend his fervantsto remove our luggage; to which we agreed, and 
went to Attaboo to lee our garden ; only a few cabbage-plants had 
come uj>, which we tranfplantcd. But Vaarjee being uncxpcdedly 
detained four or five nights longer, we returned to our houle at Bung- 
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hve. Thither in the evening two chiels brought a fine lad, with his 
hands tied togctlter with linnet, and wanted to barter (fuccatowY 
him for an a-xc. VVT inquired what the lad had done, if he was enow, 
a bad boy ; they fitid. No, lille dbono bofee, allofy fakowx Good fur 
roafting j ams and running errands. But we told them w’c wxre ta- 
bo<xd from all fnch iniquitous pradiccs as Iclling our fellow-creatures;, 
on u hich they carried him away. 

21th. Went to vifit. the fiatooka of Fecnou Lukolallo near the lea 
at Valoo : it is on a fine plain lliaded with, toa and other trees. Several 
jieoplc fat round the grave, which was covered with black cloth, and 
remarkably clean and neat ; we fat down to converfe with them, and 
improve the opportunity for their inllru« 3 ;lon. They fliewcd us tw'o 
logs of wood rudely carved in a human lhape, which they laid were 
odooas brought from Fetjee. We told them thelc could not be fpirits, 
but •mere pieces of wood fit only for the fire. Nor did they feem, by 
the manner in w Inch they tofied them about, to have any idea of their 
fandity. Wc have not yet found that tlvcy have prielb, or any Hated 
ceremonial worfhip, but pofiefs mimy fupcrlVitious notions about fpi- 
rits : and that by Itrangllng fbmc relations of the chief w hen he is fick, 
the deity will be appeafed and he will recover. 

Divine fervicc as ufual. Buchanan^ 1 ThclT. v. 9. Kclfi'), 
E})h. iv., 9. • 

27tb- Shelly and Nobb* accompanied Vaharlo to his honle at 
Ahogc. This chief has fhewn a peculiar attachment to us. A^iarjcc 
called on us in confequcncc of a mefl'age to him from Dugonagahoola, 
w'ho did not chufc we Ihould leave him, or ratlier remove with our 
cfTcds to another chief. However, on making him a prcfcnit he con- 
f'ented, aifured us of his cordial regard, and that whenever wc came 
to Aheel'o w e Ihould liave a welcome reception w ith him. 

28 tli. About a quarter paft three o’clock in the morning wc were 
much alarmed by a Ihock of an earthquake, which lafted'iabout a mi- 
nute, during which time the earth kept a continual trembling ; it 
w as fenfibly felt by U3 all. Our confternation oa this occafion was 
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much incrcafcd by the natives around us, who feemed quite panic- 
ftruck, and fet up loud cries: and the furl' on the beach made a greater 
nolfo than we ever heard before. This we'confidered as a wonderful 
exertion of dl\ Ine power, and a fign at whlcli wc beheld thofe who 
dwidl at the uttcrmoll parts of the earth tremble. May the time 
hullcn when they lhall learn to know and love Him of whom they are 
afraid ! Early in the morning wc were vifitcd by ibme of the natives, 
to whom we mentioned the earthquake ; the impredion it made upon 
them teemed to be but momentary ; they imputed it to the odooa (or 
fplrit), of >Yhlch they teem to have very confufed notions, afcriblng 
every thing to it which exceeds their comprchcnfion, and of which 
they know not the immediate caulc. Ambler lays that it is the fourth' 
ihock tliey have had fince he landed here about eighteen months ago. 
To-day brothers Howell and Harper took their departure from us, and 
went to rcfide with ^'^aarjee, a principiil chief at .\rdeo, about ten 
miles dlilant. 


2Qth. Howell and Harper embarked with Vaa’-jee and his mother 
Duatonga I'efcne, wlio feems the firft w'oman in th.c idand, and was 
«:oin" to Moca. They lauded at a imal! if and In the hav, where thev 
lle{)t the firfr night. 

Nobbs and Shelly returned from Ahogc, where they h-ad U it tlu 
earthquake as Itnlibly as wc had done, and Jittendcd 'vith much tlu. 
Kimc circumllanccs. They report tliat they were tnated with, the 


grcatcll kindneis, not culy ly/ their iritrd. but by ail with whom the) 


had any intcrcuiirfe ; a.s a pme f wheiecf, thi-y broi'ght two licgs, two 


hundred yams, and fix bunelies of ex>co i-nuU 


30th. Tiiiding Hovrcll i.mJ Harper reading, u book, their friend 
V'^aarjee inquired what it faid ; they endeawiured to ir.akc him com- 
prclicnd the facrcel llihjedt of xvhich it treated, which he ieenicd to 
unde'rftand, and mentioned, to his mother, who was litting by. They 
embarked at eight o’clock ; the wind being againil them, they beat 
up to Mooa, and were entertained for the niglit by Kanecr, a Iriend 
ot this chief. Xltc next day, the 3 1 ft, they arrived at Ardco. Spent 
the evening in .learning the language ; their Incud aarjee being an. 
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excellent tutor, and improving every occurrence to make flicm ac- 
quainted with the meaning of words^ and the namck of things, in the 
•clcarcft manner. 

July ift. (At Aheefo.) Dugonagabool^ lent for brother Shelly, to 
inftDrni him of his intended departure to Mooa on Monday next^ and 
as he was apprchcnhve that we might -run Ihort of provilions in hk 
ahfence, he advifed us to accompany him thither, atid offered to put 
our property into a place of faf’ety till his retufh*, which he propofes in 
about two moons, or months ; but as we expedt the fhlp much fboncr, 
we thought it inexpedient to accept fins favour. We could not, how'- 
crer, fufficicntly admire the goodnefsof God, w'ho hath the hearts of 
all men in his keeping, thus to incline this man to fuch a provident 
care ov’cr us, notwithflanding the pains our adverfaries have taken to 
■incenfe him againft'us. 

Sunday 2d. Brother Buchanan preached in the morning from 
. 1 Theff. V. 0-; brother Kelfo, afternoon, from Matt, xxvii. 35. and 
aftcrward.s difpenfed the Lord’s fupper. 

3d. Brother Veefbn w'ent to refide with Mulicemar, in the diftrift 
,of Ahogc. We now begin to fee fomething of the defigns of Provi- 
dence in calling us at our firfl landing into the midft of fuch confu- 
■fion and diforder as then filled us with apprehenfion for our fafety ; he 
at that time not only made daily difplays of his almighty power, and 
gracious care, in protedling us from every threatening danger, but, by 
vcollcifling a yafl cpncourfe of flrangers from every quarter, both of 
Tongataboo and the adjacent ifla-nds, and giving us favour in their 
fight, feems already to have opened a door, for us to every part of this 
•extenfive group. We . have received prefling invitations to fcveral of 
the neighbouring iflands, which nothing but a want .of the language 
.has prevented ,us from accepting. But we hope by a diligent applica- 
tion to remove tliat obflacle : fo diat vwe now look for opportunities 
of promoting -the glorious defign in which We are engaged, which at 
firfl we little expelled. ** The Lord’s way is in the fea, and his path 

in the great waters, and his footflcps arc not known.” 

4th. At feven in ihc morning, bciiig nearly anfwcrablc ±o the time 
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wlien we cxpcA our friends in London to be engaged in the like cx- 
ercife, we held our monthly prayer-meeting, and encouraged ourfclvcs 
with the thought that many of the Lord’s people were earncftly be- 
feechipg at a throne of grace in our behalf ; and' truft it will be no 
fmall comfort to them to know, that he has graciouily heard, and 
feems to be giving pfwers of peace, by continually bellowing on us a 
rich fupply of every needful blefling. 

In the afternoon we received a letter from brothers Bo well and 
Harper, acquainting us with their welfare. 

7th. We were vifited by the wife and daughter of Moore, a chief 
who refides at Ahoge, and to whom brothers Gaul ton and Cooper had 
paid a vifit feme time ago. He at that timiS had given them a large 
houfe and plantation, to induce them to refidc with him, to which 
they confented ; but, being fincc prevented, his impatience excited 
him to fend this mellage for them* They brought a hog and a larg^: 
quantity of yams. 

This evening' wc felt another fliock of an earthquake, but it was 
neither fo fenfiblc nor of fo long duration as the former. 

8th. Brother Harper came to fee us, and fays that they arc very 
comfortable at Ardco with Vaarjecj who is anxious to indulge them 
to the utmoft of his power, and has affigned them apartments wholly 
to themfclvcs, and is very ready and ufeful in inftmding them in the- 
language.- ^ 

Sunday the Qth, brother Buchanan preached from 1 ThcfT. v. y. ; 
brother Kelfo, from Gen. xxii. 1 . 

loth. Brother Harper returned home this evening to Ardco, ac- 
companied by brother Wilkinfon. 

12th. (At Ardco.) Laid out the grafs-plot before our houfe, with 
brother Wllkinfon’s help, in the European fly le, with the garden;: 
w’hich we began to cultivate. Taught Vaarjee’s men the method of. 
digging the grouivl with fpades, and planted foiv.e pine-apples. Vi- 
litcd a chief called Tdoboocovaloo, a relation of our tnend ; were en- 
tertained with great hofpitality, and received from him a fine fow ia: 
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pig, and tlirc^fcoye yams, for which, in return, wc gave luni two or 
three 'tools, and tome earthen plates. On the Lord’s day having told 
Tooboocov dlop that we did no work, and fpent the vs holp in the \vor- 
iiiip of God, he alked with njnch humour, ■whether wc might cat on 
that day : and basing Informed him, he very kindly fenf us a Li^ed, 
hog, on Avhich wc dined together : JiC gave us alio a very fine myrtle 
and otlicr fitrubs, with pine-apples for our garden, which -w’e planted. 
Kcceivcd allb a parcel of garden-feeds and a fpade from Bunghye, 

1-1 th. (At Aheefo.) After confi'ant and heavy nyin, "wLich laded 
from morning until night w ith little intcrmUTion, wc were vifitcd with 
the ticavicft dorm of thunder and lightning which wc have had fincc 
our arrival on the ifland ; •however, fuch weather feems not fo fre- 
quent here as might be expcAcd from the fituation of the country. 

15th. The rain dill continued very heavy all day. In the evening 
brother Wilkinfou returned home, having been kindly entertained by 
our brethren at Ardeo. On his return he lod his waiy, and was cx- 
pofed to fomc danger ; but the Lord who keeps all our goings, gra- 
cioufly prcfer\ ed him. 

lOth, Sunday. Brother Buch<anan difeourfed from Ifalah, lly. 13. 
During the intervals of worfliij) we licard a hideous outcry of the na- 
tives towards Bunghye, and were afterwards Inlbrmed that it was oc- 
cafioned by a nundx r of men jud arrived from Vavao, who had re- 
paired to Aloomboe’s tomb, t<) evince their ade<5bion and by 

the fame cruel eercnionle.s as had been obferved at his funtrral. O that 
the fab. utioii of Ifrael were ct);ne forth out of Zion! When God brings 
hack the eaptivity of this people, how"^ will our hearts rejoic e to hear 
thefc horrid bowliugs changed into fongs of praife to Him who has 
rcdecraed hi' ]H:ople liorn death, and rarifomcd them from the power 
of the grave ! In the aiterhoon brother KcHo preached from Deut. 

XX A 11. 2. 

l/th. Wc were favoured with a vlfit from brother V^cefon, and a 
fon of Muliccn.ar; they brought a fine hog and yams with them 
from tliat chief, and informed us of the death of Taniaifunia on the 
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13 th inftant : he was a chief of great repute for perfonal courage ; and 
this circumftancc our advcrfarlcs feem to improve to fome purpose 
againft us, by making tlie natives believe that our God, in anfwcr to 
our prayers, kills them. This being the fourth chief that has died 
lince our arrival, makes them fay they never died fo fall before ; 
and imputing all to the fame caufc, they fay, that if we continue 
praying and fmgiug, there will not be a chief left alive. This idea, 
which could only originate from the father of lies, working in thefc 
children of difbbedience, Iccms calculated to create us fomc trouble ; 
but ftill it is an unfpeakablc comfort to refleft, that it lhall prevail no 
farther than is confiftent with the holy, wife and gracious dcfign of 
our heavenly Father, who, we doubt not, will make his ftrength per- 
fc«A in our weaknefs, fo that wx may boldly fay, “ The Lord is our 
helper, we will not fear what man can do unto us.** 

On the 1 8th the fame idea was mentioned to us by different per- 
fons ; it feems to gain ground with them very fall:, and our endea- 
vours to perfuadc them to the contrary arc fruitlcfs at prelent. In the 
forenoon brother Veefon took his leave ; and on Saturday the 22d, 
brother Bowell paid us a vif t. In the beginning of the week he had 
been at Mooa, where the greateft part of the inhabitants are at prclcnt 
aflcmbled for the celebration of the annual natche. There he found 
the minds of the people had received the fame dangerous imprelfion, 
and that our countrymen were the foie authors and propagators of it ; 
the Lord, however, has gracioufly over-ruled it, lb that it has in fomc 
degree brought the mifehief they intended us upon their own heads. 
When it was firll mentioned to brother Bowell, Vaarjee was prefent, 
and was much diTpleafed with the perfon who fpokc of it. Ambler 
had allb endeavoured to poilbn the mind of Dugonagaboola, who heard 
him with great indignation, and hilTed him out of his prefencc. A 
few days after, this fellow quarrelled with one of the chieF s car{x:ntcrs, 
whom he kicked on the breaft, and abuled him otherwife in a fliocking 
manner ; on this he complained to his mafter, ^and Ambler, inftcad of 
Waking any acknowledgments for his conduft, thought proper to

juftify it in the moft provoking manner ; upon which he ordered him 
iVom his prefence, threatening his life if he ever fhewed his face there 
more : fincc that w e hear he has gone to Futtafriilic ; fo that Morgan, 
Connelly, and he, arc all together, and, we have no doubt, w ill be 
active in plotting faither mifehief : thus their machinations were dc- 
ftroyed without our interference. Ifow true is it, that the wrath of 
man lliall praife God, and the remainder of wrath he will rcflrain, and 
that no weapon formed againft his people lhall profper ! 

23d. Brother Buchanan preached in the morning from Ifaiah, 
llv. 13. Kelfo, from Deut. xxxii. 2.; after which brother Bowcll 
took his leave. 

On the 2uth, brother Shelly, who has had the care of our few me- 
dicines fmcc brother Harper left us, went to fee a w oman w ho, w’ith 
others, had eaten flnne filh of a poifonous nature, which w as likely to 
be, to her in particular, attended with bad confequences : an emetic 
was adminlllcrcd, which rcmo\ cd the caufc of thcdifordcr>and rcflbred 
the poor w'oman to health. According to the cuftom of the country, 
he received ]jis fee before he returned : this w as a roafted hog, w'hich 
is generally killed as foon as the dodlor arrives, who is expeifted to 
wuit till it is fufficlcntly roaflcd ; it is then given to hi m : but this 
being the firft inftance of the kind, like an inexperienced beginner who 
knew not the profits of his trade, he divided it chiefly betwixt the 
poor woman and her friends. It woidd be a valuable actpilfitloii to 
tills country, and might lie a means of facilitating our work, to haie 
a good ftock of medicines, and a Ikilful perfon to apply them. The 
difbrdcrs w^hicli have principally come under our obfervation are, a dy- 
Icnteiy% of which the perfon is recovered ; a dropfy, of which we have 
lean but one cal'e ; a dlfordcr among the children, which fpreads all 
over them like the frnall-pox, and feems of as loathfomc but more 
inveterate nature ; for we found one in this condition at our firfl 
landing feveral months ago, and there feems no alteration upon him 
as yet; its hmg continuance is probably owing to improper treatment; 
we know not whether it be infedious. What feems mofl general is 
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an ulcerous, fore, to which they are very fuhjcd. In one lainily of our 
acquaintance there are no Icfs than four perfons much urteclcu hy it ; 
the -poor man has loft the ufe of his linrbs entirely, fo that he i s not 
able to ftand upright, and many parts of his body are afteeced ; and 
what renders his cafe truly pitiable, his wife is in little better (f'ndi- 
tion ; a great part ot her breafts is alreatly cmifumetl, and one leg and 
arm arc \ery bad. Two of tlicir fervants arc nearly in as biid a ftatc 
as themfehes ; tlicy have often applied to us lor aftiftance, whicli couhl 
v\ (‘- afford them, would certainly raife us ftill lugher in their efteem ; 
but at prefent we have neither proper medicines nor Ihill to etfcel: any 
thing this way. In fomc cafes w'c have feen old women apply the 
juice of the brcad-lnfit, tied up in leaves, and made lu>t, wltli which 
they rubbed the wound ; but it feemed to produce no good eft'eft. As 
they ha^c not the Icaft idea of phyfic, whate\er diforder they are at- 
tacked with has its full courfe, and often proves fatal. 

2-lth. The principal wife of Futtafaihe wms delivered of her firft 
child, the fon and heir of his dominions ; on which occafion very^ con-^ 
fidcrablc prefents were made. 

25th. The great enudee, or natchc. deferibed by Cook, was held 
at Alooa. Men in proceftion carried a yam, fulpended on a pole ; 
others, armed with fpears, cried aloud to this effedt, “ Take care to 
“ keep the road clear;” and all palTengers ftood at a confulcrable dif- 
tancc. Ambler alTured us this was a thankfgiv iug to the odooa for the 
late ripe yams. We were invited to join the proceflion, but did not 
chufc to make our (lioulders hare, w Inch w'as required, and to wear 
the jeejee, a w reath of the leaves of a flirub called jee, around our 
AN'alft. Particular honour is paid to Futtafaihe on this occafion. The 
fame ceremonies are u peated at the iealon of early rij^e y ams. Th« 
ceremonial clufes with an amufoment called fatarga, like cudgel- 
playing, being fmglc combat with the limbs of the cocoa-nut tree. 

20th. (At Ardco.) Vaarjee aftifted us with all his people at our 
abbey in levelling the ground, and laying out and planting our garden. 
27th. Our chief took a fecond wife, a daughter of ToobdocavaJlo, 
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She was acTOmpanied by large bales of ahaddoot or cloth> of Tonga** 
taboo. In the afternoon he went to finilh the funeral ceremonies for 
his brother, in celebrating the games ufual on that odcafion. His bride 
remained at home. We felt this afternoon a fenfible fhock of art earth- 
quake at Ardeo ; and, as ufual, the natives fereamed. Thefc fhocks 
arc common, and fometimes, they informed us, fo violent as to ihakc 
down their trees and houles. 

30th. (At Aheefo.) Brother Buchanan difeourfed from 2 Tim. 
ii. 3.; brother Kelfo, from Exodus, xxxiii. 18. 

On Monday brothers Gaulton and Shelly went \ipon a vifit to Du- 
gonagaboola at Mooa ; and in the afternoon Moore'e (a chief) arrived 
from Ahogc, and brought with him two canoes, in order to convey 
brother Cooper home. This he had promifed fbmc time ago ; but 
the fear that Dugonagaboola would be affronted at his taking any of 
us from under his care, had till now deterred him* 

Auguft ift. Early this morning Cooper and his friend Moorce 
took their departure : he is now the fourth of our number that hath 
left us. What end the Lord may have in view by thus fcattering us 
about, we know not ; but hope that it will tend to the advancement 
of his glory, by a more general diffufion of the gofpel over this be- 
nighted ifland. About funfet we had another fhock of an earthquake, 
which lafled about a minute and a half, and was felt o\'er the whole 
Iflaud. Ambler, we hear, is again in our neighbourhood. 

On the 3d, brothers Gaulton and Shelly returned from Mooa, where 
they had met with brother Veefon; who was in health and high favour 
with his I'ricud ; having lodged one night with him,, they received a 
warm remonftraucc for it next day from Dugonagaboola, who alfurcd 
them of a welcome at his houlc, and expected they w^ould make ufc 
of no other. After in<juiring into our Hate at home, and how we 
fared in his ablencc, he informed them of what our villanous country- 
men had laid againfl us, and cxprefTcd his abhorrence of them on 
account of it. On their way home they called at Ardeo, where our 
brethren were well, and delired the whole b<jdy might, meet once a 
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month .for divine diredion, and mutual counfeland encouragement in 
our vrorit. 

5th. Brother Bowcll arrived in the evening ; and on fabbath-day 
brother Buchanan preached from 2 Tim. ii. 3 .; in the afternoon 
brother Kellb, from Ifaiah, liii. 5 . ; after which he difpenftd the 
Lord’s fupper. It is furely an unfpeakable favour that the J.K)rd thus 
allows us to hold our folemn fcafts in this land, and from time to time 
is refrefhing us with his abundant goodnels. If we had the happinefs 
of feeing thefe poor creatures around us impreffed with a fenfe of their 

loft and deplorable ftate by nature, and the excellency and ftiitablencfs 
of the Redeemer’s charader and falvation, which He has wrought, and 
the gofj>cl reveals ; if we could but once fte them compelled to come 
in and partake of our privileges, our joy would be full : however, it 
becomes us not to defpift; the day of ftnall things, but patiently to wait 
for the falvation of the Lord: He hath fpoken good concerning us, 
and hath done for us great things, which confirms our hope, that the 
day is not far diftant when He will make bare his holy arm in the 
hglit of the nations, and thele ends of the earth lhall lee his falvation. 

7th. Brother Bowcll determining to remain with us till our monthly 
prayer-meeting was over, wc the next morning embraced tlic opportu- 
nity of his pre fence to hold a meeting of our little body, when it was 
agreed tb.at wc lliould oldcrve a general meeting the firft Monday of 
cvcrjM'noiith : in the morning, for prayer and religious conference; 
and in the afternoon, tor colleding matter tor the public journal, re- 
porting progrels in the language, and conftrlting with each other en 
the m<jft probable means of carrying our defigns into ctfed ; alii) that 
our abfent brethren tliould ’oe made acqtialntcd with oar dclign, and 
invited to join us in it. It was alio rcfolved to hold a weekly pi\\ver- 
mcctlng and conlcrencc in our rcfpe<^li\c parties; and that the juini-' 
vertliry of our ctnbarkation, which is juft at hand, Ihonid be oblcrvcd 
as a day of public thankfgiving. 

0th. In the evening wc began our weekly meeting: brother Kclti) 
opened it with praife and prayer, then read the tecond chapter > of the 
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firft df Pdter, and fpoKc from a part of it; after which the other bre- 
thren ’-Ipokc in rotation. That our attention mi^ht be more partleu- 
Urly fixed on tiic fubjctl, it was agreed, that, })revious to next week, 
the portion of feripture to be then difeufled fiiould be made known ; 
accordingly brother Buchanan proj^ofed the fccond chapter of Ephe- 
ilan.s. Brother Shelly concluded this prefeut comfortable opportunity 
in the fame manner as it was begun. 

loth. The annixerlhrv of our embarkation com!>letcs the firft year 
of our miftion, and the moft remarkable of our lives, wherein the 
Lord has, in anfvser to the many praters of his people, and, we hope, 
for the aceomplilhment of his gracious purpofes, given us numberlefs 
mauifeftations of his almiglity pcn'.er, his infinite wifdom, and un- 
changeable love. VVhilo upon the mighty waters v\ e vs erc the peculiar 
objctils of his pro\idential care and lounty. His prefeuce has been 
with us in palling through the fire and water ; and though they often 
feemed to unite their rage and force againft us, and to threaten our 
dcftruclion every moment, they were not permitted to do us any harm. 
Some of us, when all help feemed to fail, were raifed from the 
opening gra\'c, to praife him in our little afl'embly ; and we were all 
brought in fafety to our defircd haven, where his hand has been moft 
wonderfully “ ftretched out ftill,” in opening a door of accefs for us 
by the moft unexpcdlcd and improbable means ; in giving us favour 
in the fight of the heathen ; in preferving us, though dcfcnccicfs and 
expf-fed, from tfieir rage and mudnefs ; and in making all things fub- 
fervient to his own moft gracious defigns ; in fruftrating the machina- 
tions, and carrying headlong the counfels of our more hcathenifli coun- 
trymen, making them produce the very oppofitc elfcdls from what 
they intended. I/O ! theft are a part of his w'ays ; but if we would 
tell of all the wonderful things he has done for us, they arc more than 
w'c arc able to exprefs. “ O that men would therefore praift the Lord 
“ for his goodnefs, and declare his wonderful works to the children 
“ of men !” 

This day w”as rendered In fomc mcafurc memorable by the lofs of a 
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large axe, wliich was fnatched from one of the brethren while he was 
cutting hre-vvood ; and in the cv'cning fomc thieves broke into our 
dwelling while we llept, Hiid rifling the flrll: box they came to, w!iich 
held nothing but medicines, they had gone off with a quantity of bark, 
jalap, nitre, &c. ; but thefe not fuiting their tafte, they left them in 
the yard, where vve found them next morning, lb that they got only 
a few clothes that lay upon the chells. 

1 Ith, John Connelly fenf to know whether we intended to inform 
Captain Willbu of wliat had paflTcd between us and them, oblcrving, 
that, if we did, it tvould reduce us to the greiteft ftralts, as it would 
both present them irom receiving thofe things they expeded, and 
had ])romifcd to the natives; and alfo cfiedually hinder their depar- 
ture with him for Ciiina. This was accompanied with a hint of what 
we might e.xiK*cl, if our conduct was not fui table to their wilhes. In 
anAver we liiid., that we neither w^anted to injure nor to quarrel wdth 
them ; and if they chofe to go to China, we would be no hindrance 
to them, 

12th, Dugonagaboola lent us a prclcnt of provifions, which was 
very acceptable : but in the courfc of the day we received the morti- 
fying intc.lllgcnec, that he had accepted our large axe with much cor- 
diality from tlie perfon \'.ho llolc it; and after Ibmc compliments to 
his dexterity, had font him olf to Vavao, to be out of the way when 
the fhip arrived. This adlon gave xis an idea of w hat we might cx- 
ped when our intcrctl flood in any degree in competition with that 
of our noble friend ; and yet, llrange as the contradldion feemed, all 
our goods w'cre every day in his power if he chofe to plunder us. 

13th. Brother Buchanan preached from 2 Tim. li. 3 ; and brother 
Kelli), from Illiiah, Iv. 0, I'hc remainder of this week nothing re- 
markable happened till Saturday the lyth, when one of the natives 
brought us the rev ivlng new's of the fhlp’s arrh al at her former Itation. 
Three of our number, viz. brothers Kellb, Buchanan, and Gaul ton, 
fet out in quell of a canoe to carry them to her ; but alter a frultlefs 
endeavour to procure one, Buchanan and Gaulton determined to travel 
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by landtiwhlcb brother Kelfo declined, Rill entertaining a hope of 
.I'oon |KOCUring a canoe. After travelling about levcn miles along the 
bcai'hi they were met by a great number of the natives, one of whom 
prefented them with a note, which brother Bowcll had difpatchcd for 
their information at Aheefo. This man had brought us feveral mef- 
lagts of the lame kind on former occafions; and nnderftanding the 
nature of it better than any of his countrymen, he had endeavoured 
to explain the ufc of it to thole who were with him : this excited 
their curlofity to a degree which induced them to bear him company, 
in .order to., fee it delivered, and know thereby wltethcr or not what 
he faid was true. When they faw^ the joy which the opening of it 
gave the brethren, they feemed flruck with amazement, and were 
perplexed in no fmall degree, when they jx,*rccived that by means of 
it they knew as well as thcmfelvcs that the Ihip had arrived, and 
w'hcrc llic lay. The whole company, together with the bearer of the 
note, .loon left the brethren, in order to return to the Ihip, for w hich 
they were lb eager, that nothing could induce him to proceed to 
Aheefo with the note. In the afternoon the two brethren arrived at 
the Ihip, and had the happinefs to find that all on board had frcfli 
ground whereon to creeft an Ebenezer to the Lord, w ho had graclouny 
helped them through many imminent dangers, and preferved them 
from many evils wherewith they had been furrounded. Surely his 
goodnefs exceeds all fearch. O for hearts formed to Ihew Ibrth his 
pralfc ! 

20th. Brother Buchanan preached on board from Pfalm v. 12.; 
and brother Bowcll in the afternoon. 

On the 21 ft, early, many of the principal chiefs came on board, 
among whom was P'uttafaihc, who, as loon as he law brother Bucha- 
nan, renewed his Iblicitations for him to go and live with him, at the 
fame time reminding him of a promife to that purport, given on our 
lirft arrival, alfo of the feveral proofs of his favour fmcc beftowed ; and, 
with frelh afturances of his love and eftcem, promifed, on his part, to 
render every thing a& agreeable as was in his power, and to remove 
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,c\ ery obllaclc, if brother Buchanan would but mention them to him ; 
tins, however, at prefent he di - lincd to do ; but the chief being well 
acquainted with the jftcent villany of Connelly (who has rcfidcd with 
him ever fincc he came to the ifland) and his allbciates, Ambler and 
Morgan, tilhcd if he was unwilling to live with Connelly, and being 
anfwcrcd in the affirmative, he immediately propofed to bind him 
hand and foot, and bring him on board ; but this propofal was at this 
time rejfiftcd, it being more deflrablc to Captain Willon, and all con- 
cerned, tliat tlicl’c fellows fliould come on board as they had promiled, 
and depart t>f their own accord. Brother I-luchanan could not help 
looking upon tliis (us a plain call of Providence, and determined in his 
own jniiid to comply with it if he could find another brother willing 
to accompany him, and if the propoliil alfo met with the approliation 
of Captain Willon, and the brethren on board, which it did. Brother 
(jraulton readily conlcntcd to be his partner. When their intention 
was communicated to Futtafaihe, he cxprclTcd great fatisfaftion, and 
immediately invited them to go on fliorc, and chufc a place for their 
future refidencc. In the afternoon brother Shelly arrived from Aheefo, 
and informed us that the thieves had paid another vlfit, and carried off 
a duck. 

22 ( 1 . Bnither Gaulton went to Alicefo, in order to brina: his own 
and brother Ibichanan’s chcll, and other things, to Mooa, where Fut- 
tafaihe had given them their choice of a number of beautilul dwel- 
lings, fituated between Ills houfe and the lagoon, which runs into that 
part of the country ; and after chufing one about two hundred yards 
from his own, they returned on board. 

23 d. Connelly having heard of our being at Mooa yefterday with 
Futtafaihe, thought that our bufiiiefs had been to take him* and his 
companions on board ; he therefore came to fpcak to the captain con- 
cerning it, who informed him that he had no dclire to proceed utter 
that manner ; but it he and the others cholc to ihip as Icamen, they 
Ihould have the fame wages and treatment as his own failors had. To 
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tlys.Qppn^Uy ,ft{d he would return an anfwer in, fix days, in which 
ltiipc. hp,.\ybuld consult with his comrades. 

•, Fefene Duatonga, the firft woman on the iflandy came on board 
with her principal lady in waiting: their hair was plaftered up with 
a compofition which very much refembled the powder and pomatum 
©f a hne-drefled London belle. Her feet are kiflcd in token of ho- 
mage by all who approach her ; and fuch are her ideas of her own 
dignity, that fire admits no fixed hufiband as a eempanion, but coha- 
bits with thofc of the chiefs whom Ihc pleafes to felcA, and has feveral 
children. A fine boy of about twelve years old attended her on board. 
Several prefents of feiffars were made, which, highly plealed them ; 
ipid when they left the Ihip they jumped overboard, and waflied the 
fnow-white decoration from their hair before they paddled on fhorc 
with their canoe. Brother Wilkinlbn brought off a fine bunch of 
fiirnlps of their firft crop, which had been almoft wholly deftroyed. 
by the rats. They contrived a trap, in whieb they caught a great 
many, w hich were given to the women at their requeft, and eaten raw 
as rclilhliig food. Sent fome cats to the miffionarics, the firft which 
were ever introdirccd into the ifland. 

20th The noble kidy vifited the fliip to-day with two or three fe- 
male attendants ; and the captain lent her on ftu)rc highly delighted im 
an elegant hinglifli drefs which had been reftrved for fuch an occafion. 

Our time this week was chiefly employed in dividing, and carrying 
to our relpediyc places of rcfidcnce, the part of the cargo which, in 
the divifion at Otaheite, had fallen- to our lhare. In it wc found fuch 
an immenfe quantity of ufeful and nccefiary iron tools of all forts, as 
far exceeded our greateft expectation, and filled the natives, with afto- 
nilhnient. Our warmeft acknowledgments arc due, and muft fall in- 
finitely fliort of oin obligations, to the divine Author of all our mer- 
ries, who hath put it into the hearts of his people to provide, and of 
his honoured fervants, the directors, to bellow on us fo bountiful a 
iupply of every thing that could be devifed for our comfort, and the 
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fiirthcrancc of the work in which we arc engaged ; but cfpcclally for 
the wonderful manner in which he has prepared, brought forward, and 
preferved o\ir dear captain, whom we cannot but efteem as the greateO; 
tcllimony of the divine favour bcltowcd on our focicty. While on the 
\oyage, the profjrcrity and furtherance of the work feemed to engroft 
his whole attention. To his indulgent care in procuring and allowing 
us every comfort that could be enjoyed by people in our circumftanccs, 
might be imputed that extraordinary degree of health which we en- 
joyed. His counfel and advice has often guarded us from the intrufion 
ot difeord. His converfation was wholly calculated to ftlmulatc our 
zeal. In our aWence he has been mindful of our interefts, and has 
•ctfetlually prevented every complaint. The affability and kindnefs of 
his conduct among the natives has won him their affccflions : and in- 
deed in what we have rcafbn to believe is his principal aim, he haj« 
fuccccdcd wonderfully, that is, to adorn the doctrine of God our Sa- 
viour in all things. May the Lord enable us to do llkcwlfe, and fill 
our hearts with gratitude to hlmfelf, and to all the inflrrumcnts of 
his unbounded goodnefs ! May we w’alk as children of fo many mer- 
cies ; and knowing that we are but ftewards of thofe gifts of his pro- 
vidence for which we muft ere long give an account, may we be led to 
devote ourfclvcs, and all our enjoyments, to his prailb and glory, that 
■we may give in our account with joy in the day of our Lord Jqfus ! 
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Ticfcription of Tongaiahoo. 

O UR dear friends and bcnefa<Sors in the dircAIon may juftly look 
for Ionic account of this country, whhrc the Lord in his gra- 
cious providence, through their inftrumcntality, has placed us ; and 
we think ourfclvcs bound, in gratitude to them, to lurnilli them "wnth 
the fuUcft information in our power: but in this attempt we find 
ourfclvcs much at a lofs for want of the Rev. Mr. Greathccd’s manu- 
feript account of thefe iflands, which happened to be left at Otaheite, 
and vVhich if we had brought with us, w ould have been ufeftil in di- 
rc<fling our attention to feveral obje<^ls which may have cfcaped our 
notice. Notvvithftanding the numerous invitations we have received 
to vifit other iflands of this group, we have not as yet feen it our duty 
to comply, as, for want of the language, fuch vifits could he no way 
profitable to the nati\cs, and would have cxpol'ed us to fo many unne- 
ccfliiry temptations. 

Our obfervations niuft: tlicrcforc lie wliolly confined to Tongataboo; 
the lituation, extent, and produCl of w'hich arc already fii well know n, 
that there remains but little to be laid concerning it. Captain Cook’s 

account is in general fo accurate as to render very little addition or cor- 
rection ncccifary ; however, a fpace of many years which has ciajflcd 
fmcc his laft voyage, has produced feme changes which it may noth* 
improper to communicate. On our arrnal we found few of his old 
friends remaining, and their number has lince been reduced by death ; 
but his name is fllll mentioned with great refpc<^l by many of their 
fuccefTors, who recolletfl: his favours beftowed upon them when in a 
ft ate of childhood, which they often relate in a manner that befpeaks 
them to be by no means dcflitutc of gratitude. 
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The government of I'ongatahoo is fo complex In itfclf, and the na- 
tives’ account cd it to ditferent, ("ich taking a particular pride in ex- 
alting his own chief above others, that it is dithcult to come at any 
certainty concerning it. The following appears to us moil confillent 
with the truth. 

This ifland bears an unrivalled foverclguty over the wlude group, 
Feejee not excepted. The inhabitants of Fccjcc Inn ing long ago <lif- 
covered this illand, frccjuently invaded and committed great cruelties 
in it; but in ah expedition which the Tonga people made againft 
them lately, under the command of Toogahovvc, Filatonga, and 
Cummavic, they completely routed and brought them into fubjeCfion, 
fo that they now pay tribute to Tongataboo on certain occahons,* the 
lame as the other illands, of which we law an inlbincc at the death 
of Moomboc. Tongataboo is divided into three large diftrids, viz. 
Aheefo, at the north- well end, over which Dugonagab.oola reigns with 
abfolute fway. Mooa, the middle dillricl, is under the fime fubjec- 
tion to Futfafaihe; and Vaharlo has the fame power o\cr Ahoge, 
lituate. at the Ibuth-eall part, each claiming a right of difpolal over the 
lives and property ot his own lubjeds, which we have leeii cxcrclled 
moll defpoticully. Tlicfe dillrids arc I'ubdividcd into many fmaller 
ones, which have their refpedivc chiefs prefiding over them, and cx- 
crcilc the fame authority as the fuperior chiefs, to whom they arc 
ncverthelefs, in ll)mc cafe-:, accountable for their condud ; lb that the 
whole rcfcmblcs the ancient feudal lyilem of our anceftors. The go- 
vernment feems to have been formerly more in tlie hands of the Fut- 
tafaihes than at prefent. Ujron the death of the late Potilaho, father 
of the prefent Futtafaihe, Duatonga being then a minor, the intolerant 
ambition of bis widow, Maboofe, of the Toubou (or rather D mben) 
family, led her to attempt extending her power in fome pardcul ns 
further than any of her predceellbrs had done. This was tamely fub- 
mitted to b}' all the other chiefs, except Fecnou Toogalione. notv 
Dugonagaboola, fon of Moomboc, and nephew ol heenon, the < cie- 
brated friend of Cook : he at that time reigned over Eboa, and rejccfing 
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her propofals, declared war againft her, contrary to the rcmonftsanccs 
of all his friends ; he however fiiccccded, drove her entirely from this 
illand to Vavao, wdiither he alio follow ed, and having reduced her to 
lubmlffion, left her there, where Die ftill remains in a Rate of exile. 

The people fully anfwcr to the moft favourable reprefentations the 
world has c^ er recel\ cd of them ; for Rircly no appellation was ever 
better applied than that given to them by our countrymen, of which 
they feem very proud, face w'e made them acquainted with it, and 
very ftudious to render thcmfelvcs more deferving of it. They poflcis 
many excellent qualities, which, were they enlightened witli the 
knowledge of the gofpei, would render them the moft amiable 
people on earth ; for inftance, their bounty and liberality to ftrangers 
is very great, and their gencrolity to one another unequalled. It is no 
uncommon thing for them to complain they are dying of hunger, and, 
as foon as they rccei^e a morfel, to divide it among as many as arc 
prefent, the firtt receiver generally leaving himlclf the fmallctt fliarc, 
and often none at all. When they kill a hog, or make any mc/s for 
themfehes, there is nlwiw s a {xjrtion lent to their friends, who return 
the favour as foon as their circumllanccs will admit; which keeps up 
a conftant friendly commuuieation among them, and which we have 
never Icon interrupted b)- any quarrel, during a Hay of more than four 
months. 

Their honcHy to one another feems unimpeachable, though we have 
no rcafoii to tiunk the accounts of their dilhonelty to ftrangers exag- 
gerated. The murder of eliildrcn, and otlicr horrid practices, wliich 
pre\ ail .'inioug the Otaheiteuns, arc unheard of here. Their children 
arc much indulged, and old age honoured and revered. Female chaf- 
tity is not much cftccmtd among the lower orders, it being a com- 
mon pracflicc with the chiefs, in our vifits to them, to offer feme of 
their females to deep w ith us ; the praiticcs of our abandoned coun- 
trymen maklni!: them believe this a favour we could not well do 
without. Our lirft refufal feemed to excite a furprife, but has gcuc- 
rall) prevented a fccond temptation from the lame pcrlim. Uhchaftity 
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among females of rank, and cf])ccially after marriage, wc have heard 
is punlflicd with feverity ; however, vve jiavc not as yet kno\Mi an 
inftancc. 

Their marriages arc attended with very little ceremony ; the only 
one wc have fecn was thatof Vaarjee, with whom brothers Bf)v\ ell and 
Harper have been (tmie time refidejit. This was condudted in the fol- 
lowing manner ; A young female having attrarted his attention, he 
firft informed his mother that he wiflied to add her to the number of 
his wives. She immediately communicated this to the damfers fa- 
ther, and the propofal meeting his approbation, he clothed her in a 
new garment, and with attendairts, and fuch a quantity of baked hogs, 
yams, yava root, &c. as he could afford, flic was font to her Intended. 
Ipoufc, who being apprifed of her coming, feated himfclf in his houfe, 
and received her in the fame manner, and with as little emotion, as 
he would have done any other vlfitor: fcafting on tlie proiifons, and 
a good draught of yava, concluded the whole, and the bride i\as at 
liberty either to return to her fitlicr till again font for, or take up her 
rcfidencc witli her hufliand, wliich, in this inllancc, flic preferred. 
Polygamy is in common prac^lice among the chiefs, each of whom 
takes as many wives as he plcafes; but they arc entire flrajigcrs to do- 
meflic broils, which may, in a great degree, be owing to the abfoluttr 
powxr each man has over his own family, every woman being fo much, 
at her hufband’s difpolii!, as renders her liable to be difearded on tlic 
fmalleft difpleafure. 

Their deities are numerous; and though wc have hitherto been able 
to fay but little to them on this fubjce% we have reafon to think their 
prejudices arc ftrong. Every diflrl«^l has its own deity ; and each 
family of note has one, whom they confider as their peculiar patron. 
Talliataboo is. the god of Aheefo, wlfich being at prefent the moll 
pow'crful, he is accounted a great warrior. Futtaffulie prelidcs over. 
Mooa and Doobludlui, Cartow over the diflritd: ol' Ahogc ; each of 
which deities arc on certain occafions rejuel'ented by the fcvcral chiefs 
of thofc dillri<lls ; fo tliat w'c find their natciies and other annual cxlii- 
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bitions arc not mere public ainulcnicnt:<, but rcligioiH ()l)lcr\anccs, 
whereon tl^cy think the lives and health of their chiefs, I’or \vh(jm they 
have great alfec^Vton, entirely depend ; as hkewife the j)ro|pcnty the 
country in general : cx|)C(5ling the luccccding crop will be in proj)or- 
tlon to the olferings made at thcl’e times. They have two natclics in 
the year, one when their yam.s arc fet, to procure the favour of Fut- 
tafaihe ; and the other when they gather them in, exprcllive of their 
gratitude. The wind.s they fuppofc to be tinder the control of a fe- 
male, called Calla Filatonga, who, they fay, is very powerfid, but is 
little regarded by them, and is therefore firmctiincs protoked to blow 
dow n their cocoa-nut, plaintain, hread-fiuit, and other trcc.s, and com- 
mits fuch ravages as oblige them to bring otlerlngs of hogs, yams, and 
ka\a, in the moll humble and fvibmiHivc maam-r, to a houfc lacred 
to her, where a jierfou is appointed to jierliinate lier on the occafion, 
and receive tlic olfering that is made. Thclc Ilorms being very nn- 
frctjucnt, and generally over before appealing mcalures are taken, tlie 
reprefentative is in little danger of being deteded of falfclu>od by re- 
turning a favourable anfwcr. This office of perfonator is only tem- 
porary, being alway s cliofen for the occalion. 

We have fecn no perfon among them that feems more religion* 
than another, or any thing that could lead us to fuppofe there is any 
fuch charadcr as a jirlell among them. In all tlie ollcrings they make, 
each man kills and prefents his ow n facrlfice. Their freejuent carth- 
(juakes they account for by fuppohng the llland ixffis upon the flioul- 
ders of a very powerful deity called Mowee, who has fupported it for 
fuch a length of time as exceeds their conceptions. This heavy bnrdcn 
often exhaulls bis patience, and then he endeavours, but in vain, to 
ffiake it off; which, however, neser fails to excite a horrid outcry 
over the whole country, that lalls for fomc time alter the Ihock i$ 
over : and we have fomctlmcs feen them endeavour to cpicll his dlf- 
C()ntent, and reduce him to good behaviour, by beating the ground 
wuth large flicks. Tongalocr, the god of the fky, and Fcnoulonga, 
of the rain, they fuppofc to be males ; bcfides thefe, they have a great 
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fnany others of both fexes, whofc names we cannot enumerate, over 
cartli, lea, and Iky, each ailing in their proper fphcrc, and fometimes 
couiiteruiling one another, according as intcrell or inclination leads 
them. They alfo acknowledge the exiftence of a great number of 
ftrangc gods, calling them by the general name of Fyga, among whom 
they rank ours as the greatcll; and, when tl)cy think it will antwer 
their piirpofe, they will readily acknowledge him as far wiler, and in 
every refpcil better than theirs, having taught us to make fo much 
better (hips, tools, cloth. See. than they have ever been able to do. 
Bdidcs thefc, they imagine every individual to be under the powder 
and control ol a rj)lrlt peculiar to hlmfclf, which they call odooa, who 
interefts himfclf in all their concerns, but, like CallaFllatonga, is little 
regarded tUl angry, when they think he inflidls upon them all the 
deadly diforders to wliich they arc fubje<R: ; and then, to appeafe him, 
the relations and other connexions of the afflicted peribn, cfpccially if 
he be a chief, run into all the inhuman prabliccs of cutting off their little 
fingers, beating their fiiccs, and tabooing thcmfclvcs from certain kinds 
of food. Human facrlficcs feem little in practice : the only viftims to 
fupcrftitlon which w e have feen arc already mentioned in the cafe of 
Moomooc ; though, at our arrival. Ambler informed its, that when a 
great chief lay fick they often flranglcd their women, to the number 
of three or four at a time. When the odooa is inexorable, the death 
of the perfon is inevitable and fure, and the furviving friends feem for 
a Ihort time Inconfolablc ; but their grief is foon changed into the 
oppofitc extreme, and they run into as great extravagances in their 
feafts as when the forrowful palTions prevailed they inflidlcd on them- 
felvcs lufFcrings. 

They believe the Immortality of the foul, which at death, they fay, 
is immediately conveyed in a very large fafi-failing canoe to a diilant 
country, called Doobludha, which they deferibe as refembling the 
Mahometan paradife. They call the god* of this region of plcafurc 
Higgolayo, and cltccm him as the greateft and moft powerful of all, 
the reft being no better than fervanU to him. This doftrine, hoiv- 
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ever, is ■wholly confined to the chiefs, for the toods (or lower order) 
can pve no account whatever ; as they reckon' the enjoyments of 
Doobludlia abo\ c tlicir capacity, fo they feem never to think of what 
may become of them after they have ferved the purpofes of this life. 
We lun e not been able to learn what ideas they form of the origin of 
their exiftcnce, or any other parts of the creation ; when fpoken to 
on tl'.cfe fubjeets they foern quite lolt; this may, however, be owing 
to the inaccuracy of our cxprefllons, arillng from an imperfe«fl know- 
ledge of the language, which has hitherto prevented us from oppofing 
any of thofc grofs abfurdities. But we loolc forward to that happy day 
when the glorioits fun of rightcoufnefs will arife, and turn this fliadow 
of death into the morning. 

The produce of tliis ifland is already fo well deferibed, that it feems 
unncccffary to fxy any thing of it here. We have been able to add 
very'^ little to it. Our feeds, which have been fown in different parts, 
bid fiir to do well : this induces us to think any kind of European 
feeds would thrive here, were it not for the rats, which deflroy them 
as they appear above ground. Hats, with hogs, dogs, and guanoes, 
were the only quadnipeds we found here. The cattle left by Captain 
Cook have been all deftroyed feme years ago : the horfe and mare 
having been firft gored by the bull, gave the natives an idea of his 
furious temper, and put them in terror for thcmfelves ; therefore, to 
prevent any bad accident taking place, they deftroyed him, with the 
cow and three young ones, which, they informed us, were all they 
had produced, except one young bull which had been previouffy taken 
to Fctjcc. Captain Wilfon, in his fecond vlfit, has left us eight goats, 
three cats, and an Engjllli dog, of which the natives are very fond, and 
which we hope will be ufcful in their proper places. The death of a 
ram at Otaheite prevented us from receiving any fhcep, which we 
i'fleem a great lols, as there is abundance of excellent food for thole 
ufeful animals in the moft'neglcdcd parts of this illand, and they 
might in time prove a great advantage to the natives, not only by fup- 
plying their deficiency of food; from which many of them fuffer much 
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at prcfciit, but by leading them into habits of iadullrv, to which they 
arc llrangcrs ; tor tliough they arc more induftrioas than nwlt ui’ their 
neighbours feattered about this fea, lur the greater part ol' their time 
is fpent in idleneis. This conjerture receives much ftrength from the 
carneft dcfirc they cxprcls for our woolich clothes, cfpccially blankets ; 
■which induces us to think, if they had the materials, and the Icaft Jtint 
how to make ufc ot thefn, they would foqn endeavour to manufacture 
them thcmfclvcs. 

The Ibil is every where prohiic, and eonfifts of a fine rich mould, 
upon an average about fourteen or fifteen inches deep, free from Hones, 
except near the beach, where coral rocks appear above the furfacc. 
Beneath this mould is a red loam four or five inches thick ; next is a 
very ftrong blue clay in fmall quantities ; and in l()mc places has been 
fc)und a black earth, which emits a very fragrant fmcll rcfembling ber- 
gamot, but it foon evaporates when expofed to the air. The air is 
pure and wholcfomc, much fharper in the winter than we expelled 
to have found it, efpccially when the wind is from the fbuthwardj 
but for want of a thermometer, which happened to be broken, we 
have never been able to afeertain its true Hate. 

But we muft conclude our prefent account, hoping onr next will 
contain fomcthlng more intcrclling and encouraging to our dear friends,; 
whole prayers we carneftly entreat in our behalf; for furcly -never men 
in the world flood more in need of their afliilance in this refpecl than 
we do. Our work Is great, our flj-ength is fmall, very weaknefs itfelf; 
our enemies arc crafty aiul po^vcrful, but none we find lo dangerous a^ 
thofc of our own houfc, thofe evil hearts ot unbelief tiiat arc alvvav- 
rcady to draw us from the (rod (.>f our Itrengtli, who is the rock oi'our 
falvation. But if God be for us, who can be againft us? Ho ball u* 
fi-'ar not : and we have not only the allurancc of his word, hut 
the tcllimony of his providence that he is with us, and will never leave 
us nor forfakc u.s. Well tlicn may we go on in divine flrength, re- 
joicing in the pnvfpe(ns of greater tribulations than we iiave hitherto 
experienced, or at prefent have in view ; trufllng him that in every 
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confli<R which \vc may be called on to fuftaln under the banner of the 
glorious Captain of our falvation, a\ c fhall grow llronger and ftrongcr^ 
and at length be brought oif the held more than conquerors through 
Him who hath loved us, and given himfclf for us. 

The Duff is now unmooring. We feel all the anguilh that is con- 
fcquent upon a feparation of friends who arc bound together by fuch 
endearing ties as Ihall endure when thofe of nature lliall be for ever 
diilblvcd. Befidcs our dear captain, we cannot but efteem many of 
the officers and crew as children of the fame family with ourfclvcs: 
all of whom, ourfclvcs, and all our concerns, both for time and eter- 
nity, we defirc to rcfign to the fovereign difixjfal of our gracious hea- 
venly Father, and to the word of his grace, which is able to keep us 
from falling, and give us all an inheritance among them that are fanc- 
tified through faith which is in Jefus Chrlll. Farewell. May grace, 
mercy, and peace be naultipUcd to all who love our Lord Jclus Chrift 
in linccrity, and are Iccking the advancement of his kingdom and 
glory ! Amen.

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CHAl^ER XVII. 

TranJaCi'ions at Tongataboo during the Ship's Stay, 

^ I^HUS far I have written from the brethren’s journal, judging that, 
though repetitions would unavoidably occur by this plan, the 
incidents related as they happened' would enable thofc intcrefted to 
form a better idea both of the natives and the real fituatlon of the 
miflTiouarles, than by any other method I was able to purfuc ; for 
perhaps from things which I might haAC pafled over, Ibme Ikilful 
friend would draw ufcful and intcrefting inferences; 

And as I have brought It up to the day w'e left thofe dear fervants 
of our blcflcd Lord, there remains but little tube laid concerning what 
paiTed at the fliip ; as during this flay, which was twenty days, the 
whole was fpent in one continued intercourfc of friendlliip and fervice 
between us and the natives ; every day we were vifited by feme or 
other of them ; they laid us in a very large llorc of fine yams, and as 
many hogs as we were willing to accept ; for the Hock of thefe which 
we had brought from Otahcltc was Hill fuflicicnt to take to fea. Some 
boars and fovvs of the larger fize w e exchanged with them for others, 
and had the fatisfat^lion to hear that a fow thus exchanged to Vaarjee, 
Bowell and Harper’s chief, had a few days after farrowed nine pigs. 
For articles of iron they w ill venture any thing. On our hrfl; arri\ .il 
an iron hoop was ftolcn off the windlals end ; but as no periou was 
fuffered to come on board till we got it again, it was returned next 
day by Futtafaihe. Several other things of lefs conlequencc were 
flolen, but as the captain did not like to break the harmony w hich 
fliblilled for the fake of them, they were never recovered. Among 
other things, the cook’s axe was ftolen ; and to give our triciuls an.. 
j.(l<a of the fmall value of a few glittering guineas in the eves of tlieht 
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people, when pnt in competition with a ulclul iron tool, the c^tptaiii 
gave the cook ten new guineas to purchafe another axe from the na- 
tives ; but his endeavours to make fiich a purchaic were vain, they 
only laughed at him for his offer. Befules iron, our cloth and fhiall 
blue and green beads were in high eftimation among them ; and fomc 
of them even defired us to bring fuch on our next vifit. They alfo 
v alued nails, efpecially of the larger fort. But it may be obferved that 
they arc fo fcmpulous in dealing, that they generally ftand for the full 

V alue of every thing. 

The captain was never on fliorc, and each of us was only permitted 
one day at Mooa, for plcafure. As we refufed to have any diverfions 
a<5lcd for our entertainment, Icll the idea of pleafmg might lead them 
to cxceffcs Inexcufablc on our part, none of their culloms of this nature, 
were witncfl'cd by us, but I fuppofc them to be fully deferibed by 
Captain Cook. The day before w'c failed I went to Mooa in the pin- 
nace, accompanied by Mr. Falconer, Mr. Bobfon, and my brother 
James Wllfon. Several hundreds of the natives lined the fliore, part 
of them entreating us to go firft to Futtafalhe, and the other part for 
us to vifit Dugonagaboola firft. As I had previoufly promifed the for- 
mer, we repaired to him, and were received with great ceremony ; 
and when we had fpent fomc time with him we vlfitcd the other 
chief, whom we found near the beach, feated with about an hundred 
others round a bowl of kava, part of which they offered to us ; but the 
gee root only fulted our tafle. This, being what they conclude their 
morning's repaff with, is fweet as fugar-canc, and greatly rcfemblcs 
it, being only a little more pafty. Both chiefs treated us well’; F utta- 
faihe roafted a large hog for our dinner, after which he accompanied 
us to the fiatookas of his anceftors : they He ranged in a line eaftward 
from his houfe, among a grove of trees, and arc many in number, and 
of ditferent conftru<ilions : fomc, in a fquarc form, were not in the 
Icall raifed above the level of the common ground ; a row' of large 
ftoncs formed the fidcs, and at each corner two high ftoncs were placed 
upright at right angles to each other, and in a line with their rcfpcc- 
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tivc Tides ! others were fuch as the*, brctlircn deferibe that of Moomooc 
to be: and a third ibrt were built Tjuare like the firll;; the largeft of 
wdiich was at the bafe one hundred and hlty-lix I'cct by one hundred 
and fort)- ; it had four fteps 

from the bottom to the top, Top. 

that run quite round the pile : S 

one ftonc compofed the heisrht , , «

of each Hep, a part of it being 
funk in the ground ; and fomc 
of thefe ftones in the wall of 
the lower arc immenfcly large; 
one, wdiich I meafured, was 
twenty-four feet by twelve, 
and two feet thick ; thefe Futta- 
faihe Informed us were brought 
in double canoes from the Kland of Lefooga. They arc coral Hone, 
and arc hewn into a tolerably good fliapc, both with rcfpedl to the 
ftraightnefs of their fides and the flatnefs of their furfaces. They arc 
now lb hardened by the weather, that the great difficulty wc had in 
breaking a fpccimen of one corner made it not caly to conjcClure how 
the labour of hevving them at firft had been effefted ; as, by the marks 
of antiquity which fomc of them bear, they mull have been built long 
before Tafman Ihevved (he natives an iron t(.)oI. Bcfidesthe trees whleh 



grow on the top and lides of moll of them, there arc the ctooa, and a 
variety of otlicr trees abotit them ; and thefe, together w ith the thuu- 
fands of bats which hang on their branches, all contribute to the aw’fid 
folemnity of tliofc fepulchral manfions of the ancient chiefs.- On our 
way back Futtafallic told us that all the liatookas we had leen were 
built by his ancellors, who alfo lay interred in them ; and as there ap- 
peared no rcafon to doubt the truth of this, it proves that a fupremc • 
power in the government of the illand mull lor many generations have., 
been in the family of the Futtafaihes: for though the re were many 
fiatookas in the illand, the brethren, an Iio had feen nioll of them, faid. 
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they were not to be compared to thefe for magnitude, either in the 
pile or the ftoncs which compofc them. 

One of his wives was h ing-in at this time, an*d we w ere conduced 
to the apartment where flie W''as : it was extremely neat, and the floors 
w'crc covered with mats. Both herfelf and the child had their fkins 
coloured with turmeric, which gave them a glittering appearunee, and 
they faid this was their cuftom with women in childbed. She had 
fcvcral female attendants; and though Futtafaihe has many other 
children, all the people feemed elate and glad on this occafion. During 
our flay w'c vifited fcvcral chiefs of both foxes, and received prefents 
from each of them. As the evening approached avc took our leave, 
and returned to the fliip. 

Mooa is a beautiful place, especially where Futtafaihe’s houfe ftands. 
Proceeding from the lagoon about a quarter of a mile through I'enccd 
lanes, a fpacious Iquare green about half- a furlong wide opens itfelf ; 
at the farther end of which the dwelling ftands ; on the fame green, 
which is as fmooth as if rolled, a few large fpreading trees grow in an 
irregular difpofition, which add much beauty to the fcenc. On the 
caft fide is a neat fence cnclofing the long grove where the fiatookas 
ftand ; on the wxft are the dwellings of different chiefs in their cnclo- 
liires ; and along the north or low'er fide of the fquarc, tlic great road 
runs from one end of the ifland to the other ; this road is in general 
about fix or feven yards wide, but eaftward from the green, and for 
half a mile, it is not lefs than ftxty yards wide. In this part there is 
a range of trees as large and Ipreading as the largeft Englifli oaks ; and 
as their branches meet at the top, and quite exclude the fun’s rays, a 
pleafant walk is afforded by their fliadc. Clofc by thefe, brothers Bu- 
chanan and Gaulton arc lltuatcd. 
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CHAPTER XVIII. 

from Tofigalahoo to Cliiiiti. 

/~\N TlmiTday morninc;, the 7th of September, we weighed, and 
filling Irom ^'ongataboo by the northern pafl'agc, paffed clofc by 
the Imall iflauds of Honga Harpy and Honga Tonga; thelc arc both 
moderately high, and appear fertile : at four P. M. they bore E. S. E. 
twenty-two miles dlflant. After which we Rccrcd N. per compals 
one hundred and twxnty-fix miles, and weft thirty-two miles. Ob- 
ferved at noon on the 8th in 43' S. and fuppofed that a current 
was fetting us to the weftward. From noon till half paft five P. M. 
W'c ftccrcd W. by S. thirty-nine miles ; then hove to for two ifiands, 
the fouthernmuft of which bore S. W. i S. and the northernmoft W. 
by N. diftance irom the latter feven leagues. The former had a re- 
markable flat top, on which account we called it Table ifland. A little 
before we hove to, the time-keeper gave the longitude of the fliip 
182*^ 5' E. Before dark we could ice other iflands further to the 
weftward, and fuppofed them either the fame, or very near to thole. 
Captain Bligh firft fell in with after leaving Tofoa in the launch. 

We had brilk gales and a hollow fca all the night; about fix hours 
we lay with the Ihip’s head to the northward, then wore to the fimth- 
ward till daylight ; in which laft fpacc of time we muft have pafled 
clofe to a dangerous reef, named in the chart Providence reef ; hut as 
nothing of this kind W'as in fight before dark, we had no ajiprchCnfion 
of mefs lying in our Way ; and even w hen the day broke v\c thought 
we had a clear fta, and at fix o’clock bore away, and mn W. N. W. 
about half an hour, when vre difeovered fevcral iflands bcfidcs thofe w e 
had fecn on the preceding evening ; and perceived that extenfive reefs 
furrounded every one of them. In viewing our fituation from alolt it 
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appeared ver}' critical, and occafioncd the ifla'nd ahead to be called Dan- 
ger ifland. A little Ironi this illand S. E. lay three or four fmall illcts, 
and a coral reef extended about three or four miles S. E. iVom them. 
On our ftarboard quarter another reef trended to the N. E. further 
than Avc could fee, as the weather was ha/y. Tims we were running 
directly for Danger illand, and leaving thofe exteufivc reefs upon each 
quarter, when tlic fight of many iTK'rc illands gave us rcafon to ilippofe 
that to attempt a paiTage through them w'ould be ha'/ardous, if not 
impra<fticablc. We hauled, therefore, our wind, fet what fail the 
fliip could bear, and tried to work out by the way we came in. The* 
gale incrcafiug, and the fea running very high, we had little hopes at 
firft of gaining ground, or that the fliip would Ray in fo heavy a lea. 
Hov\e\cr, flic never milTcd Rays but once ; the tide likcw’iR* appeared 
to be in our faiour; for, after making a I'ew' tacks, at half paR nine 
A.M. we pafled to windward of the S. Pb reef, and Rood towardu 
Table ifland. As we ran along we faw a large Ijxice to lecwxird lice 
from reeR, Avhich almuR tempted us to bear away ; but proceeding 
further, the illands to the S. W. appeared conncRed by them. There- 
fore we determined to get to the north by the caR of them ; though 
there is no doubt Imt, in fine weather, a palfagc might be found as 
well here as among thole through which we aftcrwairds had to thread 
the needle. All this day and the. night was fpent in pbing to w ind- 
v\ard. On the morning of the loth palled Fnnidence reef, wliich is 
a fmall Ipot, and bears caR from the Ibnth cud ol Danger illand. We 
afterw ards palled the north-eaR reef, where once more we appeared to 
have a clear fea. Table and Danger illands, of which we had the 
jicarcR \iew, wore an afpccil of fertility, having the lolticR hills co- 
\ creel with trees to their fummits. Oblcrvcd at noon in latitude 
23' S. 

On the 12th at noon we were in latitude lO® S. and longitude 
18T^ 1.3' E.; half an hour aftervNards law land hearing Ibuth, lor 
which we hauled up, wilhing to have fome intcrcourfc with the na- 
tiu' ;. As rail to the Ibuth we had a reef on the weather Rdc juR 
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In I'ljtht from the dock, and a low iAand on our lee beam bearing W. 
by N. lire wind being E. S. E. we juft weathered a reel l^ing cait- 
ward from a linall but high iiland : and ftanding a little t'arllicr, 
tanked lliip dole to the n<jrth-ealt reefs ol' what ue called Sir Cliades 
Middleton s ifland, and elude the ground between this and the bdore- 
mentioned reef to fpend the night in, as we had the bearings of' ie’, eral 
illtiiids whereby to direct us clear of the furrouuding danger. 

At daybreak on the 1,‘Uh we bore away, and ran along the north fide 
of Sir Charles Allddleton’s ifland. There appeared no ojvenir.g tlirough 
the reel, though one might perhaps be found fomewherc about the 
ifland, it' diligently fought for; but on this fide there is none. As w'c 
ran to the windward, eompafs bearings V'cre taken of the iflands and 
reefs, to afeertain tJieir relatixc fituations; and to the chart conftructed 
from theie, with the help of the time-keeper and latitude, we rnuft 
refer thofe who may cither have to fail this way, or who would im- 
pro\ c the geography of this part of the globe. lA*avlng Middleton’s 
ifland, r\c fteered well ])er eompafs four or fne leagues, and palled 
clofe by what we called Diredion ifland. 'I'lierc were nuti\es on the 
beach with f'pears in their hands; and the iiland, Aviiich was rao'h:- 
lately Idgh, leemed to abound in the common produce; but, like thofe 
wc had ahead) feen, was (juite furrounded by a reef. 'I'hercfore failing 
thence W. N. W. about fix leaguc.s further, we came near to the eaft 
end of another pretty large ifland, called llofk's iiland, where we faw 
vaft numbers of natives affembleJ upon the beach, and fmoke. among 
the trees ; but they alfii vycre cpiite Icciire, being, like their neighbours, 
flronglv fortified v\ith a furrounding reef. Juft off here v.c ubl'erxed, 
latitude and longitude 18(f’‘J(/per chronometer. Many 

larger iflands were in light to leeward, which, from examination of 
Bligh's narrative, we Injipofcdto lie N. E. from the large illands, which 
lie pafted when tlic canoes chafed him. 

From the maft-hcad wc obferved a reef trending to the N. E. to 
weather w'hich wc hauled our wind to the northward ; and pafftng it, 
itood towards foiiie imall iflands, which wc tailed the Clultcrs. As 
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night approached, being furrounded with reefs and iflands on all fidcs, 
we put the fliip under an cafy fail, and chofe the moll clear fpacc to 
«nake fhort taeks in, till next morning. At feven o’clock a low ifland 
to windvvard bore E. by N. and the highcll of the Cluflcrs bore 
S. S. W.; the wind was eallerly, and the lea as fmooth as a river. At 
the above time we flood to the S. E. by S. under the topfails ; and at 
nine o’clock, no danger appearing, we thought ourfclvcs fafe ; but we 
were prel'ently alarmed by tlic fliip flriking upon a coral reef, upon 
which the fea hardly broke, to give the Icaft warning. All hands w'crc 
upon deck in an lullant, and, as Ihe lluck flrfl, became under great 
apprchenfions of being fliipwreckcd ; a mlsl'ortunc which prelcntcd it- 
felf with a thoufand friglitful ideas. Wc knew that the Ecejees were 
cannibals of a fierce difpofition, and wdio had never had the Icall in- 
tcrcourfe with any voyagers ; confwjuently wc could cxpedl no favour 
from fuch. Imagination, quick and fertile on fuch occafions, figured 
them dancing round us, while we were roafted on large fires. How- 
ever, it was no time to indulge thoughts of this kind, but to try what 
could be done to fave the fliip. Judging it to be a weather reef wc 
were on, the moment file flruck the fails were hove aback, and in 
about five or fix minutes we beheld with joy that fhe came allcrn, 
and fhortly after was quite afloat ; when w c were again delivered from 
our fears, and found the fliip, which had kept upright tlic whole time, 
feemed to have received no injury. It was not pofli’ole to afeertain 
at fea w hat damage had been fuflalncd, as fhe made no water ; but on 
her coming into dock, we difeovered how very wonderfully we bad 
been preferved. The coral rock on which we flruck was providen- 
tially directed cxadly againfl one of the timbers. The violence of the 
blow had beat in the copper, deeply wounded the plank, and beat it 
to fliivers. Had the flrokc been between the ribs of the fhip, it mufl 
have gone through, and wc had probably never returned to adore the 
Author of our mercies. Thus the gracious Lord, who llill guarded 
us with a fliephcrd’s care, was plcafcd to fhew us the infufficiency of 
human prudence; and that, except we arc kept by himfclf, ‘'the 
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“ watchman waketh but in vain.” O that he would give us hearts of 
gratitude and thankfulncfs, in fome mealiirc proportioned to his daily 
mercies extended to us his unworthy creatures ! 

When the day Ihevvcd us the dangers which lay hid on every fide, 
it appeared wonderful how we had efcaped fo well, and made us very 
defirous to get clear of them as faft as poflible. With this aiew v.’c 
fleered N.N.W. betwixt fcvcral fmall reefs, not larger in circumference 
than the fhip, and with fcarcc. a walh of the fca upon them. 7'bcy 
feemed to extend on lx)th fides of us, as far as \v c could fee. When 
we had palled thefe, and began to bring the illands allern, we thought 
onrfelves i|uite clear, and were regretting that we could have no in- 
tcrcourlc with the inhabitants ; who, we had no doubt, w^ould have 
been willing to barter w ith ns, had we found fafe anchorage for the 
Ihip ; for with thcl'e pc^ople the Friendly iflandcrs carry on a trade with 
the articles they cot from us. At nine A. M. another illand came in 
fight to the N.W. for which w'e lhaped ourcourfe, to try if anchorage 
could be found near it ; and the weather fide appearing at our ap- 
proach to be clear of reefs, it gave us hopes that the lee fide would be 
the fame ; but it proved othcrwlfe. At noon the body of the ifland 
bore fbuth> dillant one mile, and our latitude by obfervation 1/;'’ -11'' S. 
longitude per chronometer 180’ 25' E. Ahmg this N. fide, there 
being no reef, the fca broke violently agaiiifl the cliffs, which are high, 
and from the face of them huge fragments have fallen off, and lie 
fcattered at their bafe. Thefe cliffs, cfpecially towards the north-weft 
end, have a Icis fertile appearance than thofc we had already paffed; 
but towards the caft end the ifland wears a better afpG(S ; and at this 
part there were natives and houfes upon the toj) of the hill. Probably 
there is low ground on the fouth-wxft fide, where we intended to an- 
chor ; but coming to the north- weft point, we f\w' a fhoal clo/e to us» 
and a large flat ran S.W. off the illand : upon which we hauled our 
wind ; and as this waw the lull we law of this dangerous group, it re- 
ceived the name of Farewell illand. 

Thefe are probably the fame as Tafraan got entangled among, and 
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Avhich he calls Prince William’s hlands: howc\ er, it may be pre fumed 
tliat but part of them have been yet feen by KuropcansI as it Mas e\i- 
dent that many' large illands lay' to the S. W., tlic acarcll ol' which we 
could but faintly diltinguilh, and l<)mc Mere at a dillanee irom the. 
tacks' of Captain Bligh in the launch of the Bounty, and aftei uard.' in 
the Pro\ Klencc. 

They doubtlcfs arc connected with thofc which the people at 7\>n- 
pitaboo call the Feejees, as they lie in the direction pointed out by 
them. In general they arc high, and all mc could diltinetlv li'c ap- 
peared fertile : the loitietl; hills Merc M'oody to their fummits, and on 
the top of fevcral was abundance of cocoa-nut trees, v,hieh on fomc 
idands thrive only on the low ground ; nor is it here as at (Haheite, 
where the middle region is commonly nothing but liiu-burnt grafs ; 
for, from the beach to the top of the hills is one continued grove of 
trees, and many of them. have fruitful Ikirts of low land. '.Fhe valleys 
of Middleton’s illand appeared delightfully plcalimt, and mull; abound 
in all the fruits and roots common to .thele parts of the world. In 
f )mc places we law fpots of enltiv ated ground, probah’y of kava. 

Coral reefs furround every iiland, and thole Mhitdi lie near each 
other arc coniiceted by them. Though tlierc appears to us to be no 
(ipenings through tbefe reefs to the rel'pedive illaiids they eiielufe, y et 
Me cannot venture to lay that there is no liieli tiling, but tlhnk it 
liighly probable that by a more diligent learch both openings and an- 
cliurage might be hmnd. But as the captain jiropolial making fomc 
llay at the Pelow illands, and had to reach China at a ijiccihed time, 
\vc could not with propriety delay longer here in learch of an uiv.cr- 
tainty. Where vve palled clofc we law many inhabitants, and have 
no doubt but that they arc all well peopled ; and tliey mull be an im- 
proved people in the linage Hate, for the natives of the Friendly 
Illands, who are uuv^illing to give jilacc to any% acknowledge that the 
Feejees excel them in many ingenious works ; that they polfcls larger 
canoes, and are a brave, lighting jieople ; but .dihor them for their dc- 
toibihk* pradlce of eating their .unfortunate prifoners. They ufc bows 
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and arrows in war ; and from the blackncfs of their complexion, and' 
the dllfcrcncc of their language and manners, they arc esidently a 
diffind race from the natives of thufc groups where millions arc now 
cllablllhcd. 

lOth, We obf;rvcd at noon in latitude 1 S'’ 13^ S. and at fn e P. M,- 
fuvv the ifland of Uoturaah, bearing N. W. bv W. The weather be- 

e > v 

ing at this time finally, with rain, we ho\c to for the night. At 
daylight next morning we bore away, and at half paft right o’clocL 
were; oikpofte the north-eaft end, when leveral canoes eam.e orf, con- 
taining fnnn three to fix and feven perfons each. At firll they ^^•e.re 
Ihy, and kept alool’; but prcfcntly fame bolder than the ref; ventured 
alougfde, and one with a fj\\l in his hand, taking hold of a rojie, 
dropped liimlelt into the water, and was hauled on board. He made.- 
fign.s that he wanted an axe for the fowl, by which we immediately 
kneev that there mulk have been fricndl}' Intereourle between them 
and (.kiptain lulw,ird.s of the Pandora, who dif'o\ere<l this ifand in 
Anguft Ifpl ; bnt it i.s probable that they lune been vlfited by none 
befides, as they now beheld ns with much furprifeand wonder. This, 
clay happening to be Sunday, the rule we had conftaiitly obferved 
w hile in this lea prevented trade between u.s and tbcic people. How- 
ever, this man rccel\ed an axe, a few filh-liooks, and other things, 
whieli m.’aie him leap i'oi joy. 'I'hrce otliers, encouraged by liis good 
f irtune, ventured after him, and fared equally well ; and it appeared 
that many more wmdd have come on board, had they an opportunity ; 
f)r obler\ ing that w'c llreered rather from the ilJaud, tliey pointed to- 
wards a bay, a.s if delirous w'c Ihould come to anchor. As we ran 
down the north fde tlierc appearcci a good bay near to the well end, 
wdiere, if the ancliorage be late, (hips may ride Ibcltcred from all but 
northerly winds; and p-erhaps a ftnation might be fmnd to lie in tlic 
fame bay lliellercd from the/c alio. Thi.s l,av lies to windward ol the 
highcll bUitFhill, on the well end of the main ilknid ; a high ifet lies 
direil’lly north of this bluff hill, and they bear a great relcmblancc to 
each other, being both ftcepcll on the north lidc. Wellward of this 
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laft He three more fmall iflcts, the largcft of which appeared to be 
fpHt in' the middle, as if broken by an earthquake. 

The main ifland far exceeds in populoufnefs and fertility all that we 
had feen in this fca ; for in a (pace not more than a mile in length we 
counted about two hundred houles next the beach, bcfidcs what the 
trees probably concealed from our view ; this was at the caft end, and 
there was reafbn to think almoft every part of it equally well Inhabit^ 
cd. In the Hiapc and lizc of their perfons we could diliinguifli no dif- 
ference between them and the Friendly iflanders, except that we 
thought them of a lighter colour, and feme difference in the tattooing, 
having here the refcmblancc of bird^ aud filhes, with circles and fpots 
upon their arms and lliouldcrs : the latter are fccmingly intended to 
icprcfcnt the heavenly bodies. Two or three of the women whom 
wt faw were tattooed in this laft way : at Tongataboo they keep the 
upper parts clear of all tattooing. The women here wear their hair 
long, have it dyed of a reddifh colour ; and w'ith a pigment of the 
fame, mixed with cocoa-nut oil, they rub their neck and bread. The 
men who were on board appeared to liavc much of the fhrewd, manly 
lenfe of the above people, and many of their cuftoms. One of them 
made figns, that in cafes of mourning they cut their heads with fharks’ 
teeth, beat their cheeks till they bled, and wounded thcrnfclves with 
Ipcars; but that the wbmen only cut off the little fingers, the men 
being exempt from it ; whereas at Tongataboo there is hardly mam or 
woman but what has loft both. 

Their fingle cancxis (for we faw no double ones) were nearly the 
fame in all refpeAs as at the Friendly iflands, being of the fame lhape, 
fewed together on the infidc, and decorated in the fame manner with 
fiiells ; but, being rather fhortcr in proportion to their wndth, Icemcd 
not fb neat and well finlftnid. The only weapons we faw were fpcars 
curioufly carved, and pointed with the bone of the ftlng ray. The 
natives exprefled great farprize and curiofity at the fight of out fheep, 
goats, and cats. Hogs and fowls, they fkid, they had in great plenty, 
which, added to the evidently iiiperior fertility of the illand, and the 
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fecming cheerful and friendly dii^orition. of the natives, makes this, iff 
our opinion, the moft eligible place for fhips coming from the cad- 
ward, wanting rcfrcflimeilts, to touch at : and with regard to miffion- 
ary views, could one or two young men, fuch as Crook, be found wil- 
ling to devote their lives to the inftrudion of perhaps five or iix thou- 
fand poor heathen, there can hardly be a place where they could fettle 
wdth greater advantage, as there is food in abundance; and the iiland 
lying remote from others, can never be engaged in wars, except what 
broils may happen among themfclvcs. Its latitude is 12'^ 31' S. and 
longitude its length, in an call; and weft direction, is not 

above four or five miles. 

From Rotumah w c fteered N. W. by W. to W. and W. by. S. for 
eight days ; and as ^^ e hove to c\ cry night, w'e had rcafon to think 
that no land lay within four or five leagues on each fide of our track. 
At eight A. M. on the 25th, vve faw-' land from the mall-head bearing 
N. W. by N. and immediately llccred for it. The weather being 
gloomy, with drizzling rain, we had no obfervation for the latitude. 
About five o’clock in the evening, as wx* drew near to the laud, wc 
found that it coufilled of ten or eleven feparate iflands, two or three 
of which were of confidcrable fize, and faw a canoe coming towards 
us, in which were two men : they approached within hail, but would 
come no nearer ; they Hood up and brandillied their paddles, and ufing 
many wild gcllures, hooped and hallooed in a harlli tone, not feem- 
ingly as a menace or defiance, but the cfleft of lurprife and a mixture 
of other paffions at lb wonderful a fight, having, in all probability, 
never beheld a Ihip before. They had balkets of fruit in the canoe, 
and to them they frequently pointed, as if they wanted to barter them ; 
but if a conjc«?lurc might be allowed, I Ihould rather think they meant 
them as offerings ; for if they really never did fee a Ihip before, they 
could know nothing of our articles, nbr their ufe or value. However, 
whatfoever .they intended, fear kept them at a diftance, though we 
ufed every method to allure them alongfide. Nine canoes more were 
now coming off, but they alio with the lame caution and fear 
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as the firft, keeping all together aftern of the lliip. When we had got 
pretty near to the illand we tacked, and fliould have pafled through 
among them, had they not perceived their fituation, and paddled to 
windward. After tliis they were making towards the largcft of the 
iflands, when a heavy hjiiall of wind and rain coming on, and obliging 
us to bear before it, we were fo near running over fome of them, that 
the men in one fmall canoe jumped overboard and fwam to another. 
When the fquall was over, we faw that they had all got near to the 
Iliore, and that the deferted canoe w’as not far from us ; we therefore 
Rood clofe to her and picked her up, hoping to have an opportunity 
of returning her the next day. 

This canoe (and they all feemed to be alike) was about twelve or 
fourteen feet long, and about fifteen inches broad, made of one tree» 
Iharpencd at the ends, and a little ornamented on the upper part : the 
inftrument with w hich they had hollowed her had left marks as if 
done with a gouge. 

Having put the fliip under a fnugfail, we Rood to the caRward all 
the night, and at daybreak found w e luiu drifted conllderably to the 
fouthward; but as we Rill expected to have fome iutcrcourfc with the 
natives, we let fail, and plied to windward. About eleven A. M. we 
were pretty near to the largeR illano, 'vlicn five canoes ventured off; 
but a(Rcd wdth the fame caution as be <rc, taking great care to keep 
betw’ccn us and the Ihore, to which they paddled after about an hour’s 
Ray. Seeing them depart we Rood clofc in with a reef which lies about 
half a mile from the beach, and feems to extend fome diRance from 
the weR end ; and probably the illands are connciRed by it. Where 
we were, we found feven fathoms; a fl^t coral bottom. Finding 
that their fears prevailed over their curiofity, and that we were likely 
to have no intercourfc with them, we lowered the jolly-boat dowm, 
and intended to tow the canoe clofc to the Ihore, and there leave her 
with a few of our articles in her. But obferving that the fliip could 
not get near enough to aid the boat in cafe of an attack, this defign 
was relinquilhed, and we immediately bore away. 
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The lafgeft of this group we named Difappointment illand, nfid 
the whole clutter Duff’s Group : they are about eleven in number, 
lying in a direttion S. E. and N. W. fourteen or fifteen miles : in 
the middle are two larger' iflands about fix miles in circumference ; 
betwixt thefe latt is a fmall iflet, and to the eattward arc three illcts, 
two of which are round and high, the other flat and longifli. On the 
north-wett part of the group arc five or fix more ; fomc of them high. 
At the caft end of one is a remarkabip rock in form of an obelifk. 
The fmall iflands arc apjiarcntly barren ; but the two largeft arc en- 
tirely covered with wood, among hich were fevcral cocoa-nut trees ; 
but, on the whole, they had not the appearance of great fertility. 
The natives appeared ttout and well made, with copper-coloured com- 
plexions ; their houles are built clofe to each other, and not difperfed, 
as we had been accuttomed to fee them* a horde of their dwellings 
was on the fouth-wett fide of Difappointment ifland. The latitude of 
the latter is O'* 57' S. and longitude iG;® E. 

From Duff’s Group we ttcered W. by S. thirteen or fourteen 
leagues, and on the following day obferved in latitude 10" a ' S. and 
were then jutt lofing fight of the catternmoft of the group, bearing 
about E. 1 3° N. when we again faw land in the fouth-wett quarter, 
and ttcered for it, which proved to be Swallow ifland and Volcano 
ifland ; and further to the S. W. we could difeern Egmont ifland : all 
thefe were difeovered by Captain Carteret. Bettdes thefe we dlfcovered 
a low ifland, which lies about S. S. W. from Volcano Ifland, and ttcered 
to go between the two latter, but found that a reef ran from the fouth 
part of the low ifland; to'avoid which we hauled to the fbuthward, 
then bore away ; and fleering W. by S. about five leagues, faw two 
more low iflands bearing about W. by N. dittant two or three miles. 
As the moon was juft now ietting, and we had rcafbn to think running 
in the dark would be extremely dan|[Crous, we hove to with the fliip’s 
head towards Volcano ifland. Captain Carteret, in his Narrative, fays, 
that they faw fmokc, but no flame, iffuing from this volcano ; but as 
we patted it cloicy and even when we were at a diftance, we beheld it 
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eiivittittg' aP^lr^e^nd bright flame erory ten minutes ; which was to 
me and fhai^ on board truly gratifying, who had never before beheld 
fo^graiid a phenomenon. The hdght of this voltanb k from tlie fur- 
face of the lea two thoufand feet and upwards ; and its height is to its 
bafe in the proportion of one to three ; its circular form, with ftraiglit 
fldcs and an apparently pointed top, gave us rcafon to luppofe that it 

had received this form by fucceflive eruptions of lava ilTuing from the 
crater, and running down* its fidcs : and perhaps if this ever was what 
naturalifts call a primitive mountain, it might not originally be vxry 
high ; its being furrounded by low iflands, and its funilar form to any 
common heap of matter, naturally enough fuggeft fuch an idea. 

28th. At fix A. M. we had the well fide of Volcano illand in one 
with the well end of Trevanion’s ifland, bearing, per compafs, S.l>2“E. 
At the fame time the eallern extremity of Egmont (or Guernfey) illand 
bore S. 43° E. and the- extremities of two low iflands north of us from 
N. 38° W. to N. 20°'W. dillance of the volcano five miles. Hence 
1 conclude Egmont Ifland of far lefs extent than it is faid to be by 
Gaptaln Cartaret. Variation lo°E. 

From fix A. M. till noon we lleercd W. by N. by compafs twenty- 
three miles, and oblerved in latitude 10° 2' S. and longitude, corredled 
from lunar fights and chronometer, 1 05° b' E. ; and at this time the 
volcano- bore-B; S. ; but we had rcafon to think that a confidetr 
able current fet to the northward. From noon we llccrcd W. N. W.^ 
twenty-eight miles, and could juft diftsern Volcano ifland through the 
haze ; probably; had the weather been clearer, we might have Icen it 
farther off ; though even mow we mull have hfen diftant £rom it near 
twenty leagues. 

On the 2i)th and 30th wc had ufifcttled. weathcr> with thunder, 
lightning, and rain. About noon wc to the fbuthward of 

Stewart’s iflands : they arc five in*iiutober, ofao great extent, and low* 
They were difeoveted by Captain Hunter on his-^paftage to Batavia^ 
after the lols of the Siriw; ttheir longitude we 3jo' E. On 

the follow d^iy -we paflfed in fight of New Geotgk^ 'Bod &W no more 
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land for fcvcral days; On the lOth iof October, we crqlTed.the equator 
in longitude ir>2P E. where' we had the winds prevailing generally 
from E. S. E. to N. E. and frcfli breezes.’ From tlie line to 0^ N. 
and betwixt the longitudes of 150° and 140^, we found thpt the cur- 
rent oltcn let to the caftward ; and as we nui down about ten degrees 
in the latitude of N. we experienced many calms; notw Itljllanding 
which we all enjoyed an almoft uninterrupted ftatc of.^ood healtli. 

On the 2.')tiT we came in light of a low iiland bearing W. by N. and 
profcntly perceived feme canoes coming towards us. About nine A. 
M. one came alongfide without the Icaft fear or hefitation ; by which 
free behaviour we judged that they had been acquainted with Euro- 
peans before; and tbeir frequent mention of “ Capitainc” conhrmed 
this conjedure. Thefe firll were folloAVcd by feveral more, who^x^;,. 
changed their fifliing-hooks (made of fliclls) and lines, atul koir 
&c. foi* any thing that was given them ; and w'hcn feveral of them 
were admitted on board, they, for a confiderable time, fliewcd np in^' 
clination to Heal. However-, thole in the capocs gave us rcafon to idtQf 
the good opinion we had formed of them, by ftcaling the rudder rings ; 
a thing which the fkilful Friendly illandcrs had attempted in vain: 
and bclides this, ond fellow was caught handing a pump-l'pear into his 
canoe. As we had been accuftoraed to fuch matters, we only drove 
them off the decks for thefc firft depredations; but; w-hile w e lat at 
dinner in the cabin, ^^ c heard them at work trying to knock-off the 
bolt-head of the rudder rings : iqx>n which the captain fired Ibrae fmall, 
Ihot among them, , w hich made them inflantly llieer off. Juft at tliis 
time William Tucker John Connelly w/crc difcoycred fwimming 
clofe under the ftern, with a view to make their efcape to the canoes, 
and by their Ikulking appeared afraid of being fired at likewife ; but 
the captain, enraged at ithtt, former for his ingratitude and deceit, and 
willing to part with the latter, told them, that if they choft to go they 
might, for he wtdiuki not fire at tbOmi. Connelly anfwered, Thank 
** you. Sir;” and they both fwamtolthoOanoes, and were received by 
the favagea with grqat ' Routings*' rfSoon -aftert a hreeseTpringihg’ up 
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Iroipii tl?c N/Ef,\ye rcfumcd.ourcourfc,,^-^^ left ,th9,m bchiivd. . Cop- 
lirfly, ,>ve "iiad^feroiigift by tor cc-fVor^ ^ongatibjop, i^)r| threatening tlie 
minionarlcs. During his ftji,y • on board he Iwd conduced , himiclt’ 
quietly, and being put on the iliip’s books as an ordinary' teaman, Teem- 
ed to be content in his fituation, till this lall adlipn proved Ids hypo- 
crit} . The tlime might be faid of Tucker, who being alfo ,rcin(^ated, 
had often tald that he was happy that he had been taken again after 
r\innlng from the thlp at Otaheite ; and perhaps he Iptd.c his feilti- 
iTicnts, as there w as rcafon to believe that .Connelly had periuaded Inm 


to this laft rcfolutlon. It Connelly was really a Botany h;y' conyuft (as 
we have fmcc heard), we may fuppol'c hiin to have been actuated by 
two motives, thc fcar of work, and the fear of punitliment if caught in 
England ; and as for Tucker, his conduift had long made it evident 
tftat he was under the abtblutc rule of his fcnfual paflions; whici! is 
the more to be lamented for the fake of an excellent mother, of wdi .im 
he was the only fon. This- t|)ot, on which tlicy have choten to pafs 
their day.s, is but a fmall ifland on the bofom of the deep, being not 
more than tw'o or three miles in circumference, and where the com- 
forts and neccflarlcs of life feem fo fcarcc, that we had renfon to think 
their whole fubfiftcncc confiftcd only of filli and roots, cocoa-nut, and 
perhaps the bread-fruit. 

The nativep are not. a ftout race ; their complexion is a dark coppe.^1 
their dilpofitlons lively. We faw no w'omcn. Their canoes differ from 
all we had met before, being raifed high at each end, and painted red; 
they ha\:c outriggers, and fail citlicr end foremoft. Their fails are made 
nearly in .the fime manner as . the finglc faili^ canoes of the Friendly 
iflands. Tlic latitude of the iiland is 7° 22' N. and longitude 1 46'^ 4 8' E. 
We named it from the runaway. Tucker s 

With light airs of wind from the N. proceeded on our courft 
to the weft ward, leaving Tucker ;and his cdn^panioif tojefleft upon the , 
unhappy choice they had made ; achojec, to all, appearance, fo replete 
with wretchednefs, that we did not imagine , a t^ird pe^on could be., 
found .willing to follow ' their cxai||plc: but fuch is the prevalence of 
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Habit, and the encitvatm^ irifluQhc^ of Idicnc/s <^vcr the mind, that 
Andrew Cornelius Lind .came to the: captain, and begged caincftly to' 
be fet on fliore upon the next ifland wc fliould difeover. To tliis rc- 
queft not only confeht was given, but llkewifc a promife to let him 
have a fele< 5 tion of ufeful articles wherewith to benefit the natives, and 
the letter to iuttoducc and give him importance ^mong them. 

26th. When wc had got about ten leagues farther weftward, at 
midnight wc fa w another ifland bearing N. and at four A. M. faw tw'o 
more to tlic N. W*. and as the day broke Ihortly after, W'c counted fix 

of thefe low iflands, the extreme points bearing frpm N. W. by. N. to 
N. E. by E. : for the moft foutherly of thefe we fleered, and fbon had 
a great number V)f canoes about the Ihip, into one of which Andrew, 
after taking leave of his fliipmates, wxnt, and was received with joy, by. 
the favages. The canoe that took him in fbon put off, and, as they 
paddled away, he flood up and waved his hand, fccmingly more elated 
than depreffed by his change of fituation. The indolent life he had,, 
led at Otaheite, the unobflru<flcd cafe with w'hich all his fenfual ap- 
petites had Ix’-cn gratified there, with his averfion to laborrr, and the 
profped: of its neceffity, which a return to Europe held up to his view, 
flrongly urged him to prefer a lazy favage life upon thefe unprfjmifing 
iflands to his native Sweden, which he knew to have advantages only 
fgt the induflrions. Trie following are the. articles which the captain 
gave him : viz; two hand-faws, two hatchets, one hammer, ten look- 
ing-glalles, eighteen knives, three hundred deck nails, two razors, and 
■fomc trifles bcfidcs ; thefe, with what he had of his own, particularly 
a biblc, will, no doubt, ^akc him an apijuifftion to the natives, and 
may likewife be the means of rendering fcrvlcc to the other tw o, w horn 
it was our opinion he would cndcavtiur to join. 'J'he natives of this 


group, their cariocs, Implbhlerits, and eagernefs for Iron, A’c. were cx- 
a<SlIy the fame as .at Tucker’s ifland. The afternoon fet in gloomy and 
rainy, which ncvtillKcicfs' W’as not a hindrance to the canoes, many of 
which folloV^ed iis'qtUtC out ofTight 'of their own ifland; and as we 
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o.bfcrv<;d th^ .^aul to the northvviard in # fijuaU» we concluded that 
they meant to go to £bmc place in that quarter., 

27 th. About ten A. M. we came in fight of, another low ifland, 
bearing S. W. and as we altered our courfc to go to the foutliward of it, 
when weft of us it ilicwed like two diflinft iflands, lying near each 
other : here alfo many of the natives came off, and trafHckcd, as tlie 
others had done. One thing we had obferved as peculiar and remark- 
able, that hitherto in our range among thc/e Iflands no females had ap- 
peared ; whence w e concluded the men either more jealous than their 
caftern neighbours, or as placing a higher value on their women ; or, 
perhaps, they had at fome period' fuffered in defending them from licen- 
tious vifitors. The latitude of thell: After Iflands is 7 ° 14' N. longi- 
tude 114® 50' £. At four P. M. the latter bore E. by N. two leagues. 
Juft before dark we faw another ifland to the W. N. W, diftant three 
or four leagues ; and ftccring to go to the fouthward of it, the better 
to avoid any danger that might lie in the way, at midnight it bore 
N.N.E. 

About four A. M. on the 28th, wc dilcovered other iflands, and by 
means of our night-glafs could difeern the extremes from W. N. W 
to N. by W. About this time it fell calm, which continued ; and at 
daybreak wc counted fix, which might, from their lize, merit the 
name ,ot iflands ; and fev^n iflets, or kayes ; to the whole of which irc 
gave the name t)f the Tliirtccn iflands. At the diftance of one league 
their extremes 'bore from N. W. f W. to N, § E. by which their ex- 
tent may be cftimatccl. The latitude of the Ibuthern part of them is 
7 ® 16 ' N. longitude i l l® SO'^E. About fixl^ canoes came off at firft, 
and afterwards fome of our people counted one hundred and fifty in 
fight, each of which, on an average, cqi^ncd feven men, which is 
one thoufand and fifty ; and if we add h^^ite many left on fhorc, and 
double that number for the women and children, the population of 
this group alone will amount to three thoufand one hundred and fifty 
fouls, which, according to the appearance of the iflandsr muft often be 
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pinched for food. Here, for the firft time, wc got a fight of their wo- 
men, who, to the number of a dozen or more, came off in three canoes.: 
in two they were accompanied by the men ; the third was occupied 
by young w'omen only. For a confiderable time they kept alo. f, v. hihl 
their own men feemed to eye them with attciuion ; but obfer\in.;- that 
wc did not regard them with any particular notice, they were lufFcrcd 
to approach w'i thin a few yards of tlic fliip, which, as well as oi'.itclvcs, 
they appeared to furvey with delight. Some of them were w ell fea- 
tured, having neither very tliick lips nor broad faces, though inclining 
to both. Their hair is black and long. In complexion they differ 
from the men by a fickly kind of vvhitifhnefs that is mixed w ith the 
natural olive. As w'c faw them almoft naked, their greatefl: ornament 
and higheft praife was the decency an;! rundefty of their beha^iour. 
The greater number of the men were naked alfo: fbme had a fafli mat 
wrapped round their middle; others added an ornamental belt round 
their body, near the navel : thefe belts arc about an inch broad, com- 
pofed of bits of black and white fiiells, bt)rcd and ftrimg aftei* the 
manner of beads. Some of them wore a broad conical hat, in form 
not much unlike that of the Chinefe. Thefe illands feemed alike in 
every refpert, no one appearing to afford greater natural advantages 
than the other, except where the groups derive fi)mc enjoyments from, 
neighbourhood ; and perhaps more cxtcnfivc llioals and fmooth water 
afford a covert where the fiili may flicltor from the llorm. Thus they 
may find greater rclburccs than on the ifland that is fohtarv. How- 
ever, with refpedl: to articles of exchange, they appeared to be equally 
■ftored : of thefe the fta pie i.s koir rope, thirty fathom of w hich \-, c 
could ptr . uafe for a piece of an old iron hoop fix inches long: this 
rope is in general about an inch thick, and equal, if not fuperior, in 
ftrength to our liemp-madfe ropes. As they every ^vhcrc expreifed the 
moll: eager dcfirc for irom k the ab6VQ price we might, by delaying a 
few hou's at each ifland, have almoft filled the fliip with it, ami 
would certainly have done it, had we know n wdiat w c have fince Icaint.

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that it will frequently fetch a good price in China. Their fifliing- 
tackle differs little from what wc had feen in the callcrn iflands ; but 
their matting wiis ftriking and curious, being wove and made in the 
form of a Spanifli fafh, with a fancy border at each end, w rought in 
W'lth black threads. The natural adour of thefe fafhes is white ; but 
many of them are dyed of a beautiful yellow with turmeric. It is im- 
polfiblc to behold thofe neat-wTought fafhes, and their rude manufac- 
turers at the fame time, without wondering, and wiflilug to know how 
they came by the art. It is not improbable that they might have been 
taught by the Jefuit raiffionaries ; two of whom were font by the Spa- 
nifh government from Manilla in the year 1710 ; but as the fhip that 
took them thither was driven away by the currents, the Jefuits w'cre 
never heard of more : however, others were fent, who continued their 
efforts a few years, till having informed themfelvcs of the general po- 
verty of the iflands, and certain that they .never could be of value to 
the Spanifh monarchy, they quitted them, and fmee that time (about 
1720) they have been totally negledcd. This makes it the more 
worthy of remark, that through fo long a period this ufeful art fhould 
ftill be retained ; and while it refleds credit upon their original teachers, 
is an encouragement to our miffionaries to endeavour all in their power 
to introduce the mechanic arts, as it proves that their labour will not 
be in vain- Turtle is among the articles of their fubfiftencc, as we 
purchafed one of about twenty pounds weight for a piece of iron hoop 
al)out two feet long. 

They manage their canoes with great dexterity, and go from illand 
to ifland apparently without fear ; from which free intercourfc, and 
having no weapon, except a fling, among them, we concluded they 
had but few wars. Their language differs much from all that wc had 
heard before ; and except a few words, as, Ipoloo (Iron), capitaine, &c. 
we underftood but little of what they fpoke. Their numerals are a.s 
follow :

We now, as it proved, had taken our leave of the Carolinas, forafta- 
the Thirteen iflands we law no more of them. To vifit the Pelcws 
being our next objed, we accordingly fliaped our courfe thither, but 
had rather a tedious palTage of nine days, owing to light and variable 
winds. 

November 5th. We obferved in latitude 7*^ 25^ N. ; and at funfet, 
being about two leagues more to the northward, we thought that w^e 
law land in the fouth-weft quarter, but could not be certain of this by 
reafon of the dull gloomy weather which at that time prevailed : 
however, as wx Judged ourfelves to be at no great diftance from the 
iflands, we fliortcned fail, and tacked to the S. E. The Ihip now 
having to contend with a head fca, pitched to fiich a degree, that the 
forc-topfail yard broke in the flings : as this was of conlcquence in 
our prefent fituation, it w^as immediately fent down, and replaced by a 
fparc Crofs-jack yard, until a proper one could be made. During tlic 
night we had fqually and rainy weather, which lailcd until near eight 
A. M. on the 0th, when it became more fettled, and we got fight of 
the land, bearing W. S. W. dlftant ten or eleven leagues. As we 
were fleering towards it, w;c were fuddcnly alarmed l)y the cook’s 
caboufe catching fire : e\cry man inflantly exerted hunfclf to extin- 
quifli it; and happily this was loon cffeCled ; though, had not the

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fovdall and l been wet #it]i ralu, the flame blazed fo fiercely, 
ic is probable tlic Jliip might have been Ivurnt down to the water’s 
edge.

miles (-f the reef w hich extends no great diilance from the fliore of 


the largeft illand, called Babelthoup, divided into 'evcral difliieks, each 
of which is governed by a icparatc clnci, acl.n'W. le. lying the liiprcmc 
authority of Abba Thullc. When v..; hove to> \vc were oppofite to 
the fourthern part of the diftridl oi Aitingali, Tao hundred perfons, 
or more, were colleolcd ujvon the beach, and prcicaitly al.'out a dozen 
canoes were Iccii upon the w*atcr, fome ol wdi.c.i were under fail, anil 
others paddling ; but as tlie weather at tiiis time wore a moll, gloomy 
afped, three of them only came fir enough ofl'to get alo.iglide. The 
natives in thelc had a piece of white cloth tied upon u flick, wliich 
they waved as tlu;y drew near; an emblem, as we fuppofed, of peace. 
They approached without fear or the leaft hefitatiun, and Ijiolcc to us 
as to a peojdc with whom they had been long acquainted ; but their 
language yvus quite unintelligible ; nor could wc, even with the help 
of Cajvtain Henry Wllfbn’s vocabulary, make them underiland one 
word, except a few of their proper names; tlicy however kept talking 
very fafl, accompanying their words with violent and liiddcn geflurcs 
of the hands and body, expreffive of their eager delire lor us to anchor 
at a place to the north-wdl, towards whicli they jxfinted ; and one of 
them, who w e afterwards learnt was a rupack, with a clumly bone on 
his wrift, came up the fliip’s fide in great hafle to enforce the requefl, 
and was followed by two more, who were equally fulicitous ; but all 
their entreaties, added to our intention to make fbme flay at this cele- 
brated group, were of no avail, as we could fee no place where it w^as 
probable that a fliip could fafejy anchor, and wx had not Lieutenant 
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Macluer's chalt «)n board to guide us. ■m bur mentioning tlic nafnc 
ot Abba Thullo, they repeated it fe\xral times, ra)ing, S'Thulle, 
S’ThnIlc, and pointed to tlie land. The, name of Lee Boo \\ns not 
I'pokcn, ior they talked fo faft and fo conftantly, that \vc had fcarcc 
any opportunity to afk queftions ; and probably tlic weather, which 
now threatened a Itorin, kept him out of their minds. As their com- 
rades in tl'.c canoes bawled loudly for tbofe on board to rejoin them, 
the captain prefented a few knives, looking-glalfcs, Ac. when they 
baftily, though rcludantly, took their leave ; but before they paddled 
otfthey were, at Ibrne pains to drew their gratitude, by throwing upon 
our decks with difficulty a couple of cocoa-nuts, which w as all tliey 
bad : they then made for the Ihorc. This was all the intcrcourfc wc 
bad with the I’clcw iflauders, a circiimftancc much regretted by us, aS 
it luid all along been the captain’s intention to flay here a few days, for 
the purpofe of learning w hat wc could of the inhabitants rclpccd^ing the. 
expediency of fettling a miffion among them ; and to prepare the way 
for mlffionarlcs, by dlftributlng fomc ufeful articles retained in the fhip 
for the fcand the Fecjcc people, from a hope of being favoured at both 
places with fafe anchorage and friendly intcrcourfc ; but, for the pre- 
lent voyage, wc concluded every thing of this nature at an end, and pro- 
ceeded to make the bell of our way to China, chcrifliing the hope of 
there receiving letters from our dear friends in England, to whom we 
now thought ourfelvcs drawing ncof, though llill at the dlflancc of 
many thoufand miles. 

Soon after we bore awMy, and had fliapcd our courfc N. § E. w'c 
fell in with an cxtcnfivc reef, trending N. E. about two leagues Iron 
the north end of Babclthoup, and difeernod three fmall iflanJs lung 
furtlicr to the N. enclofcd by the above reef. When w e had run 
nearly five leagues, the northcrnmofl of the three bore S. W. by W, 
and at this time wc reckoned ourfclvcS pall the north point of the reef; 
and though very dark, with conllant rain, ^vc continued our courfc 
for two leagues more, when we faw two other iflands to the N. N. W. 
and at only a fhort diftance from us, on which account wc hauled to 
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the caftward, and hove to tlli^e moon ihould rife, which it did about 
eight ©’clock, when we refumed our courle, and afterwards fell in 
with no more dangers. 

If we admit the few which we faw of the Pek w illanders to be a 
fpecimen of the whole, they are, in our opinion, inferior in exterrul 
H{)pcarance of the Marquefans, the Society or Friendly iflanders ; they 
have not the ftature and fymmetry of the two frft, and fall far fhort 
of the mufcular, bold, and manly look of the latter. They approach 
the iicareft to their neighbours, the Carolinians ; for, like them, they 
are neither a ftout nor handfome race. Among fome cuftoms which 
they feem to have in common at both places, is that of Hitting the ear, 
through which fome of them put vegetable ornaments, at Icaft an inch 
thick. Jn tattooing at Pelew, their legs and thighs appear as if they 
had been dipped in a dye of blueifh black, the fame as at the Carol inas ; 
but they mark their bodies allb with figures, like fingers, or gloves. 
They appeared before us quite naked, without feeming conlcious of 
fhame, and Ihewed their kindnefs and hofpitality by the carnett invita- 
tions they gave us to vilit their habitations. 

From November 7 th, when we left the J’clew iflands, till our arri- 
val on the coall of China, nothing very interefting occurred. The 
winds were fo unfettled, that wc experienced hardly any thing like the 
N. E. monfoon, until within two or three days fail of the Bafhees, the 
mod fouthern of which we faw the evening of the 1 7 th : they appeared 
to be very high, and diftant about ten leagues; Having no chart on 
board upon the accuracy of which we could depend, wc kept our wind 
for the night, ftretching to the northward. At day-break, fuppofing 
that we could clear the northern rocks, wc bore away weft, and with a 
little alteration of our courfc, failed clofe pafl: the northernmoft ifle, 
w'hich lies in the latitude of 21® N. longitude 122® f/ E. 

The Balhces confill: of fix or feven iflands ; two to the S. E. are high ; 
fome of the others arc of moderate height : the mod northern except 
one is high and craggy at top ; and between thefc two lie two fmall 
rocks above water. After palling this group in about 21® 10'' N. we 
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fleered W. N. W. 4 N. twenty-five then reckoned ourfelvcs in 

latitude 21°42^N. and longitude 121'' E. the fouth point ot'Formola 
bearing at the fame time N. i E.; we faw the rocks which lie to the 
S. E. and had a good birth of them as we pafl'ed. 

20th. Wc got into foundings, and pafl'ed fevcral Chinefe fifliing- 
boats. The next day, at feven A. M. being within two or three leagues 
ot the Great Lemma, a pilot came on board : at firfl: he aflted about 
one hundred dollars to take us to Macao road, but afterwards accepted 
thirteen> befidcs giving us two fine fifli. 

21ft. At^tcn A. M. wc paflTcd between the Grand Lemma and 
Potoy, and leaving all the iflands, except Lingtlng, to the fouth of us, 
wc failed through with a fine caftcrly breeze. At three P. M. came 
in fight of Macao, and at half pail four anchored in the road, the town 
bearing W. tw o leagues. The pilot was then difeharged, and a fignaj 
made for anotlicr ; and that no time might be delayed, our own boat 
was lowered dowoi, and an officer difpatched on ihorc to bring a pro- 
per pilot oil', as alfo to learn what European lliips w ere at Canton ; but 
to our great mortification we found that not one had as yet arrived, 
confcqucntly there w'cre no letters for us. Nor was this the only dif- 
appointment : the Chinefe had lately refufed to permit any veflel up 
to Whampoa, except fuch as brought cargoes thither.. One fliip from 
Port Jackfon had been lying fix weeks in the Typa, at the entrance of 
the river, and had not as yet obtained leave to proceed upwards ; and 
on our applying to the mandarin at Macao, wc were told, that, as wc 
had brought no cargo, no pilot would be font on board until the Ho- 
nourable Company’s fupercargocs could prevail on the Chinefe govern- 
ment at Canton for a pafl'port. The boat, however, brought us a va- 
riety of refrdhmcnts, of which, though received as very falutary after 
a long paflage, we did not ftand in fuch need as many preceding navi- 
gators who had neither failed the diftance, nor been fo long at fca as 
ourfelves. We had run from .the time of leaving England upwards of 
thirty-four thoufand miles, and had been out fourteen months, eleven 
of them at fea ; yet in all this time we had fcarccly experienced any 



fickncfs, and were at prefent, to a man, in good health. We never 
made- ufc of anti-fcorbutics, as malt, fpruce, &c. ; but being a crew 
fmall In number to what arc ufually on board (hips upon voyages of 
difeovery, we were enabled to lay in a fufficient (lock of frelh provi- 
fions at c«ie group of iflands, to ferve, with a little oeconomy, till we 
got to a place to procure more; (b thiA our fail'ors always had frdh 
meat at lead: twice a week ; acid for nearly half of the time that we 
were in the South Seas they lived entirely upon the hogs of the dif* 
fererit idands ; and we may venture to fay, that thofc who can. be thus 
highly favoured need not be folicitous about any other antifcorbutics. 
On our arrival in port the captain obferves, he was exceedingly (liocked 
at hearing around him, once moi*e»- that great and awful name blaf* 

■ phemed, which, for fourteen months, he had never heard mentioned, 
hilt with reverence ; it was a (bund as grievous as unufual. 
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CHAPTER XIX. 

Oecnrrnices at China, and Voyage home, 

November 22d., 

E arly in the morning Captain Wilfon went in the pinnace to 
Macao, to endeavour to have the obllaclcs to our going up re- 
moved, while the crew were employed painting the Ibip, ami putting 
her otherwifc in order ; and in a few hours we had the plcaiurc to fee 
licr look almoft as fmart as when (lie left Spithcad. Towards evening 
a ftrong gale came on from tlic north, and incrcafed to fuch a degree, 
that in the courfc of the night we drove a considerable way with both 
anchors ahead. The next morning we were glad to embrace the op- 
portunity of the windward tide to weigh our anchors and run into the 
harbour of the Typa, and moored dole to the Britannia, Captain Den- 
net, the (hip we mentioned from Port Jackfon. A chop (or padport) 
had this day been fent for that vcflcl to proceed for Whampo.i, and 
Captain WilSbn judged it a good opportunity for him to go up in her, 
iuppofing that by being on the fpot he fhould the fooncr obtain the 
Ica\ c he wanted. 

On the 25th the Britannia left the Typa ; and that our fiiip might 
be in readinefs, we began to llrip the rigging olF the mall-heads, which 
we examined, and found it ncccflary to put new checks to the main- 
mail. The whole of the rigging was thoroughly repaired ; and j nil as 
this work was upon the finilh, the captain arrived on the Qth of De- 
cember with pcrmifllon for the fliip to go up the ha er. 

On the 10th we weighed from the Typa, and as we worked out had 
the plealure of feeing three large fhips at anchor in the c.^ltcrn road : 
thefe, we hoped, had, what we anxioufly longed for, letters from Eng- 
land ; and fo it proved. 
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’ On tJve IMh Wc imooredi'at Wliampoa^ wkerci we found (hips of dif- 
frttAt Aatioi!>te, S\Ted<»/ Danes; Araerieans, and EngUfli; of the latter, 
belonging to the Honourable Company, were the Glatton, Canton, 
Boddam, and Arnidon, bcfidcs (bme extra Hups. ■ The three former 
have recently ifuftcred much by a tiffoon in the China fca, and were re- 
turned to refit. The Arnifl’on had two or three days ago arrived, froinr 
England, ha^^ng toHched at the Cape of Good Hope v and by her wc 
learnt the political (late of our native country.. 

We now expected to be three months at Icaft before we (hould re- 
ceive our cargo, and be difjpatchcd home, which w5 (uppofed would be 
with a fleet compofed of Indiamen, jufi: at this time arrived;. But the 
(irpcrcargocs having determined to di^atch the Glatton, Boddam, and 
Amazdn packet, they ordered an immediate furvey to be made of our 
fliip, and the report of the committee appointed for that purpofc be- 
ing, “ That the Duff was in excellent order, and fit to receive a cargo,” 
Mr. R. Hall, the head fupcrcargo, told oiir captain, that if he could 
take in our lading, and be ready to depart in the courfc of five or fix 
days, he would dilpatch us. This the captain promifmg to perform, 
teas were immediately fent alongfide. But though the (hip was In 
every re(peA in very good order, (he was by no means clear for receiv- 
ing a cargo ; our hold was half full of watcr-calks, bread puncheons,, 
tiercel beef, and various articles of (lores beyond our confumption*, 
and for which wc had as yet found no purchafers ; fo that to difpufe of 
thefc, and td ' remove them from place to place as we advanced in our 
lading, gave 'US more trouble and expended more time than taking in> 
the cargo 4t(blf. However, by the 31 ft of December we were com- 
■plctcly laden, and in a (horter time than perhaps ever (hip was before ; 
and havitig, by the kindnefs of the (iipercargoes, got o ver the difficul- 
ties which the Chinefe are continually throwing in the way, we that 
fame day ran doWn the river, and joined) the other (hips at a place 
called the Second fiaryjuft as they were getting under * 

The (ingnlarity of our ffianners at China coiddnot fail twattnuft no^ 
tioe; and as all immorality >wsdi utterly difoounteriiaiacedi not an oath 
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fwoiti, and an appearance of unuiiiat devotion maintained, the <ora-« 
pally' wts had no w joined were ploafcd wittily to, ncw-chriftcn the Duff, 
and called her "Tht Ten Commandments. . 

January 2 d, 1 798. We got down to Macao, where We found three 
En^ith men of war, and fci-cn of the Bombay cotton fliips, at anchor, 
wJiitihg for us to fail with them. 

Thfc ■ Honourable Company’s Ihip Glatton,. commanded by Charles 
Drummond, Efq. was appointed to convoy us- homb, to take the country 
lliips bound to Bombay under his care ; and tlie Fv)x and La Sibyllc 
were to ciccompany us for a few leagues down the China fca. Every 
thing relative to the fleet’s departure. being arranged, and the fliips in 
readinefs, early on the r>tli we put to fea, with a frelh gale from the 
north, and found that the Duff was fully competent to keep up with 
them, though we had been apprehenfivc of this, as our Indiamcn arc 
remarkable for their faft failing, clpecially when it blows hard. 

Our paffvge down the China fea was as favourable as we could have 
wilhed it to be. Some time in the courfe of the firfl: night the frigates 
left us, and we faw them no more. . 

On the 10th w'e paffed Pulo Sapata, and, continuing our courfe for 
the ftraits of Malacca, at ten A. M. on the Hth we came in fight of the 
Malay coafl: ; at the fame time faw a flrange fiiil ahead. Having heard 
that an enemy’s fquadron was cruifing in the ftraits,. we id flrfi thought 
this might be one of them fent to look out; and this feemdd the opi- 
nion of our commodore, for he made the fignal for the fleet to jMTCparc 
for aiftion, and that one of the fafteft failing fhips fliould chafe. But 
we foon recognifed her to be a Portuguefe vellcj; which had departed 
from Macao three days before us. In the afternoon we rounded Cape 
Romania, and fpoke a fhip from Bengal that was at anchor \mder tho 
lee of the point, which removed all our fears of an enemy. The ftraitj 
-of Malacca are accounted dangerous to navigate in the dark ; -hbweveri 
as the wind was fair, our commodore kept the. fleet running all the 
night. Next day wd had calms, which obliged us to fmehor ; but a 
brecre Springing up at N. ^ we foon weighed, and the wind increafing 
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at midnight, YV'o pafled , the Wa^cr-f^and^, ap,d atitwo A^M. on the 
]6th cainc to with the fmall bovver in. Malacca, road, in:fcyqn:6ithom;» 
Water, the flugftafF on the .citadel bearing N.. 0 4*^ E, the Outer Water 
ifland S. 3o‘’E. diftant from the town two or three miles. The reafon 
of our touching , at this place beixig to fill up our water, and gain in- 
formation for tlic fafety of the fleet, at daybretdt in the morning the 
boats were hpifled out,Mand moll of the commanders went on fliorc, 
but were difapppinted^in the hope of intelligence, as there was none 
of later date than what W’e had received at China. As this fpoke only 
of war, our duty was to prepare for all events on the paffage ; not that 
we had fears. The ability and care which we had oblcrved in our 
commodore, and the ftrength which would be with -us after the Bom- 
lliips had feparated, gave us confidence. The Glatton mounted 
forty guns, and the Boddam about thirty, and both Ihips had a few 
troops on board ; befides, at the Cape of Good Hope or St. Helena we 
cxpciftcd to join others of the Honourable Company’s Ihips. 

On the J 7 th we received about four tons of water, which is brought 
off in bulk *ty finall veflcls kept here for the purpofe. We alfo received 
an addition to our live flock, and could have gone to fca this evening, 
bur that the large fliips had not completed their water ; and one of the , 
fleet vvhlch had Jain fey cral months laden at Whampoa had fprung a 
leak, and was pbli^cd to.ufe tedioxis and laborious methods to find the , 
place where the water entered. This they happily found, and it dc- 
ferves notice as a hint to fhipwrights and to thofc who arc more inte- 
relied ; by ripping the eppper off the under wales a bolt-hole vfzs , 
foprtd left without the bolt ; an aft of . ncgligcpcc which might, have .

very good defence. Tlie ftrccts within the ram|ial-ts crbfs each other 


at right angles, three or four lying caft and wxft, and as many liorth 
and louth. The Ihops arc fliabby, prefenting for falc nothing that is 
enticing to an European ; and their market has all the appearance of 
allegro market in the Weft Indies. Until the Englilh nu-de a fettle- 
ment upon Pulo Pinang, or Prince of Wales’s iflatid, this city was tlie 
only place of trade in the ftrait; and from our darlicft knowledge of 
India, is mentioned as a place of great importance. They export tin» 
nutmegs, canes, &c. Provifions wxrc at this time fcarce and dear. The 
inhabitants arc a mixture of Dutch, Malays, and Chinefc: the garrifon 
at preftnt is Englifli. ' ' ' 

On the 20th we failed with the fleet, and proceeded down the ftrait 
until we came in fight ol' Pulo Pinang, when the Bombay ifliips left us 
and fleered for that ifland. Our fleet was now reduced; confifthig 
only of the Glatton, Boddam, Amazon, and our own llilps 

31 ft. We finiflied the laft of our yams, which Had plcrftlfully lup* 
plied us live months. We had a very good paflage, with few gales of 
wind, and met with no dlfifter ; nor did w’e fee a ftrange fail to alarm 
us until the 1 0th of March, when in the morning we made the Cape 
land, and fell in. with two tranfports from Amboyna, which joined us.' 
At night we hove to, and w'aitcd for day to run for bay, where 

we were dirciftcd to fill up' our water, and rcfrcfli the crew. 

At daybreak on the 1 / th, after wx had borne away, one of our boys, 
going up the main Ihrouds to loofc the main-topgallaht-fail, flipped 
his hold and fell into the fca; the jolly-boat was’ inftantly lowered 
from the ftern, and providentially faved him juft oh the point of 
finking ; we got him on board, and though far fpent, after difeharging. 
a (quantity of water, he ft>6h recovered. At three P. M. we anchored 
in the bay, where we found V Iquadroh of men 'of war under the com- 
mand of Adftiiral Chriftihh; 'two outWard-hHu'iy feaft-In'd^l^mc 
feveiul Poitogucfti DbiicS; Ailnfericans, and otKcr vcflcls.' Ih the evehing 
the health-bdit ^hat 'ftiitc'thc creW Wtfic, thid,’ 
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bh fthding us alt well, gave permiffion for frqc comriaunlcatlon with the 
lliol'c.' After them ti'.c adn^iral’s boat upon guard tootc aceovint of the 
itupi whence Hii; eanie,' &c. From fomc of the llups they imprefled a 
few men, but took none from us. When they had left the admiral’s 
excellent regulatioirs, which arc given to all yeflels coming iiito the 
bay, they departed.', In a feyv days w'c had got what water and flock 
we wanted, but it was npt until the ifl of April that the fignal for 
filling was hiade, and we put to fca, with the addition of the tranf- 
port Bcllona to our fleet. ’ The fame day we got out of flght of the 
Cape, and fhaped our courfe for the iflaud of St. Helena, where we 
arrived on the I5tli.. Seven Indiamcn, Ixjfldcs extra fliips, and two 
Sbuth-Sca whalers, lay in the bay’aQ homeward bound. 

'' lOn the Jf)th the Albion, an extra fliip, was difpatchcd for England 
'by the governor, with advice of the fleet being on their pafl'agc. 

On die ift of May we failed. Captain Drummond, being the fenior 
in cdrriitiandl hiid the charge of the fleet, confilling of twenty fail ; 
durtrig ouf 'paflage we faw only two or three flrangc fhips. In lati- 
tude 20® N. we fell in with a fmali Spanilh veflcl from Cadiz, bound to 
Vera Cruz : fhe was made a prize by our commodore. 

On the 23d of June we faw the coall of Ireland, wefl of KInfalc ; 
«nd on the day following put into Cork harbour for a cdhvoy. The 
EtWlidii, Ca^tdin Cduhtcfs, was appointed for that purpofe by Admiral 
Kingfniiii ; and, after a detention of eight days by contrary winds, w'c 
fet fail, arid on. the 4th of July faw the coaft of England. On the 8th 
We paflcd ttie Downs • on the 1 Ith came to anchor in die river Thames; 
and Ih a few days difeharged our cargo of tea, which was landed in as 
perfibd order as we received it in China. 


have we finiifhcd a voyage, in wiiicl^ ^tjhc A^dlionaj^ Society, 
and bur Ghriitian brethren in connexion with tlicm, were fo deeply 
intcreltcd. Their prayers have been heard for us, and eminently an-

fwci'cd : fiicccfs beyond our moft fanguinc cxpedations has crowned 
our endeavours in every place wiicre the tuiflions have been fettled. 
We have not loll a llnglc individual In all our extended vryage : we 
have hardly ever had a Tick lift : we landed every miftionaty in perfeft 
health : and every feaman returned to England as well as on the day he 
embarked at Blackwall. We feel our gratitude riling high to the Au-* 
thor of all our mercies, and cantK>t but believe that every man whp 
lhall candidly perufe the foregoing fticets w ill join us in acknowledging 
the gracious providence that hath fupported us- hitherto ; w'hilft the 
generous and humane conduftors of this benevolent undertaking will 
be aninrated by the fuccefs which hath attended their firft attempt, to 
purluc with lncrcalii\g energy an. obje<ft which appears. fo fraught with 
blcflingsto mankind. The way Into the Ibuthcrn ocean is now open,, 
and the lucillties for enlarging the millionary kibours greatly incrcalcd. 
The fctticmcnts formed will every day continue to v. iden their, circle 
of influence and ufcfulncfs ; and new and vaft countries around them, 
equally acccllible, afford an inexhauftiblfc field for the moft vigorous, 
exertions of Chriftian zeal. The more all circumftance.s are weighed, 
the more It muft appear that this hath God done : and can wx perceive 
that it is his work, and not at Icaft confefs our obligation to further 
thefc efforts to the utmoft of our power ? .It Is to l?e hojped that every 
objection to this bleffcd undertaking will be now removeft;^ that tlie 
cautious will confefs tlicmfclvcs fatisfied, and demonftratc th^ir appro- 
bation, by a more liberal affiftance, becaufc of paft delay ; that the pre- 
judiced will nobly lay afidc their oppofition, and redeem unfavourable 
fuggeftions by immediate and generous acknovvledgcnaents that they 
knew us not; anti that a miffion to, the heathen, planned with:. much 
deliberation, invcftlgation, and zeal, and executed with eminent ihill, 
pcrfcvcrancc,. and fuccefs, bears a ftamp of divine benedidion upon it, 
which ought to commend it to every, man’s confcieuce in the fight of 
God. How mu.ch thankfulnefs,. delight, apd fathla^on, it muft pro- 
duce in the hearts of wlio have teen moft aftlve jn the fcryicc, 
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and (uch eminent benefadors to mankind, I need not {iiy ; their Work 
itielf is their firft and higheft reward. Having finiihed, as one of the 
inferior wheels in this great machine, the revolution wdrich received its 
irapulfe from the main fpring, I am for a while repodng on thefe happy 
llrorcs of Britain ; but my prayers will never ceafe for the profpcrit.y of 
Zion, and for the furtherance of the miflionary labours, of the com- 
mencement of which having been a favoured fpedator, I cannot but 
indulge the pleafing expeftation of abundant increalc ; and wait, with 
the multitude of thofe who believe the promiles will be fulfilled in their 
feafon, to hear that 'kingdom >is advancing, who (ball aflurediy re- 
ceive the heathen for his inheritance, and the utmoft parts of the earth 
for his pofTclBon. The -Lord haften it in his time ! 



APPENDIX. 


INTRODUCTION. 

TTN the following Appchdii of mifccllancous matter rc(])c<5ling the 
A country, its inhabitants, cuftoms, natural" hiflory, &c. Ihould any 
thing be advanced apparently different from the preceding reprefenta- 
tions of former vifitants, it will be proper to remark, that thefe papers 
have been drawn up from manuferipts attended with every mark of 
authenticity, and from converfations with a variety of pcrlbns who 
have licen lately on the fpot, and whole veracity is highly to be re- 
fpe^fed. It muft be obvious to every intelligent perfon in fearch of 
Information, that fbme arc ftruck with one objed; whicli another over- 
look’s, and that the ftrongeft trait of charadcr and manners is often 
drawn from the limplcft trifle, which is ready to be difregarded or not 
mentioned for its fecining infignificancc ; and where the fame thing is 
noticed, inferences may be drawh by one concerning it, of which an- 
other may entertain a different opinion. We hope, however, on the 
whole, that the body of information here colledcd from thefe fourccs 
will be found ftrongly corroborative of the truth of the fads in the 
preceding narrative, and cannot but afford fatlstadion to the curious 
and inquifitive into the real ftatc of men and manners in the ifles of 
this vafl ocean. We hope, alfo, to lie able hereafter to prefent a more 
explicit and full account, if it pleales God to crown our prefent expe- 
dition with any fimilar fuccefs as the paft : and we cannot but flatter 
■ourfelvcs that the public, on an impartial furvey of what has hcen 
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done, will confidcr the Miffionary Society as among the real benefac- 
tors to mankind, and fupport an undertaking which God has hitherto 
fmgularly blclled ; and which purpofes, as its firft objed, the divine 
glory, and the falvation, temporal and eternal, of thofe whom hitherto 
no man hath eared for. Names, feds, and parties, have no place 
among us — w'C mean nothing political, partial, or cxclufive. One is 
our maftcr, even Chrlft : we dcfirc to know and teach nothing but 
him crucified ; to interfere in iro contcfl:, to diflurb no government 
cftablifhed, or introduce any peculiar modes of religious worffiip, but 
to leave every man to the book of truth for his guide, in the fpirlt of 
mecknefs ; to unite in one centre, Jefus Chrift, the fame yefterday, 
to-day, and for ever, ; and to love one another, out of a pure heart, 
fervently. Time and better information, it is to be hoped, will diffi- 
patc every prejudice entertained againH: fb benevolent an undertaking.

Couulty. 

T I Iflaiid of Otalicitc coiillfts of two pcnlnfulas conuci^fcd by a 
JL low ifthmus about three miles acrofs, covered with trees aiuf 
flirubs, but wholly uncultivated ; though no part of the illand leems 
Oiorc capable of improvement, and of admitting the plough if cleared 
from wood. The larger, Otaheitc Nooe, is about ninety miles in eir- 
cumference, and nearly circular; the lelTer, orTiaraboo, is about thirty 
miles.- They arc divided into a variety of dillrids, in enumerating 
which the former reporters differ, as probably' they arc fubjecl to 
changc.s, and divided and flibdividcd by the chiefs among their towhas 
and relations. I ffiall therefore refer to the map, as containing the 
latcft and mod accurate account. The ifland has a border of low land 
reaching from the beach to the fifing of the hills, in fome places near 
H mile, in others hardly a fvirlong, and in feveral points the mountains 
abruptly t,crminate in high cliff's, again which the lea beats, and form 
difficult palfages from one diffri^f to another. The foil of the low 
lands and of the valleys, which run up from the fca between the moun- 
tains, is remarkably fertile, confiding cf a rich blackifla mould covered 
wnth bread-fruit, cocoa-nut, plantains, cvee apple, the ybute, or cloth 
plant, and many others, which will be hereafter deferibed. The moun- 
tains afford a great variety of trees of all f()rts and li/.es, and are, in 
mod places, co\ cred to their very tops with wood, in others with bam- 
boos of great length, and in fome by fern and reed, which at a didanec 
appear like a fine green lawn. The hills rile very deep, and fwcll into 
mountains almod inacceffiblc ; but every w'herc produc^live of plantains, 
yams, and a multitude of wild roots growing Ipontancoufly, and Ibmc- 
times ufed for food. In thefe higher regions only is to be found the 
precious fandal wood, of two kinds, yellow and dark-coloured ; Irom 
whence the natives chiefly draw the perfume for the cocoa-nut oil, 
with which they anoint thcmlclvcs. 

The country exhibits a mountainous afpc<d, and riles very high in 
the centre ; but it is interfcblcd by narrow valleys, w’hich receive innu- 
merable dreams from the hills, fome of which tall in beautiful cafeades, 
and fill tire rivers, which meander through them, amidft the verdant 
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fccncry, to tlic fca. During thc .rain}^ fetifons thcfc fwcll into torrents,, 
ahd fotttetiriHcs roofeh rocks aj:^‘^ecs. trom the prccipiccsj and ca,rry 
them tfoWn’ihto the valleys, which they overflow, arnJ occafion much 
detmage. During the greater part of the yearhhefe valleys afford a paf- 
fage from one fide of the ifland to the other, though always difficult 
when you afeend the mountains ; but in the rainy Icafon this becomes 
impracticable, and the communication between on^ diftriCl and another 
is kept up by canoes, which pufs within the reefs in. fmootli water with- 
great facility ; ufing this precaution only, that as the northernmqff: part 
of the ifland has a ftcep rocky fhorc, and in blowing weather the. 
landing is dangerous, thofe who wifli to go to windward proceed in; 
their canoes weftward, where they fcldom find the trade wind, and; 
the fea breeze lets in from the weftward ; the high land obftruCfing- 
the cafterly w ind, and the ifland of Eimeo lying in a dire<fliou N. and 
$. forces a frefli wcftcrly current up the fouth fide of Otaheite, vvhiclr 
wafts the canoes to tlie ifthmus ; where hauling them acrofs, they arc 
furc of a lair wind home. This is at prefent done on rollers and by. 
ropes ; but a carriage w'ith wheels would wonderfully facilitate the. 
operation : and probably, ere long, a prafticablc road w'ill be formed: 
for this purpofe, as has been fuggefted by one of the miflionarics. 

When the trade wind gets far to the Ibuth, and blows freffi, it ge- 
nerally rains on the fouth fide of the ifland, bringing the clouds from- 
the mountains of Tiaraboo, and emptying their contents at Pappara 
and the adjacent diftrifts. This occafions a great difference in the 
bread-fruit ftafon between the north and fouth fidcs of the ifland ; as 
on the north the rain is Icfs frequent and lefs violent, and the trade 
wind conftantly blow#, except when tlie fiin is vertical. Hence the; 
great bread-fruit harveft commences on the northern fide about No- 
Ycmbcr, and continues till the end of Januarj/'; whilft on the fouth. 
fide, in fome parts, it begins in January, and continues in different, 
diftriiffs tin November. But though this is the cafe wdth the general, 
harveft on both lldcs the ifland, there are fome kinds of bread-fruit, 
though , fcarce, in ftafon all the year, cfpecially in the diftri<ft of Atta- 
hooroo. The .different fpecics of the faine tree amount to thirty. At 
our arrival in March we found plenty ; it continued till we left the 
ifland in Auguft: they faid it would be fcarce for two montlis at 
Matavai. 

As foon as you begin to afeend the hills, the foil changes from the; 
rich loam into various veins of red, white, dark, yellow, or blucifli 
earth, clay, '‘r marl : in the red are found ftoncs rcfcmbliag cornelian 
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or flint'; but being tuU of veins, though they will ftrlkc fire with fled, 
they break oh a fecoiid ftrokc.. The white appears a pipe-day, or 
fuller’s earth ; the dark* a fine fat mould, probably the decayed jiarts 
of vegetable fubftances ; the yellow is mixed with gravd ; • the blue a 
marly Aibftancc. Thefe are all found in digging ten or twelve feet, 
and the under-ftratum appears a foft fand-ftonc of a brownifti colour, 
intermixed with hard rock. 

The hills alfo aflbrd a blackilli ftonc, which fcem.s a lava, in pieces 
ck^ht or ten feet long, and from four to ten inches thick; of which 
they formerly m'adc their ftouc tools ; it is of a fine grain, though not , 
very hard, nor apt to Iplintcr ; which arifwcrcd befi; the purpofes of' 
the natives, as they could thus bring them more cafily to an edge ; b\it 
at every ftrokc almoft their adzes retpiircd whetting, and two-thirds of 
their time nearly was employed in this labour. 

The beds of the rivers confift of ftoncs and gravel ; many of which 
contain a glafly fubfiance, and will melt in a llrong fire ; others arc • 
more infufible, and many are found like pumice-ftonc. In powder the 
magnet attrarts many particles. This,' with other high iflands, has 
evidently a volcanic origin. 

In the diftrid of Matavai there is a fingular clilf, called Pecha ; 
which one of the miflionarics deferibes as formed of an immenfi; 
number of oblong pieces of tlonc, ftrongly cemented together, and 
hanging in a very romantic manner. The clifi' is about eighty or 
ninety feet high, and twice as broad; at the bottom -runs a river, the 
largell: in the Ilian 1. 'j’his is probably bafaltic. 

The mountains arc in I'omc parts bare and full of precipices, broken 
as by cartlupukcs. In the iiofom ol thofe which bound the difirii!:!; ot 
Vyeorede there is a remarkably large frclh-watcr lake, called Vychecrca, 
which the natives fay cannot be limndcd with any line, and contains 
eels of a monllrous fize. On the banks of this lake many, inhabitants 
arc Icatcd, who have plenty ol all forts ol provilions, except the bread- 
fruit, for which they fubltltutc the mountain plantain. 'I'hls lake 
empties Itlclf into the a alley of Vyeorede. Here alfo they make va(l 
<piantitics of a groyifli cloth highly prized, beat from the hark of the 
mountain floe tree ; and a number of arreolcs frequent the jdace lor 
this purpofc, as they prefer the cloth to any other, and c;dl it uraa. 

The bay of Matavai affords fafe anchorage during eight nuaiths ot die 
year, but i.s dangerous from December t5 March; the botti)m is a blackilh 
land, from fix to eighteen fathom. The channel between the reel and. 
the Dolphin bank, on which the water is thirteen tcct only in the llK>alcr 
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parti .carfscuds not more than half a cable's length* ,bvit has t\ycnty-tw« 
fathoms of water; yet, in a. weakly mannedj Ihip» this paiTage feems 
preferable to palling to the weftward of the lpaplc, as it frequently hap- 
pens that the wind comes olf in fqualls from One Tree hill in a Ibiithern 
direction, and often falls into a dead calm; both which may be avoided 
by kccpitig the reef clofe aboard, with ten fathoms water, and bringing 
up n here you pleafe, as there is no foul ground to w'indward of the 
Dolphin bank, nor any rocks but what arc vifiblc. The funken rocks, 
called Toa, the natives know, and are ready to point out. The only 
harbour to the wellward is that of Oparre, called Toa roa, pr Long 
rock. 

Water is convenient and abundant in all parts of the ifland» 

The weather, during our (lay, from March - till Auguft, w as lerene 
and pleafuit, the thermometer never finking lower than O 5 V, and Icl- 
dom higher than 73*^ ; and lb cool at night as to make a blanket wel- 
come. When v\'C came, the weather was a little fqually and rainy, 
being the end of the rough Icafon, which commences Ibme time in 
December and lulls till March ; during thefe months the wind fre- 
quently blows hard from the weft, with rain, and throws a heavy fwcll 
and furf on the ihore into Matavai bay ; the reft of the year the wind 
blows from the call, but with an alternate land and fca breeze around 
tlie iiland, wiiich extends its influence about a league from the fliorc. 


. SECTION ir. 

Gtvermneytt.— Ranks in Sodefy. ‘^Property’, 

THE government of Otaheltc is monarchical, and hereditary in one 
•family; of this two branches fubfift. Temarre, the foil of Obereaand 
Oilrtimo, reigned when Wallis firll viflted the ifland : he was then a 
child, and Obcrca his mother \mis regent. Oammo mid Ihe had quar- 
relled about fai lng the child, which he w llhed to deftroy; whether to 
retain the flnereignty longer, or lufpcding that the child did not be- 
long to him, the lady not being Ijiarlng of her favours to others. On 

his acceffion, Oammo .retired to a private (lation in his own diftrift of 
Pappara, and left his wife, an active woman, ip truft with the reins of 
.goi crnmcnt for her Ion. Oammo was fan of Tcnac, and elder brother 
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of Whappai, who fincc has afTumcd the name of Otey. Whappal’s 
fon Otoo Was then a child of fix or’Icvcn yieafs old. Tootaha, dieif 
yotingcr brother, was chief of Attahooroo. 

Wars and various changes appear to have preceded the laft grand 
revolution, when the partifans of Otoo, with the afiiftancc of the mu- 
tineers, recovered the royal maro from the men of Attahooroo. By 
one of thefe inteftine wars Temarrc, the Tirridirri of Cook, had been 
previoufiy depofed, and Otoo, the prefent Pomarre, advanced to the 
dignity of earcc rahai. But the chiefs of Attahooroo, who, under Tod- 
tana, had been the principals in effeding this revolution, ferzed the re- 
galia, the royal maro, and tlie ark. of the ICatnoa, and carried them 
off to their own dirtrict ; and tliough incapable of ufing them, as not 
being of the feed n)yal, they kept pofleffion of them for the honour of 
their dirtritl; and having ellablilhed their warlike charader, none 
dared contend with them. To Attahooroo, therefore, on all great fo- 
Icmnltics, were all the otlicr chief's obliged to repair, and were fbme- 
times Infulted or plundered by the w'ay. This oecafioned continual 
difputes ; and the Attahooroo chiefs giving an afylnm to all thol'e who • 
fled for crimes from other diftrid:s, they became fueh a terror to the • 
reft, that Temarrc, though dethroned and reduced to his private patri- - 
mony, as chief of Pappara, joined with Gtoo to attack them.. 

Tiaraboo alfb had revolted, and fet np at Vayhoeadboa. A general' 
war commenced ; Eimeo leagued with Attaliooroo ; and Maheine 
(the uncle of Motuaro, king of that iflaiid, who had married Otoo’s 
lifter, as Otoo had married his) ulurped tlie right of hi:; nephew, and 
forced him to take refuge with his brother-in-law at Oparre, juft at. 
the ti-mc Cook arrived in 177 - 1 , wlio law the preparations for war, but 
did not wait its iifue. 

Otoo (now Pomiirre), aftc.r many confiRfts, maintained his autho- 
rity, thongh not wiihout iueh defeats as Ibmetimes drove him to the • 
mountains, and alnioft annihilated his maritime ptwvcr. Tlie war ca- 
noes o.f Otaheitc ha\ c nearly dil'appeared. Otoo having cultivated the 
frlcndfliip of the Europeans, continued to be acknow ledged fupremc 
chief, tliough holding a pv -carious dominion, till the fcttlCmcnt of the • 
routineers at Matavai. Tlicm he engaged in his intcreft ; and as they 
could incline the balance to whichever ficle they plcafcd, by their 
means he vantjuiflicd Attahooroo, recovered the royal maro, and eftab- 
lifiicd his Ion’s dominion on a more foUd bnfis than It had ever been • 
before, Motuaro alfo recovered his loll dominion in Eimeo ; and 
ftrengthened the goveruraent of, his nephew- by acknowledging his fu- 
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prcmacj’. Pomarrc (the name aflumcd by the father fmec his fon’s 
accelfton to the title of Otoo) continued, as regent, to manage the 
affairs of government ; and by the help of his European friends, the 
Iclfcr as well as the greater pcniufula bowed to his dominion, and his 
flag paffed with reverence through all tln^ diftridls. Teniarre firft paid 
it due homage, and, it proceeded from h.im through I'iarviboo. It wa* 
a union jack, given by the captain of a veficl which had touched there, 
and decorated with breaft-platcs of penis and red feathers. This was 
carried to the great morai, where all the chief people of the diftrift 
attended, and received it with ceremonious reverence. 

Pomarre, from king become the firll fubje<fl of his fbn and regent 
of the flate, fupports his fon’s dignity with all his weight and influence. 
Temarre is joined in the flridtft friendlhip with him, and, having no 
children, adopted Pomarre’s daughter, fiiice dead. Eimeo acknow- 
ledged the young king’s fovereignty ; and his dominion was no where 
openly refifled, though in Tiaraboo more than one diflrid ftill appears 
difeontented. 

As the ceremony of inverting the young king with the royal maro, 
like a coronation, is a folcrtmity which fevv can witnels, the following 
account from a fpeftator will be interefting ; 

AfTcmbling at the great morai at Oparre, the maro oora, or red fafli 
of royalty, recovered from Attahooroo, was laid on the morai ; it is 
made of net-work, and thrummed with red and yellow feathers. The 
taata orero, the public orator (probably Mannc Mannc), opened the 
ceremony with a long fpccch, which fet forth the rightful authority 
of the fbn of Pomarrc to the royal dignity ; and inverted him with the 
regal cindlure. Motuaro, the chief of Eimeo, who had recovered bis 
authority, firft paid his homage to the young king, w'ho was borne on 
a man’s fhoulders, and furrounded by all his chieftains. He brought 
three human victims from Eimeo in his canoes;- from each of which 
the prieft, fcooping out an eye, prefented it to the fovercign on a plan- 
tain leaf plucked from a young tree in his hand, accompanied with a 
long ceremonial difeourfe : the bodies were then taken away, anti in- 
terred in the morai. The fame ceremony was repeated by every ci.ief 
in rotation, of the fcvcral diftrJ<rts of Otaheite, fomc bringing -one, U'/id 
fome two human facrifices, fixed on a long pole ; and buried after the 
prefentation of the eye. 

The rcalbn afligtied for this horrid oblation was, that the head being 
reputed facred, and the eye the moft prtcious part. It W'as to be pre- 
fibnted to the king as the head and eye of the people. During the 
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preft’jViatlou the king lioIJ ', hij mouth open, us if tl vouringlt, wherry 
tbeyliriafnne he rci'ci'. os addit’on;’,! wifcioin and chrcvt iunetic ; and ^hat 
his tutelar deity pr( fijos to accept the flu'rince,. and, b) the coiumu' 
nication of the. vll-d p;iiic:p;e, to llrcngdicn the. loui oi his royal, pup.l. 
Hogs innumerable wuc firangied, and iniinenle quantilics of 
prelented. Tl)e royal rnaro, worn only on that day, was dcpolitcd in 
its place at the niorai, and the lac'cd canoe.', which brought tiic hu- 
m:’*' ^^•illccs, were liauled up thitiur. The king t.nd ehiei's t.ken .de-

turtle, fowls. 


, and vcgoialdcs prepared 
l'«r tdfnm in the greatcfl profufion, and todi lnk tlielr intoxicating vava. 
The- fcalting and heivas laf.cd two months; the hog.j kiii'.u i il the 
occailon were umuineM-uhle, tlic 3'ava abundant ; and uiorc tb..in one 
of the elfiefs paid for their exceffes with their li',c.-. 

Otoo, the prcl'cnt king, is about Icvcutecn, and very Ui'-gc limbed, 
promlling to Vjc of a fi/c like hl.s father. Though he is ablobatc, he 
ii\'cs in tile grcatcll familiarity -with the lowcil of his fuhjetb.. He is 
dirtercnllv reprelcnted : fome fay he looks folid, and of a thoughtful 
afp( ;<^t ; v. hllfl; otliens call him Ihupid, and his countenance vacant; 
Ili.s ([ucen, Tetua, daughter of Wyreede, relict of Motuaro, is about 
his ovMi age, and rather the larger of the two. Her countenance is 
plcahng and open, but mafcuUnc, and widened by the ufual method 
of prelfure, calletl tourbornc. It is confidcrcd as the dillinibive mark 
of their regal dignity, to be every •vv’hcre carried about on men’s 
lliouldcrs. As their perfons arc eftcemed liicrcd, before them all mult 
iinc(Her below the breaft ; and Irom this mark of homage their own 
father and mother are not exempted. They may not enter into any 
honfc but their own, bccaufc, from that moment it would b( come r^, 
or facred, and none but themfelvcs, or their train, could dwell or eat 
there ; and the land their feet touched would be their property ; there- 
fore, though tliey often came off to the Ihip, ate what was handed down 
to them, and baled the water out of their ow'n canoe, they would never 
come on board ; and when they daily vifited our mifliouary houle, 
they never came farther than the door. Yet this had not been the 
cafe with the father, when king, who freely entered the Ihip, tiud vi- 
fited our people on iliore ; perhaps fome ceremony is yet to pais, w hen 
the king comes to a more advanced age, when he w ill have the fame 
liberty. 

The king and c[uccn were always attended by a number of men, 
as carriers, dbmelllcs, or favourites, who were raa, or facred, living 
without families, and attending only on the royal pair; and a worfc 

T T 
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ftt o£ men the whole ifland does qpt afford for thievery, plunder, and 
impurity. . . 

The queen has had as yet no child, nor is it likely. Ihe fhoukl pro- 
duce any, .as, if the reports our miflionaries have received are true, flic 
is a perfeA Mcffalina, and lives in a promiicuous intercourfe with all 
.her porters, ■ 1 . 

The mode of carrying the king and queen is. with their ) hanging 

down before, leated on the fhouldcrs, and leaning on ^hc 7 iclr 
carriers, and very frequently amuling thcmfelvcs with picku.^ the 

vermin, which there abound. It is the fmgular privilege of the ^quecn, 

. that j of all women, Ihe alone may cat them ; which privilege llic nc\ cr 
fails to make ufe of. On their oWn lands th^ fometimes condefeend 
to alight, and walk ; but fcldom; move j^r without their porters. 
Among thcle attendants is to .be found oive of the fmgular curiolities of 
the ifland, a native of a complexion quite different from his fellows ; 
leddifli, and of a Swedifli call of couptenance, and his hair white and 
liiic as flax. There arc a few others fomething limilar, like the w hite 
negroes, ian anomalous breed. 

The hext in rank to the king is his owh'^ther, Pomarre, who a6ls 
as regent for his Ion. He is rcprclented as of very amiable manners, and 
peculiarly attached to us. He is the largell man on the ifland, being 
.» above fix feet four inches high, and flxong built. Our tallcfl: men in 
the Ihip hardly reached his Ihoulflcrs ; and- he wquld weigh agaihll 
three or four; yet is no warrior, and in military, prowefs exceeded by 
, his wife Iddcah, a woman of a moll malculinc appearance and' difpo- 
litipn. They live together in great harmony, though they have ceafed 
* tojpohabit. . He firll took, her younger lifter to wife, and then another 
■ woman ; and Ihe has a lervant of her own, by whomt^ hasjhad more 
children than one, all of whom have been murdercd^jlbc beihg now a 
member of the arrcoy focicty. , o - 

The next iii dignity are the chiefs in the levcral- diftridls : Ibmc of 
whom arc fupremc in more thanonc dlllri<fl, and cxcrcifc in their own 
territories all regal power, yet Itill fubjed to Otoo as fovereign para- 
mount, and liable to be called upon , for allill^nce: thele, alio, have 
houfes and lands in many dillriCls, which, as they cannot occupy 
thcmfclves, they commit to the care of fuperintendunts, called meduas, . 
or give them to their tayos, who enjoy all the ufufruits without being 
called to any account, and lharc them with the chiefs, when they 
come to refide themfelves. 

Next to thefe are. the towhas, the near relations, nr younger brother?; 
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or tayos, of the chiefs : and if there arc more chiefs than cmc, the 
diftri<!:l is divided into different padtdoos, or parillies, and each of thefc 
have to whas under him. 

The next rank is the ratlrra, or gentleman, who has one portion to 
the towha’s three. Thcte fmaller eftates are called rshbe, from the 
power the ratlrra has to lay a prohibition on his own land, or on any 

particular fort of provifion, as well as the towha on his portion, and 

the chief on the whole ; but this power, though fometirnes abu/ed, is 
ulually employed after a great confiimption of provifions, or to accu- 
aiiulatc them for fome magnificent feall. The principal objeifts of the 
rahoc arc hogs, though fometimes it extends allb to other forts of pro- 
vilions ; as when they find the fhell-filh fcarce on the reefs, the ratlrra 
can rahoe his portion, which is done by flicking \ip at the extremities of 
it two branches of a tree, to which a white cloih is attached : and no 
perfon dares fifh there whilft thefe remain. When the rahoe is taken 
off, and the offering of a hog and fifh is made, the place is again free, 
and a fcafl given by the perfon who put on the rahoe : this is called 
oroa ; and befides feafting the guefts, it is expelled that he fliould 
prefent them w ith large quantities of cloth : fome of this is thrown to 
the populace to fcramble for, which makes fport, the cloth being torn 
into ribbands ; and however fmall, they prefer it to a larger piece, 
which they might have for afking : thefc narrow flips they wear as 
favours in honour of the feaft. The young men w rcfllc, the women 
dance, and the feaft is often prolonged lc^'eral days. 

When fuch a feaft is made by a chief on taking off the rahoe from 
a whole diftriCl, it is called towrha ; then larger quantities of doth, 
live hogs, bamboos of oil, aird even canoes, are given to be fcrambled 
for. At thefo greater entertainments moll of the chiefs of tlie ifland 
arc prefent, vaft numbers of the arrcoics, and all deferiptions of people. 
The towroa rcfcmbles a country fair, to which every one who goes 
brings home fomething to flrow where he has been, with this differ- 
ence, that here it colls them nothing ; and befides the fport of the 
herroo, they are feafted all the time. Hogs' innumerable are drdfed 
on this occafion ; and a ftrangcr would fuppofe every one on the ifland 
had been colledcd The doth and canoes fddom tall to the fhare of 
the fame perfon, but arc moillv rent in pieces; and he who gets the 
largoft piece is the beft nan. tf federal of a family foi/C and carry off* 
the canoe, it is their own ; and he who firlt catches the hog, carries 
it home. 

The things appointed for this fport arc all brought together in an 

T X li 
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open fpacc. The ch’uTs men hold the. hogs Ihft, till the prieft has 
made a long pra} <'r uii the^ccafion: at the conclufion of it he throws 
afyoung plantaia int(» one of the canoes, which fland in a row, with 
mails crc<I:i:cd to ipread the cloth, and hang the bamboos of oil ; im- 
mediately on this fignal, the hogs, .goats, and fowls, are let loofe, and 
the > onng men and women begin the chafe, which continues a con- 
fidcrablc time before all are caught, and aifbrds many a laughable inci- 
dent: after tlfis, tlic -prefents are given, and the fcail: ferved up. 
Wrcllling and dancing occupy a part of every day and night while the 
fcafl: continues. ‘ . , ■ 

They have other fcafts, held at the ratirra’s moral, called oboo noe, 
where they meet in. fmaller companies, baking, a hog,* and eating it 
on the fpot ; and if not cleared the firil, day,, they muft come the 
Iccond, or the third, as none muft be removed from the raorai. The 
chief of the padtdoo, and the priefts, arc always invited on theh; occ'a- 
iions ; and if ahicnt, a portion is put by for them till they arrive, which 
they feidom fall to do. If the chief docs not come, the priefts are 
entitled to bis |)ortion. At this fcaft no woman, nor any of her male 
attendants, can be prefent, or partake of it. At all thcl'e they brew 
plenty of }Tiva ; and they who can get it, drlnl; it greedily. 

When the hog is taken from the oven, the prieft offers a long 
prayer, and on a plantain-leaf colletfts a finall portion of all the pro- 
vifions, wdth a bit of yava root, placing them on the altar, as an obla- 
tion to the Eatooa. The hog is then divided into as many llmres as 
perfons ; each eats as much as he pleafcs, and puts the remainder into 
a balket, covered with leaves, till he returns to finifli his portion. If 
a ftrangcr paffes by at the .time, he is , always invited to partake, pro- 
vided he declares himfelf raa, or a clean perfon ; if not, he refulcs, nor 
dare they tell a Jic ; for ftiould the impofition be dctci^led, death only 
could expiate the offence. 

The women and their fervants have their feparatc feafts alfo, called 
oehumoo. Thcfe are generally of fifh, and not kept on lacred ground. 
Any man who is invited may partake with them. 

The lowcft clafs in focicty, after the rattlra, is the manahounc ; they 
cultivate the land, and moft refcmble our cottagers : fomc iirc raa, or 
hallowed ; and others common or unclean. Thefe hold under the 
tow has and ratlrras, anfwerall their demands to thabeft of thqir ability, 
make cloth for them, build their houfes, or aftift in any laborious work 
rcipiircd of them ; yet their vaffalage compels no conftant fcrvice qr 
tcfidcncc; they may change chiefs, and go to another diftridl. 
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The fcrvants of whatever, clafs arte called loutou ; ar.d fuch as waifi- 
whoily on the women, thti ; - nor is it uncjj|jrnmon to find younir men- 
of the firlt families lb debafed ; thou*!;h by Inch reminiue Icrvicc tlicy 
become excluded Irom all religions I'olemnities. 

There yet remains a fet of men of the moft execrable call:, called 
tuahoos, affeiting the manners, drefs, gellures, and voice of females, and 
too horrid to be deferibed. 

In the fcale of rank, birth enjoys fingnlar diftin( 5 fIon. " A chief is 
always a chief ; and though expelled from his command, loiing his 
dillridt, or ha\ing his honours transferred to his child, he continues 
noble and rcfpedlcd on the other hand, no acquifition can raife a 
common man to a higher ftation than that of tow ha, or rattira; yet 
the meaneft are in no. lluvilli dependence. The honour and refper!:!. 
which they pay then chief, is rather through force of cuftom than 
the fear of puni 111 merit. They arc admitted as their companions on all 
occafious, and treated v\'ith perfetH freedom ; indeed, In outwrird aj;? 
pcarance they can harulv be dilfinguilhcd. The king is not a\cr/e to 
couverfe with the lowfft of Ills lubjccts, or to be tbeir vifrtor ; and 
never treats them with hauteur. His retinue is often changing ; no 
man ferves him loneyr than he plcalcs. They have no wages, nor 
engage for any Hated time, though I'ome remniu in the fame family all 
their lives; and thc/e ancient domeftics arc- as much refpeCted as their 
own relations, giving dlredlions to the younger branches, and ma- 
naging, a.s Howards, t!ic atfalrs of the lioulehold without control. 

All arc friendly and generous, even to a fault ; they hardly rcfulc any 
tiling to each other, if importuned. Their prclents are liberal, even 
to profufion. Po\erty never makes a man contemptible; but to be 
aillucnt and covetous "is the grcatcH ihame and reproach. Should any 
man betray fymptoms of incorrigible ai uriciouincfs, and refulc to part 
with what he has in a time of neceflity, his neighbours would foon 
dcHroy all his property and put him on a footing with the poorcH, 
hardly leaving him a houfe to cover his head. They \vill give tlicir 
clothes from their back, ratiier than be called peerc pCcrc, or Hingy. 

Kefpcding/ro/cr/j', they have no writing or records, but memory 
and landmarks. Every man knows bis owm ; and he would be thought 
©fall charaders the "bafcH, who lliould attempt to infringe on his 
neighbour, or claim a foot of land that did not belong to b*ni, or his 
adopted friend ; for the tayo may ufc it during hi.s friend s liictinae, 
and if he has no child, polfcfs it at liis death. 

If a man betjucaths his pi'Op<y:ty to another on. his death-bed, no 
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perfon dirpntcs the' bequeft, as there are always w itnclTes abundant to 
tlie gift, if the heir is not prefent. The landmarks let by their ancef- 
tors,'^the father points out to the fon or heir; and fliould any difputc 
arife, through their decay or remoyal, multitudes know where* they 
flood, and the matter is ixx general cafily fettled. Indeed it is much 
the lame in all litigations; the cafe is referred to aby-llander, and the 
party which he declares in the wrong fubm its, and makes the Other a 
peace offering of the plantaih-tlalk. Men fcldoni or never fight in con- 
ic(|ucnce of any perfonal quarrel. If any matter of ftrlous offence is 
given, the whole family or diflrift take it up, and go to war with 
their adverlaries; but if they ebufe not to fight, a peace-ofFcring muft 
be , made, which is never refufed; if they will fight, the weakeft muft 
lutfer.; and as all the relations adopt the quarrel^ L'hcrc is fbmetimes 
rnuch bloodfhcd, and it frcqifently leads to a general war. Such broils, 
indeed, arc fomctlraes produced by what appears to us a very trifling 
matter; fuch„as fcurrilous words fpoken againft the. heir of a large 
eftate, or even of a fmall one; negledldf proper refpeeft to a child, and 
other tlpngs p trivial ; for inftance, as the child from the moment of 
its birth becomes the head of the family, tUc boundames of his land arc 
nevv marked with rude images ; and if this new'-borh infiint be a 
towha, or hitlura, a number of fittlc flags are fet up in different parts of 
the boundary ; to thefe.all perfons df inferior ratdt muft uncover them- 
Iclves as they paft, wdicthcf by day or by night ; and fliould this mark 
of homage be coniemptuoufly iicgleffed, the mother flies to the fhark’s 
teeth and cuts horfclf, and the party muft make his peace-offering with 
the plantain : fliould- this be rctuled, tlic father and mother would tear 
off the clothes' from his back,- and w'cfl drub him into the bargain. 
The friends and joclatlons oh both fides fbmetimes arm, and fatal con- 
fcquenccs fqllcrw.. Even a chief has been known to be driven from his 
diflricl on account of a difputc originating about a poor man’s child 
Tuppofed to be affronted by.on^ of the fame rank with himfelf. 

The famous, or rather Infamous arrcoy Ibclety, cpnfilling of noble 
perfons in general, have alfo different ranks amon^ thcmfelvcs, like our 
frccmafbhs, known by the manner of* their tattooing. The higheft arc 
called ava’ bly arecnfia tatdv^c : the next, arcema bly ; the third, ahow- 
boa ; the fourth, harrotea ; the fifth, t’ote ok ; the and Icycnth, 
pOj and mo/ jdutto traUiing up. i 
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SECTION III. 

^ Inhabitants, — Men^ Women, ajtd Children. — Abodes. 

THE natural colour of tl^e inhabitants is olive, inclining to copper. 
Some are very dark, as the fifhcrnien, who are'moft expofed to the luii 
and fca ; but the women, who carefully clothe thcmlch es, and avoid 
the fun-beams, arc bqt a /hade or two darker than an European bru- 
pettc. Their eyes arc black and Iparkling ; their teeth white and even ; 
their Ikin fbft and dclica.te ; their limbs finely turned ; their hair jetty, 
perfumed, and ornanientcd with floweps; but we did not think their 
features beautiful, as, by continual prefiurc from infancy, hich they 
call touroome, they widen the face with their hands, dilicnd their 
mouth, and flatten the nofc and forehead, which gives them a too tiraf- 
culinc look y and they arc in gcncrjfl large, and wide over the flrouldcrs ; 
we were therefore difappointed in the judgment we had formed from 
the report of preceding vlfitors ; and though here and ther^ was to bc- 
lecn a young pcrlbn who might be efteemed comely, we faw few who, 
in fa<Jl could be called beauties ; yet they polTcfs eminent femlnirie 
graces : their faces arc never darkened with aTcowl, or covered with a 
cloud of fuljenncfs or.fufplcldn. 

Their noanners are'qffahlciand^aigaging ; their ftep eafy^ firm, and 
graceful; their behavi^jir Irele and - unguarded ; always boundlefs in 
generofity to cacK other,,, and to ftrangeis ; their tempers mild, gentle, 
and unalTe<fted ; flow to take offence, eafily pacified* and fd dom re- 
taining refentment or revenge, whatever provo^tion tlifey may have 
.received. Tfieir arms and hands are very delicately formed; and 
though they go barefoot, their feet are_npt coarfe apd fpr.t-ading'. 

As' in all wanii cliniatcs, the women in geperaV here come earllc 
to puberty, ahd'lade fooncr, than in colder and more northern coun- 
tries;* thpuglvi” features continue little changed even to gray 

hairs; and w.^iat is* Remarkable, fbme are laid to fade, and revive again,, 
retaining their ^om^lncfs beyond thofc w'ho have not experienced' luch 
a cdiaiigc. Many, indeed, who lead a diffolute life, receive thei'f im- 
mediate puniflimcnt, and are old and ’haggard at thirty ; whiifl others,, 
who have lived more decently, or, at Icafl, have been Icfs profligate,, 
retain all the fprlghtliucls and vigour of youth at fitty. 
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■ As \vi'vfcs,’*iri prlvafc !ir<?';they,^a*c affccfliomitej tender, and obedient 
to their hmfbands, and ^n;X)'mntonly t'ond'fti* their children ; they nurfe 
them with the utraoil: cafe, and are' particularly aittentivc to keep the 
mint’s 'limbs I'linple and ftrftight. A’ cripple is hardly CA cr Icon among 
them :in early life. A ricketty child is neVer ''known ; any thin!:; rc- 
Icmbhiis; it would' rcflcil the hlghcft dii^racc on the mother. It* :ui 
utter R range!* dirfcovcrB the lca{F defet^ inn child, he makes no fcniple 

to blame the mother, and imputes it to h^r vl^ant ot icnie and expe- 
rience in nurtirig ; ,ib that if the child ^ is riot born radically defective, 
vhich'is feldom the cafe, they will mould it into a proper ihaju*. A 
perfon knock-kneed, or bow-legged) is fcarcely to be found : in tlic 
whole illand vve favv only three hurnp-backCd boys, in three dillerenc 
dlllrnib. 

The men in general arc above out commhn fi/.c ; ' hut tlie chiefs a 
larger race, few of them lliort of lix feet high ; and Pomarre four or 
tivoanches higher, and proportionably ‘bulky. They curry their age 
well; and arc healthy and' vigorous at a very advanced time of life, 
if not intc(9:cd»with difeafe: fuch are Otcy, the grandfather of Otoo, 
and Minne Manne, the high-prieft, -and others. The c.^ad amount 
of their years can only be colleded'from clrcitmftanccs, as they keep 
no regular computation ‘of l;imc ; yet iVom events which they relate, a 
pretty accurate calculation may be formed. Many were alive in irpi 
who rerriembered the lois of one of Roggewein’s I'quadron at an illand 
north of Otaheite, in 1722 .. ■ 

. The drefs ol'dioth fexes is nearly the fame, excepting that the men 
wear a narrow piece of cloth, which, pafling round the wailt, goes be- 
tween the thighs, and is tucked in before, named the marro, and* may 
be called their breeches. An oblong piece, like a piece of printed ca- 
lico, not a yai;d wide, with a hole in the middle to admit the head, 
hangs down before and behind) with the iides open, falling loole as 
low as the knees, and leafing, the arm.s quite uncovered: this I's, the 
teboota. A fquare piece of cloth, doubled, of any fi/e fiifficicnt to 
pafs once and a half round the waift of the men, and above the breafls 
of the women, under the tabbota, is called paru : .this falls down only 
to the knees of the man, but to the mid-leg, jind often to the ankles 
of the woman ; and is fometimes tucked in at the comer, or con- 
fined by a girdle of cloth, plaited hair, or find; matting, called 
tatdooa. The women, befides, often wear a piece of cloth j ahhbp, 
fipiare, or oblong, folded, which they throw tallily over all, by way of 
cloak ; this is generally of white cloth, ^d very fine. The other gar- 
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mcnts arc of what colours they fanpf moft. Inftcad of the marro, 
worn by the men, the women have a Analler paru^ beneath the larger, 
as an under- petticoat. * • 

When travelling, they ufually tu(^ up the paru, to prevent its being 
foiled or dirty. If perfons of mnk appear with more than the ordinary 
quantity of cloth around them, this is (fefigned for a present; and they 
generally honour the perfon for whoni it is intended with winding it 
round him with their own hands, . 

The women uncover their Ihoujders and hreafts in the prefence of u 
eh let, or on palling the liicred ground. ■ Their bonnets rcfcmble the 
green lhadcs which our ladies ulc in fumracr: they are often changed, 
as tlicy mull call them away on palling the moral : but they are re- 
placed in u minute by plaiting, or weaving, the leaves of tlic cocoa- 
nut ; and for this they prefer die bright yellow leaves to the green ones. 
The turban drefs and tamou are never worn by the women but at the 
lieivas, and are called taao bopo. Both fcxes wear garlands of flowers 
and feathers, but no wig, or aij^cial cpiflure. The tamoti is niade 
from the hair of their departed raatives, and held in the highcll elll- 
mfition : it is fcldom compofed of more than lixor nine hairs in thick- 
iicfs, but is often five or fix fathoms long. They fometimes drefs with 
a garland of cocoa-nut fibres, ornamented with bits of pcarl-lhcll, and 
the nails of the thumb and fingers of thejr . dcccafcd relations : thefc 
they ufc as mourning, and confider as very precious relies. The wo- 
men have no moral, nor appropriate place of worlliip ; nor arc they 
ever prelent at their folemnitics ; neverthelcfs ,they luppofe they lliall 
be admitted to happinefs with the Batoo, as well as the men. 

In the tattooing of men and women, there is a fmafl fjiot on the 
infide of each arm, juft above the elbow, which is a mark of diftinc- 
tion, and flicws that fuch a perlbn may cat or touch his fiither’s and 
mother’s food, without rendering it raa, or lacred ; it is a fort of fcal, 
that all the amoas have been performed. This is generally received 
when the head is made free, which is the laft amoa, except that of 
fricndlliip and marriage. The man who does the tattooing to young 
or old, is called at the plcafurc of the parties, and no conftraiat is ever 
ufed. The young perlbns will not. fuft'er hhii to leave oft while they 
can endure the ftrokc of the inftrument, though they make cries and 
lamentations as if he was killing them. The girls arc always at'* 
tended by fomc female relations, who hold them while ftrugghng under 
the pain of the operation, encouraging them to cry out, which they 
think helps to alleviate the anguilh. When tl>c pain becomes cxcel-

It 
is too true, that foir the lake of gaining- our extraordinary curiofitics, 
and to pleafe our brutes, fhey haVe appeared, immodeft in the extreme. 
Yet j^fyd^yr-the (Charge wholly at our dOor, and fay that Englilhmcn 
arCra^an^d^of ii^hing, aiid that we have led them to public ads of 
md^ncy never before pradifed among themfclvcs. Iron here, more 
precious, than gold, bears down every .barrier of yeftraint: honefty and 
raodeilyT^yic^ 4> thjs force of tenaptation. 


SECTION IV. 

' Deifies ^>the South Seas. 

THOfJ.CHfil thd world wos^ at firft- of one fpccch and one religion, 
all confeilingi Jehovah iii triune cxidence,' the true tradition began foon 
to be obfeured. • On thcidiiperfion of ruankind, ^ gods many and lords 
many :wcr^ created. The Eaft, amidft its-thoufand ddties> dill ptcfcrvcd 
fomC'traccs of the trirme God.} Whoever reads the ingenious Mr. 
Maurice’s account of India will -receive fmgularly curious information 
on this iubjed- However abfurd the notions of deity and creation 
may appear, now retained by the Otahcitcans, the mod polilhcd na- 
tiiCMjs of ; Greece and ; Rome devoutly embraced equal abfurdities. It 
Ihould afford matter of great thankfulncfs, that we have been refeued 
from the darknefs of idolatry.: So far at’ lead hath the' worid been 
indebted to Chndhmity, th^ wherever this hath; prevmled,' before it 
every idol hath jmbuldereJ into <iud> : . f .l; • ■ < : ’ 

The deities of Otaheitc are nearly as numerous as the perfons of the 
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inhabitahts. Every family has k^ Ue, or guardian fplrit, whom they 
fct up, 'attd w'oifhip at the moral : but they have a groat god or gods 
ofa biperior orders dcndhiltiatcd Fw'hanow Po, bdm of night. 

The gcnml name tor deity, in all its ramifications^ is EnTdOA. 

Three are held fiipreme ; Ihmding in a height of celeffial dignity 
that no others can approach unto: and what is more extntordinary, the 
names arc perfonal appellations : ■ > ■ ’ ■ - 

1 . Tane, te Medooa, 

the Father. 

2. Oromattow, ’Tooa tec te Mydc, 

God in the Son. 

3. Taroa, Mannoo te Hooa, 

the Bird, the Spirit. 

To thefc, the dii majores, they only addirefs their prayers in times of 
groateft diftrefs, and fcafons of peculiar cxigcnc?y, fuppofing therii too 
exalted to be troubled with matters of Icfs moment than the illhHS of 
a chief, llorms, devaftations, war, or any great calamity. Inde'edj ftar 
and fuffering feem to be more motives to worlhip than grhtitudfe.’ 
The houfc of tlicfc fwhanow po is at Oparre, where the chief carie 
vahlc rcfidcs. 

The following names of other gods arc colledled : Orohho, Otoo, 
Tamaharro, Tcy’cree, Orouhatoo, Ochahow, Tamma, Tpaheite, Va- 
veah. 

For general worfliip they have an inferior race, a kind of dii penates. 
Each family has its tee or guardian fpirit : he is fuppofed to be one of 
their departed relatives, who, for his fuperior excellencies, has been ex- 
alted to an eatooa. Tliey fuppofe this fpirit can inflid: ficknefs or re- 
move it, and prefcjve them from a malignant deity whoalfo bgats the 
tumc of tec, and is always employed in milchicf. 

They have a tradition, that once in theib anger the great gods broke 
the whole world into pieces; and that all the iflands araund-them are 
but little parts of what was once vemoa noci the great land, of which 
their own illaiid is the eminent part. A curious converi'atibn held with 
ManneMannc, the high prieft, and Taata Orcro, the orator and oracle 
of the country for tradition, is as follows, interpreted by the Sw’cde 

Andrew : ' 

In the beginning, Tanc took Taroa, and begat A^yc, frefii water; 
Atye, or Te Mydi, ,the fca; allb Awa, the watcr-fpout; Matai, the

Rcfpciflltig ai future Rate, they luppole no perfon perifhes or becomes 
cxtiiK^i, .They (allow po.pumfhmcht after death, but degrees oferrii- 
nence and felicity, us. riicn- have been here-mofl: plciifing to the deity. 
They, regard the l|imts of their ariceftors, male and female,' as exalted 
into eatooas, . arid their favour to be i^cured by prayers and offerings. 
Every fickriefs.and untoi^rd'accident they cft^'cm as the hand of jridg- 
rncriUhr Iprric ofl’ence cpimniifted; arid therefore, if they have injured 
any perfon, they lend tlVclf peace-ofFcring, and niakc the rriatfer up : 
and if fick, feml for the prieft to offer up prayeys arid fabnfi^s to pacify 
the offended catooa ; giving any thing tlie priefls alk, as' ^being very 
rcluiRant to die, But if they find their cafe defpc'ratc, they fake leave 
of their friends,.' arid commend then! to the guardlari Ipirits, exhprfing 
them to be mpjfCjb^xeful of otfcndingi the.rn than' they themlelVcs had 
been. iWhen thp^lpirit dcparts from the body, they h'aV'e afribtlori.it 
•is Iwallpwcd by the catooa'bird, w'ho frequents their bufylnff-plat'cs' ami 
morals ; and paffes thfpugh him in ofdcr to be purificih* arid^ riwiteU tb 
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They believe the fliars werc,thc chUdren^ of 'the moohl 'at- 

tributing every fuMarit;c jtb protrcative powerVand the iyid- 
rtioon are cyllpfe(l,.thcy fuppofe them’ in die a(^ of copulation ;' iltd 
pretend to foretel, from: their appearance at fuch ' times, ‘the;', ftituffc 
events of war, fickncfs, or the like. i , ' ' ' ' 

They imagine when a ftar Ihoots (as we call it), it is the'Eataoa : 
that in the moon there is a vaft country with trees and fruits: that k 
bird of Otaheite once flew’ up thither, and ate of the frujt ; and bn 
his return, dropped fome of the feeds, from vyhich a.grcat tfeq fpbing, 
of w'hich the bird flill cats, apd of no other. ' 


With regard to their vvorfliip, Captain Cook does ihc Oh^hcitchris 
but juflice in faying, they reproach many who bebr the iiiUTtic of Chrif- 
tian. You fee no inflahccs of an Otahcitcan drawing nekrtlie Eatooa 
with careleirnefs and Inattention; he is gll devotion; ’he ‘approaches 
the place of worfhip with reverential awe j' iincovers w4icn he treads 
on facred ground ; and prays with a fervour that would clo hotiour to 
a better profeflion.. He firmly credits the traditions of liis ’^neeftors. 
None, dares difpute the exjftencc of deity. They put great confidence 
in dreams, and fuppofe in fl cep the foul leaves the bo'dy under the care 
of tlic guardian angel, and moves at large tlirough the' regions of fpirits. 
Thus they fiiy. My foul was fuch a night in fuch aplacc, and faw fuch 
n fpirit. When a^perft)n dies, they fay his foul Is fied away, Iiarrc po, 
gone to niglvt. It Is fuigular, that Pomarrfe declared to the millionafies 
that he had, before their arrival, been dreaming about Witjpdak'm^ book, 
which they Ihould bring from thc Eatoog. 

They entertain a high idea of the pow-er of fpirlts. In the beautiful 
and romantic view of Taloo harbour the remarkable peaked mountain 
I.S faid to be but a part of the original one. Sbmg fpirits from Ulietca 
had broken off the other half and were tranfporting it down the bay, 
in order to carry it fway w’ith them, but, being overtaken by , 0c break 
of day, they were, bbiigCd to drop it near the mouth of the harbour 
wjhere it now flarids confpicuous as a rock ; for, like the elves artel i 
fairies of our anccfl:ors, thefe fpirits walk and Vvork by night. 
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Their fupcrftitions notions of this kind arc cndlcfs,; unhappily, tjieir 
moft unnatural and cruel cuftoms arc coiinc^ed* with ‘them, and ^hey 
are tchadious of the worft, fearing the lieglcifl of ihe/b, . though iiiad- 
verfentlyj would bring down the difpleafdrc ofthe .JfcatOoa Upon them, 
dud expofc them .to fickncfs or death. 


‘JdECtlON V. , 

Triejihood and Sacrijic$s>, 

THE pricibs at the Society Iflands arc a pretty numerous body 4 
thcjl arc in every di(lri<5t:.,Manne Mannc feems to be the firft among 
tKcm f6r know’ledgd and traditionary information; he isalfo a monarcli 
of Ulictea by right, though an exile. Temarrc, the chief of Pappara, 
of'tffc iced royal, is al/b 'high in the latcrdotal office. The pricllhood 
is divided into two orders : the .tahowra mofai, and the taliowra 
Edtooa. As tahpWra moral, they officiate in all the prayers and obla- 
tions made at the morals : thele prayers arc littered in a chant that 
cannot be uriderftood, and was fuppofed to be a peculiar facred lan- 
guage; but that is now thbught to be a mlftakc, and thc 'obfcurity 
oyving to the mere ’ manrief of utterance. All the chiefs officiate as 
prieRs on foitie occafions, praying for their friends when fick, making 
olferings at tlic moral, and'performirig other religious ceremonies. 

The pricits have plenty of employment, being called in on all occa- 
fions, births or deaths; fcafts or fickncis ; and arc the phyiicians as well 
as clergy' of the country. ‘They afteft to poilefs extraordinary poivcrs, 
to promote Conception or abortion, to inflict difeafes or remove them 
at their plcaliare, and arc greatly feared on that account. They arc 
fuppofed to be able to pray the evil fpirit into the lood, by rubbing a 
human flcull with a part of the provifions they eatj and fometlmcs 
kill men outright. Thus Orepiah is fuppofed tci liavc died byMannc 
Manne’s conjuration. They acknowledge that .over us they, have no. 
power, tecaulc tliey knew not the names of our God and our grand- 
father, which Is ncceflary. They gave u.s a fpccimi;n of their con* 
jurors ih duc of our vl^ts to Tcniarre. A man pfelef(ted 
old brucUoiif turned up (With fed^ tib. Head furf(iuitded .v\it.ii.»ioyieroUs 
feathers,, as to hide, his countenance entirely ; , he, ifan up tp us ,wltlr 

an ImihtcHigible jargon, making ^ fiju^aking iplfc, and 4,(^ioi\s Ip wild. 
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.delirious. Ji'jt facing us 

at aUTri2lHpgccl|,' i^j(V.|^ 3y^ .Te^ir,rp’^ the !itt)c 
gofl, -w*nc1i’kil|c{L,PiX;|vi| us u giqat 

dog, he fell upoii'tlic prieft; WLio fled,;;' at ' 

tcrriiicd, and laid he would kill us. After a while*, thc pricfl: returned 
witli a club in his hand, driving like a fury all before him, the women 
and cliildrcn IhrickTuf^ahdlhe'hifiv^rfferhblihg,^^ this one ol'thc 
brethren jumped up to protect thcjlog, ^gainft whom his rage avus di- 
reded, and wrefting the club froirii himj thrned up the featlicred cap, 
and difeovered a wcll-knowm cduntenance, who had run away from 
Matavai alter robbing Pyctca. We immediately charged him with the 
theft ; on this, he changed coxmteriance, arid lltcwcd the grcatclh terror. 
The natives intcrpofing iu hisdichalf, white we were telling them of 
the man and his impoilure, he gave us the flip, and . fled ; fo We law. 
no more of him. ’ ' , 

He feems to have been one of thofe called tahowra Etooa, w'hpaf- 


fe(5l infpiration. Ofthefe, fomc pretend to belong to the •particular 
deity, others to many : fuch as claim, acquaintance with the three 
liipcrior catboas are the mofl: conlequential, aud procure high reverence 
from the part they prefume U> aft ; indeed they do it with fo much 
cunning and addrefs, that the SAvcdcs whom' we found on the illand, 
as well as the mariners who preceded then?, really be^leyed the ap- 
pearances llipernatural, and that the devil aftually was the agent. 
When they arc called upon to confult the deity, they alfumc an odd 
fantallic drefs, enriched with red and black featlictp to which they 
fay the Eatooa is fo partial, that on their approaeH tp him thu.s, he 
dcfccnd.s to the earth at their call in one of the facred birds which fre- 
quent the morals and feed on the facrlficcs. As Iboii as the bird lights 
on the moral, the EatSoa quits the bird and enters the prieft. He in- 
ftantly begins to ftrctch and j awn, and fub his arpis, legs, thighs, and 
body, which begins to be inflated as if the fklii of the abdomen would 
burfl ; his eyes arc thrown Into various contortioiis, fometimes flaring 
wide, then half clofcd and finking into ftupor ; while, at other times, 
the whole frame is agitated, and appears to have undergone l(>me llul- 
den and furprifmg cliangc. The fpccch pw becomes low, tlic voice 
fqueaking and interrupted ; then on a lucfden raifed to an aftonlfliing 
degree. He now fpeaks intelligibly, .though ufl'ceting not to know, 
what he laiHi, nor the perfonS of thofe, around him ; but his words are 
regarded as oracular, and whatever he afk-s f)r tUe^ deity, or himlelt, 
is never refuied, if it c&ii be poMbly prociuc<l. Ot this, however, the 
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aclpr,^<5^j(jo,j^^yQ pp.cpnljMfHrfaeis j his .ed^feagoc and aiTiftant, tie* 
vef)tJid,cj^{tfi^Si cafc, tp. miiiMtfc>tlw iplaims of the deity, and* receives

nilh greater beaus. At their heivas they put on their; bed, and dred 
in the nurft tafty ittanner fancy can ihgg^. )6oth fexes have tbeiy: 
cars bored for orttariaerits; m them they Wear peatls, or beads, hanging ; 
down about two- inches in a plait ,bf hair ; fometimes the hole of thi? , 
car is duck with an odorifenmi'ftowct. They , have pearls which they 
value very highly ;■ arid at (ird our- White beads, which rcfcmblc them, 
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tvcrc rnucK covctctl ; but when they fount! they were fpoilcd with 
watci*,* ^hCy ccarct! to be in demand. As long as tliey arc able to move, 
tKey ftcvTcr hcglcd bathing ; the ddi who can fcarceiy crawl, get down 
to the river ; h6f does Shy freknefs or difeafe prevent • them ; nothing 
but utter inabiKty teftrains them from the Water. 

They prodUc6 frrc in the following manner ; with their teeth, or a 
mufcle-fheUi'* thc^ thai^cti a <Hck of porou wood, axid fixing a larger 
piece of the fkmc under tHeir fret, they with both hands and a quick 
motion rub a frore in the board at their^ feet, till the duft produced 
takes fire ; they have dried leaves or grafs ready, into which they fwcep 
this tinder diift, and wrapping it up, wave it in the wind till it kindles 
into a flame: While they are rubbing they continue finging, or chanting 
a hymn or prayer, till the fire is produced, in about two minutes if the 
Wdbd be completely dry. In wet weather this is a difficult talk, and 
therefbre they ufually then carry about with them fire, which in the 
drv.‘ weather they need "not do. The women arc not fuffi red to kindle 
a fire from that made by their hulbands, or any other man, except 
thofe feminine male afibciates Which attend them, and arc luhjcd to 
the fame rules. • 

■ They never fuffer a fly to touch their food if tlicy can help it; and 
flrould they find one dead in their puddings, or any of their provifions, 
which fonictimes cannot be avoided, they throw it to the hogs. Hence 
they all carry fly-flaps ; thefc arc ufually made of feathers, and fixed to 
a 1 ' ndle of wood ten or twelve inches long, ibmetimes carved, fomc- 
times plain. The wing bones of the largcll fowds, when cleaned, arc 
ufed for handles ; and if they have not thele, they lupply their place 
by a bough from the neareft tree. Whenever you enter a houfr, or 
approach a place where provifions are preparing, this is the firft thing 
they offer you. When the provifions are dreued and hot before you, 
the boys continue to fan away the flics with fly-flaps, nothing being 
more otfenfive or difagrecable than that a fly fhould get into their 
mouths ; and their averfion to touch them with their hands is fuch, 
that fhould a dead fly be found on any part of their body, they would 
go inllantly to the river and wafh themfelves. Thefe flics at times 
arc numerous, but not fo venomous as the mufketocs in the Weft 
ladies : they arc of two forts, the common black fly,' and a gray one 
of the fame fiiiie, which fonictimes flings lharply. They hae alfo but- 
terflies, butterfly mdths, mufkefoes, lizards, fcorpioiis, centipedes, 
beetles,' crickets, grafshpppcrs, fmall ants, faiid'-flics, and otlicrs ; but 
neither dangerous nor very troublcfome. 
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' The ;nudtllc-agcd of all claiTcs generally tali^e a nap a.t noon, durij^ 
lUc heat of the day. To tlxis the yava, among thpJc who drini it, 
does not a little dilpole, . The aged, a.s.,morc vvatdafiij, neednt^t this 
indulgence; and the youth,- too lively to llcep dating the, eja} light, 
find always fijtne fport or amufement to em|jloy them. , , 

During the night, if Grangers lodge .with . them, they hutfi the 
candle-nut. lluck on Ikcvvcrs, that they may find their way .in and out 

of the houfe without incoramodation fram, thole who. fleep on the 

floor, fometimes-to the amount of fifty cirilxty perlons. N^r was it 
unufual to get up and ha\'c provifions ready, in the night ; and 1(>me fit 
and chat, and tell llorlcs, witli whieh they are alwa}s delighted. We 
oblcrved that thofe which regarded us, and our European manners and 
cnlloms, lefs intcrefied them than their own, as their minds were not 
enlarged to a capacity of comprehending the reports which were made, 
and thcl'e too often fabulous. One navigator told them, we had flilps 
as raucli larger than his as that was bigger than their fraallcll; canoes ; 
that we iiad vdlcls which would reach from Otaheite to Ulictea, about 
forty-five leagues ; and of f ) \afi: a height, that a young man going to 
the topmaft-hcad grew gray before he came dowm again that our 
round tops contained forcih of fruit-trees bigger than the bread-fruit. 
Pomarre Aery carncftly preffed Captain Wilfbn to fiiy if it was true; 
but though undeceived in this refpc6l, they arc as much ftaggered at 
hearing of a houfc of Hone of ten llories, or a bridge over a river of 
the fiimc materials, as wide as would fpan the narrow part of their 
valleys from niountain to mountain. Such gigantic ideas execcfl the 
.feope of their intellcCl: : but whatever was related pf the Manpiclas, or 
Tongataboo, their inhabitants, country, manners, • trees, c:iniK.s, wa.-; 
heard with the greateft avidity, and always drew an audience about 
the relator, beyond even their favourite natic)nal Horics. 

They lay not the leaf!: reftraint upon their yhlldrcn fipm the day 
they arc born ; being the head of their families, they, arc indulged in 
every thing: they have their own amuferaents, called hciya.tama 
reede; as they grow up and advance to manhood thefe, arc generally 
abandoned.; biit . none ari? controlled by any authority, and. any one 
may continue in. tliqm if he pleafes. . , . 

Though in Ibmc. refped they arc not at.all delicate, yqt , in epnf^ 
<juencc of. ^eir.ffi^qucrrt bathings, in, the largefl companies ^th, ere is 
nothing otfenfiye; but thp beat, ihn’.e, as clfewhere,, there are foxnc 
who make a, trade pf.heau,^y, ,aud know topdipw to make, their advan- 
tage of it, having a number o^ .pimps, ^ud .bawdsi, non>iii4 relations,

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who agree for and receive the price of prqRitutiw) but if a perfon Is 
the tayo o^thc hulband, he ntuft indulge in no fiberties with the lif^ 
ters or fhc daughters, becauje they arc confidercd as bis own filters' or 
daii|;htcrs, and incclt is bciti in abhorrence by them; nor will any 
tcinptation engage thenq to violate this bond of purity. The ■wife> 
however is excepted, and-. confidercd as a common property for the 
tayb. Licutcnaiit Coirnei; a|lb .addcd, that a tayofliip formed betw'ccn 
different fexes. put' the, tnqfffolcmn, barrier againff all pcrfimal liberties. 
Our brethren who are returned, ^however; tliink this not to be the 
cafe; or that tlicy have, fince, his vifit, degenerated., The women of 
quality allovv thenifelyes greater jihcrtics than their inferiors ; and many 
of the arreoy women pride thenafelvcs on the number of their admirers', 
and Uve in a, fearfully promifeuous. intercourfe. Few children can be 
the cOnfe’4ncnce, and thefc arc univcrlally . murdered the moment they 
arc born. *Ycf, with all, tins, many are tine and tender wives; their 
liirge fiirnilies j) rp ve, thei r fac red attachment to the individual with 
Avhom they are united ; and our European failors who havn cohabited 
Vv ith them hm e declared,' that more faithful and affcbliouatc creatures 
ro theiyi arid their children could no where be found. The hiffory of 
Pc‘ggy';Stewaft marks a tendernefs of heart that never will be heard 
without emotion : . flie w;is daughter of a chief, and taken for his wife 
by Mr. Stev^t, one of the unhappy mutineers. They had lived with 
the old chicrin the molt tender ftatc of endearment ; a beautiful little 
girl liad been the fruit of their union, and was at the breaft when the 
P.indora arrived, feized the. criminals, and I’ccurcil them in irons on board 
^hc fliip. Frantic vi ith grief,, the unhappy Feggy (for li) he had named 
her) flew with her irilant in a canoe to the arms of her hufband'. The 
mterview was f > affecting and afllibting, that the officers on board were 
(Morwhelmcd with anguilli, and Stewart himlclf, unable to bear the 
hcart-rcnditig fcciic,. begged flic might not be admitted again on board. 
She w as leparated from him by violence, and conveyed on fliorc in a 
ffate of (lclj>:ur and grief too big for utteraiieo. Withheld from him, 
and forlildden to come any more on hoard, flic funk into the deepeft 
dfjocllon; It preyed on her vltah; Ihe loft all rellfli for food and lift ; 
njoiced no more ; pined under a rapid decay of two months, and fell 
a vi<Idim to her feelings, dying literally of a broken heart. Her child 
is yet alive, and tiie tepder Pbjed of our care, havhig been brought up 
by a filler, whp nurfed it as her own, and has dilcliargcd all the duties 
of an aftcdlomite mother fp the orphan Infant, 

Tiicy arc very fond of clogs, and cl'pccially thofc tvith a bufliy tail. 
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the hair of which they employ in their fine .brcatl-platcs. ; ;Hnil '.lie. wo- 
racn' often not only fondle thcpnpj>ics, Imt fiickle them at their lirealli 

The 'Women are riot permitted to eat with the mcri, iior inr^y they 
drink out of the lame cup. Many kinds of food are utterly forbidden 
them; and thofe which they, may ulc, arc gatlrercd and dr.ciTcd by 
thcmfclvcs, or by thofe feminine male iiflbciates- who wait upon them, 
and live with them. If .a man touch'^ their peculiar foofh tl|cy are 
obliged to throw it away. No feprefentation of i woman is permitted 
at any of their morals. 

But of all their cuftoms, thofe marked , with greateft honor are the 
infant murders committed in the arreoy Ibciety, and of female chil- 
dren, too common out of it ; their human ficrificcs, and their abomi- 
nable mawhoos : thefe, with the wars fO frequent, and the difeafes 
which deftrby the very principle of life, threaten to depopulate a 
country, fruitful as the garden of the Helperidcs ; and they muft, ii 
our labours do not fuccccd, become in the next generation cxtiael, 
without fire from heaven. 

A praftlcc of a kind fo abominably filthy as fcarcc to be credited, 
was communicated by the Swede, and confirmed by one of the Ota- 
hcitcans who was prefent — that there had been a ibciety at Otaheite 
and Eirnco, who, in their meetings, always ate human excrement, 
but that it had been fupprclTcd by the other natives of Otaheite. 

They have a mode of lulling themfelves to reft : the hulband and 
wife, when they lie down, .take their pipe of three notes, which they 
blow with their noftrils ; one plays whilll the other chants in unifou 
with it : and this they alternately continue till they fall alleep. 

Their gcncrofity is boundlcfs, and appears cxceffive : tlic inftanccs 
our brethren record are furprlfnig. Not only cart-loads of provifion 
more than they could confumc were fent in for the whole bod)', but 
individuals haic received the moft furprlfing abundance, without any 
adequate return even cxpcilcd or fuggefted. To one of the mlffionarios 
was given as a prefent a double canoe, with a travelling houfc, tlircc 
large pearls, a fine I'cinc, a beautiful feathered brcaft-platc, two large 
hogs, landal wood,, cloth, and fine mats in abundance, with various 
other things ; and fimilar inftanccs may be obferved in the narrative. 

They have not always regular meals ; but ufually cat as loon as they 
rife at daybreak. Some are very voracious, cfpecially the chiefs. Po- 
marre hath c.atc-a a couple of fowls, and two pounds, at Icaft, of pork, 
befidcs other things, at a meal with us on board. The chiefs all live 
Ittxurioully : they only work for their amufement ; have more wives 

y Y 2 
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than one amidil the fcj^rcity of women ; drink 4^1y the yava.; .y?hcn 
^hey flcep.Bfe fanned and chafed by, their women : and often > fit up- 
gr^t 'patt of the nisht at their heiva? and entertainments. 

. Xhey ha:v(c; a v-cty firailar way of cxptefiing their joy aa well as 
Ibrrpw ; for whether a relation dies, or a dear friend returns from a 
journey, the Ihark’s tooth, with which every woman fur* 

oifhes hcrfelf ,at her mainriage, is again employed, and the blopd ilreams 
down. As om bretliren fignified them utter, difapprobation of thefe 
fclf-inlVidlcd cruelties, they, prevailed with the natives to fufpend for 
us, at Icaft, fuch tokens of delight ; and taught them to fhakc handSf, 
or welcome us with fniUcs inftead of ftmams of blood. 

Among the moil uncommon cuftoms, we may add the diihonoitr and. 
difrefpeft paid to old age. The advanced in years arc thruft afide, and 
receive little, or no attention. Even the reverend Otcy (formerly 
Whappal, and called by Vancouver, Taow), with his venerable white 
beard, the father of Pomarre, and the grandfather of Otoo, was fcarcely 
noticed by them; they would hardly permit him to enter the cabin 
when on board; and uhlefs the captain exprcfsly called to him, they 
kept him alongfide in his canoc. One of Our old feamen was often the 
objed of their ridicule. In difeourfe; when any thing refule was men- 
tioned, they called it old man.” At Tongataboo we noticed the 
very reverfe: in the prefence of the aged the younger perfons obferved 
a moft refpcAful filence. 

Their mode of falutation is very different from ours : they touch 
nofes ; and wonder that we can exprefs affe<ftion by wetting one an- 
other’s faces with our. lips. 

In war they pradlife no .difclplinc, and arc under no obligation to 
fight longer than they like ; and it is much Icfs difgraccful to run away 
from an enemy .with whole bones, than to fight and be wounded; for 
this, they fay, would prove a man rather foolifh than warlike. Except 
a man has killed an enemy, he js not eftcemed a warrior ; and though 
they dread a fear as difhonourablc, they fight with a fury bordering on 
madnefs, as they know the lofs of a battle would be the lofs of all 
their property, which, though of inconfiderable value, they are reluc- 
tant to be deprived of, not fb much from any covetous defire of pof« 
feffing, as from their priding thcmfclves on their generofity, and having 
fomething to give; and this they do with a grace that adds ftill more 
to the favour. 

Wlicn a perfbn of eminence dies, even if a child of the fuperior 
clafs, he is preferved, and not buried, unlefs he died of fomc conta- 
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gious or offfenfite difc&fev The^ take out thb vilccra; aiid dry the btidV 
■with' eiotHj anblhtiulg it within and without With the' perfumed oUt 
and this is frc<jut'ntly repeated. The perfon whd performs this office is 
counted unclean, and may not touch provtiiohs or- feed hirhfclf for a 
niontli. The relations and friends who are abfent, perform their part 
of the funeral rites at their arrival, each female preienting a piece of 
cloth to the corpfe ; and they continue to drefs and decorate the body 
as if alive, and to furniffi it with provifions, fuppofing that the foul' 
which hovers round receives fatisfa<ftion from iuch marks of attention ; 
tliey therefore not only take care of it thus, but repeat before it fome 
of the tender fccncs which happened during their life-time, and wiping 
the blood which the lhark’s teeth has drawn, depofit the cloth on the 
tupapow, as the proof of their affeition,. Whilft any offenfive fmcll 
remains, they furTound the corpfe with g^arlarids of flowers, and bring 
the fweet-feented oil to anoint it. 

If a chief dies, he is carried round the iiland to the dlftri^ls where 
he had property, or where his particular friends reflde ; and the funeral 
ceremony is repeated ; after a tour of fome months, he returns to refl: 
at the place of his ufual refidence. Some bodies are- preferved like 
dried parchment ; others, when the flelh is mouldered away, after 
lying on the tupapow, are buriedi 

The preferved corpfts are called tupapow mure, aiHd' kept above 
ground; and thefe, in war, arc as liable to be taken prifoners as the 
living, and are as great a trophy as an enemy flaln in battle. The 
man who takes tlic body aflumes the chieftain’s nairie ; . therefore, in 
time of invafion, thefe are generally the firft things- conveyed to the 
mountains, as a place of fecurity ; thither, allb, they cai'ry Captain . 
Cook’s pi dure, the lofs of which would be cftccmcd as afflldive as 
that of a chief ; and the conquerors might lay claim to the diftrid 
allotted to him, according to their laws of fucceffion. 

The priefls never pray over the dead, unlcfs they die of fome infec* 
tious difordcr, and then they entreat him to bury the difeafe with hini 
m the grave, and not Inflid it on any other perlbn when he is fent 
back as an eatooa. They throw a plantain-tree into the grave, and 
bury with him, or bum, all his utenfils, that no perfon may be infeded 
by them. 

They bury none lit the moral, but thofc offered In facrlflcc, or flairi 
in battle, or the children of chiefs which have been ffrangled at the 
birth — an ad of atrocious humanity too common. When, at laft, 
after the flefh is conliimcd above ground, they bury the bones, they 
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6fteri prefervc thA fkiill, as a precious tclic, Avrapping it in cloth, and 
keeping it with great care Ur a frame or bD3^ih their^hoUfe, as a tefti- 
their affedion. . ' : , 

W any friend, or a ftranger, vifits a family; he is received with 
the moft cordial welcome. The mailer and millrefs, and perhaps all 
in the hoxife, call out, and repeat it, Mamiowwa, welcome ; to w hich 
the vilitor replies, Harrc mliiay, I am coming : thole of the honlc an- 

fw^*r, Youraria:t’Eat6oa,>God hlefs you; to which the reply is, Tayceay, 
here; and then fits -down. The occalion of his vUit and his willies are 
derTiandcd by the mailer of , the family, and anfwercd with the greatcll 
franknels. Inllantiy preparation is made of a pig, or fowl, to catcrtaiii 
the Ilranger; and if it is 'more than can be eaten, it is put Into a holkct, 
and fent with him home: meantime, whatever he requells is given, 
if in the ptiWer of the holl ; and if not, he fends round to his friends 
and neighbours to procure it : this alfo is accompanied with a prefent 
pf cloth and peffiiJmed oil, or Ibmcthlng which hath coll them labour, 
as they fay provilions come f|)0ntaneoufly, and arc to be made little 
llore of; but what is manufadured, or obtained with toil, is bell fuited 
to be given or received as prclents. If an^'perfon Ihcezes, they ufe the 
fame lalutidn, God blefs you, yourana t Eatdoa. 

■ They never return thanks, nor feem to have a w'ord in their language 
expreflivc of-that idea. Should they not meet w^ith a cordial welcome, 
they would fay fo without fcruplc to the next perfon they vilitcd, 
which w'ould be highly difgraccful to the ollcndcr, as their ellablilhed 
law of liofpitality is to entertain all Ilrangers; and many -make the 
tour of the illand for months together, lure to find every ivhcrc a 
cordial reception. 

When a; chief, or Ilranger of rank,' vifits them from another illand, 
all the men pf his owm Ration Ui life prefent their ootdoo, or peace- 
ofFcring. He is feated in the houfc of Ilrangers, fcveral being ereded 
fpr this very pnrpofc, vail and Ipacious ; the chiefs of the dillrid af- 
femblc round him, \'|’th a pricll, who makes a long prayer, or oration; 
and h.aving fevenil young plantain-trees, he tics a bunch of red feathers 
to one of them, and with a pig or fowl, laj s it at the llranger’s feet, 
who takes the feathers, and Hicks them in liis ear, or his hair. The 
priclls of the inferior fecondary chiefs repeat a like offering, and a feall 
is immediately provided, with prefents of cloth, hogs, &e. If a ratlrra 
vifits, lie will Hill find a more numerous body to receive him ; and 
tl'.cnigh the fcall may not be as fumptuous, there are fo many to wel- 
come him of his own rank, tliat he may Hay a month in a dillrid, and 
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vifit round every day : indeed tJiey are Seldom in.halle. Nor are the 
lower claffcs left hofpitable according to their ability i and every where 
there is fuch plenty of food and raiment, that font# them continue 
wandering over the ifland for many years together^ and never find la^k 
of fuftenance. 

From one cau/c or another, they frequently change their names ; fi> 
that a perfou abfent from them a few years, would;be at a lofs to find 

out tliofc with wKom he was heft acquainted* milefs be met them^ 
The names of places and things are continued, unlels they happen, to 
confill: of fyllablcs containing the king’s name, in^ which cafe, during 
his lifetime, they arc changed, but at his death the common name is 
refumed. 

They have an uverfion to compare the fize of any food to a perfon’s 
head, and regard this as a fpecics of blafphcmy and infialt. A hand 
laid on the head would be a high offence. One of thofe feamcn ^vho 
refided on the ifland, a brute, in outrage of their. cuftoms, would carry 
provifions on his head, and was regarded with horror as a cannibal j 
they have even 'different names for the head of a hog, a dog,- a bird, 
a fiili. 

If a man cats in a houfc with a woman, he takes one end, and ffie 
the other, and they deep in the middle. If a woman has a child, the 
provifions for it muff not come in at the fame door with the mother’s; 
but there is an opening like a window, through which- they are re- 
ceived ; and it would be reckoned bcafily in the hlghcff degree for her 
to cat whllfi: Ihc is fuckling her child. When they travel,, their provi- 
fions mull; be carried in leparatc canoes. 

The culbjm of uncovering before the chiefs is univerfal. We have 
introduced, however, it is ^id, a motlc of evading it : it, any man or 
woman be clothed in a fhlrt, or coat, of European cloth, or lias a hat 
of our manufacture, lie is not obliged to be unclothed : it fufficcs it he 
removes the piece ot Otahcite cloth which is over his llioulders. 
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Amujemenis, 

THEIR lifc is without toil, apd every man at liberty to do> go, and 
ad as he plcafes, without the diftreis of care, or apprehenfion of want; 
and as their ieifiiure is great, their fports and aixuufcments are various. 

Of thde, fwimming in the, furf appears to afford them fmguJar 
delight. : At this fport both foxes arc vciy dexterous ; and the diverlion 
is rcckoni^.grcat -in proportion as the lurf runs higheft, and breaks 
with the greateft violence : they will continue it for hours together, 
till they are tired. Some make ufo of a fmall board, two feet and a 
half, or more, formed with a fharp point, like the forepart of a canoe; 
but others ufo none, and depend wholly on their own dexterity. They 
fwim'out beyond where the fwcll of the forf begins, which they follow 
as it rifes, throwing thcmfolvcs on the top of the wave, and fleering 
thcmfelves with one leg, whilfl the other is raifod out of the water, 
their breaft-repofing on the plank, and one hand moving them forward, 
till the furf, begins to gather way : as the rapidity of its motion in- 
creafos, they are carried onward with the moll amazing velocity, till 
the lurf is ready to break on the fhorc, when, in a moment, they fleer 
thcmfelves round with fb quick a movement as to dart head foremoft 
through the vrave, and rifing on the oudide, fwim back again to the 
place where the furf ifirfo begins to fwell, diving all the way through 
the waves, which are running furiouily on Ihore. 

In the courfo of this amufoment they fbmetimes run foul of each 
other, when many arc fwimming together ; thofo who are coming on 
noti being able to Hop their motion, and thofo who are moving the 
conti ary way, unable to keep their fiiiHcient diflance, fo that they are 
carried together by the rufhing wave, and hurled neck and beds on 
fhorc before they can difombarrafo thcmfolvcs, and get well bruifod on 
their landing. The women arc excellent at this fport; and lddeah, the 
queen mother, is- reckoned the moll expert in the whole ifland. The 
children take the' fame diveriion in a weaker furf; learning to fwim as 
fcjon as they learn to walk, and foldommcet with: any accident; except 
being dalhedon the beach ;r but hardly ever a peffore is drowned. If a 
fh'drk comes in among them, they all fnrtmind'him, 'ahd. force him oh 
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fliorc, if they can but once get him i?ito the /urf, thougli they ufe no 
inllrumcnts for the purpoli; ; and flrould he efeape, they continue their 
fport, unapprchcnfive ot danger. This diveylion Is moft common when 
the wcilcrly winds prevail, as they arc always attended with a hcav}' 
fwell which continues many days after the bad weather is abated. 

Tlicir amulements on fhore arc, throwing the ipear, or javelin, 
fliooting wdth bows and arrows, wrcftling, dancing, and fcvcral other 
games ; at all wdiich the women have their turn as well as the men ; 
but they always play feparately from each other. .. 

The javelins arc I'rom eight to fourteen feet long, and pointed with 
the fwharra, or palm-tree. Thcte they hurl at a^iark fet up at the 
diftance of thirty or forty yards, with great exadnefs. They hold the 
fpcar in the right hand, and poife it over the fore-finger of the left. At 
this game one diftritl often plays againfl another, but never for any 
w'ugcr, only the diflridl in w^hich they play provides an entertainment. 

Their bows arc made of porow, and their arrows of fmall bamboos, 
pointed with toa wood, which they fix on with bread-fruit gum. The 
bovv-ftrings are made of the bark of the roava ; with thelc tlicy fhoot 
againft each other, not at a mark, but for tho>grcatcft difiancc. They 
never ufc this inftruincnt in war; and the clothes they w-ear on this 
oceafion, arc I'acred to the game, and nexer worn at any other time. 
Since they have learned the ufc of more deftrudlivc weapons, the guns, 
which they have procured from us, they are faid to have become ex-* 
cclicnt markl'men. 

They arc dexterous wreftlcrs. When they challenge each otlicr they 
ftrike the bend of the left arm w ith the right hand, and if left-handed, 
reverfe’ it. The arm being bent, receives the hand on its cavity, and- 
makes a loud report. The man who returns the chap, accepts the chal- 
lenge, and throws both arms forward, as if to lay hold ot his antagonilL 
The ring is immediately formed, and they dole with each other. As 
foon as the ftmggle iflucs in the fall of either, be filcntly retires, nor 
incurs imy difgracc, and the conqueror goes dapping round the ring. 
If they wrclllc one dillricl againil another, the women always wrelllc 
firft, and the men fuccced. At tliis, Iddeah, the queen-mother, ex- 
cels ; and when the party is won or loft, the women of the vi<lloriom 
diftri<ft ftrike up a dance. Iddeah is ufirally miftrefs of the ceremonies, 
and appoints the number of falls which ftiall be made : the party which 
gains that number firft, is adjudged the vit‘'tor ; and the vanquifhed 
exprefs not the Icaft -diftatisfai^lion. In general, the women bear their 
foils worlc the men, and betray moft figus of anger at being 
W'orftcd. 
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,, They frcq^ntly exercife at quarter- ftaff ; and arc very expert at de- 
feu4ing thoir, head, and all other parts ot- their body : . this they pradlil'e 
t'r<>n> ititcir tendercll ago. The rdeivec of defence is a chief objeifi; 
for a wound in tvar confers no honour, but rather dilgracc ; therefore 
they always hide the fear, if poffiblc. 

They pradtife the lling for aniufemcnt, as well as employ it in 
battle, and throw a ftone with great force and tolerable cxadlncfs, 
'J'heir llings arc made from the plaited librcs the cocoa-nut hufk, 
having a broader part to receive the ftone : at one cml is a loop for the 
hand, in order to keep the lling fall when they difeharge the ftone. 
In charging the. fling they hold it round their Ihouldtrs, keeping the 
ftone fall in it with their left thumb, and jumping, living the fling 
three times round their heads; holding the left hand grafped on the 
vvrift of the right, and thus difeharge the ftone with a force fufficient 
to enter the bark of a tree at two hundred yards diftance ; the ftone 
flying at an equal diftance from the ground, like a bullet, all the way. 

Their dances are various. The heiva is pcrlbrrned by men and 
women in Icparatc parties. The w'omcn are moft gracefully drclTcd, 
and keep exad time with the mufle during the performance, obferving 
a. regular mo venvent both of hands and feet, though nothing refem- 
bling pur dances. The heiva is ufually performed by torch-light.. 
The maniver is cxadly reprefented in Cook’s Voyages. They generally 
dance under cover ; but, by day, before the houles, unlcfs it rains, 
having large mats fpread on the grals. 'I’hc women’s drcls is a long 
white petticoat of fine cloth, with a red border, and a red llripe about 
ten inches from the bottom ; a kind of veil, or corllc.t, made of w bite 
or poloured cloth, comes clofe up under the arms, and covers the 
breatts; to this they attach two bunches of black feathers at the point 
of each breaft ; ftvcral taflcls of the fame hang round the waill, and 
fliU as low as the knees. T wo or three red or black feathers on each 
fore-finger fupply the place of rings. On the back, from the fiioulder 
to tlkc hip, arc fixed two large pieces of cloth neatly plaited, lik-e a fan 
or furbelow, and edged with red. Their heads are ornamented with 
the tampu, or vaft braids of human hair wrapped round like a turban, 
and ftuck full of fragrant and beautiful flowers, intermixed .with beads 
an(i fhark’s teeth, : our fine writing-paper was. al/o :fometimc:i 
in addition to theft ornaments. ’ 

A maftcr of ceremonies dircifls the movements of the dancers ; and 
when the women retire, their places arc fupplied by a chorus, W'ho 
fmg with the raufic, or by aftors, who perform pantomimes, feizing 
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the manners'of their European vihtors, which they Imitate ih c;fcat 
perfeeftioh : not Iparinjj; the conduct of their own chicts, -when objects 
of liitife ; ■'.vhieii lervc.va?i a lalutary check and admbnitich : for if they 
arc faulty, they are hire, to he publicly expofed. 

The liouics in which the lieu as are pc; formed arc open ahthe cnes 
and in front, the back bcins; fcrcened by matting of cocoa-ntit leave.'; : 
round the ends and ill front of the houfe, there i.s a low railing of about 
R foot in height, within Avhich the performers exhibit ; iind withb'tit, 
the audience fit or Hand : the area before the houfe arid the floor a:r« 
all co\':rcd with matting, ' 

Any number of women may perform at once ; but as tlic drefs is 
very expcnfive, feldo.m more than two or four dance ; and when thi.s 
is done before the chief, the drefTcs are prefented to him after tlic 
heiva is finilhed ; and thefe contain thirty or forty yards of cloth, iVonl 
one to four yards wide. 

Tlic ponnara, or evening dance, is performed by any number of 
women, of any age tJr defeription, who chulc to attend at the ])lacc 
a])])ointcd, which is ufually the cool ihade. They are drefled in their 
befl apparel, and their heads decorated with wreaths of flowers. They 
divide into two equal parts, about twenty yards diftant, and placing 
themfclvcs in rows oppofite to each otlicr, a fmall green bread-fruit is 
brought by way of football. The leading dancer of one of the party 
takes this in her hand, and, flcpplng out about midway, drops it before 
her, and fends it with her foot to the oppofite row, returning to iu.*t 
place ; if the ball efcapes, without being flopped in its courfc before it 
touches the ground, they ftrike up the dance and fiiig, beating time 
with their hands and feet ; this lafls about five minutes, when they 
■prepare to receive the ball from the other party who have flood llillt 
if they catch the ball, they return it again : if it cfcape tliem, the other 
party dance In their turn. After thus amuiing thbriifclvcs and the fpcc- 
tators for feme hoars, the ball is kicked away, and both parties ft rik’c 
up together. It is at tins time they ufe the lewd g(‘fturcs;(UfcriilKd 
by fome of our voyager.s ; but thefe only arc praAlfclVbv tlie young :md 
wanton, who (fays the reporter) are no more to I'lc faked for the 
flandard of manners than the ladies in the Strand, or flic fca-hyinphis 
at Spithcad, would be fpecimeus of our fair country vvqnicn, ' ' ' ' • 
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^ SECTION VIIL 

Provtfiom and Cookery. 

THE country abounds in every thing neceiTary for the fiillenancc 
of its inhabitants. They have multitudes of hogs, Vvhich breed rapidly, 
and fome of a very large fort : dogs arc highly rcliflied, and rats are 
numerous and troublclbme : common fowls are in great abundance. 
Thefc, with the birds, conftitute the chief of their animal food, 

• Wc had made an effort to increafe their flock, but with little fiiccefs. 
The mare only is yet alive at Ulictea, but the horfe is dead. In their 
wars the cattle were carried to Eimeo ; the bull is dcllroyed, and the 
cows grown wild. The breed of fheep perifhed. They made attempts 
to drefs the beef and mutton ; but having no mode but burning them 
as the hogs, and baking them in their ovens, the hide was tough as 
leather, and the tafte highly offcnfivc : this made them negleded and 
defpifed. The goats have had better fpecd, but arc difliked for their 
fmcll and the mifehief they do the cloth plantations, and are fo inferior 
to their hogs and dogs, as never to be eaten by the natives ; they are 
chiefly driven to the mountains. The cats multiply, and arc ufcful. 
Wc have lately endeavoured to repair the breed of Ihecp, and though 
the befl ram died, there is a profped: of their increafe under our care, 
unlefs dcflroyed by the natives or their dogs. A neft of rabbits lufs 
been produced, and they can hardly fail of fpreading. Wc have ducks 
alfo, but they have not yet well fuccceded. A bull fent to Eimeo 
would continue the breed, though the natives dare not approach the 
cows, which are grown wild on the mountains. The fame fate at- 
tended the vegetables, which the former voyagers carried thither, as 
the animals. Not having patience to let them ripen, and tailing them 
when green, they defpifed the grapes, and trod them under foot ; and 
the pines had hardly a better Ifluc ; but the latter arc now cultivated, 
and, under our care, will foon be a valuable acceflion to their flock of 
fniits. The Indian corn W’ould ripen every three months, if they 
thought it worth their pains. Our brethren will probably greatly in- 
creafe the number of culinary articles, though the natives have already 
abundance, and care not for any additions; 

Filh they take of many forts and.rfn great plenty: and they have 
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fucli a profufion of roots, fruits, and vegetables, as can fcarcely be enu- 
merated : the greater part growing fpontaneoudy, and needing neither 
labour nor culture. The principal of tlicfe is the ooaoo, of bread- 
fruit. This beautiful, ufefuj, and highly efteemed vegetable Iccms pc • 
culiar to the Pacific Ocean, and is in ti\c higheft perfedion at Otaheitc. 
The tree is of the fizc of a middling oak, which in its branching it 
greatly rcfcmbles ; the leaves, however, arc more like thofc of the fig- 
tree, both in Colour and fubftance : they are a foot and a half in lengfii, 
of an oblong form, the edges deeply indented, and the ribs yielding, 
when broken, a white milky juice: from the bark, or flock, a ftrozig 
black gum exudes, which ferves them inftcad of pitch for the canoes, 
and as birdlime to catch the fmaller birds ; and which, by tapping, 
might l)C produced in great quantities. The tree is of quicit growtli, 
fhoots again when cut down, and bears fruit in about four years. This 
mofl plentiful and nutritious food grows as large as a man’s two fills. 
Its furface is rough like net- work; the fkin is thin; the core but Imall.; 
the intermediate part, which is eaten, white, and very like the con- 
fidence of the crumb of a new-baked roll. It is divided like an apple, 
and the core taken out, and then roaded in their oven, when its tallc 
is very fimilar to the crumb of the fined wheaten bread, with a flight 
fvvcctncfs, as from a mixture of the Jcrufalcm artichoke. Bcfidcs fur- 
nifhing the mod nutritive food, and in the greated abundance, tliis 
tree claims pre-eminence, as affording from its bark the mod durable 
clothing; the wood Izcing excellent for building, and for their canoes, 
having the lingular property of not being adecled by the worms ; and 
the leaves arc employed as wrap^>ers for dreffing their provilioiis. 
When the fruit is ripe they gather it in quantities, and frzrm it into 
a four pade called mih 'ie, which will keep till the fruit is again in fealbn. 
When gathered for this ule, they ferape od' the outward rind, and lay 
it in heaps to mcllo.v ; a deep nit is then dug in the ground, and care- 
fully lined with large leaves; tiii.s cavity is filled with the fruit, and 
drongly thatched down with a ridge like a mulhroon^ bed ; the whole 
is prelfcd dole with denes kid over it: there it ferments and feules: 
when the fermentation is over, they open the pit, and nut up the ler- 
mented fruit in frclh leaves, taking out the core, and lloriug it for ule. 
as we cover up potatoes for winter. Some, prc\ ious to this procefs, 
cut out the core, which makes the colour whiter, but prc\ cuts it Irom 
keeping lb long. 

' At this fcafon alfo of the ripe bread-fruit, they make a Imge oven 
called oppeeo. The chief, on tliis occafion, lummons all his tenant:} 
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®id'depc!fikla,ht3 to brinp; each a ccrtiiift f/uantity of the ripe friirtl 
c^ft' a day'ipp6into<l< is hulged at his houlc, to (he ainomit' of fifteen 
c^r t'W'cttty huiKlred wei^cht. They next repair tVi the liilts 'for ■\vood,‘ 
and having collcc^tcd each man his burden, they dig adialc eigh't or nine 
ftet deepi paving it, and building it up witli large pebbles ; this they 
fill with wood, and fetting it on fire, when burnt out, and the ftones 
thoroughly heated, they Ipread the emlxirs on the bottbm of the pit- 
with long poles V thefe they cover with green IcaVcs and* the- Tmtifed 
fia'k cf ihc plantain : thepit is filled with the bread ffnlt, and covered- 
with fialks and leave's af bottom As oil the fides, and hot ember:; fpread 
AVer them; the oven W’thcn thatched down thickly with grals and 
leaves, and the earth that was dug out calt over the whole. After 
tw’b or thret days it is fit for ufc, when tiicy make an opening, takihg 
<X;it’ us nwich as they need, and flopping it again ciofe. Tliis paftc 
makes a moll nutrituitis f'vvcct pudding, and all tlie children of the fa- 
mily and their relations fcaft on it eagerly. During this feftive fcafon 
they feldom quit the iioufc, and continue wrapped up in cloth; and 
it is fuiprifing to fee them in a month become fo fair and fat, that 
they can fcarcely breathe ; the children afterwards grow' amazingly. 
'I'hc baked bread-fruit in this Rate very much in talie refcmblcs gin- 
^rbread. 

I'his is repeated each returning fcafon ; nor is it confined to the 
chiefs, as all may procure it who will be at the pains to provide the 
oven ; for he wlio has no bread-fruit of his own, or dependants to 
fupply it, goes round to his neighbours with garlands, like our May- 
fliiy- ones, of a fhrub called pcrcpccrc ; thefe arc hollow', and capable of 
containing fufficlent bread-iVuit for his family : all of bis owui rank 
contribute to fill them ; and if he has hands fufticient to ferape them 
and fill the pit, each brings his portion : if not, he leaves word when 
he means to call on them, and they prepare accordingly. If a chief 
w'Ants bread-fniit, he fends his garlands round, and they are furc to 
come home full ; if he fends cocoa-nut leaves, they form them into 
b'afkcts for the lame purpofe. But, without fending, he is furc to be 
fiipplicd with brcad-lruit, hogs, and fifli, whenever wanted, The hogs 
arc baked in the fame kind of oven. 

0()W'4TE, or yams. Thefe grow' wild in the moimtams, from one 
to fix feet longi and -of ditferent thick neft. They are very gwd 
eating; but being procured at a diftance and AVith more trouble, in 
the bread-fruit fcafon Ihey arc little Tought after. Thefe alfo are 
I’Ukodf. • •• ■■■ i- • - ' ' •

Tarrq. .The root is from twelve to fixtecn inches loiig» and nearly 
as much. in girth. . It is cultivated in watered grounds, and the Icavts 
inakc as good greens as fpinach. They muft be thoroughly drefl'cd, or 
they occafion an unplcafant itching in the fundamenti 

OoMARRA. Sweet potatoc. Thefe arc in great abundance, but 
very different from thofc in the Well Indies and America, being in 
fliape like the Euglifli potatoc, of an orange colour, refembling the to- 
mato, and, like them, growing on the ftalk. They feem in tallc 
ncarcll the Jetufalem artichoke. 

Yappr. a mountain root, larger than the tarro. It requires to 
be well drclTed, as the raw juice is acrid, and fets the tongue and lips 
in a great heat, i)ut w'hen properly prepared is very good food. 

Pkba. a rout like potatoes, and of the nature of caflada. If drclTcd 
without proper treatment it is bitter, acrid, and unplealiint ; to remedy 
this, they grate it on coral into a tray, and pour water upon it, which 
they decant next day, and repeat the ablutions for five or fix days, ftir- 
ring it up; by this means all the deleterious quality is walked away; 
they then dry it in the fun, and put it up for ulc. It rcfembles llarch; 
makes, as flour, excellent pudding ; and, mixed with water, fornrs a 
pallc for joining and thickening their cloth. 

Mapoou a is a I’pccies of tarro, growing wild in the mountains, and 
fii^allcr than what is cultivated. The juice is acrid and hot; but, pro- 
perly drefl'ed as bidbrc, is uled for food or paile, as the pcoa. 

Divvf.. a common root, growing every where, large as a potatoc, 
but moll like, the turnip- radilh. It is of a fiery pungent talle, but 
lolcs it by being kept all night in one ot their ovens, by which allb 
the mapoora becomes edible. • 

Tkk. a root of no great fi/.c, growing in the mountains, fwcetilh, 
and producing a juice like mf)l;iflcs : when in want ot other provifions, 
tliey dig it up and Ixikc it. , The leaves arc ufed to line the pits for. the 
inahic ; and to thatch the temporary huts, in their cxcurlions to the 
higher regions. I'hcy make ulc of thclc allb to fparc better clothes : 
With ope of tbele leaves round tlicir waills as a maro, and the plantain 
over, their lliouldcrs, they drcls for fifning, or any dirty work. 

EfiooYE. A kind of fern. It only grows in the mountains : the 
root when . circdlctl 4s good tood. — here ..is a variety, of other roots 
♦trownag. fpoqtancoully, but Icldoin ufed, exccfit in, a icarcity ot bread- 
fruit» oV during any Hay in the raouutaiiis: then they, dig'up and drelA 
tjie. roots around th'etn, to avoid the trouble of carrying provilions. As 
they arc expert at killing bird?, Avith w’hich the hills abound, and. at 
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catching fifh, which the lakes and rirulcts fiurnirti in plenty, they fel- 
tiom kit^w want ; though fometimes they are detained a conuderable 
time itt fearcii oi the landal wood, dyes for their cloth, and fwcet 
herl»& and fio-vvers for perl'uming the cocoa-nut oil. 

E’vee, improperly called the yellow apple, is as large as a nonpareil, 
and of a bright golden hue ; but oblong, and dilFcrcnt in fmcll and 
taftc from our apples, more rcfcmbling a peach in flavour, as well as in 
being a (tone fruit. It has been compared to a pine-apple or a mango. 
It grows on a large beautifully fpreading tree, three or four in a bunch; 
is propagated by lecds or flickers, loon produces fruit, and is in feafon 
a great part of the year. The bark flirnilhcs allb a traufparcnt gum, 
like that on the plum-tree, called tapou, which they ufc as pitch for 
their canoes. 

E’hcya.h is a fruit of a red hue, like the European apple in taftc 
and fubliance, but more watery. It has a great flngularity, of fila- 
ments hanging from it, w'hich come from the core. This nee is about 
the fl^e of a cherry-tree. Thefc two, with another bearing ri^d flow'ers 
of an unplcafunt fmcll, arc the only ones which annual 'y Ihcd their 
leaves ; from the cvee they begin to fall in September, and by Chrift- 
mas the young leaves and fruit make their appearance ; and the apples 
ot Matavai begin to ripen in June. The hej ah is ripe in Novcmlx*r, 
and the leaves fall in Jauuaiy. The other trees remain in p.erpetual 
verdure, never lofing their leaves altogether, but the young ones fuc- 
cccd the old us they fall. From thefe eider has been made by the 
mutineers. 

Next to the bread-fniit in ufefuincfs, and almofl: equal to it, is the 
UKARKE, or cocoa-mit, which affords both meat, drink, cloth, and oil. 
The hufks arc fpun into rope and lafhings for the canoes, and tiled for 
calking. Of the leaves they make balkcts, bonnets, and temporary 
houf'es ; and of the trunk, fuel. 

The rataa, Of chefnut, is different both in fize aitd fhape from 
thofc of Europe. The fruit is flattened more as a bean, alxiut two 
inches and a half acrofs, but much rcfcmbling a chefnut in taftc, and 
is roafted like them. 

Shaddocks, tranfplanted from the f riendly lllands by Britifli navi- 
gators, and called by the natives oohoo pappaa, foreign bread-fruit, 
arc in no cftiiuation. The European vifitors likewife have added pine- 
apples, Icjuons, limes, Indian corn, tobacco, ginger, &c. which how- 
ever feem little valued by the iflanders. 

Of plantains they have fifteen different forts : the maiden grata ; 
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the horfe plantain, paparoa ; tlwi mountain, i ayf., izc . The generic 
name is mayya. The tkye grows only on the mountains, and diiicrs imu'h 
from all the other tpccies, the Italk being of a raven or deep purple co- 
lour, the leaves larger, and of a deeper green, T'he. t’niit grows ill 
round the top of the Itock, which rites upriglit like a j’ugar-loateil 
cdbbagc, and clofely wedged ia by the fide, of each other ; when ripe, 
the trait is a reddith brown, and within a greenith yellow, and has 
Ibmcthing of the fmell of paint ; if cut when young, it relembles and 
fmclls like cucumber. Of thefc they make a pudding which taftes 
like goofeberry-fool, called popor pave. The root is as good as yam. 
Of plantains alfo they make a pudding, called tooparro, mixed with 
tarro and cocoa-nut, very like a cuftard. The cocoa-nut is grated on 
coral, and mixed with its ow'n milk ; thi.s is wrung dry in a tlringy 
kind of grafs, that cxprcfTc-s the w'hitc juice, and lea\es the lUbftance 
of the nut behind : into this Juice they grate the tarro, and mix the ripe 
plantain, tying the whole up in plantain-leaves made tough by holding 
them over the fire. Thcfc pudding-bags remain all night in the oven, 
and, when taken out, the preparation may be eaten hot or cold, and 
will keep for many weeks. 

Saypay is another kind of nice pudding made of bread-fruit and 
cocoa-nnt milk in the fame manner ; and often drellcd in fmall quan- 
tities, by putting into it heated ftoncs. 

PoF. TARRO is made of the fame materials, with the addition of the 
tender leaves of tarro broken into it. 

PoE PEEA is made with the gratings of the pcca into the cxineflcd 
cocoa-nut juice ; and, when well made, refcmblcs a fuct duin[)ling ; 
thougli. if the peca be eaten in any quantity, it fometimes caufes a 
giddincii i.n the heail. 

Popo F is a compound of baked breud-fmit and mahic, beat up to- 
gether in a tray nitli a ilonc inftrument, and eaten at every meal, 
mixed with water or cocoa-nut milk ; and fometimes is made of bread- 
fruit or maliic leparately, according to the fcveral taftes of the perfons. 
In this Hate it much reli mblcs llummery. With this our new-born 
infant is daily fuppllcd by old Mad.ain Pyetea, and thrives greatly. A 
multitude of inferior roots and fruits arc edible, and might he improved 
by cultivation, but the immcnlity of fpontaneous produce renders it 
unneceflary. 

The cocoa-nnt oil is made by grating the full-grown cocoa-nut ker- 
nel into a large trough ; alter a few days digeftiqn the oil begins to 
Icparatc, which they gently pour off, and mix w ith it fragrant herbs,

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(lo^^'crs, the tar'ina ol'thc hlofiums of the twharra, or prickly palm, aiiii 
hindul wood, lca\ iii}z: the whole to macerate three weeks or a month, 
well ftirring the ingredients every day. When it has acquired a llrong 
perfume, the oil is wrung out, and put uj) into bamboos for ufe, an I 
callc<l manoc. Tlicrc is a quicker method of extrading the oil, by 
expofmg the nuts broken to the fun; but the oil thus drawn is always 
rancid. 

In preparing a hog for the table, they always cither drown or ftranglc 
it : the latter is ufually preferred. If the hog is large, they make two 
or throe rounds of ftrong cord about his neck, and with a iHck twdll. it 
till the breath is fto})pe(l, ftuffing the noftrils and fundament wdth grals, 
when the animal quickly dies. They wet it all over, and furrounding 
it with dry leaves or grafs, finge off the hair, feraping it with flicks 
and cocoa-nut flrells, and a rough Hone, till the fkin is perfedly clean. 
With a fplit bamboo, or knife, they open the belly, and take out the 
entrails and coagulated blood, which they divide into cocoa-nut fhclls 
mixed with fome fat of the cawl : to this they put hot itoncs, and 
make a kind of black pudding, by way of whet, whilft the hog is 
baking. The hog being wafhed wdthin, the maw' cleaned, and the 
reft of the guts, the whole is placed in the pit, or oven, refling on its 
belly, and with it bread-fruit, yams, taro, &c. covered thick with 
plantain-leaves, hot embers, and grafs, with the earth which was dug 
out heaped upon it till ready ; which, in a hog of a moderate fize, re- 
quires at leall two hours ; if the pig is fmall, lefs than half the time 
will ferve. The leaves arc placed fb carefully, that not a particle of 
earth reaches the provifions, either in going in or coming o\it. In the 
fame manner they drefs all their other food ; and they like it well 
drefl'ed, except their fifh, which they prefer raw. Their cookery is 
fimply baking or broiling, as they have no vcilbl of their owm capable 
of bearing the fire. However, they lofe nothing of the dchcacy of their 
food in baking; and fifli Ib drefled is preferable to being boiled. 

They make three meals a day when at home, and cat heartily ; and 
nothing plcafcs them more than to obfcr^ c a flranger cat with appe- 
tite. When at a diflancc from their ufual abode, and great multitudes 
arc aflemblcd in one dillribl, provifions cannot be furniflicd for all in 
proper feafon, and they content themfelves wdth one meal a day ; and 
w hen thus completely hungry they may w'cll pafs for voracious with 
thofe who have their regular meals, and arc fatiated with the plenty 
around them ; bcfidcs, every one endeavours to procure abundance for 
the flranger, even though he fliould go himfclf wdth a hungry belly 
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The grcatcil part of their diet is vegetable, and it does not often fall 
to the lot ot iuicriors to have a regular fupply of animal food. What- 
ever the fea produces tliey eat, affirming that nothing unclean can 
Come from water. 

In eating they fit crofs-legged on the ground, or on leaves: they firft 
make their olicriug to tlie Kituoa (for this even hcatlicns feel tlicir 
bounden duty), then vralh their hands, and begin fluffing their mouths 
full of bread-fruit, and dip their filh or llelh in a cocoa-nut Hicll of fait 
water, which is their falt-cellar. They arc ever ready to divide their 
provificu with thole who have none. Any place ferves for a dining- 
room ; they often fejuat down on the grafs, or under a fliady tree, and 
always cat I'cparatcly, for fear of incommoding each other with their 
Hy-fiaps. Green leaves from the nearcll tree atford them a table-cloth, 
and helbrc them is a cocoa-nut lliell of frefli as well as fait water. 

Hefjdcs their hogs and poultry, their dogs arc cftcemcd excellent 
food, and much preferred to goat’s flclh, being fed wholly on vege- 
tables : the g<:iats, though numerous, w'c never faw them touch. Their 
i’.mls do not differ from our own ; and in tendernefs and flavour are 
nothing inl’erior. 

They fcldom plant bread-fruit trees, as they fpring again from the 
roots wherever cut down ; but they make large plantations of cocoa- 
nuts and plantain : a beautiful grove near One Tree hill was fet by the 
hands of Pomarre and Iddcah. Thele jilantations are ufually the work 
of the chiefs, who generally excel the lower claffes, w'hcther in fports 
or ingenuity. The noble women arc the principal cloth-makers ; nor 
is it the Icaff dlfparagcmcnt for a chief to be found in the midft of his 
workmen labouring '.vith his own hands ; but it would be reputed a 
great difgracc not to fliow fuperior Ikill. Like the ancient patriarchs, 
they affiff in preparing and cooking food for their vifitors. 


SECTION IX. 

Birds. 

THE number of the feathered tribe is very great. Befide the com- 
mon tame fow l, they have w ild ducks, parroquets of various kinds, the 
blue and white heron, fly-flapper, woodpecker, doves, boobies, nod- 
dies, gulls, petcrcls, fand-larks, plover, martin, mcn-of-war and tropic

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birds, with a miiltitiide of others unknown to us. The mountains pro- 
duce a great variety ol a larger and fmaller fizc, for beauty and for 
fong ; thefe arc never feen on the low lands, nor near the fea. 

The tropic- birds build their nells in holes of the cliffs; and as their 
long feathers are held in requeff for their partes and mourning dreffes, 
they procure them in the Ud lowing dangerous manner. From the top 
of the high cliffs, beaten by the w'avcs beneath, a man is lowered dowai 
ov a rope, fcated acrofs a flick : he fcarchcs all the holes from bottom 
to top, fwingihg from point to point by a If aff he holds in his hand, 
and by the ftones which pr(^e(5l, or the flirubs which grow there. 
When he finds a bird on her nelt, he plucks out her tail feathers, and 
lets her fly. When he can find no more birds, or is tired of the labour, 
he gives the fignal to be drawn up. Dreadful as it may appear to be 
tlms hanging thirty or forty fathom dawn, and four times as maiiv to 
the bottom, few accidents ever happen ; though the fport is often 
continued for many hours together. 

They fet a peculiar value on the fliining black feathers of the men- 
of-war birds, w'hich being birds of paffage, they watch their arrival at 
the rainy fcafon ; a float of light wood is' then launched into the water, 
baited with a fmall fifli, as foon as they obferve the bird approaching, 
whilft they Hand ready with a long pole of fixtcen or eighteen feet 
within reach of the float. The moment the bird pounces on the filli 
to felzc it, they ftrike at him with the pole, and fcldom fail of bringing 
him down ; if they mifs their aim, the bird cannot be again tempted 
to approach. The cock bird is moft valuable, and a large hog will be 
Ibmetimcs exchanged for one. 

The fmaller birds are caught with the bread-fruit gum made into 
birdlime, and fpread on flicks of bamboo. Thofe who frequent the 
mountains will often kill tliem with a ffone thrown by band, Ufc in 
tills fport has made them fine rnarkfmcn ; they point at the bird with 
the fore-finger of the left hand, as if taking aim, and fcldom fail of 
bringing him down, if at ho great diftance ; but on the wing they as 
fcldom I'uccccd. 
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SECTION X. 


Fijhery. 

THEIR fiil\ing-tack!c confifts of fcincs of all fizes, from five fathoms 
to fifty, and from one to twelve fatlioms deep. Tliey have line.s and 
hooks of all forts. Thefc fcincs and lines arc Ibrnicd from the bark 
of a flirub called rbeva, which fcldom grows larger than hemp, and 
looks like it when dreffed. There arc fevcral other forts of an inferior 
quality. They twift the filamv *^s on their thigh with their hands, 
mid w ind up the thread into balls, f >me of two, liimc of three threads; 
but they fcldom make their lines oi more than two threads, even for 
dolphins; the three threads l)cing inoic Ikbic to kink and get foul, 
when of any conlidcrablc length;' and as they always play the dolphin, 
arc more apt to fnap. Their hooks arc made of pcarl-fliclls, though 
they prefer iron, and form a nail into an cxcchcnt hook. Our hooks 
were highly cftccmed by them. They hare different fizcs and different 
fliapcs for the different kinds of fifli. Some arc made to rcprefeiit the 
flying-filh, others for putting on real filh, or what other bait tlie fifli 

will take, . - 

For the dolphin they filh in failing canoes, at four or five nulcs 

diftanctf from land. They ne\er put out a line till they difcoi cr a fifli, 
when they make fare of it, as tliey bait with flying-fifh prepared for 
that purpofe. When the dolphin is hooked they play him till fpent, 
when they bring him alongfidc by degrees, and lay hold on -the, tail, 
by which they lift him in, never depending on the hook and line. 
When they have got to the fifliing ground they ply to windwar.d. 
About fifty or fixty canoes from Matavai arc employed in this fifliery 
diirin*^ the feafon, which lafts about fix months, as thefe fifli follow 
the fmi. While the flin is to the north tliey are fcarcc; when he 
palfcs the line, in great plenty. They fpawn about March, and then 
the fifliery ccafes, and the canoes are othcrwilc employed, either m 
trading to the illands, or in fitting for the lUbicorc and bonetta fifliery, 

Wlillc the dolphin fifliery lafts, numbers of large flying-fifli are 
caueht by the following means : a number of imall white fticks, fix 
or eight feet long, arc prepared, and weighted with a ftone to keep 
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them creft in the water : to each of thefe they fix a fiiort line and a 
hook of bone baited with cocoa-nut kernel. Thefe they call out into 
tlie fea as they are llaiiditig off at a dill.inec from each otlier, and 
taking them up at their return, generally find a filh at every hook ; ib 
that if they have no fuccefs at the dolphin filherv, they do not ictuxu 
empty-handed, and fiametimes bring in lliarks and other filh. 

To filli for AAIIYE, or albicore, and the paeroa, or bonetta, they 
have a dfmble canoe ; on this a crane is fixed, at the head of which 
they have two lines made faft to a fj'rcading fork, lorming two 
horns, and at the back a roj)e. l iic lu el i.s fixid in a rc>!Icr on tlic 
lore part of the canoe, and all l)ut one man arc kept abaft to attend 
the back rope. Tlie man v. iio Ihuuls forwards baits the hook, and 
when they fee a fifli they loiAcr down the crane till tlie bait touches 
the water. 'J'he man forwards keeps hca\ing out water with a fcoop, 
and now and then calls out a fmall fifli. T.he moment an albicore is 
hooked he gives the fignal, and thofc abaft raile up the cra-nc, and 
the filh fwings in to the man, who is ready to lei/.e him. Sometimes 
the filh is fo large, and the canoe fo I'ght, that, w'itht»ut much care, 
tlie albicore carries it under w ater ; yet feldom any other damage cn- 
fucs than the lofs of the hook and filh. 

The PEEKARA, or Ikipjack, is caught with a long bamboo and line; 
but from its fizc is more calily lifted in. Moll of the other filh are 
taken w ith fcincs, w^hich fometimes cnclofc turtle, or by hook and line 
in fmall canoes ; and if they liook a large fifii, they llecr the canoe 
after him till he is fpent, and then lift him in. In this manner they 
take the ooroaa, or cavally, the eavva, or white falmon, andlevcral 
of the larger fort. The canoe being light bears little llrain, and the 
filh is foon cxhaiiRed. The marara, or flying fllh, arc caught in 
fcincs of about twelve or fifteen fathoms long, and one and a lialf deep. 
With thefe they go out in fmall canoes, and flioot them round the 
fifli ; fphifliing the w ater and rapping the fidcs of the Icine with their 
paddles till the fifli dart into the net, and nielli themfclvcs. If the 
weather is calm, and a number of canoes fall in w'lth a Ihoal. of filh, 
they join tlicir nets, and furround them ; then all leap into the water 
and dive, riling with a filh in each hand, bcfidcs thofe that are mcllicd 
in the nets. I'hey then haul them in, take out the fifli, and follow 
the Ihoal, proceeding in the lame manner. Thofe who filh for the 
dolphin-bait continue out great part of the night, and the darker the 
better. When thus employed they fometimes meet the fword-fifli, 
who llrikes through the canoe, and repeats the ftrokc in two or three 
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places before the fword ftlcks fall enouLf;Ii to hold Iilnr. 7'hcy leap 
oycTbf)ard immediately ^\i^h a rope and niiming noofc, and feenre 
him ; but muir inftantly haltcu on iliorc, to ju’cvcnt the canoe from 
linkins;. lliey catch alio tharks, thoiifjfh not very larp;c, r\ith tlic liinic 
iioofcd rope. J he Imallcr filb t:ike rclup;c uiuUa' the canoe, a)!d as the 
Jhark approaclics tlicy arc ready to hre-ure him. Quantities of Iho'. 
roek-iifli are caught in pots. ^I'iicy are alio expert at diving after 
them, and the totaura, or hcdirchog-filh, which they tiidoni c.itch 
in any other way. I'his filb, when purfued. takes rei’ugc under the 
coral rock; tlutlier th.e di\er jnirfucs him, and brings liim up with a 
linger in each eye, ^^hey lometirnes continue under waiter an allo- 
nllbing while, chahng the filb from hole to hole, and rile with, (.ne in 
each hand. The weather mufi: he calm for good fpovt, as the kail: 
ripple on the water darkens the bottom. In dark nights tlicy emjiloy 
torches to draw" the fifh around the canoes, and lune ladinspnets ready 
to fcoop them up. When the filh come, into Ihoal Avater to /pawn, 
they llrip cocoa-nut Icave.s from the Item, and knotting them on a 
line, fweep with, them the reefs and llioal places, till they force them 
near the beach ; Avhen, wdth latle-ncts or Iniall fcincs, they take great 
quantities. 

Helides thefe methods of lillilng, they ufe two or three-])rougcd 
forks of toa wood, darting them at a diftance from the beach, and 
when they ftrike a filh I'uim after it; others, with many prong, s, are 
liurled amidll a Ihoal from their canoes, and Ibnictimes flrikc two or 
three filh at once. 

Whales are feldom killed, except now' and then young onc.o which 
get entangled in the reefs, or arc thrown over them by the heavy 
fnrf. When they dileover one in this lituation, they lurronnJ him 
with their canoes, and thruft into him their war fpcars ; but oltcn have 
their canoes dallied in pieces before they can difpatch him. 

Their lifh arc numhcrlefs, ol all li/.cs, forts, and coloui’s, common 
to tropical regions ; and many which arc pecvdlur to thole fcas, and for 
which no lOnglilh names arc known. Their filh Ing- tackle dilplays the 
grcatell ingenuity, and can only be exceeded by their art in ufing it; 
in this no nation can vie with them. The fllhermaii builds his own 
canoe, makes his lines and hooks, and bait, and all the necelTary appa- 
ratus. 'The hooks arc ground with coral, from pcarl-lhells, bones, the 
tulles of boars, and Ibmctimcs ol hard wood ; and ot diltcrcnt lhapes 
and lizes, according to the nature of the liflicry. Some arc formed, 
like our artificial llics, and Icrve for bait and hook together, and 
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though not bearded fddoiu lofc the filh once hooked ; and notwith- 
ftanding the form to us appears moll clunily and rude, they •will fuc- 
ceed, ■when -we. with our heft hooks, cannot. 

The "women wdio are not of the blood royal, or married to fuch, arc 
forbidden to cat turtle, whale, porpoife, lh4ik, albicore, and dolphin. 
The turtle not being caught in any great plenty, and regarded as a 
liicrcd hlh, is ulually lent to the chief, and eaten at ‘the moral. 

The lliell-fifh arc abundant ; pearl and finall common oyfters, crabs, 
cray-fifh, cockles, ll)mc of an enormous fi-/c, conchs, mulclcs, tigers, 
winkles of various kinds, wilks, clams, prawns, flirimps, fea-eggs, and 
Ihclls of peculiar beauty ; there arc alfo land crabs, but fcldom eaten. 

During the rains they catch great quantities of fmall fry at the 
mouth of the rivers : they form a large net, or rather a vail bag, of 
the cocoa-nut hulk lewed together, with a "wide mouth to receive the 
ftream, which is held open and fccurcd by Hones to the bottom. With 
cocoa-nut leaves flrippcd and tied together, called row, they fwcep all 
before them into the bag-net, and catch luilhcls at a draught. Some- 
times the women take each a bag-net and balkct, forming a line acrofs 
the river, and hold It to the bottom by their feet, and the mouth open 
with their hands ; and when they have filled their balkct, go home 
and drcfi them. 7'hcy fcldom return empty-handed, and the queen 
hcrfelf and her mother are as often engaged in tliis work as any others. 

They have alfo the fame methods pracHifed with us, of running a 
dam acrofs the river where it is llioal, and leae-ing only flulccs open, 
where the hag-nets arc fixed : they go above, and plunge and beat the 
water, to drive the filh into the net; thougli to this they have fcldom 
rceourfe till the waters are low, and the filh become fcarcc. 

When tliey angle they Hand in the fea up to the Hiouldcrs, ufing a 
long bamboo, fifliing-rod, and catch munbers of fine filh, particularly 
the miivov, or fca-chub, with others of a delicious kind, as the white 
mullc-t: the red arc ufually caught in feincs, and ufed as bait for the 
albic'nx and bonetta. 

There is a filh of the conger eel kind which Is pollbnous, and aflfeiRs 
them as fomctlmcs mufeks do us in England, hut .in a greater degree, 
producing vafi; Iwcllings in the body, hands, and feet, and even de- 
priving the limbs of fenfe and motion ; they have, however, found out 
a medicine which in a few days expels the poifon. An Englilhman 
ate of this filh without inconvenience, whilll a native who devoured 
what was left was almoll raving mad, his limbs fwollcn, inflamed as 
in the fcarkt fc\ cr, with excruciating pain, and his eyes rolling as il 
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they would ftart from their fockcts: yet, after ten dr twelve da vs he 
j'ceovered, by a preparation ot'hcrbs minillcrcd by a jh-icil witli o uny 
prayers. Ibis kind ot fifh is about twc’nty inches lon^, tlie fins cd/ed 
with green, the Ikin of a brownifli hue, and called by the natives 
puh/ic, pine, rhvfe. It is caught about the reefs, .and foire are not 
poilbnous, though they know not cerUiinly how to dillinguifn ^iic yood 
from tlic had. I'licrc- is alfo a (mall red t rah, no higa;cr tli.in a hoif-- 

bean, lo very deleterious, that it aluap kills the perfon who eats it. 
The liootdo, like our coenlus indicu-', is Ibmetiraes uled by tbem to 
intoxicate and poilbn the fi(h ; but this never irijures the perfon who 
feeds upon them. 


SECTION XI. 

Trees ami Shruhs. 


THEIR trees exhibit the greateft beauty and v.'iriety ; two are par- 
licularl} remarkable lor their fIov\ers and fragrance. The 'I’Ravhr 
has milk-white flowers, ol' a delicate fmcll, fomething like jafini'ic: 
w'itli thefe they adorn their hair, being very fond of perfumes. The 
tree is large, and covered with flowers ; it gro\\ s in tlie low land-, and 
is cultivated with great care. Tlic other is a native of the mountains, 
and called booa ; it bears a light yellow' flower of fingular beauty and 
feciit, with which the women form bandeaus for their hair. I'liey 
have many other flovvers of lefs Iragranec. llic tobacco planted by 
Captain C'ook is f[)read over the illand, the natives being particul.nl/ 
fond of the' red bloffom it bears. All fvrts of Ivveet-fmciling flowers 
wonld be highly prized by them. Tljcy have a variety of fweet heib.y 
wlileh they emjdo) in perluniing their cloth and oil; one fort, a kind 
of mint, tiiev call AiAi;r)OA. The tomanoo nuts afford allb a pe-rfinuc 
when I’ound'ed; they mix them with water, and fleep their cloth in 
it, and for many daj s it retains a powerful feent, but liy degrees it 

is loll. _ _ ■ r 

YoI'TE, the inorus papyrifera, the clotli-pkint, or Chmefe paper 

mulberry: there are two kinds in ufe, the one called mvlrue, the 
•otlier I'OOROW. This they carefully cultivate, feneing tluv plantations 
wiUi a.tliteh, to prevent the li; ' tlllvl ' 'tv 
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them, cfpeclally tlic latter, which do much mlfchief by barking them, 
and arc thercturc tied np, or driven into the mountains. Tlic plants.* 
of this tree flioot up like ofiers, and when about ten or twelve feet in 
height, and three inches in circumference, they are cut down and care- 
fully ftripped of their bark : of this their fineft white cloth is made. 
Tltc rind being taken olh, is carried to the water, the cuticle feraped off* 
carcfulK, and well walhed, till the lap and dime arc feparated fn)m it; 
they wrap this in plantain-leaves, and leave it for three days to digcll-, 
by V hich time it becomes clammy and fit for working into cloth. The 
Irark is next fpread of a regular thicknefs on the beam where it is to be 
beaten, about eight inches wide, and they begin with the grooved 
beetle to fpread it out to a proper breadth and equal thickncl's in cr-cry 
part. A number of plantain-leaves arc laid on the ground, and on 
thefe the cloth is fpread to bleach in the early morning dew for fevcral 
days, remor ing it as the fun grows high : w'hen perfcdly bleached, it 
is dried, and rolled up in bundles for ufc. This cloth is called hfroboo 
and parrawye : if they.wifh it to be clouded, they break the oxrtcr 
bark wdth a Hone, and wrap the flicks in Ica^ es for three or four days 
before they bark them. 

They mix alfo the inner bark of the tender branches of the bread- 
fruit tree with the cloth-plant, and prepare it in the fame manner. If 
a chief, or man of property, has cloth to be made, he fends the mul- 
berry-plants in bundles to his tenants, and they mix them with the 
bread-fruit, and bring home the cloth when prepared. If he needs a 
piece of very large dimenfions, he tells them when he lhall ft‘.t about 
it : on this day the w«men of the dlflri<5l afTcmblc with their beetles, 
each bringing a quantity of materials ; and the ground being covered 
with plantain-leaves, they place their w'ork in a line, and fet to it all 
together, beating time to a fimg given out by .one of their principal 
helpers : and when they flrike up, make a vafl noife, two hundred 
fometimes being employed on one piece of cloth four fathoms wide, 
and forty fathoms long. 

Their cloth is made of a variety of colours, black, white, and fevcral 
fhades of crimfon, yellow, gray, and brown. The black is dyed with 
the flip of the mountain-plantain, or under the roots of fuch cocoa-nut 
trees as grow in wet and fwampy grounds, where they lay the cloth to 
ibak for a day or two, then dry it, repeating the procefs till it becomes 
a deep black, W'hcn it is wafhed in fait water to fix the colour. This 
is called oowery. The brown is dyed or tanned with the bark of fe- 
vcral trees, efpecially the tea, wliich gives a fine bright colour, height- 
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cned by the fun. The bark is fcraped with a fliell, and after lying to 
infufe in water, and wrung out, the cloth is dipped in the infufion, and 
fpread in the fun to dry, repeating the operation till it becomes a line 
bright brown, called hecrc and powhecrc. The yellow is extraded 
from turmeric or reya, which grows here in great abundance, the 
country being over-run with it, and capable of furnifliing any quantity, 
at well as of pbohey, ava, or ginger. The gray is the' natural colour 
of the cloth when unbleached ; after being half worn it may be dyed 
brown, and lined with white, by palling two cloths together ; this is 
called hopaa. The red is produced from the mattde berry. 

When the brown cloth is w'orn out they bark the branches of the 
bread-fruit, and mix the old brown cloth with the new bark, beating 
them together, which makes a mottled piece : this they dip in a light 
yellow prepared from the root of a llirub called nbno, w hich gi\ es it a 
beautiful appearance ; they line it alfo with white, and infufing per- 
fumes in the yellow dye, call the cloth opotta potta : they have yet 
another kind of cloth called marra, made of the mulberry bark, half 
beaten : this confifts of fevcral layers of irregular thicknefs, for upper 
garments. At this the arreoics arc peculiarly expert, though it is 
reckoned w'omen’s work, and requires Ikill and nicety in the joining, 
to prevent the part palled on from lliffening the cloth : this they paint 
w ith a beautiful crimfon called mattde, cxtra(5led from a berry growing 
on a tree of the fame name. The cxprelTed juice of the berry they 
mix with the leaves of another tree called tow, and imprint fprigs and 
leaves on the cloth by wetting them with this juice, and iniprefling 
them on the cloth according to their fancy. The berries of the mattde 
are brown when ripe, of the fi/.e ot a lloc ; and being gathered, they 
nip them between the thumb and finger, exprclTing a yillovv drop or 
two, which they fprinkle on the leaf of the tbw', by hitting one hand 
againll: the other : tw'o or three drops fiiffice for a leaf. When the 
berries arc all nipped, and the leaves wetted, they are worked with the 
hands in a wooden tray, fprinkling water on them till a beautiful erim- 
lon colour begins to appear, when they exprefs the dye Irom the leaves, 
and throw them away. They lay on the colour with a fmall bnilh of 
llringy fibres, made ol a rulli calleil mooo, like a camel s hair pencil. 

There are other trees from which cloth is made, but the proecls is the 


liimc in all. Sometimes they palle together pieces ol diderent colours, 
cut into curious fhapes, in which dilplay ol tallc the arreoii’s excel. 

The women, with their feminine male alfo iatc^;, make tin- cloth; 
the men provide the materials. I he beam on win h tie; bark is Ijircad 
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is ai>out twelve feet lonix. made of a hard wood called marra, fquarcd 
to lix or eight Inclic-:, and finely fmoolhed on the ijp])er lidc. The 
bcetlc'.s are i'ormed of toa, about fourteen indies long, and two and a 
half fquarc. d'ho fides arc groo\cd of iour’ditferent ftzes, as tlie cloth 
is to be made of a finer or coarler threa.'l ; tlie handle is round ; the 
beetle is called ayev ; the beam, tdootdboa. 

d'oooTDooA, a large tree like the chefnut, bears a nut flatter, and 
Ter\ oilv. It will not burn well till a little f'corchcd in the oven, when 
it is ftrung on the rib of the cocoa-nut leaf, aiui affords a tolerable 
light. The bark of the root of this tree alfb afiords a light brown dye, 
and the Idock is good fuel. 

The fruit-trees ha^ c been mentioned under the article of proviflons; 
it remains only to deferibe the prineipal tiees on the mountains. 

Toa is a large tree, tlic wood fo exceedingly hard as to be wrought 
with the groan tl difTieuky, c\ cn with the hardeft iron tool. The bell 
axe is prelentlv fjioilcd, as if cutting againll ftonc ; yet of this they 
form their war clubs, fpcars, cloth-beaters, and, what is marvellous, 
Avith their own tools of Hone and bone, d^heir dubs are from four to 
fix feet long ; and their fpcars from fourteen to eighteen feet. The 
bark atfords a brown dye. 

To.manoo, a vaft fpreading tree: out of this they form their ca-- 
noes, pillows to liccp, and Ibools to fit upon, pudding diflics, and trap's, 
all vsrought with infinite, labour out of the folid wood. The grain 
re fimbles walnut, and will take a high polilh. It bears a feed, or 
rather nut, which is ufed with other ingredients to perfume their doth; 
.111(1 Is applied externally for wounds, and internally, for tl'c ill clfec^ts 
arifing from eating tome kinds of filh. 

Mauiia, a large tree ; the wood hard; and when young, white; 
when old, brovMi. It is of a fine grain like box,. and uled for building 
canoes; it aUb makes paddles for war canoes, cloth beams, axe and ad/e 
lielves and handles, t'ce. 

Fw’iivi wiiv grows to the fizc of an oak, its grain rcfernbling the 
white oak, and is ufi d (or canoes, chefts, and planks for various ufes. 

Am VI, a clofe-grained wood, refembling mahogany, has a Iwcct 
fmdl : it bears a pod not unlike the fearlct bean, ddic tree, is large, 
and ufed lor canoes, and alfo fin all tool handles. When planted in 
tile morals, it is there called roava, and its leaves arc employed in their 
r licious ceremonies. The fubftitutc and ambaffador of a chief always 
eanies the branch of this tree in his hand, to give weight to the 
nuilage he delivers, this being regarded as an emblem of truth; 
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and he that bears it is hoard and received as if the cliicf himfelf were 
prefent. 

Tuoy. a lare^c tree, the wood liard, and nfed for common and 
war canoes, for frnooth planks on which to ferape the doth-plant, and 
ni.'.ny other nil's. 

Loottow' rele'mblos our elm, and is employed in buildiin.’; canoes, 
rafters for lioiifcs, and paddles ; the in fide bark makes v'alhi:u’;-niats, 
ropes, and lines ; Ibiue of thefc mats are very fine, and worn in wet 
weather. 

]-' v'ro. A A crv hinrc tree, tlic wood a rcddilli brown, like mahocrany, 
nearly as hard as toa, and ufed in many parts of the canoes. Tlicbark 
aff'ids a brown dve for cloth, nets, and lines; and, thongh only tlccped 
in (-1)1(1 water, the colour never v\afbes out. 

'ri;n i!or.\ V A , a liard white wood, very toudn forms the out- 
riggers for canoes, railing for honles, and all fuch kind of fencing, and 
is ])referrcd on account of its durability. 

Evjf., the yellow and brown faiuJai wood, grows in the mountains, 
but is Icarce ; being precious, its growth might lie encouraged, by- 
planting, or ])crhaps a more careful examination will difeover a greater 
abundance. 

IIooTDOo. A large fpreading trt-c, the wood not liard, employed 
in building canoes ; bears a large nut, thick in the middle, and ta- 
oeriiiii; at e-.K'b cud. It will intoxicate the ffli. when nnsed with bait, 
■ji) tliat they rife to the furfacc, and may be taken by hand, but is not 
often ufed. 

d'ow. A low- tree, with wide fpread’Ug branches. I'hc wood is 
Ashitc :nid iiift ; ol'th’s they make fcoops fjr balling the- canoes. 'The 
lea) es, w iuh the maUde berry, forna the b.autitu! (eailot dye. The 
if iwcr has a fViigrant fmell. 

M yr-i'i)-r'. is about thw fizc of a cherry-tree; the bei-'ies arc as large 
as the floe, or wild grape; when rijic, of a deep bro'-vn. 1 he bark 
mak( s lines, and thread for Icincs ; it allb attords a fp".eus of cloth, 
and eery fine white mattiiu;,. 

Nono, a fhiall tree, boars a fruit like four fop. Tlie inlide barkoi 
the ro(jL prodi’ccs a fine light yellow dy e 

i::AVVW^v. The wild floe tree. The bark, when young, yields 
the fnvo gnay cloth called oraa, the moft feriiceable and valued of ali 
tlieir mainifacdurcs. The brandies hang down and take root agam, 
forming a duller, as a trunk of enormous fizc. 
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Evavye, the filk cotton, grows in great abundance, about the fizc 
of a rofc-trcc ; but the natives never gather the pods, nor make any 
ufe of it. 

Roa, a fmall (hrub, like hemp ; the bark, when cleaned and dreffed, 
anfwcrs the fame purpofe, and makes, when Ipun, the ftrongeft lines 
and cords. 

Ohhe, the bamboo, a moft ufeful tree, grows in abundance on the 
hills, rifmg to the height of fixty feet, and of confiderablc thickncls, 
though not very ftrong. They ule them, when full grown, for vcflcls to 
hold their oil, plain or perfumed, lalt water, and any other liquids. 
They make good fences for houfes : fplit fine, they ferve for carving- 
knives ; are ufed for fifliing-rods, for hooking down the bread-fruit, 
for cafes, quivers for arrows, flutes, and a variety of other things. Of 
th<!*imaller fort their arrows are made. 

Aef.ho, or reed. With thefc, fences arc made ; they ferve to lay 
under the thatch and fupport it. They grow very thick on the 
mountains, and are fometimes fet on fire, to clear the ground. 

The OPOBRO, or red Chili pepper, like the tobacco is Ipread over 
the ifland. 

Eowtay is a flirub about the fize of a rofe-tree. It bears a red 
fragrant flower, with w'hich they deck their hair. Inwardly it is taken 
as a medicine for fore eyes, a common difordcr among the children. 
When beat up in popoc, or pudding, it gives a tartnefs, to many very 
agreeable. 

Fwhaura. The prickly palm. The leaves are fix feet long, and 
four inches broad, with (harp prickles on the edges, and down the rib 
in the middle. This forms their thatch, the leaves lapping over each 
other, and fevved on the reed with the ftem of a cocoa-nut leaf. The 
lharpened rib of a hog I'upplles the place of our thatchcr’s needle. The 
feed of this tree is formed by an aflemblage of nuts, of the fliapc of 
pine, of a yellow colour when ripe, and having a fragrant fmcll and 
tafte. The bloffom, which fs of a buff colour, and full of farina, 
highly perfumed, is a chief ingredient in feenting the cocoa-nut oil. 
The tree flourilhes on the moft Tandy barren foil : the outfide circle 
of wood is very hard, and furaiflies points for their javelins; the infide 
is foft and fpongy. The roots rile above ground, and fupport the 
ftem like fhores, Handing thick round the bottom. The leaves furnifli 
matting for the canoes, and mats for their heivas ; fomc of the latter 
arc ten or twelve fathoms long, and two fathoms wide. 
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Paapa. a fpcclcs of the former, but without its prickles. Of 
this arc made the finer mats, on whicii they fleep, and fometimes wear 
them in wet weather, or in the water. 

PiiiHF.PiRRE is a fmall llirub, of a balfainic quality, not unlike gum 
ciftus. From the bark the matting of - the finell: texture is made for 
their maro, or faflics. 

Opouuo vyr isooHE. A fine llirub remarkable for its growth. 
The root, in taftc, not unlike liquorice. The colour white. The ftock 
Ihoots up about eighteen inches, and then branches off into a kind 
of crown : when it dies to the ftock, it is renewed by another flioot 
yearly. 

Eay eay. a running Ihrub, or vine. From this they form their 
baflvcts to catch llicll-fifli, and others called purcta. It is ufed in 
thatching to fix the palm-leaf to the rafters, for railing to their houfes, 
and for lalhings, that arc more durable than cord. 

Yava is a Ihrub, whole root is peppery and hot: as it furnlllies 
their only intoxicating beverage, it is cultivated with great care. The 
preparation is difgufting : ftveral women have each a portion given 
them to chew, of the ftem and root together, wdiich, w'hcn mafticated, 
they fpit into a bowl, into which fomc of the Icai es of the plant an* 
finely broken ; they add water, or cocoa-nut liquor: the whole is then 
well ftirred, and begins quickly to ferment, when it is {trained or 
w’rung out In the moo grafs, or cocoa-nut fil)rcs, and drank in cups of 
folded leaves. It is highly intoxicating, and Icems for a while to de- 
prive them of the ufe of their limbs : they lie down and deep till the 
cftcdls arc pafted off, and during the time have their limbs chafed with 
their women’s hands. A gill of the yava is a fufficient dofe for a man. 
When they drink it, they always cat fomething afterwards, and fre- 
quently fall afieep wdth the provifions in their mouths : when drank 
after a hcartv meal it produces but little cffcCl. After fomc continu- 
ance of yava-drinking, the Ikin begins to be covered with a whitllh 
feurf, like the Icproiy, which many regard as a badge of nobility : tlie 
eyes grow red and inflamed ; and the fblcs of the feet parched and 
cracked into deep chaps, as fomc lips in winter. On the difeontinu- 
ance of the pradicc, hoW'cver, the Ikin foon becomes fmooth and 
clean, and they grow fat, though few are found who deny thcmfclvcs 
the ufe of it. This vice Is confined moftly to tlic chiefs and their fol- 
lowers ; the common people can feldom procure fuch an indulgence. 

Toe, or fugar-cane, grows here fpontaneoully, of a fizc equal to 
any in either' Indies, and if cultivated, would be much larger and

ri iier; but the natives make very little nfc of it, except to chew a 
pi ■ c as tltey arc travelling; and when it gets high, they often let it 
on fire to clear the land. 

Hoo I'RRO TOOMO, the cabbage-t ee, grows in the mountains, but 
to no great fizc. The natives leldom eat it. The leaves relcmble 
fern, and form a circle round the top of the tree, the cabbage rifing in 

the middle. The tree is about thirty ic'i high; tlie bark rough, and 

hanging down like the leales of a lilh from top to bottom. 

Among the herbs there is a kind of crclfcs w hich furnillicsan agree- 
able lalad. Hadilhcs, calliloo, and all our culinary A cgetablcs, aic now 
cultivated ; but the Otaheltcans arc partial to their own pioduce, and 
little. rcliHi what we have brought them, regarding them as curiofitcs. 
rather than of any utility. 


SECTION xn. 

Canoes, 

THEIR canoes are of different fizes : they arc narrow, and have 
outriggers, or arc doubled by lafliing two together. The xvar ca?ioes 
arc always double, from lixty to ninety feet long, about three feet w idc, 
and fix in depth : tlie Hern rifes from tw'clvc to twenty-four feet high. 
They arc ftrongly feeured by crofs jucccs, firmly bound, and extending 
over both fides, being fifteen or twentv feet in Icneth. Tin; canoes 
thenileUcs are from four to lix feet afundcr ; on thefc alliurc is creeded 
for the warriors : in the flage there arc feuttle-holes for paddling. 
Each canoe is paddled by fixty or a hundred- m(.n ; and the largeft ca- 
pal le of c arr\ Ing t hree hundred pel finis. On the fore-part, a bi cafl- 
w’o.“k of plank is railed abcnit four feet high ; at this the fpearnivU arc 
p /fted; behind them de; ihngers, with piles or bafhets ot lloncs ; and 
evci) paudler lias this weapon. Their attaeks are made with great 
fuiy, running cm iiour.i their adverfiiry, and tjiaring none but thofc who 
attend tliC lafliings. 'flic \anquiflied can only fa\c their liies by 
jumping intv» the fca, and Iwimming to the canoes not elofely en- 
gaged. ’’J’hi. < ;!iioe taken, is carried olt'by the conijuerors in triumph. 
Such was the f ite of great part of Otoo’s fleet, the prefent Pomarre, 
loon after Cook h'ft tin; ifland, and the lols hath never finec been re- 
paired : there are not, at prclcnt, five large war canoes at Otalicitc. 
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ifland of Eimeo becoming' to his fon’s govcmmcnjt, 
an^ Icldeah and Manne Maane, fince; the death of^Motuaro, having 
the chief authority theje, the king hath little to apprehend from in- 
vafion, as he wa§,,mofl: e?d*d^ yulner^blc from that qnartet^ , ,, , 

The war canoes differ from common ones In confinnftion, haying 
high bows, on which are carved rude images of men; and their flerns 
run up tapering, foraetimes to twenty -fottf feet, and omaraented with 
the like figures; the^bottom is fh^p; the fides rounding in towards 
the top in the midfhip frame, dike the prjint of a fpade on a pack of 
cards. They are built of Ihort pieces about fix, feet each,- except the 
keel, which fcldom exceeds three p^cc^s, of twenty or thirty feet long, 
and fometimes is formed of two omy,^ The ihort pieces are lalhed to- 
gether fecurely with finnet made ort^coa-pui fibres; the learns are 
calked with the lame, and payed with tlie’'h>^ad-fruit gum ; but a 
heavy fca opens the |^ms, and makes them leaky ; and they have no 
methods of clearing the water but by balling withTcopps, lb that five 
or fix hands arc thus conft^ntly employed at lea ; and in port they are 
hauled up on dry ground, to prevent their finking. The bread-fruit 
tree plank is preferred for durability ; , for though not a clofc-grained 
wood, the falt-water worms will hot touch it, a property which few 
others of their wopds pofi^fs. 

In building the canoes, theymfc fire to burn out the. i^dc of the 
tree, and fmooth the fides with coral ahd fanE; but thdfe whb have 
iron tools prefer thp method of cutting them into fliape, and hollo^, 
as far more expeditious. , . They prepare their pitch for paying the 
feams, by wrapping the gum of the bread-fruit tree round candle-mits 
Ihick on Ikcwcrs of cocoa-nut ftaf ribs: thefe being lighted, the pitch 
drops into a tray of water, and fqueezing out the aqueous particles, they 
fpread it on the plank edge, and lay the cocoa-nut hulk beaten fine over 
it ; then fmear it with pitch, and fit on the next plank, preffing^ it 
powerfully with ropes and levers, and lecuring,it in its place with 

iafhings. ' 

The war canoes, and thdfe facred to the Eatboa, arc built by a ge- 
neral levy : the chief ilTues his orders to^the fowas, they to the radrras, 
who call upon their tenants, tfie manahpune, tor hogs, cloth, oil, . ^c. 
to fupport the carpenters wIk) are font to the work. They firft exa- 
mine the hills, and pijch on the proper timbers : the rafirra oh whofc 
land it is found, lends men to cut it down, and hew it in the rou^i, 
under the carpenters’ direftion, that it may be the eafier. removed, as 
it is firnictimes at a confidwablc ififfcanccci W^hen the .timbers

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to it; and if Ihe is likely to fall off* they jump overboard, and hold 
her hjSttd tb windward till the guft of wind is pallfed ; then get in, and 
pWi^’e their courfe. When overfet, their iirll care is to lalh every 
fhiH^ faft, and tow the canoe round with the mart* bead to windward; 
add ha^ijig a line failcned to the fprit-cntlj they get all hands on the 
float of the outrigger, and hauling the head of the iail out of the water, 
fu ing otF with t^icir whole weight, and the •wind getting under the 
fill rights the canoe: two or three continue in the water, and ludd her 
head to the wind, and when clear tlicy proceed on their voyage. This 

accident frequently, happens , on returning from filhing; and fo little 
danger do they apprehend from being thus overlet four or five miles 
from Idnd, that they never •think of afliifing each other; nor do tlu.fc 
who arc'in the \Yater call for any help, though fomotimes they lofe f » 
much ground, as to be obliged to run down to Eimeo or Ulictea. 

Their canoes convey them to the iflaads in the neighbourhood of 
Gtaheite; Tethuroah, one of the ncareft, is the property of Otoo and 
his family, diftant about eight leagues north from Point Venus; it 
confifls oPteti fnaall diets, furrounded by a reef ten leagues in circura- 
bfrencey * Thcfe can only be approached , in. calm •weather becaufc of 
the lurf, . and then only by fmall canoes, which are hauled over the 
rfcef thtthes the kihg fends, fais moft valuable property in time of war 
or danger. ' thefo dirts are not approachable by war canoes, they 
G^ord' tn irriptegnable fortrefs. To prevent the inhabitants from calling 
his authority, Otoo fiiffers no bread-fruit or vegetable food of any 
kind to grow there,' but cocoa-nuts and. taro- roots for the convenience 
of the .chiefs who go there on a vifit. Thcfc iflands abound wdth hfli, 
which they bring to Otoo, and load back with provifions. The filh 
he ufes himfolf, and diftributes to his friends. About forty fiil of ca- 
noes are thus employed, befldes thole ufed at home in filhery. Tlic 
Matavai canoes alfo, when not engaged in the dolphin filhery, make 
frequent voyages to Tethuroah, carrying provifions, and bringing back 
filli and cocoa-nut oil in exchange ; and a fine fifli faucc, called tycyro, 
made of cocoa-nut kernel at a proper age grated, and mi.xcd with 
picked (hrimps. This is put into balkcts to digefi: for a day or two, 
when it rcfembles curd, acquires an agreeable tartnels, and is fit tor 
ufe ; mixed with fait water it is an admired fiiuce, not only for filh, 
but for pork and fowls. The cocoa-nut muft not be fully grown, for 
it W'ould turn oily and become rancid. The lame faucc is made in 
great quantities at Otahei#^ ahd a baiket of it always accompanies a 
prclent of filh, or a baked liog. » ■' , ’ 

Maitea is fubjec'l to a chief of Tiaraboo, and about twenty-feven 
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leases diilant caftward. The communication is by a lapic war canoe, 
jvhich makes a, voyage or two annuidly, taking advantage oi the north- 
wcftcrly wind to go thither, and of the trade-wind to return. Frorn 
this illand they chiefly obtain* their pearls and pearl flicils, with dillies 
and liools of tamnmnoo, and other articles. Tapiuhe, famou.« tor pearl, 
lies iarthcr <)n in tlie fame direction. In return for what they receive, 
they carry nails and fuch iron-work as they can fpare^ and this pafl'es 
ia exchange to more diflant illaads. 




SECTION XIII. 

ly^eafes. 

TUvIj the Ituropeans vifited them, they had few dilbrders among 
them , their temperate and regular mode of life, the great ule of ve- 
getables, little .animal food, and abfence of all noxious •liilllllcd fpirits 
and wines, preferved them in health. The cafe at prefent is wofully 
altered. 

Their moft common complaints are coughs, colds, intermittent 
fevers, partly brought on by the changes of weather, and partly by the 
mode of bathing, to which they habituate themlclves, often reeking 
with fweat. They fometimes undergo a temporary inlanity during 
the wet feafoii, w hen the fun is vertical, probably from being expofed 
w^ith their bare heads to his perpendiadar beams : this diforder attacks 
them ufually when the bread-fruit ripens, and is- attended with boils 
on the Ikin, which carry off the diforder, and the perlbn once reco- 
vered is afl'eded no more ; though with fome it continues a longer 
fcafon than with others. The ague fometimes is fatal, as they have 
no medicine which is effectual for its cure. They are lubjedt to vail: 
ruptures, occafioned by too great exertions in wrellling, jumping, add 
lifting. The glands behind their ears often fwell arid Inppunite, leaving 
largc'fcars like the king's evil ; to thefe they make no application but 
w'alhing; and when we would have perfuaded them to lay on a poul- 
tice, they objccfled, as they mufl not pafs the facred ground with any 
thing ou their hc-ids, or above their Ihoulders ; and there i.s no con- 
fining them to the houfe as long as they are able to iland on their legs. 
As it is their fixed opinion, that no difeafe affecls them but as a punilh- 
ment inflicted by their Eatooa for fome offence, and never brought on

In improveiTMm^l^ap^^j^^goyc^tpmcnt |>^ the Fncndly 

Iflands appear iuperipr ;V|pit dwdes are larger, i^qfe numerous, and 
better formed; their cluW^d ps^hgs more ciddous, Uiejrland better 
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tultiv'atcd, tlicir roads neatly maintained, and their country gencralJv 
<'nclofed with reed fences ; property alii) appears more |)rotceicd, and 
no arbitrary cxadiotis noticed : while the defpotic rule at Otaheite, in 
many inftunces, and the infolcnt demands of the arrcoy focicty, tend 
to deftroy all indullry. ‘ Refpcct for the chicis is every where grea-t, 
but appeared Icall at Ohitahoo. 

In manners, the Society iflanders feem the moil dilfclutc, and the 
arrcoy focicty the fmk of Icwdnefs and cruelty. In the Friendly Jllands 
inarriugc is general, and, except the chiefs, they feem to have only 
one wile. It is faid at Tongataboo, that adultery is punifhed with 
(leath. There, and at the Manjucfis, no infant nnirders are allowed; 
but, contrariwife, they arc fond of their children, and take plcafurc 
in a numerous family. Though at the deceafe of Tibo Mfwmobc, 
ajid during his illnefs, fomc cruel and inhuman practices arc men- 
tioned, yet nothing comparable with the horrible human facrificcs 
at Otaheite. In another feature alfb they greatly differ, as old age is 
as mu( h refpeded at Oliitahoo and Tongataboo as it is neglcciled at 
Otaheite. 

In their propcnllty to theft they too much rcfcmbled each other, 
though the Friendly iflandcr.s feemed the moll daring. With rel'pedl 
to the difeafe which makes the moft fatal ravage, the Society iflanders 
arc much the moft generally infeded ; fewer at Tongataboo ; and at 
the Marquefas it is happily yet unknown. 

As to native fertility, all the iflands, with prudence and culture, 
would furnifli abundant fupplies ; but as the natives labour little, and 
truft to the fpontancous produdions of the earth chiefly, all fuffer at 
certain times of the year, when the bread-fruit is out of leafon, a tem- 
porary fcarclty. At Ohitahoo it amounted to hunger ; the mahic was 
difgulling; and the very animals were pinched for want of food, though 
no w here did the brcad-fnfit trees appear more flourifliing. At Tuu- 
gataboo, the chiefs, to fccurc plenty, changed their abodes to other 
iflands. At Otaheite the greatcll profufioii of native produdioiis aj)- 
peared, notwithftanding the horrible waftc committed at their I'caf't- 
ings, and by the arrcoy focicty ; and want is fcldom kuovvn. The 
boW*r of low land teems with plenty of bread-fruit, cvec, and cocoa- 
nut. At Ohitahoo there is no low land ; at Tongatatoo die country 
Is flat and cnclol'cd, and, though little cultivated, very produdivc. 
But after viflting all the other iflands. Captain Wiifon oblcrvc?, that 
he was forcibly ftruck, at his fccond vifit to Otaheite, with the fupexior 
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polltcnefi of their manners, their fingular cordiality of addrefs, and 
their vifiblc improvement during that fmall fpace in the fcalc of civi- 
lization in drcls as well as behaviour ; and taking into the account its 
amenity, the lidubrity of the climate, the plenty of fine water, fpon- 
taneous produdtions of the earth, the rich and moft romantically pic- 
turclcjuc appearances of the country, he felt the juftice of the title 
gh'cn to Otaheite by Qnc of the navigators, as the Queen of Wands.

^ . Art. IT. Of Goi. 

There is but one only liring and true Gpd^ who is infinite in being 
and pcrl'ed.ion, a moll pure Spirit, invifible, withaut body or parts, 
immutable; immenfc, eternal, incomprehcnfiblp, infinitely juft, al- 
mighty; and moft wile: the creator, maker, and former of all crea- 
tures; the preferver and governor of all things, vifiblc and inviliblc ;* 
and in the unity of the Godhead there are three pcrlbns, of one fub- 
ftance power and eternity — ^God the Father, Goethe Son, and God 
the Holy Ghoft. 

Art. III. Of the Fall of Man. 

God having created man in his own image, in knowledge, righle- 
oufnefs, and true holincft, with dominion over the creatures, entered 
into a covenant of life with him, not only for himfclf but for all his 
poftcrity, upon condition of perfcifl obedience;, forbidding him to eat 
of the tree of knowledge of good and evil’ upon the pain of death ; 
which covenant he brake, being fcduccd by Satan to eat of the fruit 
of that tree ; and, having thereby loft the image of God and all com- 
munion with him, he incurred his wrath and curfe both in this life 
and in- that which is to come ; in which ruin his whole race became 
ncceftar-ily involved, having this his firft tranlgrcflion moll juftly im- 
puted to them, and deriving from him a nature wholly corrupted and 
depraved. 

Art. IV. OfFmWtlU 

Man, in his ftatc of ihnoccncy, had freedom, and' power to will and 
tso do that which is good and well-plcafing to God ; but yet mutable, 
fi) that he might fall from it. But by his fall into a ftate of fin, he 
hath wholly loft all ability of will to any fpiritual good accompanying 
^Ivation; lb that as a natural man, being altogether- averfc from good, 
and dead in fin, he is riot able, by his own ftrength, to convert himfelf, 
or to prepare himfelf thereunto^ 

AVnch God cohorts a ' finner, and tranllates him into a Hate of 
gf&ce^. he frCcth him from his natural bondage under fin ; and by his 
^racc alone enables him freely to will and to- do that which is Ipi- 
zitually good.. 
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, . Art. V. Of Chrlfi the Mediator. 

The Son, wh'wh is the Word of the Father, co-equal and co-oterual 
with the Father, the very and eternal God, of one lubftance with the- 
Father, took man’s nature in -the womb of the bleffcd Virgin, of her 
fublhncc, fo that two whole and perfed natures,, that is to fay, the 
Godhead and manhood. Were joined* together, never to be divided, 
whereof is one Chrlft, very God. and very man^ who, by his perfed- 
obedience and facrificc of hirnfclf, which, he, through the Eternak 
Spirit, once olFcrcd up unto God, hath fully fatisfied the juftice of 
the FatHifc and not only made reconciliatioii, but likewife purchafed 
an cverFdrang inheritance in the kingdom of heaven for all thofc 
v horn the Father hath given to, or chofen in him. 

Art. VI. Of the Holy GhoJ}. 

The Holy Ghoft, proceeding from the Father and the Son, is of one 
fubftance, majefty, and glory, with the Father and the Son, very and 
eternal God ; whofe office, in the economy of falvation, is to .convince, 
regenerate,, and convert thofc w'hpm the Father gave to. Chrift in hii 
eternal purpofe, and make them partakers of all the benefits of ,;thc 
covenant of grace, both in time and eternity. 

Art. VU. Of the Refurre^ion ofjChrjjf. 

Chrift did truly rife again from dtath, and took again his body, witri 
fleffi, bones, and all things appertaining to the perfedion of man’s 
nature, wherewith he afeended into heaven, and there fitteth making 
interceffion for all his people until he return to judge ail men at tlic 
laft day. 

Art. Vlir. Of Fred filiation and Ek^lion. 

Predeftination to life is the everlafting purpofe of God, whereby 
(before the foundations of the world, were laid), he lKit)i, decreed^ by 
his couufcl fccrct to us, to deliver from curfc and damnation thofe 
whom he hath chofen in Chrift (not for any thing fotefeeadu them, 
but according to his eternal purpole and grace) put pf mankind, 
and to bring them, by Clnift to ,t,\ erlafting lalvatiun, vcffc^ madc 

to honour. . . > : • . • , ;; , v' • 

Wlierefore they whicli, be. eudned with fo , excpllcp.^^ ^ .bcfiefit of 
God, be called aceording to trod's purpure. by lis .Spirifi \yorklp^ in-, 
due fcafon ; thev’-, tluongb g^acc (.txy the. galling} .they t^ jujj^d. 
freely j they be made luns ct God b\ adoption, th?y,^qe,.r^f^^.jljlf.Ci_ 
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tlic Image of his <Ji>ly begotten Son Jefus Chnfl; they walk rellgloufly 
in good w6rks ; and at length, by:God s mercy, they attain to ever- 
lulling felicity. 

Art. IX. Of the Jt^ificafton of Man. 

Jullification is ah a<3 of God’s free grace, wherein he pardoncth all 
our fins, and acccptcth ns as righteous in his fight, only for tlic rightc- 
oufnefs of Chrift imputed to us, and received by faith alone. 

Art. X. Of Good Worh. ■ ^ 

Good works are only fuch as God hath commanded ’ w his holy 
word, and not fuch as, without the warrant thereof, arc devdfed by 
men out of blind zeal, or upon any preterfee of good intentions: 
although good, works, which arc the fruits of faith, and follow after 
jullification, cannot put away our fins, and endure the feverity of God’s 
judgments, yet arc they pleafing and accqitablc to God in Chrift, and 
do Ipring out ncceflarily of a true and lively faith; infomuch that by 
them a lively faith may be as evidently known as a tree is difeerned by 
its fruit 

Art. XI. Of the Law of God. 

The moral law doth for ever bind all, as well juftified perfons as 
others, to the obedience thereof ; and that not only in regard of the 
matter contained in it, but alfo in refped of the authority of God the 
creator who gave it : neither doth, Chrift in the golpel any way diflblvc, 
but npiuch ftrengthen this obligation. 

Although true believers be not under the law as a covenant of works, 
to be thereby juftified or condemned ; yet it is of great ufc to them as 
well as to others} in that, as a rule of life, informing them of the will 
of God and their duty, it direds and biuds them to walk accordingly ; 
difcovcriiig allb the finful pollutions of their nature, hearts, and lives ; 
lb as examining thcmfclves thereby they may come to further convic- 
tion of, humiliation for, and hatred againft fin ; together with a clearer 
fight of the need they have of Chrift, and the perfedion of his obe- 
dience : it is llkcwifc of ufe to the regenerate to reftrain their corrup- 
tion, in that It forbids fin ; and the threatenings of it Icrvc to Ihcw 
what even their fins deferve, and what afflidibns in this life they may 
exped for them, although freed from the curfe thereof thrcatchcd in 
the law. I 
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Art. XII.: Of the State of Men after Death, mid of the Refurre 6 Iion 

of the Dead. 

The bodies of men after death return to duft, and fee corruption ; 
but their fouls (which neither die nor llecp) having an immortal fub- 
■ftance, immediately return to God who gave them. The fouls of the 
righteous, being made perfed in holinefs, are received into the higheft 
heavens, where they behold the face of God in light and glory, waiting 
only for the full redemption of their bodies: and the fouls of the wicked 
are catt into hell, where they remain in torments and utter darknefs, 
relcrved to the judgment of the great day. Befide thefe two places, 
for fouls feparate from their bodies, the Scripture acknowledgcth none. 
At the laft day, fuch as are found alive {hall not die, but be changed ; 
and all the dead (hall be railed up with the fclf-famc bodies, and none 
other, although with different qualities, which lhall be again united to 
their fouls for ever. 

The bodies of the unJuft fhall, by the power of Chrift, be raifed to 
difhonour ; the bodies of the juft, by his fpirit, unto honour, and be 
made conformable to liis own glorious body. 

Art. XIII. Of the laji Judgment. 

God hath appointed a day wherein he will judge the world in 
rightcoufnefs, by Jefus Chrlft, to whom all power and judgment is 
given of the Father ; in which day not only the apoftatc angels fliall 
be judged, but llkcwife all perfons that have lived upon earth fhall 
appear before the tribunal of Chrift, to give an account of their 
thoughts, words, and deeds; and to receive according to what they 
have done in the body, whether good or evil. The end of God’s ap- 
pointing this day is for the manlieftation of the glory of his mercy in 
the eternal falvation of the eledl, and of his juflice in the damnation 
of the wicked and difobedient ; for then fhall the righteous go into- 
evcrlafling life, and receive that fulncfs of joy and rcfrcfliing which 
fhall come. from the prefence of the Lord ; but the wicked who know 
not God, and obey not the gofpel of Jefiis Chrift, lhall be call into* 
evcrlafling burnings, and be punifhed with eternal deftrueftion from the 
prefence of the Lord, and from the glory of his power. 

Art. XIV. Of the Church. ^ 

The catholic or univerfal church, which is invifible, confifts of the 
•whole number of the eled, that have been, are, or fhall be gathered: 
into one, under. Chrift the head, thereof ; and is the fpoufc, the bodj^. 
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the fulnefa of film that fiUeth all in all. The vHlWfe diurch, which is 
alfo catholic or univerfal uhdcf the gofpfcl (not confined to one nation 
tis before, under the law), coitfills of* all tho^c throughout the world 
that prol'ds the trnc rcligibn, toj^ther with their children ; and is the 
kingdom of the Lord Jefiis Chrift, the^houfe and family out of which 
there is no ordinary' . poffibility of falvation. 

Unto this catholic vifible church' Chrrfb hath given the minlftry', 
oracles, and ordinances • of God, for the* gathering and perfeding of 
the faints, in this life, to the end of the world ; and doth by his own 
prefence and Ipirit, according to his promile, ihake them cffedual 
thereunto. ' , r- '■ 

There is no cither head of the church but the Lord. Jefus Chrlll; 
neither' hath any temporaLprince, fccular power, or civil magiftrato, 
'afty right to exercife any authority' over her; ncitlier needeth flic any 
Cflablilhments from them, being founded upon Him who is the rock of 
ages; fo that the gates of hdl fliall not prevail againfl: her; and the 
Higheft himfdf Ihall eftablilh her. ! , 

The vifible church hath, in lubjedion .to Chrift her head, ' power 
to Chulc bilhops, or paftors, and deacons, to ad in their fcvcral 
offices. The church likewile hath power to depofc both minifters and 
deacons, if it be found neceflary for truth and confciencc fake ; to 
admit members into church fcllowlhip ; and, in cale of mlfcondud, to 
exclude them from her communion ; but if the caufe or rcalon of dc- 
pofing the one, or excluding the other is removed, then Ihe hath power, 
and ought to rc-admit them into the fame church fcllowlhip. 

Art. XV. • Of the Officers of the Church. 

Chrift, in the riches, of his love and care tow’ards his church, hath 
appointed in it to be of perpetual ftanding ufe, as that will be needful 
to the church throughout all generations to the end of the world ; 
jft. Paftors or bilhops, that^ould be fettled in different churches, to 
take a pec-uliar care of them, to prclidc, watch, and rule over them 
in the Lord ; and to adminiftcr ordinances of wdrihip and difciplinc, 
as well as -to preach the word to them ; who are to be folcmnly let 
apart to their important office by fafting, prayer, and laying on of 
ha»ds, by oiic or piorc perfons who have ■ been regularly called and 
ordained unto thcr triiniftcrial office. 2d. Deacons ; unto whbfc office 
belongs the a<ftual cxercilfe arid application of the bounty and benevo- 
lence of the church unto the poor that are planted therein ; and to 
pro\ idc for the table of the Lord : and who arc to be oidaincd to their 
truft by prayer and impofition of hands.

members of i-the fame myftical body; and is to be adminilbered by 
one who labours in word and doctrine, properly called and ordained

Art. XVIir. ,0f the 'SiVi6iiJtc\'iiion of the Lord's Day. 

The Lord's day oughtto.be lb rcrncmhcrcd beforehand, as that all 
, worldly bufmefs of our ordinary calling may be fo ordered, and (b timely 
and fcafonably laid afidc, as they may not be iRipcdimcnts to the due 
land:ifying of the day when it comes. The whole day is to be celebrated 
as holy to the Lord, both in public and private, as being the Chriitian 
fabbath. To which end it is requifite, that there be a hoi v cell at ion 
or retting all that day f|-pm all unucceffary labours, and an ahllkining 
from all w orldly words and thoughts: that all the' peqple meet timely 
for public worl hip, , that tlic vvhole cpiigre^dtlon may be p^febt at the 
beginning, and with one heart folcmuly Join together in all parts of 
the public W 9 rllup,.and not depart till after,,thc blcfling. 

Art. XIX. Of the Ordimnces ht a pdrikuJar Congregatlgn. 

The ordinances iit a fmgle congregation are, prayer, thank/jpving, 
pnd iinging of pfalnis or jhymns^^it^, word read (although there follow 
np immediate qjrpUf^tion ot^;wlrat is, mad), the word t xpoanded and 
applied, catcchifuii;, , the jacraments adminiilcred, and dUiniflrng the 
people with, a hi cliing. - - .

This was praiftifcd in the Jewilli church, coun- 
tcnanccd.by Chrift, and recommended -by -the- aiiefilc as honourable 
among all. Therefore marriage is to be between one man and one 
woman only; and they luch as arc ^raot 'withiit tliO degrees of confan- 
guinity or affinity prohibited llw the word of God ; and the perfons are 
to be of years and difcretion, *m to' mate their own choice, ’ or, upon 
good gipu^ds,. to give their rnutual cbnient.i Tlicn'thc perfbiis about 
to qn^r the ftatc of marriage ate to fignify th’£ir intentions to the mi- 
nider tedding neareft to their ,rcfp^aivey abodes’ three weeks before 
their intended cohfubimation of marriage j that he may publicly de- 
clare their intensions three fiicceflive iabbaths in the congregation, to 
the end that if there ‘be any lawful objections dgainft thp perfons en- 
tering into that holy>ftatc, itj may be fet afidc ; ■ but if no objection 
appears, then the .day being fappointed (which wejadvife not to be the

ment ; fuch as tinging, praying, &c. Therefote it feems moll con- 
fident that the dead body be in a decent manner conveyed, to the place 
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appointed fof public burial/ add thbn ininaedlately committed to the 
cartlv i it is the^u^ipf cYcry^Cl^fiftiau friend carneltly to endea- 
vour, to tmprovp.thp bctc^ying difp^rifation, By meditation and con^- 
renpes fuitable tlictcto.-^And itris Jilt cwiic incumbent upon the paftor 
of the congregation ;to endeavour tp fpcak a word in fcafori to furvivons 
liutablc to tjije'oqciiiftpn. , t,- ,
